No. 475. 


AN ACT to Amend Certain Sections of an Act, Entitled ‘An 
Act to Make Appropriations to Meet the Expenses of 
the State Government, to Provide for the Assessment 
and Collection of a Property Tax and License Taxes, 
and to Provide for an Inventory and Assessment of 
Property,”? Approved April 10, A. D. 1925, Relating to 
Special Revenues to be Collected for the Support of the 
State Government and to Re-enact the Same, When so 
Amended, and to Make Provision for the Collection of 
the Revenues Herein Provided. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV Stats., 299) Amended— 
Tax on Soft Drinks—on Snuff and Chewing Tobacco—Col- 
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lection and Enforcement.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That Sections 82, 83, 84, 86. 
87, 89, 90 and 91 of an Act, entitled “An Act to Make Appropria- 
tions to Meet the Expenses of the State Governmerit, and to Pro- 
vide for the Assessment and Collection of a Property Tax and 
License Taxes and to Provide for an Inventory and Assessment of 
Property,” approved the tenth day of April, A. D. 1925, be amended 
in the following particulars: Amend Section 82, sub-division 1, 
line 7, by striking out the words “ice cream’; strike out, beginning 
on line 9 and ending on line 12, the words “lip sticks, rouge, face 
paints, face powders, face creams, talcum powders, toilet waters and 
lotions, perfumery, hair oils, hair tonics, pomades, cosmetics and 
hair dyes” ; strike out on line 1 of subdivision (a) of said section, the 
words “ice cream” ; strike out all of subdivision (c), as follows: “On 
all lip sticks, rouge, face powders, face paints, face creams, talcum 
powders, toilet waters and lotions, perfumery, hair oils, hair tonics, 
pomades, cosmetics and hair dyes, a license tax of one ($0.01) cent 
for each five ($0.05) cents or fractional part of the retail selling 
price”; strike out on line 1, subdivision (2), subsection (a), the 
words “‘in the case of lip sticks, rouge, face paints, face powders, 
face creams, talcum powders, toilet waters, and lotions, perfumery, 
hair oils, hair tonics, pomades, cosmetics and hair dyes, be paid by 
stamps to be affixed to each individual article sold”; strike out on 
line 1, subdivision 2, subsection (b), the words “ice cream,” so that 
Section 82, when so amended and re-enacted, shall read, as follows: 


“Section 82. (1) That every person, firm or corporation doing 
domestic or intra-state business within this State and engaged in the 
business of selling, manufacturing, purchasing, consigning, using, 
shipping or distributing, for the purposes of sale within this State, 
any of the following articles or things, viz.: Soda water, ginger ale, 
coca-cola, lime cola, pepsi-cola, near beer, beer, fruit juices, ices, 
sundaes, confections, bottled drinks of every kind whatsoever, and 
all fountain drinks and other beverages and things commonly desig- 
nated as “soft drinks” ; and chewing tobacco and snuff, for the privi- 
lege of carrying on such business shall be subject to the payment of 
a license tax, which shall be measured by and graduated in accord- 
ance with the sales of such person, firm or corporation within the 
State of South Carolina, except as may hereinafter be provided, as 
follows: (a) On all soda fountain drinks, ices, sundaes and all! other 
confections, or drinks sold at fountains, a license tax of twenty per 
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centum (20%) of the entire receipts: Provided, That the receipts 
from the sale of bottled drinks upon which the tax herein provided 
has already been paid by a dealer or bottler within this State, shall 
not be included in the entire receipts for purposes of computing the 
tax herein levied: Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to levy a tax on ice cream or upon milk or drinks of which 
whole milk forms the base: Provided, further, That drinks made of 
powdered milk or other substitutes for whole milk shall be taxable. 
Paragraph (a) shall be ineffective after April 1, 1927. (b) On all 
bottled drinks one ($0.01) cent for each five ($0.05) cents, or frac- 
tional part thereof of the retail selling price: Provided, That the 
license taxes imposed by this subdivision shall not apply in any case 
where bottled soft drinks are shipped to a purchaser outside of 
South Carolina. This paragraph shall be ineffective after April 1. 
1927. (c) On all chewing tobacco and snuff, a license of one ($0.01) 
cent on each (3) three ounces or fractional part thereof: Provided, 
That upon all articles enumerated in this section which shall on the 
day this Act shall go into effect be held by any person, firm or cor- 
poration and intended for sale, there shall be levied, assessed, col- 
lected and paid the taxes as herein provided for by this Act upon such 
articles. That this paragraph shall become ineffective on and after 
April 1, 1927. (2) That the license tax imposed by this Act shall: (a) 
In the case of chewing tobacco and snuff be paid by stamps to be af- 
fixed to the smallest container or package in which or from which 
normally sold at retail, the stamps in all such cases to be affixed by 
the person, firm or corporation selling or disposing of such articles 
to the final consumer. (b) In the case of soft drinks, ices, sundaes. 
confections, or drinks sold at fountains, be due and payable monthly 
between the first and tenth day of each month, and the person, firm 
or corporation liable to such tax shall between the first and tenth 
day of each month, make a true and correct return to the South 
Carolina Tax Commission in such form as it may prescribe, showing 
the amount of sales during the previous month, and remit the tax 
therewith. That in case of failure to make a true and correct return, 
the Tax Commission shall make the same upon such information as 
it may be able to obtain, assess the tax due thereon and add a penalty 
of fifty (50) per centum, and in any case of failure to pay the tax, 
the South Carolina Tax Commission shall add a penalty of fifty (50) 
per centum, whereupon the South Carolina Tax Commission shall 
mail notice of the amount of taxes and penalty to the party failing 
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to make such return or to pay any tax, and if the tax and penalty are 
not paid within ten (10) days after mailing such notice, execution 
shall be issued in the manner and with the force provided hereafter 
in this section. If any license tax or penalties imposed by this Act 
remain due and unpaid for a period of ten (10) days, the Tax Com- 
mission shall issue a warrant of execution, directed to the Sheriff 
of the County, or his lawful deputy, in which the delinquent taxpayer 
resides, or where his business is conducted. The Sheriff to whom 
such execution is directed shall proceed to enforce such execution 
in the same manner provided by law for the enforcement of an exe- 
‘cution issued by a County Treasurer against a delinquent taxpayer. 
The tax and all penalties herein provided for shall be held as a debt 
payable to the State by the party against whom the same shall be 
charged, and all such taxes and penalties shall be a first lien in all 
cases whatsoever upon all the property of the party charged there- 
with: Provided, That if any person, firm or corporation shall be 
forced by the Tax Commission to come to Columbia to answer 
charges preferred against them by the Tax Commission, and the Tax 
Commission finds that such person, firm or corporation is innocent 
and charges are not sustained by the Tax Commission, then the 
actual expenses of the person, firm or corporation appearing before 
the Tax Commission shall be paid by the Treasurer of the State 
of South Carolina upon order of a Tax Commission of South Caro- 
lina. 


(3) It is hereby declared to be the intent and purpose of this Act 
to impose the taxes herein provided in the case of bottled drinks 
upon the person, firm or corporation making the first sale within this 
State, and in all other cases upon the person, firm or corporation 
making sale or disposition of all other articles to the final consumer: 
Provided, That in case of bottlers whose output is contained in bot- 
tles to be retailed at fifteen cents or above, and which is sold through 
jobbers, such bottler may file with the Tax Commission at the end 
of each month, or at such times as may be prescribed by the Tax 
Commission, a verified statement showing the quantities of bottled 
drinks sold and delivered to all jobbers within this State and there- 
upon the tax shall be collected from such jobber: Provided, further, 
however, That in case such jobber shall in like manner file with the. 
Tax Commission, at such times as may be required by the Tax Com- 
mission, a verified statement showing the quantities of bottled drinks 
sold to all retailers in this State, such statement to give the name 
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and address of such retailers, then such jobber shall not be required 
to pay, but same shall be collected by the retailer from the final con- 
sumer, and remitted by the retailer in the same manner as if such 
drinks were purchased from without the State. 


(4) That any person, firm or corporation subject to the license 
taxes imposed by this section who shall fail to comply with any of 
the provisions hereof, or with any rule or regulation of the South 
Carolina Tax Commission, shall for each offense pay as a part of 
the tax imposed by this section. a penalty of Twenty ($20.00) Dol- 
lars for the first offense; Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for the second of- 
fense, and One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each offense there- 
after: Provided, That the South Carolina Tax Commission may, 
upon good cause shown, remit or refund, in whole or in part, any 
penalties imposed by this section.” 


§ 2. Documentary Stamp Tax Amended — Clerks of 
Court to Report Violations—Failure a Misdemeanor.— 
Amend Section 83, by adding to subdivision 2, the following: 


Clerks of Court and Registers of Mesne Conveyances shall report 
to the South Carolina Tax Commission the names and addresses of 
any individual, firm or corporation who fails to have affixed the re- 
quired amount of stamps to any conveyance, or taxable instrument 
which may be recorded in their respective offices. Any Clerk of 
Court or Register of Mesne Conveyances who fails to report any such 
violation within thirty (30) days after the recording of any taxable 
instrument without stamps, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon conviction, shall pay a fine of not more than One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars for each offense,” so that said section, when so 
amended and re-enacted, shall read as follows: 


Section 83. (1) That on and after the approval of this Act, 
there shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid for and in respect of 
the several bonds, debentures, certificates of stock and indebtedness 
and other documents, instruments, matters and things mentioned and 
described in this section, or for or in respect of the vellum, parch- 
ment or paper upon which instruments, matters or things, or any of 
them, are written or printed, by any person, firm or corporation who 
makes, signs, issues, sells, removes, consigns or ships the same, or 
for whose use or benefit the same are made, signed, issued, sold, re- 
moved, consigned, or shipped, the several additional taxes hereinafter 
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specified: The said documents, matters and things being set forth 
in Schedule A, subdivisions 1 to 7, inclusive, of an Act entitled “An 
Act to Raise Revenue for the Support of the State Government,” 
approved the twenty-sixth day of March, 1923, being Act No. 11, 
at page 12, Acts of 1923, and all Acts amendatory thereof. 


(a) On the bonds and documents described in subdivision 1 of 
said Schedule A, five ($0.05) cents additional to the rates provided 
in said subdivision: Provided, That notes executed by religious, 
charitable and eleemosynary institutions shall not be taxed or be re- 
quired to be stamped. 


(b) On certificates of stock and other documents described in 
subdivision (2) of said Schedule A, five ($0.05) cents additional to 
the rates provided in said subdivsion ; 


(c) On all sales and transfers of capital stock described in sub- 
division (3) of said Schedule A, two ($0.02) cents additional to the 
rates provided in said subdivision ; 


(e) On all conveyances and documents described in subdivision 5 
of said Schedule, fifty ($0.50) cents additional to the rates provided 
in said subdivision ; 


(f£) On all proxies and instruments in writing described in subdi- 
vision (6) of said Schedule A, ten ($0.10) cents additional to the 
rates provided in said subdivision ; 


(g) On all powers of attorney and instruments in writing de- 
scribed in subdivision (7) of said Schedule A, twenty-five ($0.25) 
cents additional to the rates provided in said subdivision ; 


(h) Clerks of Court and Registers of Mesne Conveyances shall re- 
port to the South Carolina Tax Commission the names and addresses 
of any individual, firm or corporation who fails to have affixed the 
required amount of stamps to any conveyance, or taxable instrument 
which may be recorded in their respective offices. Any Clerk of 
Court or Register of Mesne Conveyance who fails to report any such 
violation within thirty (30) days after the recording of any taxable 
instrument without stamps, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall pay a fine of not more than One 
_ Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each offense. 


(2) That all of the provisions of an Act entitled “An Act to Raise 
Revenue for the Support of the State Government,” approved March 
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26, 1923, being Act No. 11, at page 12, and all Acts amendatory 
thereof, not inconsistent with the provisions hereof, are hereby 
adopted for the purpose of the enforcement and administration of 
Sections 82 and 83 of this Act. 


§ 3. Corporation License Tax.— Amend Section 84 by 
striking out the letter “5” on the last line of said section and insert 
in lieu thereof the figure “6” so that said section, when so amended 
and reenacted, shall read as follows: 


Section 84. (1) There shall be levied and collected, in addition 
to the license fees imposed under the provisions of An Act entitled 
“An Act to Require Certain Corporations to Make Annual Reports 
and to Pay Annual License Fees and to Prescribe Methods for En- 
forcement and Rates Pertaining Thereto,” approved the Ist day of 
March, 1922, same being Act No. 531, Acts of 1922, additional fees 
as follows: (a) Upon railroad companies, express companies, street 
railway companies, navigation companies, waterworks companies, 
power companies, light companies, gas companies, telegraph com- 
panies, telephone companies, parlor, dining and sleeping car com- 
panies, tank car lines, refrigerating car lines, fruit growers express 
car lines, and all other privately operated car lines, a license fee of 
three (3) mills upon each dollar of the true value of property owned 
and used within this State in the conduct of their business. 


(b) Upon each corporation organized under the laws of this State 
to do business for profit other than those enumerated above, one (1) 
mill upon each dollar paid to the capital stock of said corporation. 

(c) Every other corporation (except railroad companies, water- 
works companies, power companies, light companies, gas companies, 
telegraph companies, telephone companies, parlor. dining and sleep- 
ing car companies, tank car lines, refrigerating car lines, fruit grow- 
ers express car lines and all other privately owned car lines) organ- 
ized to do business for profit under the laws of any other State, ter- 
ritory or country, doing business in this State, shall pay an annual 
license fee of one (1) mill upon each dollar of the true value of the 
property of such corporation used within this State in the conduct 
of its business. 


(2) The assessment and payment of the additional license fee pro- 
vided in this section shall be made and enforced in accordance with 
the provisions and penalties of said Act 1922, and amendments there- 
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to, and in accordance with the provisions of an Act entitled “An 
Act to Amend Sections 420 and 423 of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, Relating to the Filing of Statements of 
Corporations and the Failure to Pay Licenses so as to Further Define 
the Manner of Making Statements and a Penalty for Failure to 
Pay Licenses,” approved the twenty-first day of March, A. D. 1924, 
the same being Act No. 695: Provided, The South Carolina Tax 
Commission may require additional returns from all of said corpora- 
tions effected by this section or where practicable may use any re- 
turns that may have been filed during the year 1926. - 


§ 4. Parts of Act Independent.—Amend Section 86. On 
line 9 strike out the figures “1925” and insert in lieu thereof the 
figures “1926” ; on line 10, strike out the words “of Sections 82-85, 
inclusive” ; on line 13, strike out the figures “1925” and insert in lieu 
thereof the figures “1926”; on line 16, strike out the figures “1926” 
and insert in lieu thereof the figures “1927” ; on line 17, strike out the 
figures “1926” and insert in lieu thereof the figures “1927”; on line

thereof the figures “1927,” so that said section, when so amended 
and reenacted, shall read as follows: 


Section 86. If any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of this Act

, Georgetown County and to Devolve the Duties of Said 
Office on the County Commissioners of Said County. 


Section 1. Office of County Supervisor Abolished in 
Georgetown County—Duties Devolved.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and 
after the approval of this Act by the Governor the office of County 
Supervisor of Georgetown County be, and the same is hereby, abol- 
ished and all the duties pertaining to said office shall devolve upon 
the County Commissioners of said County, who shall perform all the 
duties now provided for by law on the County Supervisor, without 
extra compensation.

AN ACT to Authorize and’ Empower the State Treasurer 
to Pay the Salaries of State Officers and Employees 
During the Months of January and February of Each 
Year and to Provide for the Borrowing of Sufficient 
Funds by the Governor, State Treasurer and Comp- 
troller General. 


Section 1. State Treasurer to Pay Salaries of State Of- 
ficers and Employees, County Auditors and County Treas- 
urers for January and February Each Year— Basis of Pay. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The State Treasurer is hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to pay the salaries of State officers. County Auditors 
and Treasurers and employees for the months of January and Feb- 
ruary of each year, the same to be paid upon a warrant issued by 
the Comptroller General, and the Comptroller General is hereby re- 
quired to issue such warrants. The payment of all salaries of State 
officers, County Auditors and Treasurers and employees shall be 
made upon the basis of the preceding year as set forth in the Appro- 
priation Act, except constitutional officers who shall be paid at the 
rate specified in the statutes for the term for which they have been 
elected. 


§ 2. State May Borrow—Notes—Payment.—lIn case the 
State Treasurer should not have funds sufficient and available to pay 
the salaries as provided for in Section 1 of this Act, then the Gov- 
ernor and Comptroller General with the said State Treasurer are 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow upon the credit of the 
State a sufficient amount of money to meet the requirements of Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act and to issue note or notes for such sum so bor- 
rowed, the same to be paid out of the taxes for the current year.

Section 1. Permanent Revolving Fund for Joint Com- 
mittee on Printing—Use.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the State Treasurer be, 
and he is hereby, authorized, empowered and directed to set aside 
from the accumulated unexpended balances of the Revolving Fund 
heretofore appropriated for the purchase of office supplies by the 
Joint Committee on Printing, the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars 
* ($10,000.00) which he shall set up as a permanent and continuing 
revolving fund for the purchase of office supplies or such other com- 
modities as the General Assembly may hereafter direct. to be admin- 
istered by the Joint Committee on Printing. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of a County Board 
of Equalization for Berkeley County, and to Abolish 
the Present Board, and to Repéal the Law Relating to 
the Appointment of Said Board. 


Section 1. County Board of Equalization for Berkeley 
County — Appointment — Term — Chairmen of Parish 
Boards.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Governor of this State, upon the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from Berke- 
ley County, shall appoint three qualified electors from each Parish in 
said County, and when so appointed and otherwise qualified, the said 
members shall constitute the Board of Equalization for Berkeley 
County, and shall discharge the duties imposed by law upon such 
Board. They shall hold office for two years from their appointment 
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and the said Board shall be likewise appointed every two years 
thereafter. Immediately after said members are qualified, each 
Parish Board shall meet and elect from their number a chairman; 
the chairman shall preside over the meetings of said Board, and the 
chairman of each Parish Board shall be a member of the County 
Board of Equalization. 


§ 2. Incumbents—Duties of Board—Compensation.— 
The present Board shall continue to hold office until their successors 
are qualified. The duties of the incoming Board shall be as now pro- 
vided by law except that the Parish shall be the basis of sub-division 
of the County instead of the school district. The compensation of 
the various members shall be as now provided by law.

Section 1. Bequests, etc., for Maintenance of Monu- 
ments, Burial Grounds, etc., not Void as Perpetuities.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That from and after the passage of this Act no gift, devise, bequest, 
or settlement in trust or otherwise shall be held to be void as a 
perpetuity where the same is made for the purpose of maintaining. 
caring for, or keeping in repair any tomb, monument, burial! lot, 
burial ground or cemetery, whether public or private, where the re- 
mains of human beings are interred; and all such gifts, devises, be- 
quests, or settlements in trust or otherwise are hereby declared to 
be for a charitable purpose. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create a Sinking Fund Commission for the 
County of Chesterfield and Prescribe its Duties. 


Section 1. Sinking Fund Commission for Chesterfield 
County—Personnel—_—-Terms—Organization.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That a 
Sinking Fund Commission for the County of Chesterfield is hereby 
created to be composed of three members to be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation from said County and the County Treasurer of Chesterfield 
County and the County Superintendent of Education of said County 
shall be ex officio members of said Commission. The term of office 
for the three appointed members shall be for two, four and six years 
respectively, to be determined by lot at their first meeting for organ- 
izing, who shall continue in office until their successors shail have 
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been appointed and qualify. At said meeting they shall elect one of 
their number Chairman and the County Treasurer shall act as Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of said Commission and shall have the custody 
of all sinking funds coming into their hands. 


§ 2. Oath.—Each appointed member of said Commission 
shall become qualified by taking the oath prescribed by law for 
County officers before the Clerk of Court, which oath shall also be 
filed in his office with the notices of each appointment. 


§ 3. Powers and Duties.—It shall be the duty of said Sink- 
ing Fund Commission to take over all moneys, property, security, 
records, and accounts of all Township school sinking funds, except 
the Special School District of Cheraw, heretofore accrued or to 
hereafter accrue. keeping separate accounts for each sinking fund 
with the date of maturity of the several bonds or notes issued by 
the said township or school district, and whenever it shall be to the 
interest of the said county the said Sinking Fund Commission is em- 
powered to buy up any of such bonds or notes and cancel the same 
out of the funds coming into their hands applicable to the several 
bond issues and to keep an accurate record of the same and furnish 
it to the County authorities within a reasonable time after the appli- 
cation therefor by said authorities: Provided, That if at any time 
there shall remain in their hands any surplus sinking funds not paid 
out by them on the retirement of the bonds and interest the said 
Sinking Fund Commission may loan said funds to any school dis- 
trict of the County of Chesterfield upon note or notes issued: by the 
Trustees of such district, such notes maturing serially and to run not 
more than twenty (20) years from date of issue at six (6) per cent 
interest.

Provided, however, Before doing so he shall have filed with him a 
certificate of the Sinking Fund Commission herein provided for that 
such levy is needed. 
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§ 5. Disbursements.—All funds disbursed under this Act 
by the Sinking Fund Commission, except interest, shall be by voucher 
signed by a majority of said Sinking Fund Commission.

Section 1. Certain Cities Authorized to Employ Com- 
mercial Secretaries.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That a City or Town Council of any 
incorporated city or town in this State of more than 7,200 inhabi- 
tants and less than 7,500 inhabitants, according to the Federal Census 
of 1920, operating under the Commission Form of Government, is 
hereby authorized and empowered to employ a Commercial Secretary 
or Secretaries and to prescribe the duties for the same. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act be, and they are hereby, repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for Notice to the Owner of a Mortgage 
After Levy on But Before Sale of Real Estate for 
Taxes. 


Section 1. Sheriff to Notify Certain Mortgagees Before 
Advertising Lands for Sale Under Tax Executions—Con- 
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tents of Notice—Delivery—Entry on Record—Request for 
Notice—Duties of Clerk—~Fees—Provisos.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from 
and after the passage of this Act whenever any real estate is 
levied upon for taxes by the Sheriff it shall be his duty, before 
proceeding to advertise the same for sale as now provided by 
law, to give twenty days written notice of such levy to the 
owner of each mortgage contained on the list filed with him as 
hereinafter provided, the said period of twenty days beginning to run 
from the time the said notice is personally delivered or from the 
date of its mailing when delivered by registered mail as hereinafter 
provided. Such notice shall contain a description of the land 
levied upon, the name of the owner thereof, the year or years for 
which the taxes were assessed and a statement of the amount thereof 
with the accrued cost, and shall be delivered to such owner either 
personally or by registered mail with return receipt requested at the 
address given on Said list. The Sheriff shall keep a copy of said no- 
tice, on which he shall enter the date the same was delivered, how, 
where and to whom, which shall be filed with the Clerk of Court, 
who shall examine it and determine whether or not there has been 
compliance by the Sheriff with the provisions hereof, and if there 
has been he shall then enter on the record of the list of mortgages, 
immediately after each particular mortgage affected by the notice, 
the words: “Required notice duly given by the Sheriff on the...... 
day of........... 19...,’’ fill in the date when the notice was given 
and authenticate the same by his signing his name thereto. In order 
to entitle any such owner of a mortgage to this notice, a list of each 
mortgage as to which such notice is desired shall be filed by the 
owner thereof with the Clerk of Court of the county in which the 
land covered thereby lies on or before the fifteenth day of March of 
each year, whereon shall be shown not only the name and address 
of such owner, but also the name of each mortgagor and the book 
and page of the record where each mortgage so listed is recorded. 
Such list shall be promptly entered of record by said Clerk in a book 
to be kept by him in his office for that purpose, for which service 
the Clerk shall be paid a fee of fifteen cents for each mortgage so 
listed and entered by him in said book, except that where ten or more 
mortgages shall be listed together on one list, the fee of the Clerk 
shall be five cents each for the number in excess of ten. Within ten 
days after the filing thereof, the Clerk shall transmit the said list 
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to the Sheriff and the Sheriff shall file the same in his office as a 
record thereof and shall enter thereon the date it was received by 
him: Provided, That for the giving of this notice the Sheriff shall 
receive when it is personally delivered the sum of $3.00 and when 
delivered by registered mail the sum of $1.25, the same together with 
the fee of the Clerk of Court to be collected as are other costs, fees 
and charges, and paid by the mortgagee receiving the notice: Pro- 
vided, further, That the rights, interest and security of any owner 
of a mortgage complying with the provisions hereof shall in no wise 
be affected by a tax sale and ai deed of conveyance made pursuant 
thereto, unless the provisions hereof are complied with, nor shall any- 
thing herein contained in any wise whatsoever affect or abridge any 
right or remedy of any owner of a mortgage now provided by law 
who may fail or neglect for any reason to file such list with the 
Clerk of Court, or in any way change, alter or limit the right of 
redemption under existing law of property sold for taxes.

AN ACT to Exempt School Districts From the Payment of 
the License Fee on Automobiles and Trucks Used Ex- 
clusively for the Transportation of School Children, 
and to Provide for a License Fee of One Dollar. 


Section 1. License of Motor Vehicles of School Dis- 
tricts.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: All automobiles or trucks owned by school districts 
and used exclusively for the transportation of school children are 
exempted from license fees except as herein provided. 


§ 2. Fees—Transfers—Provisos.—That on each automo- 
bile or truck owned by any school district in the State and used ex- 
clusively for the transportation of school children there shall be paid 
by the school district an annual license fee of one dollar to the State 
Highway Commission to be paid and collected and evidenced as fees 
on other motor vehicles. The said automobiles and trucks shall be 
subject to the provisions of law relating to transfers and the pay- 
ment of transfer fees as provided for all other motor vehicles: Pro- 
vided, That before any truck or automobile shall come within the 
provisions of this Act the Chairman of the Board of Trustees or 
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other members thereof shall file with the State Highway Commis- 
sion an affidavit stating that the same is owned exclusively by the 
school district dnd operated by it exclusively for the transportation 
of school children: Provided, If said automobile or truck shall be 
used at any time except for the purpose of transporting school chil- 
dren to school said automobile or truck shall be subjected to the 
license as now provided by law. 


§ 3. Refunds.—That the State Highway Department is here- 
by authorized, empowered and directed to refund to any such school 
district any license fees for the year 1926 that may have been paid 
prior to the passage of this Act.

AN ACT to Provide for a Finance Board for Pickens 
County. 


Section 1. Finance Board for Pickens County Estab- 
lished—Personnel.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The County Supervisor, the County 
Superintendent of Education, and County Treasurer of Pickens 
County are hereby declared to be a Board known as the Finance 
Board of said County. 


§ 2. Powers.—The said Board shall have power and authority 
to meet and borrow such sum or sums as may be necessary for the 
running of the county government, schools, and other necessary ex- 
penses of the said county. They shall receive reports from every 
department of the County showing how much money is necessary for 
such department and they shall thereupon borrow a sufficient lump 
sum to meet the requirements of all departments, place same in one or 
more banks in said County and set aside to a special fund the amount 
for each department, subject to its departmental control: Provided, 
That the terms of this Act shall not be construed as altering the 
present law in reference to the signing of the County’s obligations. 
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§ 3. County Deposits.—The said Finance Board shall de- 
posit the money so borrowed in a bank or banks that will give the 
greatest rate of interest on the monthly balance, subject, however, to 
the Committee’s discretion as to the financial responsibility of such 
bank or banks, and when such sum is placed in the bank or banks 
designated by this Committee, such bank or banks shall pay to the 
County Treasurer the rate of interest agreed upon on all monthly 
balances in its hands. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. : 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approva 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Abolish the Office of Commissioners of Public 
Works for the Town of Denmark. 


Section 1. Board of Commissioners of Public Works for 
Town of Denmark Abolished—Duties Devolved—Transfer 
of Records—Taking Effect of Act Contingent Upon Elec- 
tion—Conduct of Election.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the office of Commis- 
sioners of Public Works for the Town of Denmark in the County of 
Bamberg in said State, be, and the same is hereby, abolished. and all 
of the duties, powers, and responsibilities of the said Commissioners 
of Public Works of said town are hereby devolved upon the Town 
Council of the said Town of Denmark. That upon demand by the 
Town Council the Commissioners of Public Works shall turn over 
to the Town Council of Denmark all property, books, vouchers, rec- 
ords and monies in their possession and thereafter the duties of the 
said Commissioners of Public Works for said town shall be dis- 
charged by the Town Council of the Town of Denmark: Provided, 
however, That before this Act shall become effective there shall be 
held an election in the Town of Denmark upon the question of abol- 
ishing the office of the Commissioners of Public Works, at which elec- 
tion the qualified electors shall vote for and against the abolishing of 
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the office of the Commissioners of Public Works. Said election shall 
be ordered by the Town Council of the Town of Denmark within 
sixty (60) days after the passage of this Act. They shall provide 
the ballots to be used at such election and shall give notice of the 
time and place of the holding of the said election and shall canvass 
and declare the result thereof. If the majority of the voters voting 
at such election vote in favor of abolishing the office of the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works, then this Act shall become effective and 
operative, otherwise, there shall be no change in the office of the 
Commissioners of Public Works.

AN ACT to Provide the Place and Method of Depositing 
all Public Funds of Darlington County and to Further 
Define the Duties of Certain Officers of Said County. 


Section 1. Deposits of Public Funds in Banks of Dar- 
lington County—Security.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That on and after the ap- 
proval of this Act all public funds of the County of Darlington (ex- 
cept such funds as may be in the hands of any officer or officers as a 
sinking fund) shall be deposited by the custodian or custodians of 
such public fund or funds in one or more banking institutions within 
the said county at the highest rate of interest obtainable: Provided, 
That the bank or banks receiving said funds for deposit shall execute 
a bond (either personal or indemnity) or pledge collateral as security 
conditioned to pay the County of Darlington any sum or sums, to- 
gether with any interest, loss or damage, that may be suffered by the 
County of Darlington by reason of the failure of said bank or bank- 
ing institution to keep the said funds safely and repay the same with 
any accrued interest. Said bond or collateral shall be approved by 
the County Board of Directors and County Attorney. 


§ 2. Estimates of Moneys Needed.—That the Board of 
Directors shall estimate quarterly the amount of money necessary 
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to meet claims against the County (in accordance with the appro- 
priations made) and for school purposes for the next ensuing quarter 
and shall not borrow at any one time an amount of money in excess 
of the said estimates. 


§ 3. Award of Loans.—No loans shall be negotiated for any 
sum or sums of money by any public officer or officers of the County 
of Darlington except upon competitive bids from reliable and re- 
sponsible bidders, which said bids shall be made after due advertise- 
ment and notice in the newspapers of the County of Darlington of 
not less than fifteen (15) days and by notice being mailed to each 
bank or banking institution within the said county. 


§ 4. Penalty for Violation of Act—Removal.—Any pub- 
lic officer within the County of Darlington who shall fail, refuse or 
neglect to comply with the terms and provisions of this Act shall be 
guilty of misconduct in office and it shall be the duty of the Governor, 
upon the fact being made known to him, ta remove said officer or 
officers summarily from office. 


§ 5. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Creating a Forfeited Land Commission for the 
Various Counties in This State and Defining the Powers 
and Duties Thereof. 


Section 1. Forfeited Land Commission Created in Each 
County—Personnel—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That a Forfeited Land 
Commission be, and is hereby, created in each of the Counties of this 
State which shall be composed in each of the Counties of this State 
of the County Treasurer, County Auditor, and Clerk of Court, all 
acting ex officio, and who shall serve without compensation: Pro- 
vided, That the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners or 
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Governing Board of the various counties may serve on the said For- 
feited Land Commission when officially designated by the County 
Legislative Delegation, and he shall have equal authority with other 
members of the Commission and shall serve without compensation. 


§ 2. Duties.—That the duties of said Forfeited Land Com- 
mission herein created for each of the counties of the State shall be 
to effect the sale of lands now or which may hereafter be forfeited 
and bid in for the Sinking Fund Commission of South Carolina by 
the County Auditors of the several counties of the State, in pur- 
suance of Section 523, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1922. 


§ 3. Sinking Fund Commission to Report.—That the 
Sinking Fund Commission of South Carolina shall report to the 
Forfeited Land Commission of each County all lands in such county 
forfeited for taxes and bought in for the’ said Sinking Fund Com- 
mission for taxes prior to the passage of this Act, which remain on 
hand and undisposed of at the time and shall also report all lands 
in such county forfeited for taxes and bought in for the Sinking 
Fund Commission after the passage of this Act. 


§ 4. Sales of Forfeited Lands—Proceeds.—That the said 
Forfeited Land Commission created under this Act are hereby em- 
powered to dispose of all forfeited lands or hereafter in their respec- 
tive counties for cash, at public sale after due advertisement in the 
manner provided for judicial sales, and shall immediately thereafter 
notify the Sinking Fund Commission of South Carolina of all sales 
so made in pursuance of this Act, together with the name of the 
purchaser and the purchase price of the land so sold, and each For- 
feited Land Commission shall collect the purchase money of sales 
so made and turn same over to the County Treasurer of such 
County, and that from the proceeds of such sales the taxes, costs 
and penalties shall first be paid on lands so sold and the remainder, 
if any, shall be divided equally between the said County and the 
‘State, one portion thereof to go to the general funds of said County 
and the remaining portion paid to the Sinking Fund Commission 
to be applied to Ordinary Sinking Fund for the retirement of the 
State debt: Provided, That if any tract of land is sold for less than 
the taxes and penalties due thereon that in such case the proceeds 
of such sale shall be divided between the State and County in the 
proportion of the amount of taxes and penalties due each of them. 
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§ 5. Commission to Serve Without Pay—Organization. 
—That the Forfeited Land Commission created under this Act for 
the several Counties shall serve without pay and shall organize by 
electing one of their number Chairman and may elect a Secretary 
whose compensation shall be fixed by the County Delegation in the 
County Supply Bill, and a majority shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 


§ 6. Titles to Lands Sold.—That all deeds for lands sold 
under the authority of this Act shall be made by the Sinking Fund 
Commission of South Carolina. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Said Banks. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 271), Amended— 
Deposit of Public Funds in Georgetown County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend Section 2 of an Act entitled “An Act to require the cus- 
todians of public funds of the County of Georgetown to deposit 
same in one or more banks, etc.,” known as Act No. 178 of the 
Acts of 1925, by adding after the word “Act” on line 25, and before 
the word “provided” the following: “If more than one bank be 
chosen as depositories, each officer shall divide the funds to be de- 
posited by them among the banks in such proportion as the Board 
of County Commissioners may direct from time to time,” so that 
said section as amended shall read as follows: 


Section 2. No funds shall be deposited in any bank by any 
public officer or officers of the County of Georgetown except upon 
competitive bids from reliable and responsible bidders, which bids 
shall be awarded after mailing notices to each bank or banking 
institution within the said County: Provided, That the bank making 
the most advantageous bid shall be entitled to receive all deposits 
of said county for the year, if such bank or banking institution 
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complies with the requirement of this Act as to security: Provided, 
further, That if two or more banks make the same bid the funds 
shall be divided between such banks in proportion to their capital 
stock and surplus, and if such bank or banks cannot furnish suffi- 
cient security for all deposits as provided herein, the bank or banks” 
making the next best bid shall be given the amount of the deposits 
in excess of the first bank or banks ability to secure such funds: 
Provided, That if no bank in Georgetown County will comply with 
the provisions of this Act, then the County officers will have the 
authority to invite bids from banks outside of the county and make 
deposits of county funds in the bank or banks making the 
most advantageous bid and complying with the provisions of this 
Act: Provided, That the advertisement for and award of bids pro- 
vided for in this section shall be made by the County Board of Com- 
_ missioners and each officer or officers of said county, after notice 
by said Board of County Commissioners shall deposit the funds in 
their hands or thereafter to be received by them in the bank or 
banks selected as a depository under this Act. If more than one 
bank be chosen as depositories, each officer shall divide the funds 
to be deposited by them among the banks in such proportion as the 
Board of County Commissioners may direct from time to time: 
Provided, That all county officers shall report to the County Com- 
mission at the end of each month a statement of the funds they 
have on deposit: Provided, further, That the County Commission . 
shall have the right to demand additional security from the bank 
or banks named as the depository bank for county funds whenever 
in their judgment the security is inadequate.

Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 216), Amended— 
County Government of Georgetown County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend 
an Act entitled “An Act to Provide a System of County Govern- 
ment for Georgetown County,” known as Act No. 152 of the Acts 
of 1925, by striking out all of Section 1 of said Act and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: That there shall be in and for George-

“Beaufort County: The Courts of General Session for the County 
of Beaufort, at Beaufort, on the first Monday in March for not 
longer than one week, on the fourth Monday in June for not longer 
than one week, and on the fourth Monday in November for not 
longer than one week.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Authorize 
the Appointment of Tax Collectors in Georgetown 
County and to Fix Their Duties and Compensation,” 
Approved March 14th, A. D. 1925; to Clarify the Pro- 
visions Thereof and to More Clearly Define the Powers 
and Duties of the Tax Collectors and Sheriff of George- 
town County Thereunder; and also to Regulate the 
Redemption of Lands Sold for Taxes Under Said Act. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 148), Amended— 
Tax Collectors in Georgetown County — Appointment — 
Term, etc.—Duties—Tax Sale—Deeds—Duties of Present 
Sheriff—Deputy Collectors.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2 of an Act 
entitled “An Act to Authorize the Appointment of Tax Collectors 
in Georgetown County and to Fix Their Duties and Compensa- 
tion,” approved March 14th, A. D. 1925, be and the same is hereby 
amended by adding at the end of said section the following: “Upon 
the expiration of the term of office of the Tax Collector or Tax 
Collectors so appointed, the Governor shall appoint, as his or their 
Successor or Successors, one or more discreet persons, qualified 
electors of said County whose term of office shall be for One (1) 
year from the date of such appointment and who shall be vested 
with all the powers and charged with all the duties conferred and 
imposed upon them by this Act,” so that said Section, as amended, 
shall read as follows: 


Section 2. That the term of office of the said Tax Collectors shall

appointment and who shall be vested with all the powers and charged 
with all the duties conferred and imposed upon them by this Act. 
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Provided, That the Tax Collector heretofore appointed under said 
Act shall hold office until his successor or successors shall have been 
appointed and qualified.

Section, as amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 3. Immediately upon the appointment and qualification 
of said Tax Collectors, the Sheriff of Georgetown County is hereby 
authorized’and required to turn over to said Tax Collectors all un- 
collected Tax Executions in his hands for taxes of the fiscal year 
1923, and all years prior thereto under which no levy or sale shall 
have been made by him or by his predecessor in office, taking from 
said Tax Collectors a receipt in duplicate for such executions turned 
over, filing one receipt with the Treasurer of Georgetown County, 
which receipt shall be held until the final settlement between the 
Sheriff and the Comptroller General and the Treasurer, and a credit 
allowed on all executions turned over to said Tax Collectors: Pro- 
vided, That the action of the former Sheriff of Georgetown County 
in turning over and delivering to the Tax Collector of said County 
the uncollected Tax Executions in his hands for the taxes of the 
fiscal year 1923, although not authorized by said Act of 1925, be 
and the same is hereby validated and confirmed, and that as to all 
such executions so improperly delivered, the said Tax Collector shall 
exercise and perform all the powers and duties vested in or im- 
posed upon him by said Act. Amend further by striking out Sec- 
tion 4 of said Act and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be 
known as “Section 4.” 


Section 4: All the powers, duties and authority now vested in or 
imposed upon the Sheriff of Georgetown County by law in relation 
to the collection of delinquent taxes, the levy, seizure and sale of 
property under Tax Executions and the making of deeds of con- 
veyance for property sold thereunder, the putting of the purchasers 
into possession and the redemption of such property from tax sales 
are hereby vested, conferred and imposed in and upon said Tax Col- 
lector or Tax Collectors in connection with and for the purpose of 
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enforcement of all Tax Executions authorized and directed to be 
turned over to him or them for the taxes of the fiscal year 1923, 
and prior years (but no others).

Amend further by adding the 
following sections to be known as Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10 re- 
spectively : 


Section 6. ‘That the said Tax Collector or Tax Collectors shall 
have no power or authority to execute or deliver deeds of convey- 
ance to the purchasers of lands sold under Tax Executions, except 
in pursuance of levies and sales made by them under the Tax Execu- 
tions turned over to them by authority of, and in conformity with, 
the provisions of this Act and of said Act of 1925; and that, as to 
all sales which have heretofore been made by the former Sheriff of 
said County under Tax Executions for the taxes of the fiscal year 
1923, and all prior years, which have not been consummated by the 
execution of deeds of conveyance, it shall be the exclusive duty of 
the present Sheriff, as his Successor, or the Successors of the present

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him, and also of all monies heretofore paid to and received by said 
former Sheriff under such tax sales and not previously paid over 
and accounted for by him according to law, and to give to his said 
predecessor a receipt in duplicate for such Executions and monies, 
which shall be a valid and sufficient discharge of said former Sheriff 
from further accountability therefor, except as to any funds which 
may be wrongfully withheld by him. And in case of the failure or 
refusal of said former Sheriff to deliver said Executions and pay 
over said funds upon demand, the present Sheriff shall forthwith 
institute such legal proceedings in the Courts of this State as may 
be proper or necessary to compel such delivery and payment. 
Section 8. That in all cases in which property has heretofore 
been sold by the former Sheriff of Georgetown County under Exe- 
cutions for the taxes of the fiscal year 1923, or prior years, and in 
which the period for redemption fixed by law had not expired prior 
to the expiration of his term of office, and as to which the exercise 
of the right of redemption by the owner or owners thereof or by

Joint Deposits in Banks, etc. — Payment 
During Life of Both Joint Tenants—Payments After Death 
of One.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: When a deposit shall have been made, or hereafter 
made by any person in the name of such depositor and another per- 
son and in form to be paid to either, or the survivor of them in any 
bank, banking institution, or Trust Company or certificate of deposit 
issued by any Bank, Banking Institution or Trust Company, such 
deposit thereupon and any additions thereto made by either of such 
persons, upon the making thereof shall become the property of such 
persons as joint tenants, and the same together with all interest 
thereon shall be held for the exclusive use of the persons so named, 
and may be paid to either during the life time of both, and the said 
deposit, if less than Five Hundred Dollars; or the sum of Five Hun- 
dred Dollars in case the deposit exceeds the amount, and such pay- 
ment and the receipt or acquittance of the one to whom such payment 
is made, shall be a valid and sufficient release and discharge to said 
bank, for all payments made on account of such deposit prior to the 
receipt by said bank of notice in writing signed by any one of such 
joint tenants not to pay such deposit in accordance with the terms 
thereof. Provided, That the said sum of five hundred dollars, or 
less, shall be paid to the survivor without consent of State Tax Com- 
mission. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Facilitate the Licensing of Motor Vehicles in 
the State of South Carolina by Extending the Time for 
Making Application for Such Licenses. 


Section 1. Time of Licensing Motor Vehicles—Prema- 
ture Display Prohibited—Operation Without License for 
Current Year Prohibited -—— Refunds and Transfers Pro- 
hibited.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: ‘That annually on or before the 21st day of De- 
cember all owners of motor vehicles shall procure from the South 
Carolina State Highway Department motor vehicle licenses for the 
fiscal year next succeeding and beginning on the Ist day of January, 
and the Highway Department is hereby authorized and directed to 
issue such licenses during the months of November and December. 
No license plate shall be displayed on any motor vehicle prior to 
the first day of January of the year for which such license was issued, 
but any person, firm or corporation who shall operate any motor 
vehicle on and after the first day of January of each and every year 
without license for the then current year shall be subject to the 
penalties now provided by law. After a license plate has been is- 
sued for a particular motor vehicle no refund of the license fee shall 
be made nor shall any such license plate be transferred by the High- 
way Department to any other motor vehicle. 


§ 1-A. Time for Filing Applications—Additional Fee— 
Use.—All applications for license shall be filed with the Highway 
Department on or before the thirtieth day of November, and any 
person, firm or corporation, who shall fail to file such application 
before said date, except for a car which had been in his or her pos- 
session less than ten days, shall pay an additional fee of fifty (50) 
cents, and all funds arising from such additional fees shall go to the 
law enforcement fund of the Highway Department.

Report of County Treasurer of Kershaw 
County to Include Report on Bonded Debts and Sinking 
Funds of School Districts.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That at the same time the 
Treasurer of Kershaw County publishes his annual report on ex- 
penditures of the various school districts, he shall designate the 
school districts that are bonded, the amount of the bond, and the 
amount set aside for a sinking fund for the year the report covers, 
and into whose hands the said sinking fund has been intrusted.

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of a County Board 
of Education and a County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion for Jasper County, and the Duties Thereof. 


Section 1. County Board of Education for Jasper 
County—Appointment—Terms.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That for the manage- 
ment of the Educational affairs in the County of Jasper, a County 
Board of Education shall be appointed by the Governor on the 
recommendation of a majority of the County Legislative Delegation. 
The personnel of the County Board of Education shall consist of 
three (3) citizens, and for six-year terms: Provided. That at the first 
appointment under this Act, to secure a proper classification of 
terms, one shall be appointed for six years, one for four and one for 
two. Thereafter, each member shall hold office for six (6) years. 
That all vacancies which may occur in the membership of said Board 
shall be filled as herein set forth. 
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§ 2. Annual Meeting—Organization—Called Meetings 
—Compensation.—That the regular annual meeting of the 
County Board of Education shall be held on the first Saturday in 
July. At this meeting new members appointed shall take office. 
‘The Chairman shall be elected for the ensuing year from its own 
membership, and the executive officers of the Board shall make their 
annual reports. Other regular meetings may be called by the Chair- 
man, or by two other members of the Board. Each member of the 
County Board shall be paid One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per 


annum. 


§ 3. Duties and Powers.—The County Board of Education 
shall have the following duties and powers: (1) To adopt rules 
and regulations, not inconsistent with the general school laws or 
rules and regulations of the State Board of Education, for the regu- 
lation and government of the schools of the County. (2) To see that 
the laws relating to education, and the rules and regulations of the 
State Board of Education, are enforced within the County. (3) 
To locate and maintain schools, as needed, within the County; to 
close schools and arrange for the transportation of pupils to other 
schools, whenever in its judgment such transportation of pupils is 
advisable. (4) To cause to be kept an accurate account of all of- 
ficial acts, proceedings and decisions; and of all statistical and finan- 
cial matters relating to the schools of the County and on such forms 
as the State Superintendent of Education may prescribe and to have 
transmitted to the State Department of Education such information 
relating to the financial condition and progress of the schools of the 
County as may be requested. (5) To appoint a County Superin- 
tendent of Education who shall! act as the chief school officer of the 
County. (6) To appoint all Trustees for the schools of Jasper 
County. 


§ 4. Incumbent County Superintendent of Education— 
Appointment of Successors— Compensation.—The County 
Superintendent of Education now holding office shall continue to 
serve for the remainder of the term for which she was elected, and 
in no case shall the Board herein appointed have authority to remove 
her during her term of office, but in case of her resignation or re- 
moval for any cause, then the Board herein appointed shall have au- 
thority to appoint a successor. All Appointments, except those to 
fill vacancies. shall be made annually at the regular monthly - 
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meeting in April, and the County Superintendent so appointed shall 
qualify and take office July following his appointment. In making 
all appointments to the office of County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, the County Board of Education shall be free from all restric- 
tions as to residence, religion or sex of the person appointed, and 
shall determine the qualifications and compensation of the Superin- 
tendent; Provided, That the compensation of the Superintendent 
shall not be more than Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars 
per annum, with an allowance of not more than Six Hundred 
($600.00) Dollars per annum for traveling expenses; Provided, 
further, That the appointee shall be an A. B. or B. S. graduate of 
some accredited College or University of the United States, and shall 
have had at least two (2) years teaching experience. Provided, 
further, That the salary herein set forth shall not apply during the 
term of the present Superintendent of Education. 


§ 5. Duties of County Superintendent of Education— 
Bond-—Powers—Removal.—The County Superintendent of 
Education shall perform such duties and possess such powers as 
those stipulated in the General School Law and the rules and regula- 
tions of the State Board of Education—subject, however, to the 
supervision and control of the County Board of Education. The 
Superintendent, before being commissioned and entering upon the 
duties of his office, shall give bond to the State, for the use of the 
County in the penal sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, 
with good and sufficient securities, to be approved by the County 
Board of Education, conditioned for the faithful and impartial dis- 
charge of his duties. He shall have the right to attend all meetings 
of the County Board of Education except where his own tenure, 
salary or administration are under consideration, and with the right 
to advise upon any question under consideration, but with no right 
to vote. That the County Board of Education may dismiss the 
County Superintendent of Education at any time. 


§ 6. That any and all Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby 
repealed. , 


§ 7. That this Act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Require all Hospitals and Public Schools in 
Cities or Towns Having a Central Fire Alarm Station, 
to be Equipped With Fire Alarm Boxes, and to Provide 
a Penalty for Failure to Comply Therewith. 


Section 1. When Fire Alarm Boxes to be Installed in 
Hospitals and Public Schools—Inspection.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That each 
Hospital operating over ten beds located in towns and cities herein- 
after set forth and all public schools located in any town or city in 
this State in which said town or city there is a General Fire Alarm 
Station, and an electrically operated fire alarm system, shall be 
equipped with a fire alarm box of the type and character used in 
said city or town, to be located on the premises at such place as the 
chief of the fire department may direct, and when such box is in- 
stalled by such hospital or public school the municipal authorities 
shall connect said box with the general fire alarm system and shall 
thereafter maintain said box in good repair, and authority is hereby 
given said municipal authorities or their agents to enter every such 
hospital or school at any reasonable time for the purpose of inspert- 
ing and repairing any such box. 


§ 2. Time Limit for Compliance With Act.—That the 
period of ninety (90) days from the passage of this Act is hereby 
granted to comply with the provisions thereof. 


§ 3. Failure to Install a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—That 
the failure to install and equip any Efospital or Public School, as 
aforesaid, shall be a misdemeanor and punishable by a fine of not 
less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars and not more than One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment for a period of not less than 
ten days and not more than thirty days at.the discretion of the 
Court. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon the ap- 
proval by the Governor. 


§ 5. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Enable a National Bank to Become a State. 
Bank Under the Banking Laws of the State of South 
Carolina, and Declaring the Procedure Therefor and 
Effect Thereof. 


Section 1. Procedure for National Bank to Become a 
State Bank—Dissolution as National Bank—Certificate of 
Directors—Fees—Vesting of Property Rights—Obligations 
and Liabilities—Officers.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: Any banking Corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of the United States and doing business in 
this State may become an incorporated Bank of this State with all 
the powers and subject to all the obligations and duties of banks in- 
corporated under the laws of this State, provided such banking cor- 
poration has authority by virtue of the laws of the United States to 
dissolve its organization as a National Banking corporation. A Na- 
tional Banking Corporation desiring to become such incorporated 
bank under the laws of this State shall proceed in the following man- 
ner: (1) It shall take such action in the manner prescribed or au- 
thorized under the laws of the United States as shall make its disso- 
lution as a National Banking Corporation effective at a future date 
certain. (2) A majority of its Directors shall thereafter and before 
the time when its dissolution becomes effective execute under their 
hands and seals in duplicate, upon the authority of a resolution 
adopted by the owners of at least two-thirds of its capital stock, at a 
meeting held after ten days notice thereof given to each stockholder 
by registered mail,—a certificate setting forth the following facts: 
(a) Its name and place of business as a National Banking Associa- 
tion and the name that it proposes to use as its corporate name after 
becoming a banking corporation under the laws of this State. (b) 
The amount of its capital stock and the number of shares into which 
it is divided and the par value of each. (c) The names of its di- 
rectors and of its officers at the date of its dissolution as a National 
Bank and who will constitute its directors and officers as a State 
Bank. (d) The date upon which its dissolution as a National 
Banking Association shall become effective and upon which date it 
shall commence business as a Bank under the laws of this State. 


(3) Said Certificate in duplicate shall be thereupon lodged with the 
Secretary of State, who shall endorse on said Certificate in duplicate 
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the date of the filing of the same in his office, one duplicate of which 
Certificate shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of State, and 
the other so endorsed shall be issued to said Bank and be recorded 
in the office of the Register of Mesne Conveyance in the County in 
which the principal place of business of said Bank is located. (4) 
Upon the issuance of such Certificate by the Secretary of State and 
the payment to him of the same fees as would be payable for the in- 
corporation of a bank under the laws of this State with a similar 
capital stock, the corporate existence of such Bank as a State Bank 
shall begin as soon as its dissolution as a National Banking Corpora- 
tion becomes effective. (5) At the time when the corporate exist- 
ence of said State Bank begins, all the property of the said National 
Banking Corporation, including all its right, title and interest in and 
to all praperty of whatsoever kind, whether real, personal or mixed, 
and things in action, and every right, privilege, interest and asset of 
any conceivable value or benefit then existing, belonging or apper- 
taining to it or which would inure to it, shall immediately by act of 
law and without any conveyance or transfer, and without any 
further act or deed, be vested in and become the property of such 
State Bank, which shall have, hold, and enjoy the same in its own 
right as fully and to the same extent as the same was possessed, held 
and enjoyed by said National Banking Corporation; and such State 
Bank shall be deemed to be a continuation of the entity and of the 
identity of said National Banking Corporation operating under and 
pursuant to the laws of this State, and all the rights, obligations and 
relations of said National Banking Corporation to or in respect to 
any person, estate, creditor, depositor, trustee or beneficiary of any 
trust, and in or in respect to any executorship or trusteeship, or 
other trust or fiduciary function, shall remain unimpaired, and such 
State Bank, as of said beginning of its corporate existence, shall by 
operation of this section succeed to all such rights. obligations, re- 
lations and trusts, and the duties and liabilities connected therewith, 
and shall execute and perform each and every such trust or rela- 
tion in the same manner as if such State Bank had itself assumed 
the trust or relation, including the obligations and liabilities con- 
nected therewith. If said National Banking Corporation is acting 
as administrator, coadministrator, executor, coexecutor, or cotrus- 
tee, of or in respect to any estate or trust being administered under 
the laws of this State, such relation, as well as any other similar 
fiduciary relations, and all rights, privileges, duties and obligations 
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connected therewith shall remain unimpaired, and shall continne 
into and in said State Bank, from and as of the said beginning of its 
corporate existence, irrespective of the date when such relation may 
have been created or established and irrespective of the date of any 
trust agreement relating thereto or the date of the death of any testa- 
tor or decedent whose estate is being so administered. Neither the 
act of said National Banking Corporation, under subdivision 1 of this 
Section, in fixing the date of or providing for its liquidation or dis- 
solution, nor its liquidation or dissolution under the National Bank- 
ing Laws, nor any other thing done in connection with the change 
from a National to a State Bank shall, in respect to any such execu- 
torship, trusteeship, or similar fiduciary relation, be deemed to be 
or to effect, under the laws of this State, a renunciation or revoca- 
tion of any letters of administration or letters testamentary to such 
relation, nor a removal or resignation from any such executorship 
or trusteeship, nor shall the same be deemed to be of the same ef- 
fect as if the executor or trustee had died or otherwise become in- 
competent to act. (6) The Directors and officers of said National 
Banking Corporation in office at the time of its dissolution shall be 
the directors and officers of the bank created in pursuance hereof 
until the first annual election of directors and officers thereafter, 
and shall have power to take all necessary measures to perfect its 
organization and to adopt such by-laws and regulations concerning 
its business and management as may be proper and not inconsistent 
with law. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Declare Certain Property of Municipalities Ex- 
empt From Taxation. 


Section 1. Port and Terminal Facilities of Cities Ex-

City of this State for the purpose of establishing, developing, main- 
taining, or operating the port and terminal utilities of such City in 
pursuance of the provisions of Chapter LI, Article X of the Civil 
Code of South Carolina for 1922, Volume 3, shall be and the same 
is hereby declared to be exempt from taxation so long as it shall be 
maintained and used for such purposes. 


§ 2. Exemption to Date From Time of Acquisition.— 
All such property so acquired prior to the passage of this Act shall 
be and the same is hereby declared to be exempt from taxation from 
the date of its acquisition for the purposes aforesaid. 


§ 3. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

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§ 2. “Incidental Funds.’”’—That after the fund for teachers’ 
salaries has been set aside as provided for in Section 1 of this Act, 
the Superintendent of Education shall determine as nearly as possi- 
ble the amount available for such District in excess of what is neces- 
sary to pay teachers’ salaries and set this fund aside on his books 
as an “Incidental Fund,” and shall charge all claims to this fund 
except teachers’ salaries.

AN ACT to Require all County Officers for Greenwood 
County to Give Bond for the Faithful Performance of 
Their Duties, to Fix the Amount of Said Bond and to 

. Provide a Penalty for the Violation of the Provisions 
of This Act. ; 


Section 1. Bonds of County Officers of Greenwood 
County—New Bond to be Given Annually.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
bonds of the County officials of Greenwood County shall be as fol- 
lows: County Treasurer, I'wenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dol- 
lars; Sheriff, Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars; Judge of Pro- 
bate, Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars; County Superintendent 
of Education, Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars; Clerk of Court, 
Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars; County Auditor, Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars; County Supervisor, Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars. That the bonds of the county officials herein 
designated shall be annual bonds, and a new bond shall be given for 
each year during their respective terms of office. 


§ 2. Date of Bonds—Failure to Keep Bond in Force to 
Work Forfeiture of Office—Penalty for Default—Foreman 
of Grand Jury to Inspect Bonds.—That it shall be the duty of 
the respective officers herein bonded to have their new bonds to 
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date from the expiration of the then pending bonds, and upon said 
officer’s failure to have said bond in force at all times during his term 
of office, he shall forfeit his office and the Governor shall declare the 
same vacant and the defaulting officer shall be subject to fine or 
imprisonment not exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, 
or five years in prison or both within the discretion of the Court. 
It shall also be the duty of the foreman of the Grand Jury of Green- 
wood County to inspect the various county offices and include in 
each of his final presentments to the Court, as to whether or not the 
provisions herein authorized have been faithfully performed. 


§ 3. Premiums on Bonds — Recordation — Filing — 
Exhibit of Receipt for Premium—Penalties.—That the prem- 
iums of the bonds herein required shall be paid by the County of 
Greenwood upon a verified statement presented by the officers herein 
named to the County Supervisor. It shall be the duty of the officers 
herein named to have the bond herein required recorded in the Clerk 
of Court’s office in Greenwood County and to file same with the of- 
ficer now required by law to hold the same, and it shall be his duty 
to exhibit to the foreman of the Grand Jury a receipted bill annually 
showing premium paid for the annual bond herein required, and to 
exhibit the said receipt to foreman of the Grand Jury upon request, 
and upon his failure to do so, or his failure to keep the annual bond 
in force shall subject him to a fine in the amount of the penalty of 
the said bond, and shall be a sufficient cause for his removal from 
office.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of School Trustees of 
Clover School District No. 37, York County. 


Section 1. Election of School Trustees in School District 
No. 37, York County—Term—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by 
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the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board 
of Trustees of Clover School District No. 37, York County, South 
Carolina, shall be composed of seven (7) Trustees, to be elected by 
the qualified voters of said school district on the second Tuesday of 
January, 1927, and on the same date every alternate year thereafter. 
One shall be elected from the district at large, and the remaining six 
to be elected one from each of the six Wards of the Town of Clover. 
The Trustees so elected shall be declared to be the Trustees of Clover 
School District No. 37, York County, for a term of two years and 
until their successors are elected and qualified: Provided, however, 
That any vacancy caused by death, resignation or otherwise shall 
be filled by appointment by the County Superintendent of Education. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—The County Board of Educa- 
tion of York County are hereby authorized and required to provide 
ballots and make all the necessary arrangements for the holding of 
said election on the said date, and shall immediately after the said 
election declare the results thereof. 


§ 2-A. Reports of Trustees.—The Trustees as provided 
for in this Act shall make a full report to the patrons of said school 
district each year of the amount of money used in said school dis- 
trict, showing a detailed statement of all receipts and expenditures 
of said school district, by posting same in not less than three public 
places in said district.

AN ACT Directing the County Treasurer of Lexington 
County to Require of Any Bank or Trust Company 
With Which he Shall Deposit County Funds to Ex- 
ecute and Deliver to Lexington County an Indemnity 
Bond in Double the Amount of Such Deposits, or De- 
liver Marketable Securities in an Equal Amount, and 
to Provide Penalties for the Violation of the Provisions 
of This Act. 


Section 1. Deposit of Public Funds in Lexington County 
—Security Required.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
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the State of South Carolina: From and after the passage of this 
Act, it shall be unlawful for the Treasurer of Lexington County to 
deposit public funds in his hands with any bank or trust company 
unless and until such bank or trust company shall execute an in- 
demnity bond in favor of Lexington County in an amount double the 
amount of the contemplated deposit. or make an assignment, in blank, 
of marketable securities having par value in an amount equal to the 
amount of the contemplated deposit. 


§ 2. Penalty for Violation.—Any conviction for violation 
of this Act shall be deemed sufficient grounds for removal of said 
County Treasurer from office, and the punishment for such violation, 
upon conviction, shall be by fine or imprisonment, or both, in the 
discretion of the Court. 


§ 3. That any Act or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Further Regulate the Granting of Charters, and 
the Control of Capital Stock of State Banks and 
Classify the Minimum Capital Stock According to the 
Population of the Towns Wherein Located. 


Section 1. Law as to Charter of Banking Cooperations 
to Continue, Except as Amended by this Act.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
law governing the organization of banking corporations and com- 
panies shall remain as at present except as hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Capital Stock Subscribed to be Paid for in Cash.— 
That from and after the passage and approval of this Act no banks 
shall be organized as a banking corporation or company under the 
laws of the State of South Carolina which shall not have paid in 
full in cash, at time of application for charter, all the capital stock 
proposed to be issued by the said bank. Notes of stockholders, 
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notes and mortgages on property, real, personal or mixed, shall not 
be considered and accepted as cash in payment for initial shares of 
capital stock of any bank to be hereinafter organized. 


§ 3. “Organization Expenses.”—In addition to full pay- 
ment for the capital stock proposed to be issued, applicants for 
charter for a banking corporation or company shall furnish satisfac- 
tory evidence to the State Bank Examiner, Attorney General, State 
Treasurer and Secretary of State that an additional sum of ten 
per cent of the proposed capital of the bank is in hand and 
available for the purpose of defraying all organization expenses. 
The fees to be collected by the State shall be included within the 
meaning of the term “organization expenses.” 


§ 4. Minimum Capital Stock Requirements. — Every 
banking company or corporation hereafter organized shall have a 
minimum capital stock as hereinafter provided. 


(a) In cities, towns, villages and unincorporated communities 
having a population of three thousand or less and in rural commu- 
nities a minimum of twenty-five thousand dollars. 


(b) In cities, towns, villages or incorporated communities having 
a population of over three thousand and less than ten thousand, a 
minimum of fifty thousand dollars. 


(c) In cities having a population of more than ten thousand, a 
minimum of one hundred thousand dollars. 


In determining the population for the purposes of this Act, the 
last Federal census will be considered as furnishing the official figures. 
If the bank is located outside of an incorporated area, the population 
within a radius of three miles, exclusive of incorporated area, shall 
be considered. If the bank is to be located within an incorporated area 
the population of any village or settlement or thickly inhabited area 
immediately adjacent to, or not more than two miles distant from the 
incorporated limits of the town or city wherein the bank is proposed 
to be located shall be considered in counting the population under the 
terms of this Act: Provided, That provisions of this Act shall in no 
way affect any banks heretofore incorporated. 


§ 5. Investigation and Approval Before Grant of Char- 
ter.—From and after the passage and approval of this Act, banking 
corporations and companies shall be granted charters by the Sec- 
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retary of State only after the State Treasurer, State Bank Exam- 
iner and the Secretary of State have all made an investigation and 
have approved in writing the application for charter. This investiga- 
tion shall be made to see whether or not the applicants have complied 
with the provisions of the existing law and the provisions of this 
Act. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 7. This Act to take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Sanitary and 
Drainage Commission of Charleston County to Sell and 
Convey or Exchange Property Owned by Charleston 
County and to Authorize the Conveyances Therefor to 
be Executed in the Name of Charleston County by the 
Chairman and Secretary of Said Commission. 


Section 1. Sale by- Sanitary and Drainage Commission 
of Charleston County of Property Unnecessary for 
Highway Purposes—Deeds—Use of Proceeds.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
wherever property has heretofore been purchased by Charleston 
County for the purpose of opening up new highways in said 
County or improving existing highways, and the purchase money 
for said property has been paid out of the funds of the Sanitary 
and Drainage Commission of Charleston County, and all of the 
property so purchased was unnecessary to be used for the purpose 
of opening up such new highway or improving existing highways, 
the Sanitary and Drainage Commission of Charleston County is 
hereby authorized and empowered to sell and convey all or any 
portion or portions of the property so purchased as is unnecessary 
to be used for the purposes for which purchased, the conveyances 
to be made at such times, in such parcels, at such prices and on 
such terms as in the judgment of the said Sanitary and Drainage 
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Commission are deemed proper and the deeds of conveyance therefor 
shall be signed in the name of Charleston County by the Chairman 
and Secretary of said Commission; and for the purpose of sealing 
the same, the said Commission are authorized to adopt such seal 
as they may decide upon. The proceeds of the sale of said prop- 
erty shall be deposited with the funds of the said Sanitary and 
Drainage Commission and used by it as a part of the authorized 
expenditures of said Commission. 


§ 2. Exchange of Property.—That whenever for the pur- 
pose of opening up a new highway or improving an existing high- 
way, land has been or shall hereafter be acquired by purchase by 
Charleston County, and the existing highway or part thereof is 
abandoned, and the condition of the acquiring of said property was or 
shall be an agreement to exchange the part of the highway so 
abandoned for the property so acquired, the Sanitary and Drainage 
Commission of Charleston County is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to carry out such agreement and convey so much of said 
existing highway as may be abandoned, the conveyance to be exe- 
cuted in the name of Charleston County by the Chairman and Sec- — 
retary of the Sanitary and Drainage Commission of Charleston 
County under such seal as may be adopted as hereinabove provided. 


§ 3. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Require the Superintendent of Education for 
Oconee County to Furnish the Board of Trustees of 
Each and Every School District in Said County With z

Section 1. County Superintendent of Education of 
Oconee County to Furnish Statements of Finances of School 
Districts Annually.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation of Oconee County, South Carolina. is hereby authorized and 
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directed to furnish in writing to the Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of each school district in said County a statement of the 
money or moneys due said school district from all sources, including 
State aid, poll taxes, County levy or otherwise. Said statement to 
be mailed to each of said Chairmen of the Board of Trustees of the 
several school districts in said County at the beginning of each scho- 
lastic year. A like statement of the credits and also any amounts said 
‘school district may be in arrears shall be mailed to the Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees of the several school districts at the end 
of each school term. Said statement shall show the amount said 
district owes in the way of bonds, notes or otherwise and to whom 
such money is owing. 


§ 2. Payment of Expense.—The County Superintendent of 
Education of Oconee County shall receive for mailing the above 
reports his actual expenses incurred therein but not to exceed the 
amount of fifty ($50.00) dollars for any one year. Said amount 
to be paid out of the fund for the Board of Education. 


§ 3. Violation a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Any violation 
of this Act shall be deemed a misdemeanor and a conviction shall 
be fined not less than five hundred ($500.00) dollars or imprison- 
ment not more than six mcnths or removal from office or either in 
the discretion of the Court.

AN ACT to Require all Nonresident Nurserymen Shipping 
Nursery Products in This State to Give Bond and Pay a 
License Fee and to Provide a Penalty for Violation of 
the Provisions of This Act. 


Section 1. Nonresident Nurserymen to Have Ship- 
ments Into This State Inspected by Crop Pest Commissiom 
of S. C.—Inspection Tags.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
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ships trees or plants within this State shall have the same exam- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That every nonresident, 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the nursery business or who 
ined by the Pest Commission of South Carolina, and it shall be un- 
lawful for any sale to be made until and unless the said plants are 
inspected by the South Carolina Pest Commission and have placed 
thereon a tag prepared by the said Commission and showing that 
such trees or plants have been duly inspected and free from disease. 


§ 2. Bond Required.—That before any nonresident person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the sale of nursery products shall be 
permitted to sell or deliver trees or plants within this State they 
shall execute a bond in the sum of five thousand dollars, and file 
same with the Pest Commission of South Carolina, and the said 
bond shall be in the form prescribed by said Commission and con- 
ditioned upon their conforming to all the rules, regulations and re- 
quirements of said Commission. The said Commission shall pre- 
pare and furnish all forms necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act. 


§ 3. Suits on Bond — Service of Process — Annual 
’ License—Penalty for Violation.—-Any person or persons who 
may suffer loss or damage by reason of sales made within this 
State by a nonresident shall have a right to sue on the bond herein 
required in any County in this State, and as a further condition 
precedent for their doing business in this State they shall appoint 
the Secretary of State as their agent to accept service on any sutit 
brought against them for the violation of the conditions of the bond 
herein required. And the said nonresidents are further required to 
each pay an annual license of one hundred dollars to do business in 
this State, said amount to be paid to the State Treasurer who shall 
issue a receipt for same, and every nonresident, person, firm or cor- 
poration failing or refusing to file the bond or pay the license as 
aforesaid, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and be subject to a fine 
of not more than five hundred dollars, or imprisonment for not more 
than two years, or both fine and imprisonment within the discretion 
of the Court.

Amendment to Sec. 24, Art. IV, Constitution 
Ratified—Terms of State Officers.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: ‘That amendment to 
Section 24 of Article 4 of the Constitution of the State of South 
Carolina submitted by the General Assembly of the said State to the 
qualified electors at the next general election thereafter, and upon 
which a majority of the said electors qualified to vote for members 
of the General Assembly vote thereon, voted in favor thereof, be, 
and the same is hereby, made a part of the Constitution of the 
State of South Carolina. ‘That amendment is as follows: Strike 
out the word two on line 5 and insert in lieu thereof the word four, 
so that said Section, as amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 24. There shall be elected by the qualified voters of the 
State a Secretary of State, a Comptroller General, an Attorney 
General, a Treasurer, an Adjutant and Inspector General, and a Su- 
perintendent of Education, who shall hold their respective offices 
for a term of four years, and until their several successors have been 
chosen and qualified; and whose duties and compensation shall be 
prescribed by law. The compensation of such officers shall be neither 
increased nor diminished during the period for which they shall have 
been elected.

to the qualified electors at the next general election thereafter and 
upon which a majority of the said electors qualified to vote for the 
members of the General Assembly voting thereon voted in favor 
thereof be, and the same is hereby made a part of the Constitution of 
the State of South Carolina.

Equipment of Motor Vehicles on Highways — Brakes — 
Signals—Lights—-Dimmers—Spot-Lights.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 
585 of the Criminal Code, Volume II, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina. 1922, be amended by striking out the entire Section and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following: (585) P. 18. Every four 
wheeled motor vehicle while in use on a public highway shall be 
provided with good and efficient brakes and also with a suitable 
horn or other signal and be so constructed as to exhibit during the 
period from one-half an hour after sunset until one-half an hour 
before sunrise two white lights visible within a reasonable distance 
in the direction towards which the vehicle is proceeding, and with 
a red light on the rear of said vehicle visible for a reasonable distance 
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to persons traveling behind such motor vehicle while in use on a 
public highway shall be equipped as is hereinbefore set forth for a 
four wheeled motor vehicle with the exception that it shall only be 
necessary for such two wheeled motor vehicle between the period 
from one-half an hour after sunset to exhibit one white light instead 
of two visible within a reasonable distance in the direction towards 
which the vehicle is proceeding: Provided, That in case of heavy 
fog, such lights on all motor vehicles shall be displayed in the day- 
time before sunset and after sunrise: Provided, That all such lights 
shall not be focused to give light beyond one Hundred, fifty (150’) 
feet in front, and shall have attached to each dimmers, which must 
be used when approaching another vehicle, and no spotlight shall 
be flashed on any car while said car is in motion, “so that when

The State, When Claiming Judgment Lien, 
May be Made Party to Actions Affecting Title to Real 
Estate—Proviso—Service of Process.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly. of the State of South Carolina: In any action 
or suit at law affecting the title to real estate and when it appears 
that the State of South Carolina has or claims a judgment lien upon 
said real estate, the State of South Carolina may be made a party 
defendant in such action or suit at law: Provided, No money demand 
is made in such suit or action at law against the State of South 
Carolina. Service of the summons and complaint in such action or 
suit at law upon the Attorney General of the State of South Caro- 
lina will be sufficient service upon the State of South Carolina.

Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 981), as to Bulk 
Sales of Merchandise, Repealed.—Be it enacted by the Gen-

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titled “An Act to Amend Section 448 of the Criminal Code of Laws, 
1922, and Section 3758 of the Civil Code of Laws of 1922, both 
Sections referring to sale of merchandise in bulk by further defining 
what constitutes merchandise,’ approved the Sth day of March, 
1924, and known as Act No. 601 of the Acts of 1924 and Section 
3527 of Volume III of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, 
be, and the same are hereby repealed.

“Section 3527. It shall be unlawful for any merchant, co-part- 
nership or corporation engaged in the buying and selling of merchan- 
dise, while he, they or it, is indebted to any person, persons or cor- 
poration, to sell, his, their or its entire stock, fixtures, accounts or 
notes receivable, choses in action, or any property of whatever kind 
and description used in connection with his, their or its mercantile 
business, in bulk, or to sell the major portion thereof, otherwise than 
in the ordinary course of trade, in the regular and -usual prosecu- 
tion of the seller’s business, and with the intention of ceasing to 
conduct said business in the same manner and at the same place as 
he, they or it has heretofore conducted thé same, without first 
making a full and complete inventory of the merchandise, fixtures. 
accounts or notes receivable, choses in action, or any property of 
whatsoever kind and description used in connection with his, their 
or its mercantile business, so proposed to be sold, in which inventory 
the values shall be extended at the ruling wholesale price thereof 
and without further making a full, true and correct schedule of 
all person, persons or corporations to whom he, they or it is in- 
debted, stating therein the post-office address of each of said credi- 
tors, and the amount owing to each of them; to which inventory 
and schedule there shall be attached the oath of the seller that the 
same is true and correct; or if the seller shall assert that he. they 
or it is not indebted to any person or corporation, he, they or it 
shall make affidavit to that effect and deliver the same to the pur- 
chaser, with the inventory, as hereinafter provided. The seller 
shall deliver said inventory and schedule to the proposed purchaser, 
and. shall retain exact-copies thereof in his, their or. its own pos- 
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session; the seller and the purchaser shall each preserve such in- 
ventory, schedule and affidavit for the period of six months after 
such sale and purchase, and the same shall be open to the inspection 
of the creditors of the seller. Ten days before such sale shall be 
consummated, and before the purchaser takes possession of the 
merchandise, fixtures, accounts or notes receivable. choses in ac- 
tion, or any property whatsoever kind and description used in con- 
nection with his, their or its mercantile business, so proposed to be 
sold, the seller and proposed purchaser shall join in giving written 
or printed notice of the proposed sale and purchase of such merchan- 
dise, fixtures, accounts or notes receivable. choses in action, or any 
property whatsoever kind and description used in connection with 
his, their or its mercantile business, to each of the creditors named 
in such schedule; such notice may be delivered in person to such 
creditors, or transmitted to them by registered letter through the 
United States mail, by being deposited in the United States post- 
office at the place where the seller has heretofore conducted 
business or nearest thereto, properly addressed to the respective 
creditors at the post office address given in such schedule, with prop- 
er- postage affixed; such notice shall state the aggregate value of 
the merchandise, fixtures, accounts or notes receivable, choses in 
action, or any property of whatsoever kind and description used in 
connection with his, their or its mercantile business, proposed to be 
sold as shown by such inventory, the consideration to be paid there- 
for, and the time and manner of making such payment. If said 
seller shall fail to make such inventory of such merchandise, fix- 
tures, accounts or notes receivable, choses in action, or any property 
of whatsoever kind and description used in connection with his, 
their or its mercantile business, or if such inventory shall fail to 
state the true value of said goods as above required, or if said seller 
shall fail to. make such true schedule of creditors as hereinafter 
provided, and the purchaser shall have knowledge of that fact, or 
in the event the seller shall assert that there are no debts against 
him, them or it, if the purchaser shall fail to require the affidavit 
above provided, or if the seller and purchaser shall fail to give 
each of said creditors named in said schedule the notice above re- 
quired in the manner above provided, or if such notice shall not cor- 
rectly state the amount of such merchandise, fixtures, accounts or 
notes receivable, choses in action, or any property of whatsoever kind 
and description used in connection with his, their or its mercantile

creditors of such seller to the extent of the value of the merchandise, 
fixtures, accounts or notes receivable, choses in action, or any prop- 
erty of whatsoever kind and description used in connection with 
his, their or its mercantile business, so received by him or it and thus 
withdrawn.”

be a Special Board of Assessors for the Town of Leesville. to con-

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in April, 1926, the qualified electors of School District No. 4, of 
Calhoun County, shall elect from among their number five Trustees 
of said School District as hereinafter provided. One of the said 
Trustees shall serve for one year, one for two years, one for three 
years, one for four years, and one for five years, the Trustees 
elected shall decide by lot the term of office of each, whether for 
one, two, three, four or five years, at their first meeting after such 
election and on the third Tuesday of April every year thereafter, 
there shall be one Trustee elected for the term of five years.

committed to the County Jails to serve sentences imposed by the 
Federal Courts, twenty-five (25¢) cents of said amount shall be 
turned over by the Sheriffs or jailor to the County Treasurer for the 
use and benefit of the County, the same being for use of jail.

—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the salaries of all Magistrates in Barnwell County 
shall remain as now provided for by law, except the Magistrate at 
Four-Mile and Bennett Springs Townships, shall each receive an 
annual salary of three hundred fifty ($350.00) dollars, payable in 
monthly installments.

AN ACT to Require the County Treasurer of Berkeley 
County to Apportion the Deposit of County Funds 
Among the Various Banks of Berkeley County Ac- 
cording to Capital Stock and Surplus Respectively, and 
to Otherwise Regulate the Finances of Said County. 


Section 1. Deposit of County and School Funds in 
Berkeley County—Security.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That after the passage of 
this Act the County Treasurer of Berkeley County be, and is 
hereby, required to deposit all County and School funds, ordinary 
or special, coming into his hands in the various banks of Berkeley 
County proportionate to the amount of capital stock and surplus 
of said banks: Provided, however, That no deposit be made in 
any of said banks until said bank or banks furnish to the County 
Treasurer a bond with a reputable surety company, to be approved 
by the surety company bonding the Treasurer of Berkeley County, 
equal to the amount of money to be deposited in said bank and ten 
(10) per centum additional to indemnify the said County for any 
loss or damage that may be sustained by it on account of the de- 
posit and accrued interest thereon, together with costs and expenses, 
including attorney’s fees, that the County may be put to in any 
suit thereon. Any bank in Berkeley County which loans money to 
the County upon its note shall have the deposit of the proceeds of 
said loan: Provided, That the said bank shall have theretofore com- 
plied with the provisions herein with regard to the general County 
and School funds; failing in this the proceeds of such loans shall 
be deposited proportionately with such other banks of Berkeley 
County as shall have complied with the requirements of this Act: 
Provided, further, That in case any or all of said banks shall fail to. 
qualify as herein provided, the proportionate part of said deposit 
that would have been deposited in said bank or banks shall be de- 
posited by the Treasurer of Berkeley County in a bank in Berkeley 
‘County or elsewhere: Provided, That said deposit be first approved 
in writing by the surety company bonding the said Treasurer, and 
provided further that the provisions of Section 2 hereof are com- 
plied with. 


§ 2. Interest on County Deposits.—The Board of County 
Commissioners of Berkeley County shall make no contract to borrow 
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money from any bank which is given the benefit of the County’s 
account unless the rate of interest allowed on average daily balances 
shall be equivalent to at least one-half of the rate of interest charged 
by such bank or banks on loans to the County. In no case shall as 
much as one-fourth of the County’s deposit be given to any bank 
unless such bank shall agree to pay at least three (3%) per centum 
per annum credited and computed quarterly on average daily bal- 
ances, unless its rate of interest on loans shall give rise to a lower 
rate under other provisions of this Act: Provided, That if such 
terms cannot be effected, modification of this provision can only be 
had by written consent of the entire Berkeley County Delegation in 
the General Assembly, filed with the County Treasurer. It shall be 
the duty of the said Board of County Commissioners to award the 
loan and the County’s deposit to the bank or banks submitting the 
most advantageous terms to the County, after the same is adver- 
tised as hereinafter provided: Provided, That the Board of County 
Commissioners shall require any and all banks receiving County 
funds to give a bond under the provisions of Section 1 hereof to 
make the County safe against any and all loss that may be caused 
by reason of said deposit: Provided, That said Board shall have 
the right to reject any and all bids for loans to the County or bids 
for the County deposit account. 


§ 3. Competitive Bids on County Loans.—lIn all cases 
unless specifically otherwise directed, when it becomes necessary for 
the Board of County Commissioners to borrow money on the credit 
of Berkeley County, it shall be the duty of said Board, and it is 
hereby directed, to do so only after advertising for competitive bids 
on loans, and at the lowest available rate of interest. Such adver- 
tisement shall be for at least ten days in one or more newspapers as 
the judgment of the Board may dictate, one of which shall have 
general circulation in the County of Berkeley. Such advertisement 
shall give approximately the amount of money desired, the time of 
payment, and such other information as in the judgment of the 
Commission would likely be of interest, and the time and place at 
which such bids will be opened. 


§ 4. Penalty for Violation by County Officer.— Any of- 
ficer of Berkeley County violating the provisions of this Act shall be 
subject to removal from office by the Governor of the State in the 
method now provided by law, and it shall be the duty of the Gov- 
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ernor, upon the recommendation of a majority of the Grand Jury 
of Berkeley County, to issue rule against such officer requiring him 
to show cause why he should not be removed.

Section 1. Board of Commissioners of Public Works of 
Town of Honea Path Abolished—Duties Devolved—Trans- 
fer of Records— Election on Question of Abolition.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the office of Commissioners of Public Works for the Town 
of Honea Path, in the County of Anderson, in said State, be. and 
the same is hereby, abolished, and all of the duties, powers, and re- 
sponsibilities of the said Commissioners of Public Works of said 
town are hereby devolved upon the Town Council of the said Town 
of Honea Path. That upon demand by the Town Council, the Com- 
missioners of Public Works shall turn over to the Town Council 
of Honea Path all property, books, vouchers, records, and moneys 
in their possession, and thereafter the duties of the said Commis- 
sioners of Public Works for said town shall be discharged by the 
Town Council of the Town of Honea Path: Provided, however, 
That before this Act shall become effective, there shall be held an 
election in the Town of Honea Path, which election shall be con- 
ducted under the rules and regulations governing Democratic pri- 
maries in this State upon the question of abolishing the office of 
the Commissioners of Public Works, at which election the voters 
shall vote either for or against the abolishing of the office of the 
Commissioners of Public Works. Said election shall be ordered 
by the Town Council of the Town of Honea Path within sixty 
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(60) days after the passage of this Act. They shall provide the 
ballots to be used at such election and shall give notice of the time 
and place of the holding of the said election and shall canvass and 
declare the results thereof. If the majority of the voters voting at 
such election vote in favor of abolishing the office of the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works, then this Act shall become effective and 
operative, otherwise, there shall be no change in the office of the 
Commissioners of Public Works.

AN ACT to Regulate Marking, Hiring and Renting of Elec- 
tric Storage Batteries and Fixing the Penalty for a 
Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. “Rental Battery” Defined—Mark of Owner- 
ship—Wrongful Marking.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: As used in this Act the 
words “rental battery” is defined as an electric storage battery 
loaned, rented or furnished for temporary use by any person, firm 
or corporation engaged in the business of buying, selling, repairing 
or recharging electric storage batteries. All such persons, firms or 
corporations may mark any such batteries belonging to them with 
the word “rental” 
or stamped upon or attached to such battery together with such 
words as shall identify such batteries as the property of the person, 
firm or corporation so marking the same. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to so mark any such batteries which 
are not the property of such person, firm or corporation. 


or any other word of similar meaning, printed 


§ 2. Alteration of Label Unlawful.—It is unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to remove, deface, alter or destroy 
the word “rental” on any rental battery or any other word, mark 
or character printed, painted or stamped upon or attached to any 
rental battery to identify the same as belonging to or being the 
property of any person, firm or corporation. 


§ 3. Unlawful for Person Other Than Owner to Rent, 
etc., Battery.—It is unlawful for any person, firm or corporation 
other than the owner thereof to sell, dispose of, deliver, rent or 
give to any other person, firm or corporation any rental battery 
marked by the owner thereof as provided by Section 1 of this 
Act. 


§ 4. Unlawful to Recharge, etc., Battery Owned and 
Marked by Another.—It is unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration engaged in the business of buying, selling, repairing, or 
recharging electric storage batteries to recharge or repair any rental 
battery not owned by such person, firm or corporation marked by the 
owner thereof as provided by Section 1 of this Act. 
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§ 5. Unlawful Retention of Rented Battery—-Demand 
for Possession.—It is unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to retain in his, their or its possession for a longer period than 
ten (10) days, without the written consent of the owner, any 
rental battery marked as such by the owner as provided by Section 
1 of this Act. Demand’ must be made on any person who so retains 
a rental battery in his possession at least five days before a prose- 
cution can be instituted: Provided, however, That proof of a reg- 
istered letter having been sent to the person so offending at his last 
known address shall be accepted as conclusive evidence of such de- 
mand. 


§ 6. Violation of Act a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Any 
person, firm or corporation and the officers, agents, employees and 
members of any firm or corporation violating any of the provisions 
of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be sentenced to pay a fine not exceeding five hundred

ing out on line thirty-seven (37) of Section 9, the words and figures 
“Twelve ($12.00) Dollars” and insert in lieu thereof the words and 
figures “Five ($5.00) Dollars,” so that said section, as amended. 
shall read as follows: 
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Section 9. On and after January 1, 1926, every resident owner 
of a motor vehicle in the State of South Carolina shall pay to the 
State Highway Commission in lieu of all other State, municipal or 
county licenses, an annual license as follows: For each automobile 
weighing not over 2,000 pounds, the sum of Nine ($9.00) Dollars; 
for each additional 500 pounds of weight, or fraction thereof, the 
additional sum of Three ($3.00) Dollars. The manufacturer’s 
weight of automobiles shall be accepted as the weight for the pur- 
pose of registration hereunder. And for trucks the license fees 
shall be as follows: ‘Trucks of a capacity of not exceeding one ton, 
Thirty ($30.00) Dollars; trucks exceeding one ton and up to and 
including two tons, Sixty ($60.00) Dollars. Trucks exceeding two 
tons and up to and including three tons. One Hundred and Twenty 
($120.00) Dollars. Trucks exceeding three tons and up to and in- 
cluding four tons, Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars. Trucks ex- 
ceeding four tons and up to and including five tons, Four Hundred 
($400.00) Dollars. Trucks exceeding five tons and up to and in- 
cluding six tons, Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars. Trucks exceed- 
ing six tons and up to and including seven and over, Eight Hundred 
($800.00) Dollars: Provided, That a reduction of fifty (50%) per 
cent on the license be allowed on all trucks using pneumatic tires on 
all the wheels. Lumber trucks and other trucks with trailer attached 
shall pay an annual license of Twenty ($20.00) Dollars for each 
trailer so operated, and an additional sum of Eight ($8.00) Dollars 
for every 1,000 pounds or part thereof of ordinary loading capacity 
of such trailer: Provided, That where pneumatic tires are used on 
trailers a reduction of fifty per cent shall be allowed: Provided, That 
no truck larger than a four-ton truck shall be allowed to be used on 
a highway or public road in this State unless the person desiring to 
operate any such truck larger than a four-ton truck shall first make 
a petition to the authorities in charge of the roads in any county 
where it is proposed to operate such truck, stating the road or roads 
proposed to be used and such road authorities shall consent to the use 
of such truck on such roads, and such consent shall be approved by 
the State Highway Engineer, in which event such truck shall. upon 
payment of the license fee herein provided, be permitted to operate 
on the road stated in the petition and none other. For every motor- 
cycle, Five ($5.00)) Dollars per annum. Every dealer in motor 
vehicles in this State, before operating any such motor vehicle upon 
the highways in this State for the purpose of demonstration and 
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sale, shall pay to the State Highway Commission of this State, in 
lieu of all other State, municipal and county licenses, an annual 
license of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, except motorcycle dealers who 
shall pay an annual license of Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars, for the first 
make of motor vehicles sold by such dealer and an additional license 
fee of Thirty ($30.00) Dollars for each other make of motor vehicle 
sold by such dealer. All licenses shall expire on the 3lst day of 
December following the day of issuance. Annual license shall here- 
after be issued between the first day of January and the first day of 
February of each year.

gages of Real Estate, With Right to Deposit Part of 
Said Funds in Banks of Dillon County. 


Section 1. Investment of Sinking Funds of Dillon 
County—Investments in Municipal Bonds—in Real Estate 
Mortgages—in Bank Deposits—Security.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That on or 
after the first day of October, 1926, the County Treasurer of the 
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County of Dillon shall invest the sinking funds of the said County 
of Dillon then on hand, and thereafter within six months from the 
collection of the tax levied for the establishment and maintenance 
of such sinking funds, in bonds issued or that may hereafter be 
issued by any one or more political subdivisions of the State of 
South Carolina, including bonds issued or to be issued by any 
County, town, township, or school district of the State of South 
Carolina: Provided, however, That said Treasurer acting jointly 
with the County Board of Commissioners may in their discretion 
from time to time invest a portion of such sinking funds in first 
mortgages of real estate situated in Dillon County: Provided, 
further, however, That no loan of such funds shall be made on real 
estate in any amount or amounts in excess of fifty per cent of the 
appraised value of such real estate, such appraisal to be made by 
the County Board of Commissioners at the time any such loan or 
loans are being or may be made, and a written report of such ap- 
praisal to be filed with the County Treasurer: Provided, further, 
That at no time shall the portion of such sinking funds invested 
in real estate mortgages exceed twenty-five per cent. of the total 
accumulated sinking funds of said County: Provided, further, 
That not more than one-third of said sinking funds may by said 
Treasurer be deposited in the bank or banking institutions of said 
County of Dillon on the basis of their capital stock: Provided, 
further, however, That any bank or banks receiving such fund or 
funds for deposit shall at the expense of such bank. or banks 
furnish sufficient bond or security conditioned for the safe keeping 
of such funds and for the paying over of same with interest thereon 
at the rate of not less than four (4%) per cent. per annum. 


-§ 2. Custody of Mortgages, etc.—That any and all notes 
or bonds secured by mortgages of real estate and all mortgages 
‘securing same in which any of said funds may be invested as 
herein provided, shall be deposited with the Treasurer of said Rounty 
for safe keeping of such securities. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

New Voting Precinct in Lancaster County— 
in Calhoun County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the voting precincts in Lan- 
caster and Calhoun Counties shall remain as now provided by law 
except that there shall be established a voting precinct at Dixie 
School House, in Lancaster County, and a voting precinct at Mid- 
way School House, in Calhoun County.

731 of the Acts of 1924, by Authorizing the State High- 
way Commission to Remove From the State Highway 
System a Certain Road in Aiken County and Substitute 
Another Road in Lieu Thereof. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXI, Stats. 1193), Amended—. 
Change of State Highways in Aiken County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend 
an Act entitled “An Act to provide for a State system of hard- 
surfaced, topsoil and other dependable types of highways, etc.,” 
known as Act No. 731 of the Acts of 1924 by adding to Section 
1 of the said Act under the caption of Aiken County the following 
proviso: Provided, The State Highway Commission may remove 
from the State Highway System that certain soft-surface road run- 
ning from a point on the Aiken-Barnwell road between Montmo- 
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renci and Windsor and following Route No. 4 easterly toward 
Springfield to the Orangeburg County line and substitute therefor 
a road beginning at a point on the Aiken and Wagener road near 
Livingston’s Store and running in a southeasterly direction to the 
Orangeburg County line then on to Springfield in Orangeburg 
County and another road commencing on the State Highway run- 
ning from Columbia to Springfield via Jeffcoat’s Bridge, at some 
point near Salley, and running from said point through Salley as 
nearly as practical up the route of the highway from Salley to the 
Livingston’s Store-Springfield Highway at a point where the roads 
cross near Smythes School House: Provided, The cost thereof 
shall not exceed the cost of constructing the route for which this 
route is substituted. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Further Specify the Duties and Powers of the 
State Highway Department With Regard to Bridges 
Across Interstate Boundary Streams on State High- 
ways; to Authorize the Construction and Maintenance 
of Toll Bridges Thereon and to Provide Reimburse- 
ment Therefor. 


Section 1. Powers of State Highway Commission as to 
Interstate Bridges—Share of Cost—Maintenance.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The State Highway Commission of this State is hereby empowered 
to cooperate and negotiate with the proper authorities of adjoining 
States in the construction, purchase. acqtisition and maintenance 
of bridges now constructed or to be constructed across streams 
which constitute boundaries between the State and such adjoining 
States, and to expend for such purposes not exceeding one-half of 
the total cost of such bridges and approaches thereto and to bear a 
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proportionate part of the maintenance thereof, such expenditures 
to be made from the funds available for the construction and main- 
tenance of highways and bridges in the State Highway System. 
This Act shall not apply to any bridge or crossing which does not 
constitute the terminus of a highway in the State Highway System. 


§ 2. Counties May Provide Funds—Reimbursement.— 
Any County or Counties may, with the approval of the State 
Highway Commission, provide the funds necessary for participa- 
tion in the construction, purchase or acquisition of any such bridge 
as is described in the foregoing Section, and shall be entitled to re- 
imbursement therefor under the provisions of the Act known as the 
“Pay-as-you-go Act,’ approved March 21, 1924, and Acts amend- 
atory thereof. 


§ 3. Permits for Toll Bridges.—That the State Highway 
Commission is hereby authorized to permit any person, persons, 
firm, corporation or corporations, County or Counties, municipality 
or municipalities, or any combination thereof to construct toll bridges - 
and appertaining structures suitable for highway traffic on any 
roads of the State Highway System: Provided, That before any 
such permit is issued an agreement satisfactory to the Highway ° 
Department must be executed by the party or parties receiving such 
permit fixing conditions under which the bridge is to be constructed, 
the character and design of the structure, the rate of toll to be 
charged traffic using it and the terms according to which it can be 
acquired by the State or Counties concerned. 


§ 4. Public Notice Before Issue of Permit.—Any permit 
issued by the State Highway Commission under authority carried 
in Section 3 shall be after advertisement of all the terms and con- 
ditions affecting such permit in at least five daily newspapers of 
this State and after the Legislative Delegation of any County di- 
rectly adjacent to the bridge have been given formal notice, de- 
scribing said terms and conditions and have approved the said 
terms and conditions. 


§ 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Election of School Trustees in all School Districts 
in Spartanburg County,” Approved March 24, 1924, 
by Providing for Election Under Certain Conditions. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1179), Amended 
—FPetitions for Elections of School Trustees in Spartanburg 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Amend Section 2 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
Provide for the Election of School Trustees in all School Districts 
in Spartanburg County,” approved March 24, 1924, by adding the 
following proviso at the end of said section: 


Provided, however, That the school trustees for the several school 
districts in the County of Spartanburg, except the Trustees for 
School District No. 34, in the City of Spartanburg, shall be designated 
and appointed in the manner and method now provided by law for 
such districts unless there be filed with the County Board of Educa- 
tion a petition signed by at least one-fourth of the qualified electors 
and taxpayers of such district, requesting that an election be held in 
such district for school trustees. Such petition must be filed at least 
thirty days before the first day of May in any year in which school: 
trustees are to be elected. Upon the filing of such petition it shall 
be the duty of the County Board of Education to give notice of such 
election, to provide boxes, appoint managers, designate the place, and 
to fix the time for the holding of such election, which shall be on or 
before the 30th day of April of any such year. At such election the 
qualified electors and taxpayers of such district shall be entitled to 
vote. The County Board of Education shall receive the returns and 
declare the result of such election. The persons so elected shall be 
declared the trustees for such school district and shall serve for the 
term provided by law, so that, when so amended, said section shall 
read as follows: 


Section 2. That the school trustees in and for the various school 
districts in the County of Spartanburg, including School District 
No. 34 in the City of Spartanburg, be elected in the manner provided 
by law for the election of school trustees for and in School District 
No. 34 in the City of Spartanburg prior to the passage of the Act 
repealed in Section 1 of this Act: Provided, however, That the school 
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trustees for the several school districts in the County of Spartan- - 
burg, except the trustees for School District No. 34 in the City of 
Spartanburg, shall be designated and appointed in the manner and 
method now provided by law for such districts, unless there be filed 
with the County Board of Education a petition signed by at least 
one-fourth of the qualified electors and taxpayers of such district, 
requesting that an election be held in such district for school trus- 
tees. Such petition must be filed at least thirty days before the first 
day of May in any year in which school trustees are to be elected. 
Upon the filing of such petition it shall be the duty of the County 
Board of Education to give notice of such election, to provide boxes, 
appoint managers, designate the place, and to fix the time for the 
holding of such election, which shall be on or before the 30th day of 
April of any such year. At such election the qualified electors and 
taxpayers of such district shall be entitled to vote. The County 
Board of Education shall receive the returns and declare the result 
of such election. The persons so elected shall be declared the trus- 
tees for such school district and shall serve for the term provided by 
law and until their successors are qualified. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

The voting precincts in the County of Charleston shall remain as 
now provided by law except as follows: There shall be an additional 
voting place at or near North Charleston School Building ; the voting 
place at or near Five Mile Curve is changed to at or near the School 
Building near the Four Mile Post on Meeting Street Road ; the vot- 
ing place in St. Andrews Parish at the Brick Church is changed to 
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at or near the intersection of the Road to Folly Island with State 
Highway No. 6; the voting place on Johns’ Island is transferred from 
Cedar Spring to the Agricultural Hall on said Island. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Regulate the Use of Steel Traps in This State, 


Section 1. Use of Steel Traps Unlawful—Exceptions— 
Violation a Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: From and after the 
passage of this Act it shall be unlawful for any person to use or set 
any steel traps within this State: Provided, That this will not apply 
to any person using or setting steel traps on land owned by him or 
her, or leased by him or her for trapping purposes: Provided, further, 
That this will not apply to the use of steel traps in or around any oc- 
cupied dwelling, barn or fowl house. Any person or persons violat- 
ing the provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and be fined not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor 
more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or imprisoned for not 
more than thirty days or both in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Fix the Time for Holding of Circuit Courts ir 
Kershaw County. 


Section 1. Courts in Kershaw County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Court 
of General Sessions for Kershaw County shall be held in Camden 
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on the second Monday in February, the first Monday in July, the 
fourth Monday in October, and the second Monday in December ; 
and the Court of Common Pleas for said county on the second Mon- 
day. in March, the third Monday in June, and the first Monday in 
November. 


§ 2. Common Pleas During General Sessions.—At the 
terms of the General Sessions herein provided for the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas shall be open for the taking of any verdict or judgment by 
default or consent and for the transaction of any other business of 
the Court of Common Pleas when the same does not conflict with the 
business of the Courts of the General Sessions. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take -effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Capitation Tax on Dogs in Cherokee 
County and to Provide for the Application, of the Pro- 
ceeds Derived Therefrom, and Authorize the Enforce- 
ment of Same. 


Section 1. Dog Tax in Cherokee County—Listing—Col- 
lection.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: There shall be levied on all dogs, irrespective of 
age, in the County of Cherokee an annual tax of $1.25, said dogs to 
be listed at the same time and in like manner as other personal prop- 
erty is listed and the tax to be collected at the same time other taxes 
are collected. ‘ 


§ 2. Duty of Truant Officer—Census of Dogs.—lIt shall 
be the duty of the Truant Officer of Cherokee County to investigate 
and see that all dogs are listed for taxation and in case he finds any 
dog has not been so listed he shall report the same to the Auditor and 
the Auditor shall list the same and the tax shall be collected any time 
prior to the 31ist day of December of each year: Provided, That in 
each school district of said county a census of all dogs in said district 
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may be taken by the school trustees or Truant Officer, or under their 
direction, and if such census is taken a copy of same shall be filed 
with the Auditor, so that he may check from his tax books any dogs 
that have not been listed prior to such census report being filed. 


§ 3. Penalty for Failure to List—Use of Tax and 
Penalty Funds.—Any person who owns a dog in Cherokee County 
and fails to list same as provided for in Section 1 of this Act, shall 
be subject to a penalty of Five ($5.00) Dollars on each dog for 
failure to list same: Provided, That the tax herein provided for, to- 
gether with any penalty for failure to list, shall be placed in the 
school funds of each respective district and used for general school 
purposes. : - 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Highways in 
the State Highway System Pursuant to Reimbursement 
Agreements Between the State Highway System and 
Counties or Road Districts, to Authorize the Issuance 
of County Bonds and Road District Bonds for Said Pur- 
pose and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds and 
to Provide for the Creation of Road Districts. 


Section 1. Bond Issues by Counties for Highway Con- 
struction Under Reimbursement Agreements—‘“Highways’”’ 
Defined.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The officer or body in any county in this State 
having authority to enter into agreements on behalf of said county 
pursuant to Section 6 of the Act commonly known as the “Pay-As- 
You-Go Act” entitled “An Act to Provide for a System of Hard- 
Surface, Top-soil and Other Dependable Types of Highways in 
this State, to Define and Describe said Roads, and to Provide Funds 
for Construction, for Maintenance, and for Reimbursements to Coun- 
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ties in Certain Cases,” approved March 21, 1924. is hereby authorized 
to issue negotiable bonds of such county from time to time, upon 
the conditions hereinafter stated, for the purpose of raising moneys 
to pay the cost of constructing any highway or highways in said 
county embraced in the State Highway System and described in Sec- 
tion t of the said Act approved March 21, 1924, as amended. The 
term “Highways” as used in this Act includes bridges and drainage 
structures. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds+—Execution—Delivery—Sale.— 
The said bonds shall be issued at such time or times, and shall bear 
interest at such rate or rates not exceeding five and one-half per 
centum per annum, payable semiannually, and shall mature at such 
time or times not exceeding twenty years from and after the date or 
dates of said bonds, and shall be issued in such form and denomina- 
tion, as the Senator and at least one-half of the members of the 
delegation from such county in the General Assembly may direct in 
writing. ‘The said bonds shall be signed by such officers as shall 
be designated as aforesaid by the Senator and at least one-half of 
the members of such delegation, and the seal of such county or the 
seal of the Supervisor of such county shall be affixed to or impressed 
upon said bonds. The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwith- 
standing any changes in officers or seal occurring after the execution 
of the bonds. The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and 
accrued interest. They shall be sold upon sealed proposals after pub- 
lication of notice of such.sale one or more times at least fifteen days 
before such sale. The award shall be made to the highest bidder. 
but the county shall have the right to reject all bids and readvertise 
the bonds for sale. 


§ 3. Conditions of Issue—Limit of Issue—Use of Sur- 
plus Bond Funds—Contracts With State Highway Commis- 
sion—Reimbursement—Pledge of Reimbursement Funds— 
Maturities of Bonds.—No bonds shall be issued under this Act 
by any county unless and until the proper officer or body of such 
county shall have previously entered into an agreement or agreements 
on behalf of such county with the State Highway Commission of 
South Carolina, whereby the State Highway Commission shall have 
agreed to reimburse and repay said county for the cost of construct- 
ing the highway or highways for which said bonds are to be issued 
as provided in Section 6 of the said Act approved March 21, 1924, 
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as amended. The amount of the bonds to be issued shall not ex- 
ceed the cost of constructing said highway or highways as estimated 
by the State Highway Commission or its chief engineer. If the 
actual cost of said work shall be less than the amount so estimated 
‘the proceeds of said bonds not used to pay said cost shall be placed in 
a special fund by the County Treasurer and applied solely to the pay- 
ment of the principal of said bonds as said principal becomes due. 
For the purpose of said Act approved March 21, 1924, as amended, 
the value of said highway or highways as of the date or dates of 
completion thereof shall be deemed equal to the cost of said highway 
or highways. The county may, by the terms of said agreement or 
agreements, agree to advance to the State Highway Commission 
moneys necessary to construct the said highway or highways and 
the said Highway Commission may agree to construct said highway 
or highways and to reimburse and repay said county for all moneys 
so advanced; and the State Highway Commission and said county 
shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out said agree- 
ment or agreements. The State Highway Commission shall reim- 
burse and repay said county as aforesaid out of the funds authorized 
by said Act approved March 21, 1924, as heretofore amended, to be 
used for the construction of the State Highway System. So much 
of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose of making such 
reimbursements is hereby pledged irrevocably for said purpose, ex- 
cept the money needed in order to carry out valid reimbursement 
agreements previously made pursuant to this Act. This pledge is 
hereby made a part of the contract between said county and the 
holders of said bonds. In fixing the time or times of maturity of 
the principal of said bonds the officer or officers authorized to fix 
said time or times shall consider the probable amounts to be received 
each year by way of reimbursement as aforesaid, and shall endeavor 
to arrange the times of maturity of said principal that the levy of a 
tax will not be necessary in order to pay said principal. 


§ 4. Credit of County Pledged—Annual Tax—Use of 
Reimbursements—of Gasoline Tax—Obligation of Bonds.— 
The full faith. credit and taxing power of each county issuing bonds 
under this Act are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest become due. The County Auditor of such county is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable prop- 
erty in such county a tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest 
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as they respectively become due, and the County Treasurer of such 
county is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax and ap- 
ply it to said purpose. But all moneys received by the county from 
the State Highway Department by way of reimbursement under the 
agreement or agreements above referred to shall be applied to the - 
payment of said principal and to the reduction of said tax. There 
shall also be applied to the payment of said interest and to the reduc- 
tion of said tax so much of the gasoline tax distributed to said county 
under Section 11 of said Act approved March 21, 1924, as amended, 
as may be necessary for the purpose of paying said interest, as it 
becomes due, notwithstanding anything in said Act approved March 
21, 1924, as amended, providing for a different use of the gasoline 
tax so distributed. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds is- 
sued hereunder shall be direct and the general obligations of the 
county issuing them, payable primarily by means of said property 
tax. 


- § 5. Counties Declared Incorporated Road Districts— 
Bonds May be Issued by County or Road District.—For the 
purpose of this Act, every county in this State is hereby constituted 
and declared to be an incorporated road district by the names and 
styles of thé “Road District of........ (here insert name of County)...... 
County,” by which name said road district may sue and be sued. 
At the option of the officers authorized to issue bonds under this 
Act, said bonds may be issued either in the name of the county, as 
hereinbefore provided, or in the name of the road district of said 
county, which road district shall constitute a separate and distinct 
corporate entity. 


§ 6. Road Districts Formed of Two or More Counties.— 
Any two or more counties may, by action of the Senator and at least 
one-half of the members of the delegation from each of said coun- 
ties in the General Assembly form themselves into an incorporated 
road district by the-name and style of the “Road District of the 
Counties of........ (here insert names of counties constituting said road 
district) ,” by which name said district may sue and be sued, and such 
road district shall constitute a separate and distinct corporate entity. 


§ 7. Powers of Road Districts — Contracts — Bond Is- 
sues—-Payment—Apportionment of Cost of Highways.—All 
powers hereby conferred upon counties are hereby conferred upon 
road districts created by or pursuant to this Act, said powers to be 
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exercised for such districts by the same officers who are empowered 
to exercise the same for the county or counties comprising such dis- 
trict or districts. The State Highway Commission and any such 
road district are hereby authorized to enter into a reimbursement 
agreement in the manner hereinbefore provided for reimbursement 
agreements between said State Highway Commission and a county, 
in respect to highways in such road district specified in Section 1 of 
said Act approved March 21, 1924, as amended; and in cases where 
said agreement is made in the name of a road district as aforesaid, 
the bonds to be issued for the purpose of raising the moneys neces- 
ary to pay the cost of the highway or highways, shall be issued in the 
name of such road district sealed with the corporate seal of such dis- 
trict, and a tax shall be levied for the payment of the bonds on all 
taxable property in such road district, in the manner provided in re- 
spect to the payment of county bonds, which tax shall, however, be 
reduced in the same manner as is herein provided in respect to county 
bonds, the County Auditor and County Treasurer in each county 
to levy and collect the tax in his own county, and the bonds to be 
issued by concurrent action of the officers or boards hereby authorized 
to issue county bonds. The counties affected hereby shall have the 
right to agree among themselves, through the officers empowered to 
administer this Act, to prorate the expenses of highways constructed 
hereunder according to the mileage in the respective counties and to 
levy taxes herein provided for accordingly. 


§ 8. Inconsistent Acts Repealed — Act Cumulative. — 
All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby re- 
pealed. This Act shall not be construed to be inconsistent with or 
as repealing any other Act or Acts authorizing the issuance of bonds 
or other obligations for the purposes for which bonds are hereby au- 
thorized to be issued, but shall be held and construed to be cumulative 
thereto. Any county may, at its option, issue bonds either under 
this Act, or under any other Act applicable to the county. 


§ 9. Not Applicable to Certain Counties.—The Provi- 
sions of this Act shall not apply to Chesterfield County, Lancaster 
County, Abbeville County, Kershaw County, McCormick County, 
Berkeley County and Laurens County, Charleston, Pickens, Chester, 
Union, York, Sumter and Marion Counties. 


§ 10. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 137 and 143, Volume 3, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, by Providing for the 
Payment of Premiums on Certain Property Insured by 
the Sinking Fund Commission and to Fix the Amount 
of Insurance to be Carried on all Property Insured by 
the Sinking Fund Commission. 


Section 1. Secs. (137) and (143), Code, 1922, Vol. III, 
Amended—Insurance Premiums Payable to Sinking Fund 
Commission—Amounts of Risks.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 137. Vol- 
ume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be amended by chang- 
ing the period at the end of said section to a colon and by adding the 
following thereafter: “Provided, further, That no building or 
property at present insured, or that shall be insured hereafter by the 
Sinking Fund Commission, shall cease to pay premiums until five (5) 
annual premiums shall have been paid even though such payments 
increase the Insurance Sinking Fund, herein provided for, beyond the 
sum of One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars.”

These condemnation proceedings to be 
brought in the name of the State Board of Health in the manner 
as is now provided by law for the condemnation of lands for other 
purposes.

provided for by general rules and regulations, for the purpose of 
suppressing nuisances dangerous to the public health and commu- 
nicable, contagious and infectious diseases and other danger to 
the public life and health: Provided, however, That nothing herein 
contained shall be construed as in any wise limiting any duty, 
power, or powers now possessed by or heretofore granted to the 
said State Board of Health, or its Executive Committee by the 
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Statutes of this State, or as affecting, modifying or repealing any 
rule or regulation heretofore adopted by said Board. In order to 
carry out any or all of the provisions of this Section, the State 
Board of Health is hereby given the full power and authority to in- 
stitute proceedings of condemnation of land or other property for 
the purpose of effectually carrying out the provisions of this Act.

Trustees, etc., so as to Provide for the Election of Trus- 
tees in Marion County. 


Section 1. Sec. (2615), Code, 1922, Vol. HI, Amended 
—Election of School Trustees in Marion County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend Section 2615, Civil Code of Laws, 1922, Volume 3, by adding 
at the end of said Section the following: Provided, further, That 
in the County of Marion the term of office of each of the present 
School Trustees, whether of a common school district, high school 
or of a special or graded school district created by special Act, shall 
expire on June 30th, 1926, and all school trustees in Marion 
County shall hereafter be selected in the following manner: At 
eleven o’clock in the forenoon on the first Saturday of June, 1926, 
and of each year thereafter, the qualified electors of each school 
district, shall meet in the principal school building of the school 
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‘district for the purpose of electing trustees to the number of va- 
cancies occurring on the following 30th day of June, for their re- 
spective districts: Provided, That in the Town of Marion such 
meeting shall be held in the Grammar School building and in 
the Town of Mullins in the High School Building. When duly as- 
sembled the meeting shall organize by electing from its members 
a chairman and a secretary, whereupon the meeting shall proceed 
to elect Trustees in such manner as a majority of the meeting may 
prescribe. Those qualified electors of the school district, to the 
number of vacancies existing, receiving the highest number of votes 
cast shall be declared to be the duly elected trustees of their re- 
spective school districts, and the persons elected at such meeting 
shall begin their term of office on the first day of July following. 
The persons so elected shall meet as soon after their election in the 
year 1926 as is practicable, not to exceed five days thereafter, and 
determine by lot the length of term of each trustee, so that the term 
of office of one trustee shall expire on the 30th day of June of each 
year. In each school district, after the year 1926, in each year, the 
trustee elected to serve a full term as successor to the trustee whose 
term of office expires on the 30th day of June of that year shall 
serve for the longest term for which any trustee in that district 
may serve to the end that the term of office of one trustee shall 
expire on the 30th day of June of each year. Nothing in this Act 
shall be construed to impair the power or obligation of the present 
trustees at any time prior to the expiration of their term of office 
to take any reasonably necessary action such as has been heretofore 
customarily taken in employing teachers for the next school year. 
Once a week for two consecutive weeks preceding the meeting of 
qualified electors in the various school districts, the Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners shall publish in each newspaper 
published in the County of Marion a notice to the effect that the 
qualified electors of each school district in the County of Marion 
are called to meet as hereinbefore provided for the purpose of electing 
school trustees. Should the qualified electors of any school district 
fail to meet pursuant to the notice aforesaid, upon petition of any 
ten (10) qualified electors of said school district, the Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners shall call a special meeting in 
said school district for the purpose of electing school trustees in 
the manner hereinbefore provided, and notice of the time and place 
of said meeting shall be published in the same manner as is here- 
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inbefore provided. Should a vacancy for any unexpired term occur 
in the office of school trustees, the fact of such vacancy shall be 
forthwith certified to the Chairman of the Board of County Com- 
missioners by the remaining members of the Board of Trustees in 
which such vacancy occurs, and the Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners shall thereupon call a special meeting of the 
qualified electors of the district affected, after the same notice as 
is hereinbefore provided, for the purpose of filling such vacancy 
for the unexpired term only. The Chairman and Secretary of each 
regular or special meeting of qualified electors shall certify the 
action of the meeting to the Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners, who shall in turn certify the same to the State Su- 
perintendent of Education, and the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation shall issue a commission to the persons so certified to him 
as trustees. The expenses of calling all regular meetings of qualified 
electors shall be paid out of the general school funds of the County, 
and the expense of calling special meetings shall be paid out of the 
school funds of the school district affected, so that said Section, as 
amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 2615. Each County Board of Education on the first 
Tuesday of July, 1906, and on the first Tuesday in July every two 
years thereafter, shall appoint for each school district in their 
County three School Trustees, from the qualified electors and tax- 
payers residing in the district, who shall hold their office for two 
years, and until their successors are appointed and qualified, unless 
sooner removed by the County Board of Education: Provided, That 
no School Trustees shall be removed by the County Board of Edu- 
cation except for cause, and after said Trustee shall have had a hear- 
ing before said County Board of Education, and the said Trustee 
shall have the right of appeal to the State Board of Education. 
The County Board of Education shall have power to fill, from time 
to time, all vacancies in the Board of Trustees. The School Trus- 
tees shall meet as a Board as soon and as often as practicable, and 
after having been appointed and qualified, at such place as may be 
most convenient to the district. At their first meeting they shall 
organize by electing one of their number Chairman of the Board, 
who shall preside at the official meetings of the Board, and another 
Clerk of the Board, who shall record their proceedings in a book 
provided for that purpose. Each member of the Board of Trustees 
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shall be duly notified of all meetings of the Board by the Clerk of 
the Board: Provided, That the foregoing provisions of this Sec- 
tion shall not apply to special and graded school districts created 
by special Acts; but that the trustees and School Commissioners 
of all special and graded school districts shall remain the same in 
number, and shall be elected or appointed in the same manner, and 
shall hold the office for the same time as is provided for in the re- 
spective special Acts; except that in the special school districts where 
the Trustees, or their successors, are appointed by the State Super- 
intendent of Education under the provisions of the special Acts, 
the Trustees shall hold office until they are appointed by the State 
Superintendent of Education on the first Tuesday in July, 1906, on 
’ which day and on the same day every two years thereafter, the Trus- 
tees shall be elected by the qualified electors of such school district: 
Provided, That special school districts having a population of not less 
than five thousand inhabitants, and in which the Boards are not fixed 
by special or specific legislation, may elect on the second Tuesday 
in January, 1904, or on the second Tuesday in January of any 
alternate year thereafter, nine Trustees to constitute a Board in their 
respective districts: Provided, further, That three of the said 
Trustees, to be elected at said election, shall serve for a term of two 
years, three for a term of four years, and three for a term of six 
years; the term of each Trustee to be ‘determined by lot, in the 
presence of the County Board of Education, and on the second 
Tuesday in January every two years thereafter, three Trustees shall 
be elected to serve for a term of six years. The election of all 
Trustees for all such school districts shall be by ballot, and shall 
be conducted under the supervision of three qualified electors re- 
siding within the district, who shall be appointed by the County 
Board of Education, at least ten days prior to the holding of the 
election. The managers shall report the result of the election to 
the County Board of Education within ten days thereafter, which 
Board shall commission the Trustees so elected. The Board of 
Trustees of each special or graded school district shall elect from 
their number a Chairman, who shall preside at their meetings and 
a Secretary or Secretary and Treasurer, who shall record the pro- 
ceedings of the Board, and who shall keep a full and accurate ac- 
count of all money received and expended showing the source and 
disposition of each item, and who shall make a complete itemized 
report of the receipts and disbursements of each scholastic year 
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to the County Superintendent of Education on or before the fifteenth 
day of July of each year. The books and vouchers of the Sec- 
retary and Treasurer shall be open at all times to inspection by the 
public: Provided, further, That upon the petition of one-third of 
qualified electors of School District No. 13, in Abbeville County, 
filed with the County Superintendent of Education on or before 
the first day of June in any year, when School Trustees are to be 
appointed, the County Board of Education shall order an election 
to elect the Trustees for School District No. 13, in the manner 
herein provided for in the election of Trustees of special school 
districts: Provided, further, That upon the petition of one-third 
of the qualified electors of any school district in Chesterfield and 
Oconee Counties, except special and graded school districts, created 
by special Acts, filed with the Superintendent of Education of said 
County, on or before the first day of June, in any year when School 
Trustees are to be appointed, the County Board of Education shall 
order an election to elect the Trustees for such school district in 
the manner herein provided for the election of Trustees of special 
school districts: Provided, further, That nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to repeal any Act or Acts of the General As- 
sembly heretofore passed providing for a different number of 
Trustees than the number herein mentioned nor for a different 
method of selection or the election of School Trustees of any par- 
ticular school district or the school district of any particular County 
of the State: Provided, further, That in the County of Saluda the 
County Board of Education, upon petition of a majority of the 
qualified electors in any school district shall order a special election 
for Trustees: Provided, further, That in the County of Marion 
the term of office of each of the present school Trustees whether 
of a common school district, high school, or of a special or graded 
school district, created by special Act shall expire on June 30th, 
1926, and all School Trustees in Marion County shall hereafter be 
selected in the following manner: 


At eleven o’clock in the forenoon on the first Saturday in June, 
1926, and of each year thereafter, the qualified electors of each 
school district shall meet in the principal school building of the 
school district for the purpose of electing Trustees to the number 
of vacancies occurring on the following 30th day of June, for their 
respective districts: Provided, That in the Town of Marion such 
meeting shall be held in the Grammar School building and in the 
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Town of Mullins in the High School building. When duly assem- 
bled the meeting shall organize by electing from its members a 
Chairman and a Secretary, whereupon the meeting shall proceed 
to elect Trustees in such manner as majority of the meeting may 
prescribe. Those qualified electors of the school district, to the 
number of vacancies existing, receiving the highest number of votes 
cast shall be declared to be the duly elected Trustees of their re- 
spective school districts, and the persons elected at such meeting 
shall begin their term of office on the first day of July following. 
The persons so elected shall meet as soon after their election in the 
year 1926 as is practicable, not to exceed five days thereafter, and 
determine by lot the length of term of each Trustee, so that the 
term of office of one Trustee shall expire on the 30th day of June 
of each year. “In each school district, after the year 1926 in each 
year, the Trustee elected to serve a full term as successor to the 
Trustee whose term of office expires on the 30th day of June of 
that year shall serve for the longest term for which any Trustee 
in that district may serve to the end that the term of office of one 
Trustee shall expire on the 30th day of June of each year. Nothing 
in this Act shall be construed to impair the power or obligation of 
the present Trustees at any time prior to the expiration of their 
term of office to take any reasonable necessary action such as has 
been heretofore customarily taken in employing teachers for the 
next school year.” Once a week for two consecutive weeks preceding 
the meeting of qualified electors in the various school districts, the 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners shall publish in 
each newspaper published in the County of Marion a notice to the 
effect that the qualified electors of each school district in the County 
of Marion are called to meet as hereinbefore provided for the pur- 
pose of electing School Trustees. Should the qualified electors of 
any school district fail to meet pursuant to the notice aforesaid, upon 
petition of any ten (10) qualified electors of said school district, the 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners shall call a special 
meeting in said school district for the purpose of electing School 
Trustees in the manner hereinbefore provided, and notice of the 
time and place of said meeting shall be published in the same manner 
as is hereinbefore provided. Should a vacancy for any unexpired 
term occur in the office of School Trustee, the fact of such vacancy 
shall be forthwith certified to the Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners by the remaining members of the Board of Trustees 
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in which such vacancy occurs, and the Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners shall thereupon call a special meeting of the 
qualified electors of the district affected, after the same notice as is 
hereinbefore provided, for the purpose of filling such vacancy for 
the unexpired term only. The Chairman and Secretary of each 
regular or special meeting of qualified electors shall certify the action 
of the meeting to the Chairman of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, who shall in turn certify the same to the State Superin- 
tendent of Education, and the State Superintendent of Education 
shall issue a commission to the persons so certified to him as 
Trustee. The expense of calling all regular meetings of qualified 
electors shall be paid out of the general school funds of the County, 
and the expense of calling special meetings shall be paid out of the 
school funds of the school district affected.

—‘“Determinable Future Time” in Negotiable Instruments 
Defined.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 3655 of the Civil Code of South 
Carolina, 1922, be, and the same is hereby, amended by changing 
at the end thereof the period to a comma and adding the following: 
“But an instrument payable at a determinable future time is nego- 
tiable, even though it may mature or be declared due upon a con- 
tingency happening before such future time. An instrument is 
payable at a determinable future time, within the meaning of this 
chapter, notwithstanding the fact that it contains a provision 
waiving notice of protest, notice of dishonor, and an agreement to 
be bound even though an extension of time may be granted. An 
instrument is payable at a determinable future time, when col- 
lateral has been deposited as security for the payment thereof and 
the instrument contains a provision that if the value of the security 
deposited has so decreased or declined as to render the holder inse- 
cure, the holder may require the maker to deposit other and further 
collaterals to secure the same, and, upon failure to comply with 
such demand, may declare the instrument due at once,” so that 
when said Section shall be so amended it will read as follows:

AN ACT to Amend Section 4549, Volume 3, Code of Laws, 
South Carolina, 1922, Relating to Municipal Levies 
in Towns of One to Five Thousand, so as to Increase 
the Authorized Levy of the Town of York From Two 
to Three Per Cent. 


Section 1. Sec. (4549), 1922, Code, Vol. III, Amended 
—Municipal Tax in Town of York.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 4549. 
Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be, and the same 
is hereby amended as follows: By adding a proviso at the end thereof 
as follows: Provided, That the Town Council of the Town of York 
may levy as provided herein an annual tax not exceeding three 
per cent. So that the said section when so amended, shall read as 
follows: 
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(4549) Municipal Tax Levy — Penalty — Tax Executions. — 
The Town Council of all towns and cities containing one thou- 
sand and up to five thousand inhabitants shall have power to impose 
by ordinance, published at least twenty days, an annual tax in 
such amount as in the discretion of the ‘said Town Council may 
be necessary for corporate purposes, not exceeding, however, two 
(2) per cent. of the assessed value therof, on all real estate lying 
within the corporate limits of said city or town, and all personal 
property within the same. including bonds and stocks of banks and 
insurance companies and other corporations, the real estate of 
churches and school associations from which such churches and 
school associations draw a revenue or which are intended to be rented 
out for such purpose, except such as is exempt from taxation under 
the Constitution and laws of this State. Such tax shall be levied 
by the town authorities on the property within the corporate limits 
‘as assessed. for taxation for County and State purposes. The taxes 
so levied shall constitute a lien upon the property upon which it is 
levied until paid, paramount to all other liens, except the lien for 
County and State taxes, and for the purpose of collecting the same. 
The said City or Town Council shall have the power to enforce 
the payment of all taxes levied under authority of this article against 
the property of defaulters, to the same extent and in the same man- 
ner as is provided by law for the collection of State and County 
taxes, except that the executions to enforce the payment of the 
taxes due the said city or town shall be issued under the: seal of 
the corporation by the Clerk thereof, and directed to the Chief of 
Police, or any other officer designated by the City or Town Council 
‘for that purpose.. In addition to the annual tax authorized under 
this section, the City Council shall have the right to levy such further 
annual tax as may be necessary to pay the interest on all out- 
standing bonds issued by said city or town and to create the neces- 
sary sinking funds for the redemption of said bonds at their re- 
spective maturities. All such additional taxes as have heretofore 
been levied for the purpose of paying interest on bonds and creating 
sinking funds are hereby validated in all respects: Provided, That 
the own of Bamberg shall include the levy for the health and 
drainage district in the per cent. allowed under the provisions 
of this Section.

South Carolina: Amend Section 4510, Volume 3, Code of -Laws 
of South Carolina, 1922, by adding at the end thereof the follow- 
ing provision: “Provided, That it shall not be necessary for a sep- 
arate certificate of indebtedness to be issued showing the amount due 
from each property owner, but said certificates may be issued in 
denominations of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or any multiple 
thereof. Provided, further, That it shall not be necessary for the 
maturities of said certificates of indebtedness to correspond exactly 
to the maturities of the deferred payments or installments of the 
assessments, and said certificates may be issued having fixed dates 
of maturities ; but, in the event of payment of the assessments before 
the maturity of the certificates, the amount of such assessments so 
paid shall be placed in a Sinking Fund and held solely for the pay- 
meént of the certificates of indebtedness issued against them.” so 
that when so amended, said Section shall read as follows: “That 
the city or town councils of said cities and towns are authorized and 
empowered to issue certificates of indebzedness showing the amounts 
of money due to such cities or towns by property owners as cle-

Conditions; by Providing for the Disposition of Certain 
Funds Arising From Licenses, Fines, and Forfeitures 
and to Authorize the Establishment of Sanctuaries 
Where Game, Birds, and: Animals May Breed and to 
Provide Penalties for Violation. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 294), Amended— 
Shortening of Open Season on Account of Scarcity of Game 
—Use of Funds—Game Sanctuaries—Penalty for Violation. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That an Act entitled ““An Act to authorize the Chief 
Game Warden to declare a closed season on domestic game during 
abnormal conditions” approved the 14th of April, 1925, be, and 
the same is hereby, amended by adding at the end of Section 1 
another Section to be known as Section 1-A as follows: 


“Section 1-A. And when in any County or Counties in the 
State there exists an abnormal scarcity of game, the Chief Game 
Warden, upon the request of a majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion from each such County, in writing may shorten the open 
season for hunting in any such County or Counties.” 


Amend further by adding another Section to be known as 3-A, 
as follows: 


“Section 3-A. All funds hereafter collected in the various Coun- 
ties of this State from the sale of hunting licenses and from the 
fur tax which have been paid into the County School fund hereto- 
fore shall be used, subject to the control of the majority of the 
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County Legislative Delegation, either for the protection of propa- 
gation of game and fish or for school purposes (as now provided 
by law) or for both, the same to be used in the County where col- 
lected: Provided, That the provisions of this Section (Section 3-A) 
shall become effective June 30th, 1926.” 


Amend further by adding another Section to be known as Sec- 
tion 3-B as follows: 


“Section 3-B. That the Chief Game Warden is hereby author- 
ized and directed without any costs whatsover to the State to des- 
ignate and establish sanctuaries where game, birds, and animals 
may breed, unmolested: Provided, That if any landowner shall 
enter into any agreement with the said Chief Game Warden to set 
aside and turn over to the State for stich purpose any certain number 
of acres of land: Provided, further, That'there shall be no hunting 
or trespassing upon such lands so designated as a sanctuary by any- 
one for a period of five years from date of agreement. And the 
Chief Game Warden shall have the power and authority to post said 
lands so designated as a sanctuary, or sanctuaries, in the name of the 
State, and to prosecute any persons hunting or trespassing thereon. 
Any agreement entered into under authority herein given may be 
terminated at any time by mutual consent of the landowner or land- 
owners and the Chief Game Warden. And anyone hunting or tres- 
passing upon any land designated as a sanctuary under the provi- 
sions of this Act shall be fined for each offence not less than one hun- 
dred ($100.00) dollars nor more than two hundred ($200.00) dol- 
lars or imprisoned for not less than one, nor more than six months.”

AN ACT to Provide for Tuition Fees Paid Into Winthrop 
College, Medical College of South Carolina, University 
of South Carolina and the Citadel to be Used by Said 
Institutions for Permanent Improvements. 


Section 1. Use of Tuition Fees Paid to Winthrop Col- 
lege, The Medical College of S. C., The University of S. C. 
and The Citadel for Permanent Improvements.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: All 
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tuition fees collected by Winthrop College, The Medical College of 
South Carolina, University of South Carolina, and The Citadel shall 
be used by the Board of such college or institution, toward the pay- 
ment of permanent improvements in such college or institution, ex- 
cepting the per capita loan fund as may be provided by law. 


§ 2. Boards of Trustees to Make Such Use.—The Trus- 
tees of Winthrop College, The Medical College of South Carolina, 
University of South Carolina, and The Citadel are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to use such funds received by them as tuition 
fees to the payment of permanent improvements at their respective 
college or institution. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall not take effect until August 1, 1926. 
Approved the 23rd day of March, A. D, 1926.

AN ACT to Provide for the Times of Holding the Circuit 
Courts in the Ninth Judicial Circuit and to Arrange 
the Same. 


Section 1. Terms of Circuit Courts in Ninth Circuit.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That the terms of the Circuit Court for the Ninth Ju- 
dicial Circuit shall be as follows: 


Berkeley County. The Court of General Sessions for the County 
of Berkeley shall be held at Moncks Corner on the first Monday in 
March, one week, and the first Monday in November for one week. 
The Court of Common Pleas for said County shall be held on the 
first Monday in April for one week and the third Monday in June 
without a jury. 


Charleston County. The Court of General Sessions for the 
County of Charleston shall be held at Charleston on the second 
Monday in March, two weeks; on the first Monday in June, two 
weeks; on the second Monday in September, two weeks; and on 
the third Monday in November. two weeks. The Court of Com- 
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mon Pleas for said County shall be held at the same place on the 
first Monday in February, three weeks; on the second Monday in 
April, four weeks, and on the first Monday in October, four weeks. 


§ 2. Common Pleas During General Sessions in Charles- 
ton County.—The Court of Common Pleas for the said County 
of Charleston shall be deemed to be open during the Court of Ses- 
sions for the purpose of hearing equity cases, passing orders or 
transacting any other Common Pleas business not requiring a jury. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. , 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Times of Holding the Circuit 
Courts in the Ninth Judicial Circuit and to Arrange 
the Same. 


Section 1. Courts in Ninth Circuit.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and 
after the passage of this Act the terms.of the Circuit Courts for 
the Ninth Judicial Circuit shall be as follows: 


(1) Charleston County. The Court of General Sessions for the 
County of Charleston shall be held at Charleston on the second 
Monday in March, two weeks; on the first Monday in June, two 
weeks ; on the second Monday in September, two weeks; and on the 
third Monday in November, two weeks. The Court of Common 
Pleas for said County shall be held at the same place on the first 
Monday in February, three weeks; on the second Monday in April, 
five weeks; on the first Monday in October, five weeks. 


(2) Berkeley County. The Court of General Sessions for the 
County of Berkeley shall be held at Moncks Corner on the first 
Monday in March and the second Monday in November. The Court 
of Common Pleas of the said County shall be held at Moncks Cor- 
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ner on the first Monday in April; and the third Monday in June 
without jury, and on the first Monday of December. 


§ 2. Common Pleas During General Sessions.—That at 
the terms of Court of General Sessions, provided for in Section 1 
of this Act, the Court of Common Pleas for the respective Counties 
shall be open for the taking of any verdict, or judgment by default 
or consent, and for the purpose of hearing equity cases, passing 
orders, or transacting any other civil business where the same does 
not conflict with the business of General Sessions. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 3 and 5, Relating to Deposit of . 
State Funds of an Act Entitled “An Act to Create a 
State Finance Committee, Prescribe the Duties and to 
Provide for Indemnity Bonds by Depositories of the 
State,’”? Known as Act No. 179 of the Acts of 1925, so 
as to Require Interest on Deposit of State Funds and 
to Prescribe Security Therefor. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 273), Amended— 
Interest on State Deposits.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 3 of an 
Act entitled “An Act to create a State Finance Committee, pre- 
scribe the duties and to provide for indemnity bond by depositories 
of the State,” known as Act No. 179, of the Acts of 1925, by adding 
the following proviso at the end of Section 3: Provided, That such 
deposits shall draw the best rate of interest obtainable, so that said 
Section 3, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 3. Deposit of State Funds. To facilitate the disburse- 
ment of public moneys the Treasurer of the State shall deposit in 
such bank or banks or trust companies, in this State as shall be 
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agreed upon by the State Finance Committee or a majority thereof, 
all moneys belonging to the State, other than those he may keep 
in the safe of the vault of the designated bank: Provided, That 
such deposits shall draw the best rate of interest obtainable. 


§ 2. Act Further Amended — Collateral Security for 
State Deposits.—That Section 5 of said Act be amended by striking 
out all of said Section 5 and inserting in lieu the following: 


Section 5. Collateral as Security. Any such depository may, 
instead of such surety bond in an approved surety company, furnish, 
as surety for such deposit or deposits, United States Government 
Bonds, Federal Land Bank Bonds, Joint Stock Land Bank Bonds, 
bonds or other obligations of the State of South Carolina or any 
political subdivision thereof. Said surety shall be filed with the 
proper officers within one week after deposit shall be made, or at the

thereof shall pay an income tax to the State of South Carolina at 
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the same rate that all other individuals are taxed: Provided, That 
the tax imposed by this Act shall not apply to Constitutional officers 
during the present term for which they have been elected. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect January 1, 1927.

Section 1. Lanes Precinct,. Williamsburg County.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The voting precincts in Williamsburg County shall remain as now 
provided for by law except there shall be an additional precinct at 
Lanes in said County to be known as Lanes Voting Precinct.

AN ACT to Provide for the Consolidation of Several School 
Districts of Orangeburg County, and to Fix Number 
and Manner cf Appointment of a Board of Trustees 
for the New District. 


Section 1. Providence School District No. 12, Orange- 
burg County—Powers and Liabilities.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: For the purpose 
of maintaining public schools in the territory comprised in the fol- 
lowing School Districts of Orangeburg County as they now exist 
at the passage of this Act, namely: North Providence No. 72, East 
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Providence No. 13, and West Providence No. 12, the said School 
Districts be, and they are hereby, combined and consolidated into 
one School District, to be known ‘as Providence School District No. 
12, which consolidated School District shall be a body politic, and 
shall have such government, rights, privileges and liabilities as now 
provided by law for School Districts in this State, and such other 
powers and liabilities as may be herein conferred. The consoli- 
dated District is liable for the payment of all debts, bonded or oth- 
erwise, incurred according to law by any one or more of the Dis- 
tricts comprised by it. 


§ 2. Board of Trustees.—The said consolidated District 
(Providence School District No. 12) shall be governed by a Board 
of Trustees composed of five (5) members, who shall be desig- 
nated and appointed under the general provisions of law with re- 
gard to the appointment of School Trustees in this State. The 
said Board shall be invested with all of the rights, privileges, power, 
and shall have the duties imposed by law upon School Trustees 
under the general provisions of law applicable. 


§ 3.. Sec. (2595), Code, 1922, Vol. III, Amended.—This 
Act is passed as an amendment to Section 2595, Volume 3, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Corporations to Sell or Convey all 
or Substantially all of Their Property Upon Consent of 
Two-thirds of Their Stockholders, and to Provide for 
Compensation for Dissenting Stockholders. 


Section 1. Sale of Major Assets of Corporation—Con- 
ditions—Consideration—- Consent of Stockholders—Notice 
of Meeting.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Any corporation, except railroad corporation, 
and except as otherwise provided by law, with the consent of the 
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holders of record of two-thirds of the total number of shares out- 
standing, may sell or convey all or substantially all of its property, 
rights, privileges, and franchises for a consideration which may 
consist of cash or bonds, stocks or other securities. Before such 
sale or conveyance shall be made, such consent shall be obtained at 
an annual or special meeting of the stockholders: Provided, The 
notice of such meeting shall be given by registered mail, not less 
than ten nor more than thirty days prior to the date thereof to each 
stockholder of record at his address as the same appears upon the 
books of the corporation; and Further provided, That the said no- 
tice shall contain notice of such proposed sale or conveyance. Noth- 
ing herein contained, however, shall limit the right of a corporation 
to sell or convey its property in the ordinary conduct of its corpo- 
rate business. 


§ 2. Rights of Objecting Stockholders—Appraisals— 
Payment.—I{ any stockholder not voting in favor of such pro- 
posed sale, or conveyance, shall orally at such meeting, or within 
ten days thereafter, in writing to the corporation, object to such 
sale, and demand payment for his shares, such stockholder may, 
within thirty days after such meeting, but not thereafter, apply to 
the Court of Common Pleas in the County in which the principal 
office of such corporation is situated, upon ten days’ notice to the 
corporation, for the appointment of three disinterested persons to 
appraise the value of such stock, and the Court shall.appoint three 
such appraisers, one to be nominated by such stockholder, one to be 
nominated by such corporation and the two so nominated to nom- 
inate the third; and the Court shall designate the time and place 
of their first meeting, with such directions in regard to their pro- 
ceedings as it shall be deemed proper, and shall also direct the 
manner in which payment for such stock shall be made to such 
stockholders. It shall be the duty of the Court to appoint the 
persons so named, provided they are disinterested, and any vacancy 
occurring in the Board of Appraisers shall be filled in the same 
manner: Provided, That upon the failure or refusal to nominate 
such appraiser or appraisers as aforesaid, the Court shall appoint 
the same without nomination. The appraisers shall meet at the 
time and place designated, and after being duly sworn honestly and 
faithfully to discharge their duties, they or any two of them shall esti- 
mate and certify the value of such stock at the time of such dissent, 
and deliver one copy of their appraisal to such corporation and 
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another to such stockholder. The charges and expenses of the ap- 
praisers shall be paid by the corporation, and together with the val- 
uation fixed by the appraisers, shall remain a prior lien upon the 
assets of the corporation until paid, or until a sum sufficient for the 
payment thereof shall be deposited with the Court or until a bond 
to secure such payment, approved by the Court as to form, surety 
and amount, shall be executed and delivered as required by the 
Court: Provided, however, That the charges and expenses of the 
appraisers and the amount of the valuation fixed by the appraisers 
as aforesaid shall be postponed in payment out of the assets of the 
corporation until all existing debts of the corporation have been 
paid. When the corporation shall have so-paid or provided for the 
payment of the amount of such appraisal, such stockholder shall 
cease to have any interest in or voting power in such stock and-‘in 
the corporate property of such corporation, and such stock shall 
be cancelled. Before receiving payment, such stockholder shall sur- 
render his certificate of stock, duly endorsed in blank, or accompa- 
nied by an appropriate instrument of transfer. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

No. 19, Horry County—Notice.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Any vacancy that might 
hereafter occur on the Board of Trustees of School District No. 
19 of Horry County, State of South Carolina, known as Burroughs 

«School District No. 19, by reason of death, resignation, removal or 
otherwise, shall be filled in the following manner, to wit: Imme- 
diately upon a vacancy existing the remaining school trustees shall 
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call a meeting of the qualified electors of said school district, by 
giving at least two weeks notice in one or more newspapers pub- 
lished in the County of Horry, and by posting notices in the district 
in at least three places, setting forth the time and place of such 
meeting for the election of a trustee or trustees to fill such vacan- 
cies. 


§ 2. Manner of Election.—Upon a meeting of the qualified 
electors under the manner herein provided for, the meeting shall 
organize by electing a temporary Chairman and a Secretary, and 
then shall proceed to fill such vacancy or vacancies in the following 
manner: Each qualified elector in said meeting shall prepare a 
ballot, placing thereon the name of such person as he or she desires 
for trustee and deposit same in a ballot box prepared for that pur- 
pose. The Chairman shall appoint three tellers and shall canvass 
the votes so deposited, and the person or persons receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared the trustee or trustees 
to fill such vacancy or vacancies: Provided. That the same manner 
of procedure shall be carried out from time to time as a vacancy 
occurs.

Section 1. Hand Book of State to be Published—Term 
of Commissioners of Agriculture, Commerce and Industries. 
—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and 
Industries and Clemson College of this State are hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to prepare and publish a handbook of the 
State of South Carolina setting forth the natural advantages, re- 
sources, achievements and potentialities of this State.

method of selecting the Board of Commissioners be changed from 
appointment to election—Yes.” Shall the method of selecting the

Term—Districts.—That if the result of said election be favorable 
to the change of said method of selecting the Commissioners afore- 
said, three County Commissioners shall be nominated in the next 
primary for said County, one from each district as now provided 
by law, whose term of office shall be for two years and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. At such primary election voters 
shall vote only for the candidate, or candidates, residing in their re- 
spective districts.

AN ACT to Make Appropriations to Meet the Ordinary Ex- 
penses of the State Government, for the Fiscal Year 
Beginning January 1, 1926, and to Provide for a Tax 
Sufficient to Defray the Same, and for Borrowing 
Money, and to Repeal Certain Taxes Heretofore Levied 
Upon the Business of Mining and Manufacturing Under 
the Levies of Act No. 11, of Acts of 1923. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: For the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1926, the 
following sums of money, if so much be necessary, be, and the same 
are hereby, appropriated out of the State Treasury to meet the or- 
dinary expenses of the State Government as hereinafter appropri- 
ated, and there is hereby levied upon all the taxable property in the 
State a sufficient number of mills, not to exceed five (5) mills, to be 
determined by the Comptroller General from the assessment of prop- 
erty therein, together with all other income or available revenue of 
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the State to raise the sums herein appropriated, and the Comptroller 
General shall notify the County Auditors of the number of mills 
which he finds necessary to raise the appropriation.

§ 71. That all moneys can be expended only by drawing 
vouchers upon the Comptroller General, such vouchérs to be accom- 
panied by statements of expenditure classified according to the 
budget classification by objects of expenditure (as defined in the 
budget for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1926), and itemized 
in detail: Provided, That the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to the expense allowance for the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, the Circuit Judges, Circuit Solicitors, and Stenographers. 


§ 72. That transfers may be made upon the written approval 
of the Governor, Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee and 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee, but no transfer shall be 
made to Personal Service or any subdivision thereof, Materials or 
any subdivision thereof, Equipment or any subdivision thereof, 
Lands and Structures or any subdivision thereof or to Permanent 
Improvements.

special activities of which there should be public notice. 


§ 77. Every appropriation under the classification of A-1. 
Salaries, for a designated position shall be paid in equal monthly 
installments to the person holding such position, but in the case 
where an appropriation is made for clerical help under the classifica- 
tion of A-1l. Salaries, such appropriation shall be expended as may 
be determined by the officer in charge of such appropriations: Pro- 
vided, ‘That the appropriated salaries for specified positions or em- 
ployees shall mean the maximum compensation for such positions, 
and in any case where the head of any department can secure the 
services for a particular position or work at a lower rate than the 
salary specified in this Act, authority for so doing is hereby given.

traveled, and the Comptroller General is hereby directed to enforce 
this provision. 
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§ 80. That the Legislative members of State Boards and 
Commissions shall serve in their respective capacities as members 
of said boards and commissions until their successors shall have been 
elected or appointed and qualified.

allowed. ‘That Columbia shall be designated as the official post of 
all officers and employees engaged regularly at Columbia except 
members of Departments, Boards or Commissions or officers who 
are allowed a per diem and expense while away from their place of 
residence on official business. That the Comptroller General is 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to require that all ex- 
pense accounts for travel shall be submitted under oath, properly 
itemized and classified on standard, uniform forms for all officers 
and employees, to be furnished by the Comptroller General, and the 
Comptroller General is hereby required to make a careful and 
thorough audit of all travel expense claims filed in his office and 
report to the next General Assembly any irregularities: Provided, 
further, That officers and employees of the State traveling outside 
of the State on official business shall charge their actual expenses, 
not to exceed seven dollars and fifty cents ($7.50) per day, exclusive 
of transportation. 


§ 83. That the State Auditor, employed by the State Bank 
Examiner’s Office, is hereby directed to install a uniform system of 
accounts to be kept by all State Departments, and the State Depart- 
ments are hereby directed to strictly adhere to the system prescribed. 
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§ 84. That in the event the revenues from all sources for the 
year 1926 shall exceed the appropriations made herein the State 
Treasurer be, and he is hereby, authorized, empowered and directed 
to turn over to the Sinking Fund Commission such excess, not to 
exceed One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, to be used 
for the retirement of South Carolina Blue Bonds, maturing July 1, 
1928 ; and the Comptroller General shall make a careful estimate of 
the revenue and if, in his judgment, it shall appear that there will 
not be an excess of revenue over appropriations to permit the State 
Treasurer to turn over One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dol- 
lars to the Sinking Fund Commission, then, in that event, the Comp- 
troller General be, and he is, authorized and directed to levy upon all 
the property of the State. in addition to other taxes herein provided, 
not exceeding one-fourth (44) of one mill to meet such deficiency: 
Provided, further, That the Governor is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to turn over to the Sinking Fund Commission all moneys 
deposited in any banks to the credit of “The Governor of South 
Carolina,” the same to be applied to the retirement of the bonds 
above mentioned. 


§ 85. That the Sinking Fund Commission is authorized and 
empowered to advance a sufficient sum of money to construct 
necessary tunnel between the State Office Building and the State 
House for carrying steam pipes and to make physical connection be- 
tween the State Office Building heating plant and State House. 
The net collections from sale of surplus power by the State Electri- 
cian and Engineer to the Broad River Power Company shall be set 
aside and paid on the amount advanced by the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission until said amount is retired with interest at five (5) per cent.

That in Abbeville Town- 
ship the public cotton weigher shall be elected as is provided in 
Section 3317, Volume 3, Code of Laws for South Carolina, and 
shall be subject to Sections 3318, 3319, 3320 and 3321 of Volume 3, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina. 


§ 3. That the sum of Two Thousand Dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated for the Abbeville Memorial Hospital of Abbeville County 
for the benefit of charity patients received therein. That there is 
hereby created a commission consisting of Dr. C. H. McMurray,

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M. B. Syfan, and Mrs. Owen Speed, whose duty it shall be to handle 
said fund for the purposes herein stated, and the County Treasurer 
is hereby directed to pay out said fund in equal monthly installments, 
upon vouchers signed by the said Commission or any two of them.

§.5. That the Abbeville Highway Commission is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered and instructed to borrow the sum of Ninety 
Thousand ($90,000.00) dollars to be used in the construction and 
building of the following roads: The road leading from Abbeville 
to Lowndesville, known as the Hamblin Bridge Road, and the road 
leading from Antreville to the Anderson County line, known as the 
Antreville-Iva Road. The said loan shall be secured by notes in 
denominations to be fixed at the discretion of the County Highway 
Commission; said notes shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed 
six per cent per annum, one-fourth of the said notes, to wit: Twenty- 
two thousand, five hundred ($22,500.00) dollars shall mature on or 
before two years from the date thereof; one-fourth of said notes, 
to wit, twenty-two thousand, five hundred ($22,500.00) dollars shall 
mature on or before three years from the date thereof; one-fourth 
of the said notes, to wit, twenty-two thousand, five hundred ($22,- 
500.00) dollars, shall mature on or before four years from the date 
thereof, and one-fourth of the said notes, to wit, twenty-two thou- 
sand, five hundred ($22,500.00) dollars, shall mature on or before 
five years from the date thereof. The said Abbeville Highway Com- 
mission shall pledge all reimbursements due from the State Highway 
Commission as security for said notes. The full faith and credit 
and taxing power of Abbeville County are hereby irrevocably pledged 
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for the payment of said notes, and the Auditor of Abbeville County 
is hereby authorized and directed to make a sufficient levy to pay 
the interest and installments on said notes, but said levy shall be 
suspended in case the reimbursements above mentioned are suffh- 
cient to pay said interest and installments of said notes as they be- 
come due.

The pro- 
ceeds of this loan shall be deposited with the successful bidder: 
Provided, further, That.before the deposit is made, the successful 
bidder Bank shall secure the County of Abbeville with either an 
indemnity bond of a reputable Bonding Company. or securities is- 
sued by some political subdivision of the State of South Carolina 
in an amount not less than the amount of the deposit. The deposit 
shall remain with the Bank receiving it until used for the purpose 
for which it was borrowed. 


§ 6. That there is hereby levied upon the County a levy of 
one mill for school building purposes to be used by the County 
Board of Education to supplement the State aid for school building 
as provided for in Chapter Nine of Code of Laws of South Car- 
olina, Volume Three. The said fund to be paid out by the Treas- 
urer upon warrants issued by the County Board of Education signed 
by the Chairman, and one other member thereof.

sufficient money to meet and pay the amounts appropriated by law 
for Aiken County for the year 1926; if the levy herein provided 
shall be either excessive or deficient, they shall raise or reduce said 
levy to meet the appropriation herein made, taking into account all 
other funds on hand for the purpose. No money shall be spent oth- 
erwise than as herein specifically authorized, and none of these items 
shall be enlarged upon or construed as directory or changed, but are 
mandatory and inclusive and entire, and any unexpended balance 
shall be carried over to the ordinary County fund: Provided, If the

6. That no money shall be borrowed by the County or interest 
paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes makes 
it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no note 
in excess of the sum appropriated, owing or borrowed, as provided 
by law, shall be made by the Commissioners. 


7. That the sum hereinabove appropriated shall only be used, 
if so much be necessary, and when not otherwise provided, salaries 
and expenses shall be paid monthly: Provided, That expenses shall 
not be paid except upon sworn itemized statements of same. 


8. A special tax of one-half (44) mill shall be levied on all 
taxable property of Aiken County for expenditure by the County 
Board of Education as a special fund for the purpose of aiding and 
building school houses or securing State aid on buildings or for 
other educational purposes. 


8-a. Beginning with the year 1926 (that is, effective on the ap- 
proval of this Act), the County Auditor of Aiken County with the 
County Board of Education of Aiken County, is hereby authorized 
upon receiving the written request to do so of the local Board of 
Trustees of any district, to reduce the levies existing in the various 
school districts to an amount sufficient to run the schools for the 
length of time required under existing law, and to provide for any 
additional length of time that any local Board of Trustees of such 
district may deem wise and best. And in any district where by law 
the control and management of any school therein is confided to 
a Board composed of more members than the three: School Trustees 
of said school district, then the written concurrence of a majority

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Auditor of the County of 
Charleston shall levy a tax of six and three-fourths (634) mills (in 
addition to one-fourth (1%) mill hereinafter provided for the 
Charleston Museum) for school, county and other purposes, which, 
together with all sums paid to the County from all other sources not 
otherwise appropriated, shall be applied to the items enumerated 
below, including all salaries and fees now provided by law.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for School and 
County Purposes for the Year 1926, and to Direct the 
Expenditure Thereof for Cherokee County. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied upon all taxable 
property in the County of Cherokee for county purposes for the 
fiscal year commencing January Ist, 1926, for the amounts and for 
the purposes hereinafter stated, respectively, that is to say: 


§ 2. For all County purposes Eleven (11) mills to be expended 
as follows, if so much be necessary :

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§ 3. As soon as the total amount of property for taxation has 
been ascertained for the year 1926, the Auditor and Treasurer are 
hereby authorized and directed to make such additional levy or 
levies, for the year 1926, sufficient to raise ample funds to pay in- 
terest on the bonded debt of said County and to retire such bonds 
as may fall due, and sufficient funds to take care of all sums pro- 
vided for in this Act. 


§ 4. The Sinking Fund Commission is hereby authorized to 
borrow such funds as they may deem necessary to pay interest or 
retire bonds, should they have no funds to meet the same, to be 
repaid when taxes are collected. 


§ 5. School District No. 10, sixteen (16) mills as follows: 
Interest and sinking fund for Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) 
Dollars bonds, one (1) mill; interest and sinking fund for Thirty 
Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars bonds, one and one-half (114) mills 
special for general school purposes, thirteen and one-half (1314) 
mills. 


§ 6. The County Supervisor and Board of County Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized to borrow such sum or sums of 
moneys as may be necessary to properly finance said county, and 
other objects herein provided for in anticipation of the collection 
of taxes and pledge the same as security therefor: Provided, That 
they do not exceed the amounts herein appropriated and the levy 
made herein. The fiscal year of the Supervisor’s office shall begin 
January 1st and end December 31st. 


§ 7. The County Board of Education is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay any and all interest necessary to pay teachers of the 
county salaries they are employed for when forced to discount their 
school claims, said funds to be paid from the County Board Fund. 


§ 8. One-half of one (1) mili is hereby levied upon all the 
real and personal property in School District No. 10, to be used 
for the support and maintenance of the Carnegie Free Library, said 
tax to be collected by the County Treasurer as other taxes are col- 
lected and the Treasurer of said County is hereby directed on the 
first day of January, 1927, to turn over to the Treasurer of said 
library said tax collected, and thereafter every three months as the 
balance of said tax is collected ; said fund to be used exclusively for 
the maintenance and support of said library. 
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§ 9. That the County Commissioners are hereby forbidden to 
open any new road or roads in said County, at the expense of the 
said County, before April 1, 1927. The next roads to be topsoiled 
and improved by the chain gang shall be the following roads in the 
order named, and the said Commissioners and Supervisor are hereby 
directed and required, as soon as the work is completed on the road 
now being improved, to topsoil and improve the following roads, to 
wit: Roads from Gaffney to Chesnee, beginning near Mark 
Hayes’ residence by Butler’s School House to the Spartanburg 
County line; road from Gaffney to Chesnee, beginning at a point 
above the residence of Kenyon Blanton by Cherokee Church to the 
North Carolina line; road by Dr. Hicks’ by Charlie Hines’ residence 
near Chesnee in a northerly direction to the North Carolina line; 
road from Blacksburg by Mt. Paron Church by Holly Grove School 
House to the_North Carolina line; road by Antioch Church to con- 
nect at York County line; road from Blacksburg to York County 
line, by what is known as the old Chester road and also construct 
some road from the said Chester road so as to serve the people of 
Ninety-nine Island and Cherokee Falls; road from the Blacksburg- 
York road by way of or near burned mill place on Kings Creek ; road 
from Flint Hill to Wilkinsville, preference to be given to the sec- 
tions that give topsoil and rights of way without cost to the County. 


§ 10. That the Sheriff shall receive One ($1.00) Dollar per 
day for dieting each prisoner, and the Court Crier, Jury Boy and 
Bailiffs shall be paid a per diem of Three ($3.00) Dollars for the 
‘actual number of days served. The fees for holding post mortem 
examinations shall be Ten ($10.00) Dollars for each examination. 


§ 11. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to turn over to the Sinking Fund Commission of Cherokee County 
all moneys collected by him to retire bonds and to pay interest on 
same, and the Sinking Fund Commission is hereby directed out of 
said moneys to pay all interest that may fall due from time to time 
on all bonds issued by the County at any time, and to retire all bonds 
that may become due from time to time. The Superintendent of 
Education is hereby forbidden to pay any voucher from any school 
District, or from any Trustees, until an itemized invoice be first 
filed in his office, same to be kept for inspection, said invoice to 
show for what purpose same was incurred, etc. He shall also keep 
a book showing all moneys borrowed by a school district, when said 
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obligations shall fall due and when paid, and to enter same on his 
record. Said Superintendent of Education shall also keep in proper 
books showing every voucher approved by him or by the Trustees 
in numerical order, and the date same has been paid. Superin- 
tendent of Education is hereby directed to ascertain the number and 
amount of bonds outstanding against any school district, and all 
hereinafter issued, and to enter same on a book to be kept for that 
purpose 


§ 12. The Supervisor and County Commissioners shall prepare 
an estimate of a sufficient amount of hardware, machinery, tools 
and instruments, feedstuffs, groceries and all other supplies for the 
County and chain gang necessary to supply the said county for three 
months, or such periods as Board may deem best, shall prepare a 
list of said articles, and on April Ist, 1926, receive bids therefor 
and award the contract for the purchase of said articles to the lowest 
bidder. That a list of said articles with grade and amounts to- 
gether with a notice of the time and place for receiving bids and 
awarding the contract of purchase shall be published in the Gaffney 
Ledger and the Cherokee Times ten days prior to the time for 
opening bids and awarding said contract of purchase. That the same 
procedure shall be followed each quarter or three months thereafter 
unless a majority of the Board orders otherwise. 


§ 13. There shall be appointed by the County Board of Edu- 
cation of Cherokee County, with the approval of a majority of the 
Delegation of the General Assembly from Cherokee County, a truant 
officer, who shall receive a salary of One Hundred and Twenty-five 
($125.00) Dollars per month, to be paid out of the school fund upon 
the warrant or order of the County Superintendent of Education, 
for the faithful discharge of his duties as such officer, whose duty 
it shall be, chiefly, to enforce all of the Compulsory Attendance 
School Laws of this State, as provided in Section 2739 to 2753, in- 
clusive, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, and Sec- 
tion 239, Paragraph 117, Code of Laws, 1922, Volume 2, and shall 
possess all of the power and authority vested in truant officers by 
law. That in addition to the duties imposed on the Truant officer 
he shall take a complete census of all dogs in Cherokee County and 
the names of the owners of each dog, and said Truant Officer shall 
report same to the County Treasurer and Auditor, who shall charge 
said dogs to the proper owners on his books any time before the 
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taxes are paid. Said Treasurer shall collect the tax on all dogs re- 
turned at the time State and County taxes are paid for the year 1927. 
Said tax to go to the School fund from the districts from which 
said dogs are returned. Said Truant Officer shall receive in full 
compensation for his services the sum of one hundred and twenty- 
five ($125.00) dollars per month, payable monthly, for nine months. 


§ 13-A. The actual working of the chain gang shall be under 
the direct supervision and management of the County Supervisor. 
It shall be his duty to employ and discharge the Superintendent and 
other employees connected with the chain gang: Provided, how- 
ever, That before any employees or help is secured or any discharged 
same must meet with the approval and sanction of the County Board 
of Township Commissioners. When differences arise between the 
Superintendent and Commissioners a majority vote of the Commis- 
sioners shall control. 


§ 14. That the Supervisor is hereby forbidden from incurring 
any indebtedness against the County in excess of fifty dollars with- 
out first having the approval of the Board of County Commissioners 
on the records in the Supervisor’s office, and any such claim or in- 
debtedness so incurred shall not be a binding obligation on the 
County. 


§ 15. Should any section of this Act be declared unconstitu- 
tional the remaining sections shall remain and be of full force and 
effect. 


§ 16. In anticipation of the collection of taxes the County 
Board of Education is hereby authorized to borrow a sum not ex- 
ceeding four thousand dollars, for the purpose of contributing to 
new school buildings and to pay for the attendance of students at- 
tending the High Schools in Gaffney and Blacksburg, same to be 
repaid when taxes are collected. 


§ 17. Any violation of any of the provisions of this Act shall 
be, and the same is hereby, declared to be criminal offense and 
punishable, upon conviction, in the discretion of the Court, and 
after conviction shall subject the offending party to suspension and 
discharge from office. 


§ 18. The Superintendent of Education, with the Auditor and 
Treasurer, are hereby directed to deduct from each school district 
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the special levies heretofore made and voted which are necessary 
on account of what is known as “6-0-1” Law, leaving only such 
amounts of levies to properly take care of the interest of said various 
school districts for one month additional, and should any district 
desire its school to run longer than 7 months the Trustees are di- 
rected to order an election for that purpose as now provided by law: 
Provided, Nothing herein shall apply to School Districts Nos. 9 and 
10, and such other districts as the trustees thereof may petition the 
County Superintendent of Education and same is in his judgment 
advisable and necessary for the best educational interests of said 
districts. 


§ 19. It shall be the duty of the Supervisor and the County 
Commissioners to keep the cross country roads in good condition 
and they are hereby required to do this. In order that this work 
may be more effectively done, the Supervisor is hereby authorized 
and required to use a section of the county chain gang for so much 
time as may be necessary to go over the said roads from time to time 
to place the said roads and bridges thereon in good condition. The 
Supervisor and County Commissioners are specifically required to 
carry out the provisions of the Act of the General Assembly of 
1925 relating to the R. F. D. Routes in Cherokee County. In case 
a bridge is needed on any of the said cross country roads and par- 
ticularly any portion of same used as mail routes, the said Supervi- 
sor and County Commissioners are hereby required to erect such 
a bridge there as the circumstances and conditions in their judgment 
require. 


§ 20. This Act shall go into effect immediately open its ap- 
proval by the Governor. 


§ 21. All State Constables commissioned by the Governor and 
paid by Cherokee County are specifically placed, with their cars, 
under the jurisdiction and direction of the Sheriff of Cherokee — 
County who shall perform such duties as the said Sheriff shall direct, 
and all property seized in connection with the violation of the pro- 
hibition law by the Sheriff, or Constables shall be sold by the Sheriff, 
and the proceeds of such sale shall be turned into the County Treas- 
urer. 


§ 22. Three (3) mills are hereby levied on all the real and 
personal property in the Blacksburg Centralized School District, 
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created by Act No. 306 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 
1925 to be used by the Trustees of said district for the maintenance 
of the High School located in said district. and the special levies now 
being levied in school districts Nos. 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8 and 9 shall be 
reduced three (3) mills: Provided, That the Auditor and the 
Treasurer of Cherokee County shall make such increase or decrease 
as called for in this Section as may be directed by a majority of the 
Cherokee County Delegation. 


§ 23. That out of the funds levied in this Bill the sum of Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars is hereby set aside as a Cherokee 
County Publicity Fund to be disbursed by the Commissioners as 
they may deem best to promote the best interests of the County with 
due consideration to all sections of the County. Provided, however, 
That no part of this fund shall be used to pay any part of the ad- 
ministrative expenses of any trade body or Chamber of Commerce 
or other civic organizations. , 


§ 24. The County Commissioners are hereby directed to pay 
over to the Chairman of the local Red Cross Society of Cherokee 
County the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, the same to 
be expended by said Chairman with the approval of C. W. Hanes 
and M. G. Huskey in the support and maintenance of the charity 
bed or beds in the city hospital for worthy and needy patients. 


§ 25. As soon as the State Highway Commission reimburses 
the County for the Thirty-five Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollar loan 
for highway hard-surface road, said fund shall be turned into the 
County Treasury to be applied on past indebtedness.-

The Assistant Superintendent of Education provided for in this 
Section shall be appointed for the year 1926 by a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation. 

§ 2. In addition to the taxes levied in Section 1 the following 
taxes are levied upon the property of Chester County for the fol- 
lowing purposes: 

(a) To provide funds for retiring and to pay interest on high- 
way improvement bonds, three and one-fourth mills. : 

(b) To provide funds for retiring and to pay interest on supple- 
mentary highway bonds (issue of 1922), one-half of one mill. 

(c) Sinking Fund and interest for railroad bonds, one-half of 
one mill. 

(d) For Township Roads, to be apportioned to the townships, 
as heretofore provided by law, and expended by the County Board 
of Directors, two mills. 
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§ 3. The County Treasurer is empowered to borrow in antici- 
pation of the taxes levied, so much money as may be necessary to 
pay the authorized expenses of the County, and to refund past in- 
debtedness of the County: Provided, It shall be borrowed upon the 
request of the County Board of Directors with the approval in 
writing, of a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 4. The levy herein above named for the purpose of meeting 
the obligations of the County for certain specific purposes shall be 
devoted only to the specific purposes for which the levy is made and 
in case the levies hereinabove provided shall result in the raising of 
more funds than may be necessary for the specific purpose indicated, 
then any such surplus shall be accurately determined by the County 
Treasurer, and applied by the County Board of Directors as a pay- 
ment upon the present outstanding general indebtedness of the County. 
In case the assessed value of the property in said County amounts 
to more, after the action of the Board of Assessors, the Board of 
Equalization, the Tax Commission, and the Board of Review, or 
such authorities as may be charged by law with the duties of assess- 
ing and equalizing the value of property, than is sufficient to raise 
the amount appropriated under the levy herein made, including any 
revenue derived from any source, or if it be that the amount appro- 
priated for any purpose is or will not be actually required, then the 
County Auditor, by and with the consent of a majority of the Legis- 
lative Delegation, may reduce the levy to such rate as he finds nec- 
essary to raise in taxes no more than the amount of the appropria- 
tion herein made or than the amount actually required: Provided, 
That in the event it should be found that the amount appropriated 
for any specific purpose is more than is necessary, the said County 
Board of Directors shall have the right, upon the approval of the 
majority of the Legislative Delegation, to apply such surplus to other 
necessary County purposes; and, Provided, further, That the County 
Board of Directors shall have the right to exceed the appropriation 
herein made for specific purposes, but no further than is authorized, 
in writing, by a majority of the Legislative Delegation; and in no 
case to an amount in excess of the contingent fund herein provided. 


§ 5. All county officers shall furnish the office of the County 
Board of Directors a written requisition for all supplies needed. 


§ 6. The County Board of Directors of Chester County are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to borrow a sum of 
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money not to exceed twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) dollars for 
the purpose of constructing and improving the part of the State 
Highway System in Chester County, which is described in General 
State Highway Act of 1924 as follows: “From Richburg by Ma- 
netto Mill by way of Edgemore to York County line.” The Direc- 
tors are hereby empowered to execute their notes for the payment 
of the sum of money to be so expended and for the interest thereon 
at a rate not to exceed six per cent, which shall be valid and legal 
obligations of Chester County. The action of the County, Board, in 
entering into a refunding contract with the State Highway Com- 
mission for the purpose of repaying the money to be borrowed under 
the provisions of the Supply Bill of 1925, and herein directed to be 
borrowed, is hereby confirmed, and the County Board is hereby di- 
rected to urge the State Highway Commission to hasten the build- 
ing of said road. 


§ 7. The County Board of Directors are authorized, em- 
powered, and directed to forthwith erect a County Home suitable 
for charitable purposes on lands now owned by Chester County, and 
known as the County Farm, at a cost of not exceeding fifteen thou- 
sand ($15,000.00) doilars, and the said Board of Directors are au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow upon the credit of the County, 
for that purpose fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) dollars, if so much 
be necessary ; and, whereas, the County Board of Directors have now 
authority, under existing law, to sell a part or portion of the Chester 
County Farm, whenever said lands or any portion thereof is sold 
the proceeds of sale or so much thereof as is necessary, must be ap- | 
plied to the payment of the obligation, or obligations, incurred under 
the provisions of this Section unless the same shall have been dis- 
charged before said sale; then, and in such event the proceeds of 
sale shall be placed in the Treasury subject to the payment of ordi- 
nary County claims. When the new home is erected the County 
Board of Directors is authorized at the discretion of said Board to 
discontinue the business of running a cotton-raising farm and to 
conduct the home with this idea in view, to wit; the caring of the 
needy and the raising of food stuff which may be used at the home. 


§ 8. The Board of Trustees of each school district of the 
County is hereby required to submit to the County Board of Edu- 
cation on or before the first day of August of each and every year 
a tentative budget, showing the obligations contracted for during 
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the next ensuing fiscal school year, as well as the funds in sight 
with which to pay the same; and if it appears that the contracts 
call for a greater outlay of money than the income, then, and in 
that case, the County Board of Education is hereby empowered and 
instructed and directed to require the said Boards of Trustees to so 
amend their budget so as to keep their expenditures wholly within 
their receipts. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

§ 2. The Auditor of Chesterfield County is directed, author- 
ized and empowered to levy a tax of 4 mills upon all the taxable 
property of Chesterfield County for the purpose of retiring bonds 
and paying interest and sinking fund on County’s indebtedness, and 
two and one-half (214) mills for school purposes to be applied as 
follows: 
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(1) ‘Tuition as provided in the 6-0-1 Law. 


(2) To guarantee teachers’ salary for seventh month in such 
schools as levy a six-mill tax. Salaries not to exceed those provided 
by law. 


(3) To guarantee teachers’ salary for the seventh, eighth and 
ninth months in such schools as levy a 15-mill tax. 


(4) Building Aid and General Board Purposes. 


§ 3. That the various cotton weighers in Chesterfield County 
shall receive twelve cents per bale for each bale of cotton weighed 
by them, one-half to be paid by the seller and the other half to be 
paid by the buyer. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners are hereby required to keep 
a separate account covering the various items of the Supply Bill, 
and not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein pro- 
vided. 


§ 5. The County Commissioners and County Treasurer of 
said County are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow money 
upon a written request of the majority of delegation, for past in- 
debtedness and to defray current expenses of said County Govern- 
ment at a rate of interest not to exceed six (6%) per centum per 
annum, and to execute a note or notes to secure such loan or loans, 
and are authorized and empowered to pledge the taxes to be collected 
in 1926 and all uncollected taxes for the year 1925, as security for 
such sum or sums of money. The said officials are to obtain as low 
a rate of interest as they are able to secure. It shall be sufficient for 
the Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer to sign such note or notes to borrow money. 


§ 6. In salaries or compensations where not specifically stated 
in this Bill, it shall not exceed salary schedule in effect January 1st, . 
1926. ’ 


§ 7. All funds in the hands or coming into the hands of the 
County officers belonging to Chesterfield County shall be deposited 
in such bank or responsible banking institutions as will pay not less 
than three (3%) per cent per annum on all daily balances: Provided, 
That a balance of not exceeding four thousand ($4,000.00) dollars 
may be maintained and kept at any Bank for checking purposes 
without interest. 
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§ 8. That the calling of physicians for the inmates of the 
County Home and the prisoners on the chain gang shall be left en- 
tirely to the discretion of the Superintendent of the County Home 
and the Superintendent of the chain gang, respectively, and all bills 
by physicians for professional services rendered the said County 
Home and chain gang and all accounts for medicines for said institu- 
tions shall be itemized and presented to the said Superintendents, re- 
spectively, for approval before the County Board of Commissioners 
shall order same paid, and said claims, when properly approved, as 
herein provided, shall be paid monthly. 


§ 9. That the Supervisor of Roads shall divide the County into 
two divisions, and keep at least one maintenance crew on each divi- 
sion until the twenty thousand dollars designated as Cross Country 
Road Funds are spent, and the said Supervisor of Roads shall require 
daily reports of the foreman of said maintenance crews of the work 
done by the crews, respectively. 


§ 10. That if the Comptroller General has not sufficient funds 
to properly audit the books of the various officers of Chesterfield 
County, the Board of Commissioners are authorized to expend from 
the ordinary funds of the County for said purposes a sum not ex- 
ceeding $1,000.00 and said audit shall be under the supervision of the 
Comptroller General and the County Delegation. 


§ 11. The County Board of Education is authorized and em- 
powered to appoint a Truant Officer, who shall receive a salary of 
one hundred and twenty-five ($125.00) dollars per month, to be paid 
out of the school fund upon a warrant or order of the County Su- 
perintendent of Education for the faithful discharge of his duties as 
such officer, whose duty it shall be, chiefly, to enforce all of the 
compulsory attendance school laws of this State, as provided in 
Sections 2739 to 2753, inclusive, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1922, Volume 3, and Section 239, Paragraph 117. Code of Laws, 
1922, Volume 2, and shall possess all of the powers and authority 
vested in Truant Officers by law. That in addition to the duties im- 
posed on the Truant Officer, he shall take a complete census of all 
dogs in Chesterfield County, and the names of the owners of each 
dog, and said Truant Officer shall report same to the County Treas- 
urer and Auditor, who shall charge said dogs to the proper owners 
on his books any time before the taxes are paid. Said Treasurer 
shall collect the tax on all dogs returned at the time State and 
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County taxes are paid. Said tax to go to the school fund from 
the districts from which said dogs are returned. Said Truant Offi- 
cer shall receive in full compensation for his services the sum of 
one hundred and twenty-five ($125.00) dollars per month, payable 
monthly for eight months. 


§ 12. No law enforcement officer or Magistrate shall handle 
any checks for collection where warrants have been issued for ar- 
rests.

§ 2. The County Highway Commission and County Treasurer 
are authorized and empowered to borrow from time to time as may 
be necessary, for the use of the County, a sum of money not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate $41,709.84, and for that purpose the County 
Treasurer and Highway Commission of Colleton County are hereby 
authorized and empowered to execute the necessary and proper ob- 
ligations of Colleton County, and pledge the taxes that may be col- 
lected for the year 1926 for the payment of the same, with interest 
at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent. 


§ 3. The Highway Commission is authorized to expend any 
balance that may remain of the above levies to supply any defi- 
ciencies in the several items of appropriation. The Highway Com- 
mission is hereby prohibited from drawing any warrant upon the 
County Treasurer to be paid out of any of the several funds es- 
pecially appropriated for any purpose other than that for which 
the same shall have been appropriated; and it shall be unlawful for 
the County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited warrant. It shall 
be unlawful for the Highway Commission to create by contract, ex- 
pressed or implied, any obligations against the County, which, with 
the obligations then existing and chargeable to any particular item 
of the appropriation, shall exceed the amount specifically appropri- 
ated therefor: Provided, That in case of emergency, with the writ- 
ten consent of the County Legislative Delegation, the requirement 
may be dispensed with. Should the Highway Commission or 
County Treasurer violate the provisions of this paragraph, the 
claim resulting therefrom shall be declared null and void as against 
the County, and the officer offending shall be held responsible to the 
claimant therefor-upon his official bond. 


§ 4. An Item of Three Hundred Fifty ($350.00) Dollars for 
salary of County Attorney, this shall be for legal advice to all offi- 
cers of the County and for legal services in Magistrate Courts and 
in Circuit Court in suits against the County. 
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§ 5. The Highway Commission shall not pay more than five 
($5.00) dollars for physician’s examination in lunacy proceedings. 
There shall be no Magistrate’s charge in such lunacy proceedings. 


§ 6. That should Colleton County be unable, because of the 
failure to promptly collect its taxes, or because of the postponement 
of the time of the payment of taxes; to pay promptly when due, any 
of its outstanding promissory notes authorized by law, and for which 
said taxes have been pledged in payment, then the officials of said 
County who are authorized and empowered and required to borrow 
money, may borrow sufficient amount of money as may be necessary 
to pay said notes, bearing a rate of interest not greater than rate in 
original notes, and payable at such time or times as said officials 
may estimate will be necessary for the collection of a sufficient 
amount of taxes to pay the same. That the same taxes as were 
pledged for the payment of the original notes shall be pledged for 
the payment of the new notes. 


§ 7. The Colleton Highway Commission is hereby authorized 
and required to proceed at once with the Chain Gang to build the 
following roads in the order named: 


(1) Road via A. C. Beach’s home to its terminus. 


(2) Road connecting Cottageville and Jacksonboro Roads from 
old Butcher Pen to near Tom Jenkins’. 


(3) Road leading from Blue House to Ritter. 


(3-a) Road leading from Hendersonville by way of Black 
Creek Church to the road leading from Bells to Collins Cross 
Roads. 


(3-b) Work on causeways on road leading from White Hall 
to Combahee, if, in the opinion of Highway Commission, it is nec- 
_ essary. : 


(4) Road (Shiloh). 
_ (5) Road Hudson’s Mill to Mrs. C. H. Berry’s. 


(6) Road from D. W. Rizer Cross Roads via Ashton to near 
Daughdy Murdaugh’s. 


(7) Road from Smoak’s to Green Pond Church. 
(8) Road from Hiatville to Givhan’s Ferry Road. 
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These roads shall be maintained when constructed by the High- 
way Commissioner in whose territory said road is located. The 
Highway Commissioners in their respective districts are hereby 
authorized to work impassable places on mail routes so as to keep 
the same open and in passable condition at all seasons of the year.

§ 4. That the Sheriff shall be allowed the sum of One ($1.00) 
Dollar on account of expenses upon each uncollected tax execution 
returned by him to the County Treasurer under the provisions of 
Section 1198, Volume 1, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1912: 
Provided, That his return on each shall, in addition to complying 
with the provisions of said Section, show by affidavit the effort made 
and the number of miles traveled in the endeavor to collect said tax. 


§ 5. In case any moneys specifically appropriated for any part 
of the foregoing purposes are not expended, the same shall be held 
by the County Treasurer, and become part of the funds applicable 
to ordinary County purposes, and may be used to meet any deficiency 
in any other appropriation herein made. 


§ 6. That the County Auditor shall levy upon all taxable prop- 
erty within School District No. 18, at Summerville, two (2) mills 
for school purposes, and that the Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
required to collect said tax for the benefit of said district. 
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§ 7. The County Treasurer of the County is authorized, di- 
rected and required to turn over to the Sheriff of said County all 
executions arising from road defaulters, at the same time and in 
the same manner as all other executions are delivered, and that the 
said Sheriff be allowed the same fees for services as are now allowed 
to the Magistrates. He is also hereby directed and required to keep 
the funds derived from the Commutation Tax separate from other 
funds and to apportion same equally as possible among the several 
road districts. 


§ 8. That One Thousand Two Hundred and Fifty ($1,250.00) 
Dollars of the amount supplied for the poor shall go to the Sum- 
merville Infirmary for the purpose of taking care of the sick or 
poor. 


§ 9. That all monies derived from gasoline tax shall be used 
to supplement any moneys herein provided for to retire highway 
bonds, or for the purpose of cross country roads. 


§ 10. That on and after the passage of this Act the chain gang 
in Dorchester County shall divide their forces equally, one force or 
gang to operate above Four Hole Swamp in the two road districts 
continuously ; that each County Commissioner who now has super- 
vision over his respective district shall have supervison and control 
over the chain gang while said chain gang is operating or working 
in their said respective districts ; and said County Commissioners are 
hereby required and directed to visit the said chain gang while the 
said chain gang is operating in their districts at least once each day ; 
that Chairman E. H. Hutchison is to receive, in addition to the sum 
herein appropriated as County Director, the sum of one thousand, 
eighty ($1,080.00) dollars as Acting Chairman of the Board of 
County Directors ; that the salaries herein appropriated for the Chair- 
man and all members of the County Board of Directors shall take 
effect only on and after the passage of this Act. 


§ 11. There shall be appointed an additional member of the 
Board of Directors known as Director at Large, whose duties shall 
be to have general supervision and directory powers; to advise with 
and consult the several directors in the proper discharge of their 
duties in the several districts, and report each first Monday at the 
Directors’ meeting his findings, as to the economy and the amount of 
work done, and compare general expenses of each Director. This 
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appointment is to be discontinued January Ist, 1927, and his compen- 
sation shall be the same as now provided for the other Directors, and 
L. R. Murray of Summerville, S. C., is hereby appointed as said Di- 
rector. 


§ 12. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
‘by the Governor. .

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for School and 
County Purposes for the Year 1926, and Direct the 
Expenditure Thereof for Edgefield County. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied upon all the taxable 
property in the County of Edgefield for County purposes for the 
fiscal year commencing January 1, 1926, for the amounts and for 
the purposes hereinafter’ stated, respectively: 


§ 2. For General County Purposes, seven (7) mills, to be 
expended as herein provided, if so much be necessary. The Board 
of County Commissioners is hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow as much money as be necessary to raise the amount stated 
in this section, to give the note or notes of the County for the 
same, and to pledge the above stated levy as security for the 
same. The Board of County Commissioners is authorized to di- 
vide the expenditures mentioned in this section in monthly pay- 
ments as nearly as practicable, and borrow money, month by 
month, the sum necessary to meet the expenses of the current year:

§ 3. The County Treasurer is authorized to borrow money 
from the Sinking Fund Commission for the above purposes, from 
any bank or banks, or any other party, that will make the loan or 
loans upon acceptable terms, and to give the note or notes of the 
County for the sum so borrowed and pledge the above levy as se- 
curity for the note or notes given. The faith and credit of the 
County of Edgefield is hereby pledged to provide by annual levies 
for the payment for any sums borrowed under the provisions of this 
Act. The faith and credit of the County of Edgefield is hereby 
pledged likewise by annual levies for the repayment to any of said 
bank or banks, or other parties that may make loan or loans as 
herein mentioned. The Treasurer is authorized, empowered and di- 
rected to turn over to the County Demonstrating Agent three 
thousand ($3,000.00) dollars during the months of July and August 
for the purpose of purchasing seed to be sold to the farmers of the 
County without profit. Said Demonstrating Agent is to charge for 
all seed actual cost to the farmers in order to repay to the County 
Treasurer not later than December first.. If the County Treasurer 
shall not have sufficient funds in hand, he is authorized and em- 
powered to borrow same and turn over to said Demonstrating 
Agent. The Demonstrating Agent is to give bond not to exceed 
five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars. ¢ 


§ 4. In further addition to the above levies, the said County 
Board of Commissioners is authorized and required to make such 
levies as may be necessary in Johnston, Pine Grove, Pickens and 
Wise Townships, in said County, to. pay the interest on railroad 
bonds issued by and now outstanding against said townships, and 
they are authorized and required to borrow such sums of money 
as may be necessary to pay the interest as it matures, and to pledge 
the taxes so levied as security. therefor. 


§ 5. The Jailor of said County shall receive fifty-five cents 
each per day for dieting prisoners, and fifty cents as a return fee 
for such prisoners, and three hundred dollars, to be paid out of the 
funds for ordinary County purposes, to be in full payment of fees 
and salary, except such further fees as may be paid by him by the

Sheriff for special services. The Court Crier and Bailiffs shall 
receive two dollars per day for each day’s service in attendance 
upon Court. 


§ 6. The Board of Trustees of Edgefield School District are 
authorized and empowered to pay the salaries of the teachers of 
the public school for said district for the year 1926; and they are 
authorized to borrow the money and to pledge the taxes to be raised 
by the levies for the said school district for school purposes for the 
year 1926, for the payment of same; and likewise the County 
Treasurer is authorized and empowered to borrow money suffi- 
cient to pay in cash the salaries of the teachers in the other public 
schools of the County, and to pledge the taxes for school purposes 
as security for such loan. 


§ 7. In addition to the other costs and fees now allowed by 
law, the Probate Judge for Edgefield County for his services, he 
shall be entitled to the entire amount that may be paid him for 
marriage licenses issued by him. 


§ 8. In addition to the provisions herein made to pay the in- 
terest on any of said loans to Edgefield County, including any 
bonds, if issued, said interest, when due, may be paid out of the 
taxes herein levied for ordinary County purposes. 


§ 9. The Supervisor and County Board of Commissioners are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to construct a fireproof 
vault in the Probate Judge’s office in the Court House, using 
therefor such funds not otherwise appropriated: Provided, That 
after estimating the cost of said vault, the County Legislative Del- 
egation shall be called into conference with the Supervisor and 
Board of Commissioners, before any construction is undertaken. 


§ 9-A. For the purpose of constructing a bridge across Stevens 
Creek at or near Shaw and McKie’s Mill Ferry, the County Su- 
pervisor and County Treasurer are authorized, directed and em- 
powered to borrow not exceeding fifteen thousand and five hundred 
($15,500.00) dollars, if so much be needed, at a rate of interest not 
exceeding six per cent, and to execute their note or notes therefor. 
In order to provide for the payment of this loan there is hereby 
levied an annual tax of one mill upon all the taxable property of 
Edgefield County, this levy to be made annually by the County 
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Auditor until the loan is retired with interest, and the County 
Treasurer is hereby required to collect the tax as other taxes are 
collected by law. The County Supervisor and his Board of Com- 
missioners are hereby directed to construct said bridge with funds 
above provided, and also to expend in the construction of bridge the 
sum of money now on deposit to the credit of Edgefield County, 
which said fund was paid to Edgefield County by the Georgia- 
Carolina Power Company in settlement of litigation which arose 
because of the flooding of the Martintown Road at certain point.

§ 2. That Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars herein appro- 
priated for County Health Office is contingent upon the State ap- 
propriating sufficient funds to continue the Health Units in the sev- 
eral Counties in the State; this appropriation being supplemental 
thereto, shall not be available unless such appropriation is made by 
the State: Provided, further, That the physician to be employed shall 
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be a graduate of a regular, reputable medical college and skilled in 
hygienic and sanitary science; said physician shall be designated 
County Health Officer, and shall perform all such duties as may be 
imposed upon him by the Sanitary laws of the State; and shall dis- 
charge all the duties of County Physician; and that a trained public 
health nurse shall be employed who shall devote her whole time to 
public work in Fairfield County, and such other workers as may 
be found necessary and desirable to properly carry out a public 
health program: Provided, further, That as far as possible a med- 
ical inspection of all school children in Fairfield County shall be 
made by the physician in charge, and that all Trustees and princi- 
pals shall give every assistance in carrying out the program: Pro- 
vided, further, That this appropriation is contingent upon the full 
compliance with the provisions of this Section. 


§ 3. The Board of County Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to borrow the sum of forty thousand ($40,- 
000.00) dollars, for ordinary County purposes, and for road work 
for the year 1926, at the lowest rate of interest obtainable, and are 
also authorized and empowered to pledge the ordinary County levy, 
for the year 1926, as security therefor: Provided, That if the fail- 
ure to collect taxes or other unforeseen exigencies should render 
it necessary, the amount of the loan above authorized may be in- 
creased to the amount of the levy, but in no case shall the Board 
exceed the levy by contract, expenditures or otherwise. The full 
faith and credit of the County is pledged for the payment of the loan 
herein authorized. 


§ 4. That in the negotiation of the said loan provided for in 
Section 3, and in order to obtain the lowest possible rate of interest 
thereon, the County Supervisor and all other County officials are 
hereby authorized and directed to give to the Bank making the said 
loan, the exclusive right to the deposit of all County and public 
funds: Prozided, Such Bank shall be required to give adequate 
security for such deposits. 


§ 5. That upon the delivery by the County Treasurer to the 
Sheriff, of executions against delinquent taxpayers, the Sheriff shall 
immediately levy the said executions upon any property of the delin- 
quent taxpayer, and shall cause the same to be advertised and sold

shall within three months from the date when said executions are 
delivered ‘to him make settlement with, and pay over to the County 
Treasurer all moneys collected by him thereon, and he shall at the 
time deliver to the Treasurer such executions as he may have re- 
turned nulla bona a list of which shall be published by the Treasurer 
as in the next Section is provided. 


§ 6. That all executions for delinquent taxes which have here- 
tofore been delivered by the County Treasurer to the Sheriff and 
which are now in the hands of the Sheriff for collection, shall be 
immediately levied by him upon any property of the delinquent 
taxpayer which can be found, and upon such as are found to be 
uncollectible, he shall within sixty (60) days after the approval of 
this Act make his nulla Bona returns, and deliver the same back to 
the County Treasurer who shall thereupon cause a list of the same 
to be published in one issue of some newspaper circulating in Fair- 
field County, or in lieu of such publication in the newspaper, he 
shall publish a list of said delinquents and the amounts due by them 
respectively for taxes, by posting the same in typewritten form on 
the Court House door. The reasonable legal charges for the pub- 
lication of said list, not exceeding twenty-five ($25.00). dollars, if 
published in some newspaper, shall be paid by warrant drawn by 
the County Board upon any funds not otherwise appropriated. 


§ 7. That all warrants drawn on County funds shall specify 
on what funds they are drawn, and no warrant shall be drawn on 
any fund otherwise than as specified in this Act, except by the con- 
sent of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 8. If, owing to the nonpayment of taxes, caused by the ex- 
tension of the time for payment of taxes, or otherwise, there shall 
not be sufficient funds available for the full payment of the notes 
executed by the County Board to secure the loans for the year 
1926, then in that case, the County Board is authorized to renew 
such note or notes for any balance or balances which may be due 
and unpaid, and for such time as funds may become available for 
the payment of the same. 


§ 9. That the Commutation tax shall be expended on the 
County roads in the manner now provided by law. 


§ 10. That the action of the Auditor in levying the two (2) 
mill tax for the vear 1925, mentioned in the Act of the General 
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Assembly creating the Highway Commission for Fairfield County 
is hereby ratified, but the proceeds of said tax, together with the 
proceeds of the special two (2) mill road tax levied upon the 
County under the Act of the General Assembly approved the 24th 
day of February, 1921, entitled “An Act to Abolish the County 
Chain Gang in Fairfield County,” shall, if so much be necessary, be 
used for the support and maintenance, of the County Chain Gang:

The above items aggregating $61,331.25 to be authorized and paid 
out of the Mars Bluff Bridge and Godfrey’s Ferry Bridge Fund 
and the reimbursement from the State Highway Department: Pro- 
vided, That in case the assessed value of the property amounts to 
more after the action of the Board of Assessors, the Board of Eiqual- 
ization, the Tax Commission and the Board of Review than is suffi- 
cient to raise the amount appropriated under the levy herein, 
named after deducting therefrom all other sources of revenue to 
the County, then the County Auditor is directed and required to 
reduce the levy to such a rate as he finds necessary to raise in taxes 
no more than the amount of the appropriation herein made: Pro- 
vided, further, That such officer or officers of the County of Flor-

paid by the County Treasurer shall be allowed as a credit to him 
in his settlement unless it conforms with the above requirement. 
The Governing Commission of Florence County are hereby author- 
ized to borrow the funds hereinabove appropriated, and pledge the 
taxes to be collected for 1926 as security for said funds or loans: 
Provided, further, That the County officers shall pay all expenses 
of their office, including postage, stationery, etc., out of the salaries 
herein provided for them. 


§ 2. The Governing Commission shall award this loan to the 
lowest bona fide bidder, after advertising for open bids in one or 
more newspapers, published in Florence County, at least fifteen 
days prior to awarding bids, and the same time notify each Bank 
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in Florence County, in writing, the terms and conditions under which 
said bids will be received. The proceeds of this loan shall be de- 
posited with the successful bidder, provided the successful bidder is 
an incorporated bank within the County of Florence, S. C.: Provided, 
further, That before the deposit is made the successful bidder bank 
shall secure the County of Florence with either an indemnity bond 
of a reputable bonding company, or securities issued by some polit- 
ical subdivision of the State of South Carolina, or bonds of the 
United States of America, in an amount not less than the amount 
of the deposit. This deposit shall remain with the bank receiving 
it until used for the purpose for which it was borrowed, and all 
other funds in the hands of officer or officers of the County of 
Florence not already pledged shall be deposited with the successful 
bidder. That the Treasurer may accept real estate mortgages upon 
the written approval of a majority of the Governing Commission 
for one-third of the amount deposited: Provided, further, Of the 
gasoline money which is left ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, if 
so much be necessary, be spent on the river road between Claussen 
and Godfrey’s Ferry Bridge. Fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) dol- 
lars, if so much be necessary, on the road from Effingham via 
Welch’s Bridge to Olanta. Ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, if 
so much be necessary, on road leading from Muldrow’s Mill via 
Jones’ Cross Roads, through Vause Community, to connect with the 
Effingham-Olanta road near Welch’s Bridge: Provided, further, That 
the Florence County Chain Gang shall complete the road leading 
from Claussen to Scranton and also complete the Effingham-Olanta 
Highway: Provided, further, That the Governing Commission is 
hereby authorized and directed to put in good condition the Tim- 
monsville-Hartsville road to the Darlington County line; the Tim- 
monsville-Darlington road to the Darlington County line; all roads 
in Mars Bluff Township; the road leading from Claussen to Burch’s 
Cross Roads; the road leading from Muldrow’s Mill to ‘Wilson’s 
Cross Roads; and the road leading from Munn’s Siding to Evergreen. 


§ 3. Provided, further, That the Governing Commission shall 
establish two additional maintenance crews, making a total of seven 
maintenance crews for Florence County out of the fund known as 
Maintaining Roads, in Section 1, line 7, of this Act. 


§ 3-A. The Governing Commission of Florence County be, and 
they are hereby, authorized and empowered to sell and dispose of the 
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Poor Farm at the most advantageous price and to use the proceeds 
from such sale in the erection or purchase of dormitories for the 
poor in the suburbs or near the City of Florence, separate dormi- 
tories to be provided for whites and colored. The said dormitories 
for the poor shall be governed by a committee of three to be ap- 
pointed by a majority of the Florence County Delegation, two of 
said committee shall be active ministers of the gospel.

§ 2. The Legislative Delegation from Georgetown County, or 
a majority thereof, are hereby authorized and empowered to have 
a complete and thorough examination of the books and doings of 
all county officers of Georgetown County at least once each year, 
and if they deem it necessary at any time for the best interest of 
the county that any office, or offices, should be investigated oftener 
than the regular annual investigation and auditing, they are hereby 
authorized. empowered and directed to have same done. They are 
hereby also authorized, empowered and directed to contract with 
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such public accountant or accountants as they may deem competent 
and qualified, at such salary or compensation as they may fix, the 
same to be paid out of the funds herein appropriated for such 
purposes. 


§ 3. That the Miscellaneous Contingent Fund provided for in 
this Act shall not be expended except with the written consent of 
a majority of the County Delegation. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners of Georgetown County are 
hereby authorized. and empowered, and hereby constituted, the only 
officers to borrow any money needed to defray expenses of said 
County Government, and to execute a note or notes to secure such 
loan or loans, and are authorized and empowered to pledge the 
taxes to be collected for the year 1926 to pay said note or notes. 
The said officials are to obtain as low a rate of interest as they are 
able to secure. All notes given by the County Board of Commis- 
sioners shall be signed by the Chairman and countersigned by the 
Clerk of said Board: Provided, That no loan shall be negotiated 
or made as herein authorized without the written consent of a major- 
ity of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 5. The Board of County Commissioners shall employ a jani- 
tor for the Court House and shall fix his duties. The said janitor 
shall hold his position and work under the direction of said Board. 


§ 6. The County Farm Demonstration Agent and County 
Home Demonstration Agent and Health Unit shall each file on the 
last day of each month, in the office of the Board of County Com- 
missioners, a full report of his or her actings and doings as such 
County Agent, and no pay warrant shall be issued ‘to them, or 
either of them, before the filing of such report as herein provided. 


§ 7. That all fees, fines and moneys not otherwise provided 
shall go into the Ordinary County Fund. 


§ 8. All Magistrates shall make to the County Commissioners 
at the end of each month an itemized statement of all fines and pen- 
alties collected by them during the preceding month. Unless and 
until this is done, the County Commissioners shall refuse to issue 
its warrant for the payment of the salaries of such Magistrates. 


§ 9. That all County officers herein specified, together with 
the County Game Warden, shall make a complete report of all fees, 
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fines and moneys received and disbursed by each officer to the dele- 
gation in the General Assembly from Georgetown County for the 
year ending December 31, 1926: Provided, That these reports shall 
be furnished not later than January 10, 1927, and without further 
notice. Said reports shall be considered public information to be 
used for the best interests of the County. 


§ 10. The County Commissioners of the said County are here- 
by authorized, empowered and directed to assign to the County of- 
ficers the quarters to be used by them in the Court House or other 
buildings. 


§ 11. The County Commissioners shall make all arrangements 
and provide for the maintenance and operation of the ferry to be 
established across Winyah Bay as is provided for by an Act of 
the Legislature of 1926, and shall fix the toll to be charged and paid 
by the passengers crossing same. Such tolls shall be scheduled and 
published and become effective only after approval by the Senator 
and at least one member of the House from said County. 


§ 11-A. The amount provided above for the Health Unit shall 
be paid monthly when the work shall have been performed. 


§ 12. The Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners of 
Georgetown County is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to make an audit and check any County office of Georgetown County 
when directed to do so by the County Commissioners and the officers 
of such office to be checked and audited shall render to the said 
Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners are to furnish all 
information and help that the Clerk may deem necessary: Provided, 
Any officer who fails to render such assistance shall-be reported to 
the County Commissioners and his salary shall be withheld until 
such duty is performed.

The County Auditor is hereby directed to lay an additional one- 
mill levy upon all the taxable property within Greenville County to 
be collected by the same officers and in the same manner as other 
State, County and School taxes are now collected, the proceeds of 
this tax to be applied to the payment of tuition to certain schools 
in said County as provided for in the 6-0-1 School law, and to pay 
to the Paris Mountain Water Company such amount as may be 
due by the County and School Districts therein on account of  over- 
paid taxes by said Company in 1912 and 1913, as fully set forth in 
a final decree of the Court previously handed down in a suit to re- 
cover such taxes. Provided, however, That the County Treasurer 
shall charge back to the several school districts in his final settle- 
ment such amounts of said payment as said schools may be due he- 
cause of such overpayment of tax and the decision of the Court 
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ordering its refund. That the subdivision under any item of this 
Act may be diverted by the supervisor, with the consent of the 
Supervising Auditor and a majority of the County Delegation, to 
any other subdivision under the same item where it is necessary to 
meet a deficiency in such subdivision, that the appropriation of any 
one item shall not be affected: except, however, that subdivisions 
(b) and (c) of Item 1, subdivision (c) of Item 3, the whole of 
Item 10 and the whole of Item 12 shall not be diverted. 


All able bodied male persons between the ages of 21 and 50, both 
inclusive, in the County of Greenville, during the year 1926, shall 
pay a commutation road tax of $2.00 subject to the exemptions, pro- 
visions and penalties prescribed in Act No. 146, approved February 
27, 1917, and payable in the same manner and at the same time as 
other taxes. That the Legislative Delegation from Greenville 
’ County, or a majority of the House members with the consent of 
the Senator, is hereby authorized, empowered and directed, if said 
Delegation think proper and desirable, to have a complete audit and 
examination of the books, accounts and doings of all or any County 
officer or officers of Greenville County during the year 1926. And 
said Delegation is hereby authorized, empowered and directed, in 
order to carry out the provisions hereof, to contract with such public 
accountant or accountants as may be deemed best, at such salary or 
compensation as may be fixed, and to pay for such services out of 
the general funds of the County. 


The Legislative Delegation shall have the power and authority 
to authorize and direct the expenditure, during the year 1926, of 
any sums of money it may deem for the best interest of the County, 
such sums so expended, however, to be confined strictly to the 1926 
income of the County after first providing for the appropriations 
herein specificially made, and provided that such surplus funds shall 
not be expended without the written consent of a majority of the 
Delegation and the written approval of the Senator. 


The Sheriff, Deputy Sheriffs and all other peace officers except 
Magistrates and their constables, shall turn into the County Treas- 
urer all Federal fees paid them for attendance upon Federal Courts, 
and it shall be the duty of said officers to apprehend escaped con- 
victs and no reward shall be allowed on account thereof. 


No per diem shall be allowed out of Item 4 to any salaried officer 
of Greenville County, nor shall more than $1,000.00 of said Item be 
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used by the Grand Jury for investigative purposes and expenses in 
connection with investigative purposes: Provided, however, It is not 
intended by this provision that the Mill Deputies who receive ex- 
pense money as provided in Item 12 shall be refused pay as witnesses 
since it is here specifically declared that they are not “Salaried 
Officers of Greenville County.” 


That there is hereby created, for the purpose of carrying out 
certain provisions hereof and the expending of certain of the funds 
herein appropriated, a Purchasing Agency, which Agency shall be 
composed of the County Supervisor, the Supervising Auditor, and 
a third member to be elected by the Greenville County Legislative. 
Delegation. It shall be the duty of said Purchasing Agency to make 
contracts for any and all equipment and supplies of whatever nature 
and kind to be purchased and used by Greenville County or any and 
all of the agencies, or officers of Greenville County. That said 
Agency shall make its purchases in the same manner as now pro- 
vided for by law as to purchases made by the County Supervisor. 
And any and all purchases made or attempted to be made in any 
other manner, or by any other person or Agency than the Pur- 
chasing Agency herein created shall be utterly and absolutely void. 
That the Supervisor and the Supervising Auditor shall serve upon 
said Agency without any additional salary than that now received by 
them: the member of said agency to be elected by the County Dele- 
gation shall hold office for the year 1926 and till his successor shall 
be elected, and shall be paid such salary or per diem as may be 
fixed by the Delegation. 


The appropriations herein provided for shall not, in any case, be 
exceeded and any contracts which may be made and which will in 
any manner provide for the expenditure of funds in excess of those 
provided for herein shall not be binding upon Greenville County, 
and it is especially provided that any person selling supplies to the 
County is charged tc ascertain in advance as to whether or not the 
proceeds of the County for that purpose have been exhausted. 


The Clerk of Court is hereby charged with the custody and keep- 
ing of the Court House Building and grounds; but he is authorized 
and directed to allow to the Associate Justice of the Supreme Court 
residing in the City of Greenville, the use of such office room as may 
not be needed for the use of the County as a matter of public con- 
venience. 
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That the appropriation in Item 3, Subdivision (c) Charity Pa- 
tients in Hospital $12,500.00, shall be expended by the Charities and 
Correction Commission of Greenville County for charity patients 
in the Greenville City Hospital, and shall be paid out in equal 
monthly installments. ‘he Commission is authorized to commit 
charity patients to the said Greenville City Hospital and the Com- 
mission is hereby charged to notify the said Hospital when the fund 
is exhausted and any patient remaining after receiving notice will 
be at the expense of the Hospital or the patient’s family. The salary 
of the Secretary of the Charities and Correction Commission shall 
be $500.00 per annum and that of the Chairman $200.00 per an- 
num, both of said items to be paid out of Item 10. 


That the appropriation herein made shall be expended as and for 
the purpdses stated in such manner as may be determined by the 
Purchasing Agency and as now provided by law: Provided, how- 
ever, The appropriation made for the Hopewell Sanitarium shall 
be paid in four equal quarterly installments upon condition that said 
Sanitarium file with the Supervising Auditor quarterly statements 
showing receipts and disbursements in detail of said Hopewell 
Sanitarium ; that $500.00 be paid toward expenses of the Confed- 
erate Reunion; that out of $500.00 appropriated for mill deputies 
that said mill deputies be paid each $5.00 per month beginning with 
April 1st, 1926, as expenses for transporting prisoners to the County 
Jail; that $400.00 cf the appropriation for the Markley Guards be 
used for the installing of “Lockers.” 


That the Hopewell Sanitarium shall be paid the sum of $6,000.00 
out of the general funds of hte County at such time as said Hope- 
well Sanitarium shall abandon the property now occupied by such 
institution and convey same back to Greenville County by a quit- 
claim deed conveying all its interest in said property to the County. 


That the appropriation herein provided for the County Home shall 
be used $13,000.00 thereof for the support of said Home; $4,500.00 
for the construction of additional buildings at the County Home 
plant ; and $750.00 thereof for the employment of a practical nurse 
at said Home. The building herein provided for shall be done under 
the direction of the Charities and Corrections Committee. 


The Supervisor of Greenville County is directed to furnish one 
suitable convict to the County Home and another to the County Jail 
to perform such labor as may be desired—that at the County Home 
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under the direction of its superintendent, and that at the Jail under 
the direction of the Jailor.

§ 2. The Sheriff shall receive, in addition to his regular salary, 
his necessary expenses and five (5) cents per mile for each mile 
traveled in going and returning when called beyond the limits of the 
County on official business, to wit: Searching for fugitives, convey- 
ing prisoners to State Reformatory and conveying criminals to the 
Penitentiary; and sixty-five (65) cents for dieting each prisoner 
while detained in the county jail or otherwise in his custody. 


§ 3. That the County Board of Directors shall pay out of the 
General Fund of Kershaw County to G. E. Hinson the amount of 
Sixty ($60.00) Dollars as one month’s salary for acting as Magis- 
trate in DeKalb Township. 


§ 4. That there shall be a Rural Police Commission of Ker- 
shaw County to consist of three (3) members, one of whom shall be 
the foreman of the Grand Jury; two to be appointed upon a recom-_ 
mendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation in the General 
Assembly and commissioned by the Governor to serve a term of one 
(1) year. Said Commission shall elect two Rural Policemen, who 
shall receive a salary of $125.00 per month, each, and an allowance 
of Thirty ($30.00) Dollars for traveling expenses, and who shall 
have the power of enforcing the criminal law; to serve for a term 
of one (1) year. The said Commission shall have the power to 
direct the activities of the Rural Policemen and to discharge them 
for failure to discharge their duties. and to elect some competent 
person to fill out the unexpired term. The said Commissioners shall 
receive as compensation Five ($5.00) Dollars per day for each day 
actually engaged in service, not to exceed for any one Commissioner 
Sixty ($60.00) Dollars for any one year. The Commissioners’ sal- 
ary shall be paid out of the General Fund of Kershaw County. The 
term of office of said Constables shall begin April 15th, 1926, and 
expire April 15th, 1927. The said Constables shall be commissioned 
by the Governor upon a majority recommendation of said Rural 
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Police Commission. A majority of the said Police Commission 
shall have the authority to exercise all powers conferred upon them 
under this section, but not without previous notice to the other Com- 
missioners. Shall have the power to use not exceeding $300.00 
(Three Hundred Dollars) to further the law enforcement in such a 
way as they deem it most effective and to kezp a record of such ex- 
penditures for the inspection of the Grand Jury.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Ordinary 
County and Road Purposes for the Year 1926, and to 
Provide for the Expenditure Thereof in the County of 
Lancaster. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied upon all the taxable 
property of Lancaster County for county and road and school pur- 
poses for the fiscal year commencing January 1, 1926, for the amounts 
and for the purposes hereinafter stated, respectively, that is to say: 


Item 1. For ordinary county purposes, four and one-half (414) 
mills; for interest on Cheraw and Chester Railroad bonds and for 
sinking fund for same, one-half (34) mill; for roads and bridges, 
eight (8) mills; for paying interest on money to be borrowed for 
current expenses, one-half mill: Provided, That any surplus from said 
interest requirements shall go to the ordinary fund; for interest on 
bonds issued in 1915 for past indebtedness and for sinking fund for 
same, three-fourths (34) mill; for paying interest on permanent 
bridge bonds issued under the Act of 1924, two and one-half (23%) 
mills ; for aid for county high schools, to be expended under direction 
of County Board of Education. one (1) mill; for county aid on 
school building fund, one-half (14) mill; for repayment of sinking 
fund used on Court House and office building, one-half (14) mill. 
For the payment of interest and to create a sinking fund for the 
bonds issued in aid of the Charleston, Cincinnati and Chicago 
Railroad, the following levies are hereby made: In Pleasant Hill 
Township, one-fourth (34) mill; in Gills Creek Township, three- 
fourths (34) mill; in Cane Creek Township, one (1) mill; the 
County Board of Commissioners are hereby authorized to use all 
funds to purchase and retire bonds of said townships; the Treasurer 
of said county is hereby required after setting aside the amount here- 
inafter designated for the improvement of Court House and erection 
of office building from the County Sinking Fund, to keep all funds in 
his hands, or hereafter collected by him, for the retirement of town- 
ship, county school district bonds, on deposit with the banks of Lan- 
caster County at interest. The fee for witnesses in the Court of 
General Sessions shall be one dollar per day and mileage as now pro- 
vided by law. It shall be unlawful for the County Commissioners 
to support wholly or in part any pauper, except in the County Home. 
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The County Commissioners are hereby authorized and empowered 
to borrow money for the current expenses for ordinary and all other 
purposes for the present year, and to pledge the levy as security 
therefor: Provided, The levy of one fund shall not be pledged to 
secure the loan for another and different funds. The Sinking Fund 
Commission of the State is hereby authorized to loan to the County 
Commissioners a sum or sums of money not exceeding the levy here- 
in provided for, exclusive of the levies appertaining to bond issues. 
The County Treasurer shall keep the different funds herein provided 
for separate and distinct upon the books of his office and all warrants 
and vouchers issued by the County Commissioners shall specify upon 
their face the particular fund upon which they are drawn. 


" Item 2. The Board of County Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized to expend, upon the written approval of the Legislative Delega- 
tion, or a majority thereof, a sufficient sum to comply with the laws 
requiring publication of county statements. 


Item 3. Salaries:

Provided, That the $1,500.00 hereby appropriated for Farm Dem- 
onstration work shall be paid out during the first six months of 1927 
upon vouchers presented, by Clemson College Extension Department. 
Jailor’s salary, Seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars per month, payable 
monthly. Out of said salary, the jailor, under the supervision and 
direction of the Sheriff, is hereby required to pay all necessary oper- 
ating expenses of said jail, except the per diem for dieting prisoners, 
hereinafter provided for, and except water rents. The Sheriff shall 
receive, in addition to his salary, his necessary expenses and five cents 
per mile traveled going and returning, when called beyond the limits 
of the county on official business only, searching for fugitives from 
justice, conveying lunatics to the State Hospital for Insane, convey- 
ing prisoners to State Reformatory, and conveying criminals to the 
Penitentiary, and shall also receive fifty cents for committing and 
fifty cents for discharging each prisoner, and shall receive fifty cents 
per day for dieting each prisoner in jail. The Probate Judge shall re- 
ceive as part of his compensation all of the One Dollar now charged 
for each marriage license. 


Item 4. It is hereby authorized and directed that any sum or 
sums remaining over to the credit of the county from the collection 
of current taxes after the payment of ordinary expenses and all other 
obligations and requirements herein specifically provided for, shall 
be placed to the credit of the road fund and become available for use 
by the County Commissioners for general road purposes. The 
County Commissioners are required to work and maintain the fol- 
lowing streets in the Town of Lancaster out of the road funds: Main 
Street within said town, north.and south of paved section; Chester- 
field Avenue, from Main Street east to city limits; Arch Street, from 
Main Street east to city limits; Dunlap Street, from Main Street to 
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city limits west at Midway: Provided, That the County Board of

§ 4. That the County Superintendent of Education is hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow not exceeding ninety per cent 
of taxes for school purposes ‘estimated for the year 1926 for the 
purpose of paying salaries of teachers and other school purposes, to 
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pledge a tax levy for school purposes for the year 1926 for the pay- 
ment of same. 


§ 5. That the Auditor is hereby authorized and required to 
levy a tax of one-half (14) mill on all the taxable property of 
Laurens County, the proceeds of said levy to be used for the use and 
benefit of the weak schools in Laurens County, tuition for the high 
school pupils coming from out of the district, and expended under 
the direction and supervision of the County Board of Education: 
Provided, That no moneys herein appropriated for school purposes 
or otherwise, shall be used for the payment of any colored person as 
rural school supervisor or for any other purposes connected with the 
educational work of colored schools in Laurens County. 


§ 6. The Judge of Probate shall be allowed 25c for indexing 
and 25c for paying out pension claims. 


§ 7. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to turn over to the Laurens County Highway Commission the reve- 
nues derived from the gasoline tax to be used by said Highway Com- 
mission, $7,500.00 to be expended in top-soiling road from Boyd’s 
Cross Road by way of Lisbon to the Calhoun Highway. $7,500.00 
to be expended in top-soiling road from intersection of Calhoun 
Highway and the road from Laurens to Cross Hill to Waterloo by 
way of Harris Springs. $3,000.00 to be expended on road from 
Reeves’ Store to Dunklin Bridge. $10,000.00 to be turned over to 
the Supervisor to be expended on the rural routes in Laurens County 
and to be distributed by the said Supervisor to them according’ to 
mileage of unimproved road on each route. The amount appropria- 
ted to each route shall be expended only upon the approval of the 
rural carrier of each route. The remainder of the revenue derived

the Laurens County Highway Commission in Section 7 of this Act, 
the same to be used for building cross country roads and for no other 
purposes.

security for the payment thereof. The officers whose duty it is to 
levy the taxes provided for herein are authorized to decrease or in- 
crease the the levy in Section 1 hereof, so that the amount of taxes 
raised by the same will be equal to the total sum hereby appropriated.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Lexington; 
County for the Fiscal Year 1926, and for the Expendi- 
ture Thereof, 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax of eight (8) mills is hereby levied 
upon all taxable property in Lexington County for the fiscal year 
commencing January 1, 1926, for the amounts and purposes here- 
inafter stated, respectively, if so much be necessary: Provided, That 
the County Auditor shall reduce the levy of eight (8) mills, if 
possible .

authorized to borrow by sealed competitive bids, after written notice 
to all banks in Marion County, an amount not exceeding the amount

§ 2. The appropriation made in this Act are intended to be 
the maximum amounts to be expended for the purposes specified. 
The Board of County Highway Commissioners and all other of- 
ficers of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be economi- 
cal in the expenditure of all public funds, and to keep expenses be- 
low the appropriations when practicable and consistent with public 
requirements. In no case shall the expenditure exceed the ap- 
propriation for any purposes: Provided, That the Contingent Fund 
may be used to pay necessary expenses for which no appropriation 
is made, and for unavoidable expenses in excess of the appropria- 
tion for any purpose. In no case shall more than ten per cent of the 
Contingent Fund be used for any purpose.

§ 2. In addition to the amounts hereinabove appropriated, all 
sums returned to the county from the State gasoline tax, (estimated 
for the year 1926 at $5,000.00) shall be expended for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of roads not in the State Highway System. 


§ 3. In anticipation of the collection of taxes for the fiscal year 
1926, the County Board of Commissioners and Treasurer of Mc- 
Cormick County are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow 
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on note or notes executed in the name of McCormick County by the 
Supervisor and Treasurer thereof whatever sum or sums of money 
may be necessary to meet the expenditures above provided for, and 
to pledge as security for the same the County taxes for the said 
year. The said County Board of Commissioners and Treasurer shall 
borrow the said sums at the best rate of interest obtainable and from 
any available source. The South Carolina Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion, if it have funds available for such purposes, may make the 
aforesaid loan to McCormick County upon such terms as may be 
agreed upon between the said Commission and the Board of County 
Commissioners of said County. The amount borrowed shall not 
in any event exceed the revenues to be received from the taxes and 
other sources for the year 1926. The Treasurer shall require a 
depository bond or collateral security in sufficient amount of any 
bank or banks receiving deposits of the county funds in such amount 
as shall be fixed and approved by him and the County Delegation. 


§ 4. The Supervisor shall publish quarterly in a newspaper 
published in the County a statement of all expenditures under the 
provisions hereof, which statement shall be itemized and sworn to, 
the original of which shall be a public record and filed with the Clerk 
of Court. ‘The County Board of Commissioners is hereby required 
to deliver to the County Treasurer at the conclusion of the year 
1926, an itemized sworn statement of all unexpended balances from 
the various items hereinabove appropriated, which said statement 
shall be filed by the Treasurer with the Clerk of Court and become 
a public record; and any such unexpended balances shall remain in 
the hands of the County Treasurer for general County purposes. 


§ 5. The Auditor and Treasurer are authorized and required 
to levy and collect a tax, as provided by law, to raise sufficient money 
to meet and pay amounts appropriated by law for McCormick 
County for the year 1926; if the levy herein provided be either ex- 
cessive or deficient, they shall raise or reduce said levy to meet the 
appropriations herein made, taking into account all other funds on 
hand for the purpose. No money shall be spent otherwise than as 
herein specifically authorized, and none of these items shall be en- 
larged upon or construed as directory, but are mandatory, and any 
unexpended ‘balance shall be carried over to the ordinary county 
fund. 
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§ 6. No money shall be borrowed by the county or interest 
paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes makes 
it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no note 
in excess of the sum provided by law shall’ be made by the County 
Commissioners except on written authority of a majority of the 
Delegation from said County filed in the office of the Clerk of Court. 


§ 7. Any change made by the Auditor and Treasurer in the 
amount of levy as herein provided shall only be made upon the ap- 
proval of a majority of the County Delegation, said approval to be 
in writing and filed in the office of the Clerk of Court for McCormick 
County. 


§ 8. That the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County be and they are hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to appoint a reputable physician, practicing and residing in the said 
county, as County Physician and Health Officer, whose duty shall 
be to cooperate with the State Board of Health in the enforcement 
of laws, rules and regulations of the said Board of Health of South 
Carolina, and to supervise the control of any epidemic diseases in 
the said County. 


§ 9. That the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County be and they are hereby authorized and empowered to appoint 
a practicing attorney, resident of the County of McCormick, as 
County Attorney, who shall render legal advice to any county. officer 
of McCormick County when so requested by any such officer, in 
addition to his duty as attorney of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of said County. 


§ 10. The Constables of McCormick County are discontinued 
and the duties of the same are hereby devolved upon the Sheriff and 
his Deputy. 

§ 11. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

appropriation for roads, bridges and ferries, and the other one-half 
of the cost thereof to be paid by Fairfield County in accordance with 
an agreement between the Delegation of Newberry and Fairfield 
Counties. The County authorities of Newberry may assume the 
full cost of maintaining two of these ferrymen upon the Fairfield 
County authorities assuming the full cost of maintaining the other 
two.

§ 5. The sum of Ninety ($90.00) Dollars, if so much be neces- 
sary, is hereby appropriated out of the road and bridge fund for the 
maintenance and operation of the ferry at Old Town across Saluda 
River for the year 1926, Provided, however, That a like sum for 
such purpose is furnished by Saluda County. 


§ 6. Every three months the Highway Commission shall ad- 
vertise for at least two issues in one or more of the newspapers 
published in the Town of Newberry for bids, based on delivery at 
the Court House, unless otherwise specified, for all implements and 
supplies of whatever kind which may be needed for the county, and 
each and every office thereof, including supplies, equipment and all 
purchases whatever for the Commissioners, Sheriff, Clerk of Court, 
Treasurer, Auditor, Judge of Probate, Magistrates, for the poor- 
house, chain gang, road and bridges and for every other purpose, 
which advertisement shall set forth the articles and approximately 
the amount thereof to be purchased and the contract of purchase 
shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder for a period of 
three months: Provided, however, In case of emergency the High- 
way Commission may make purchase for the county where the cost 
thereof does not exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, and for such pur- 
pose a majority of the Highway Commission shall certify on the 
claim therefor the necessity thereof, and Provided, further, In case 
of emergency an advertisement as herein above provided may be 
inserted at any time, but all contracts for the purchase of supplies 
shall be in accordance with the provisions of this section and no bill, 
account or claim of any kind whatsoever against the county shall be 
paid unless previously contracted for by such competition, or by the 
Highway Commission in case of certified emergency. No supplies 
shall be bought or expenses incurred by any county officer or em- 
ployee except by the consent of the Highway Commission unless 
otherwise provided by law. The Highway Commission shall have 
the right to reject any and all bids. 


§ 7. The County Highway Commission is hereby authorized 
to allow the Sheriff seventy (70) cents per diem for dieting of 
prisoners when the number of persons for any one day does not ex- 
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ceed fifteen; but when the number per day exceed fifteen than there 
shall be allowed for dieting, the sum of only sixty (60) cents per 
day for each prisoner above the number fifteen. 


§ 8. That the Sheriff may, in his discretion, appoint a Jailor at 
a salary within his discretion but not to exceed Ninety ($90.00) Dol- 
lars per month and uniform; the said Jailor may be vested by the 
Sheriff, with the power to make arrests now possessed by Special 
Deputy Sheriff, to be exercised under the discretion of the Sheriff 
and also to appoint a Special Deputy Sheriff to be known as a Motor- 
cycle Officer who shall be paid a salary of One Hundred Fifty 
($150.00) Dollars per month, which salary shall include all expenses 
for the operation and maintenance of his motorcycle. 


§ 9. That no salary provided for Special Deputy Sheriff shall 
be continued if the Grand Jury of said county finds it necessary in 
the discharge of the duty imposed upon them by law, to present said 
officer for failure to discharge the duties imposed upon them by law, 
unless and except in the event that the Court fails to act upon such 
presentment of the Grand Jury, after investigation, the Legislative 
Delegation, by a majority vote, may pass a resolution continuing the 
payment of said salaries, if in their judgment, the Grand Jury was 
misinformed or mistaken as to the facts set out in the presentment ; 
Provided, That if a majority of the Legislative Delegation from said 
county reach the conclusion that said Special Deputy Sheriffs have 
been remiss in their duties, and the good order of the County re- 
quires their discontinuance, then in that event, a majority of said 
Legislative Delegation may direct the Sheriff to appoint other 
Special Deputy Sheriffs in their stead who shall be subject to the 
same laws, regulations and provisions as set out above. 


§ 10. The Head Bailiff of the Court, and the Court Crier, each 
shall receive Five ($5.00) Dollars per day, and other Bailiffs, Three 
($3.00) Dollars per day for each days service for the fiscal year 
1926, 


§ 11. The Sheriff and Special Deputy Sheriff shall be allowed 
railroad fare while traveling in the county in the discharge of their 
official duties. 


§ 12. The Sheriff shall receive ten (10) cents for entering each 
tax execution returned nulla bona, and ten (10) cents for each 
nulla bona return on tax executions. 
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§ 13. All salaries herein provided shall be for the fiscal year 
1926, and shall be paid monthly. 


§ 14. The salary of the Probate Judge of Newberry County 
as hereinbefore provided, is hereby abolished. The said Probate 
Judge who is also to discharge the duties of Master in and for the 
said County, shall receive as compensation for his service, both as 
Probate Judge and Master, such fees, charges, compensation, com- 
missions and costs allowed to said’ Probate Judge and Master prior 
to the time when a salary for said Probate Judge in lieu of commis- 
sions, costs and fees was fixed by the General Assembly. The said 
Probate Judge is, and shall not be required to pay over to the County 
Treasurer any moneys received by him as_ fees, costs, charges and 
compensation for the year 1926, but all such moneys shall be retained 
by him for his services. In the event that any such moneys have 
been paid over by the Probate Judge to the County Treasurer, the 
same shall be refunded to the Probate Judge by the Treasurer. In 
addition to the fees and costs herein allowed to the said Probate Judge 
for his services, beginning January 1, 1926, the said Probate Judge 
shall be entitled to retain and hold one-half of the marriage license 
fees, the remaining one-half of such marriage license fees to be 
turned over by him to the County Treasurer to be used by him for 
the purpose of buying two general index books in which he shall index 
the names of the contracting parties of all marriage licenses now of 
record in the probate court and that are hereafter to be recorded,

§ 15. ‘The Highway Commission for Newberry County is here- 
by authorized, in its discretion, to use any money available for the 
construction and maintenance of highways, to secure Federal Aid 
for the same purpose, and balance funds heretofore set apart to 
secure Federal Aid which have not been used for said purpose. All 
of the funds used to secure Federal Aid shall be expended in the 
construction of such roads and bridges as may be agreed upon by the 
County Highway Commission and the State Highway Commission. 


L.. 29—A. &. J. R. 
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§ 16. The Highway Commission of Newberry County is here- 
by vested with the power, in its discretion, to discontinue or abolish 
the chain gang. In the event the chain gang is discontinued or abol- 
ished the convicts shall be sent to the State Penitentiary. 


§ 17. That all revenue and income accruing to the County of 
Newberry in 1926 from other sources than from the taxes herein 
provided, shall be used for meeting the appropriations herein made. 


§ 18. That the County Auditor and County Treasurer of New- 
berry County are hereby authorized, empowered, directed and re- 
quired, to levy upon all of the taxable property in the County of 
Newberry for the year beginning January 1, 1926, a sufficient tax 
levy to raise a sufficient sum of money to pay any and all appropria- 
tions made herein, which said tax levy shall be applied exclusively 
to the appropriations herein made, for the county purposes and not 
otherwise. 


§ 19. The revenue provided in and by the two preceding Sec- 
tions shall be applied ratably to the items of appropriations herein 
made. 


§ 20. The County Board of Education is authorized and di- 
rected to pay from the school fund of the county for the school year 
beginning January 1, 1926, the sum of not more than fifteen hundred 
($1,500.00) dollars to be paid cut monthly on account of the salary 
and expenses of the Home Demonstration and Girls’ Club work in 
Newberry County for the fiscal year 1926, the amount having been 
fixed by the Legislative Delegation of the county. The County 
Board of Education is authorized and empowered to borrow the 
amount necessary for the purpose herein stated, and to pledge as 
payment thereof the taxes for school purposes to be levied and col- 
lected for the year 1926. The County Board of Education shall 
have supervision of the said work and the Demonstrator shall report 
to the said Board as said Board shall require. 


§ 21. That in addition to the levy hereinbefore provided for 
a special tax of one and one-fourth (114) mills is hereby levied on 
all taxable property in the County of Newberry for, the fiscal year 
beginning January 1, 1926, the amount produced by said levy to be 
used exclusively for the maintenance and upkeep of the roads, 
bridges and ferries of said county. 
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§ 22. In anticipation of the collection of County taxes for the 
fiscal year 1926, the County Treasurer and Chairman of the High- 
way Commission are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow 
from the Sinking Fund Commission or elsewhere if it can be ob- 
tained at a cheaper rate of interest, for ordinary county purposes 
and road maintenance a sum not to exceed eighty thousand ($80,- 
000.00) dollars, but in the event the said sum of money, or part 
thereof, cannot be obtained from the Sinking Fund Commission, 
then, in that event the said County Treasurer and Chairman of the 
Highway Commission are hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row from other sources an amount not exceeding that already named 
at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent per annum, and shall 
give their official note or notes, therefor. Said amount so borrowed 
shall be used respectively for current expenses and road mainte- 
nance purposes only for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1926, 
in the same manner as the taxes herein authorized to be used. The 
tax levy for ordinary county purposes for the fiscal year 1926, and 
the special levy for road maintenance herein levied shall stand 
pledged for the payment of said note or notes. 


§ 23. A special levy of one mill for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1926, is hereby levied, and directed to be collected, on all 
the real and personal property of Newberry County returned for 
taxation for the exclusive purpose of assisting weak and needy 
schools and encouraging Jocal community activity in bettering the 
said class of schools in said county and for building school houses 
and for furnishing the same therein, the money produced by said 
levy to be placed to the credit of the County Board of Education of 
the county and to be disbursed by said Board. It is expressly en- 
acted, however, that before any such fund shall be expended in any 
school district of the county, the Board of Education shall have 
placed in its hands for the people of said school district, from volun- 
tary contributions, a sum equal to the amount to be expended by the 
Board; and said Board shall have satisfactory evidence that at least 
three-fourths (34) of the amount due in said school district for 
poll tax for the year 1925, and at least three-fourths (34) of the 
amount due in said school district for dog license for the year 1926 
has been paid. The County Board of Education is directed to make 
a full and complete report of the moneys expended by it as provided 
herein to the Legislative Delegation of the county prior to the con- 
vening of the next General Assembly. The County Board of Edu- 
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cation is authorized, empowered and directed to borrow from time 
to time such amount or amounts as shall be deemed necessary by 
said Board to carry out the purposes of the provisions herein made 
and to execute their note or notes for such loans, and the interest 
thereon, and to pledge as security for such loan or loans the levy 
herein made; Provided, That the total amount of said loans shall 
not exceed the amount of taxes to be realized from said levy, that 
the interest to be paid shall not exceed seven per centum per annum, 
and that the County Treasurer shall approve any loan made here- 
under. The levy provided for in this Section may be increased for 
the purposes herein set forth if the County Board of Education of 
Newberry County shall deem such increase to be necessary; Pro- 
vided, That a majority of the Legislative Delegation of the County 
consent thereto in writing; and in the event such increase of the said 
levy shall be determined upon it shall thereupon be the duty of the 
County Auditor of Newberry County after notice given him to do 
so by the County Board of Education, and the Legislative Delegation 
to enter such increased levy in the manner required by law, and it 
shall thereupon be the duty of the County Treasurer of Newberry 
County to make collections of such increased levy. 


§ 24. For the purpose of assisting in the enforcement of law 
and order in the town of Chappels and the vicinity thereof, which 
at present is impossible because of the officers of Greenwood, Saluda 
and Laurens Counties have no authority to come into Newberry 
County, and the officers of Newberry County have no authority to 
go into Greenwood, Saluda and Laurens Counties in the discharge 
of their official duties, in the event the Governor shall appoint and 
commission a State Constable, or officer of the State, to aid in the 
enforcement of law and order in the vicinity mentioned, and in the 
event the said officer had conferred upon him proper authority to 
enforce the law of the State in the four counties mentioned, which 
said State Constable, or officer, is to be appointed upon the recom- 
mendation of the Senator from Newberry County, the Highway 
Commission is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to pay 
out of the miscellaneous contingent fund the sum of not exceeding 
six hundred ($600.00) dollars, to help pay the salary and expenses 
of such State Constable, or officer, so appointed by the Governor, the 
amount to be paid for said purposes to be fixed by the Legislative 
Delegation of Newberry County, but not to exceed the sum herein 
appropriated, the said sum to be paid, to the State Constable or of- 
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ficer in monthly installments; Provided, however, That a sum equal 
to the amount to be paid by Newberry County shall be furnished 
from other sources for the said purpose; and, Provided, further, 
That payment shall be discontinued by the said Highway Commis- 
sion at any time when notice to said Commission to discontinue the 
same is given by a majority of the Legislative Delegation of New- 
berry County. 


§ 25. For the purposes of assisting in the enforcement of law 
and order in the town of Whitmire and the vicinity thereof, which 
at present is impossible because the officers of Union County have 
no authority to go into Newberry County, and the officers of New- 
berry County have no authority to go into Union County in the dis- 
charge of their respective official duties, in the event the Governor 
of the State shall appoint and commission a State Constable, or of- 
ficer of the State to aid in the enforcement of law and order in the 
vicinity mentioned, and in the event the said officer has conferred 
upon him proper authority to enforce the law of the State in the 
two counties mentioned, which said Constable, or officer, is to be 
appointed upon the recommendation of the Senator from Newberry 
County, the Highway Commission is hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to pay out of the miscellaneous contingent fund the 
stm of not exceeding six hundred ($600.00) dollars, to help pay 
the salary and expenses of such State Constable, or officer, so ap- 
pointed by the Governor, the amount to be paid for said purpose 
to be fixed by the Legislative Delegation of Newberry County, but 
not to exceed the sum herein appropriated, the said sum to be paid 
to the said State Constable, or officer, in monthly installments: 
Provided, however, That a sum equal to the amount to be paid by 
Newberry County shall be furnished from other sources, for the 
said purpose: Provided, further, That payments shall be discon- 
tinued by said Highway Commission at any time when notice to said 
Commission to discontinue the same is given by a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation of Newberry County: Provided, however, 
That if the funds appropriated in this Act for the enforcement of 
law, in and around Chappels and Whitmire or either of them, is not 
complied with an equal amount from other sources, as is set out in 
said Act, then the Sheriff of Newberry County, with the consent 
of a majority of the Delegation of Newberry County, is hereby au- 
thorized to use the said amounts or any part that may not be used 
as is set out in this Act, as is in his judgment to the best interest of 
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the enforcement of law in Newberry County: Provided, further, 
That the Sheriff shall not use any of this fund until May Ist, giving 
to those communities ample time to accept or reject this offer. 


§ 26. That the Chairman of the Highway Commission and the 
County Treasurer of Newberry County be, and they are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow on the credit of Newberry 
County a sum not exceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) dollars 
to be used for the purpose of building and improving a road leading 
from the residence of Benjamin F. Mills to the intersection of High- 
way No. 19, formerly known as the “Long Lane Public Road,” and 
also, an additional sum of not exceeding Thirty-nine Thousand, 
Nine Hundred Eighty-cne and 89/100 ($39,981.89) dollars, to 
be used for the purpose of building and improving a road leading 
from the residence of John S. Suber on Highway No. 19 to the town 
of Whitmire; also, an additional sum of not exceeding Twelve 
Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars to be used for the purpose of build- 
ing a part of a road known as Highway No. 392 leading from the 
town of Chappells to the town of Clinton. That the said Chairman 
of the Highway Commission and said County Treasurer are au- 
thorized to make and deliver their promissory note or notes for the 
amounts of money herein authorized to be borrowed by them at a 
rate of interest not exceeding six per cent per annum and discount, 
and power and authority is hereby given to said officers to pledge 
the credit of the county for the funds herein specifically mentioned 
for the payment of the amounts of said notes and interest thereon, 
and said officers are hereby authorized to renew from time to time 
said notes. In case any note or notes for money used or to be used 
for. the purpose specifically mentioned herein have heretofore been 
executed and delivered for the purpose herein directed, then and in 
that event said note or notes are hereby ratified and confirmed. The 
money herein authorized to be borrowed for the building and improv- 
ing said roads is to be refunded to Newberry County under the re- 
imbursement program of the State Highway Department. 


§ 26-A. The Chairman of the Highway Commission and 
County Treasurer of Newberry County are hereby authorized to 
borrow the sum of Two Hundred and Ten Thousand ($210,000.00) 
Dollars, said amount to be used in hard-surfacing seven miles of 
State Highway No. 8 between Newberry and Prosperity, the hard- 
surfacing to begin at the end of pavement in the town of Newberry 
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and to extend toward Prosperity and Columbia for a distance of 
seven miles. That the said Chairman of the Newberry County 
Highway Commission and County Treasurer are hereby authorized 
to execute and deliver their promissory note or notes for the amount 
of money herein authorized to be borrowed, to bear interest at not 
exceeding six per cent per annum and discount, and authority is 
hereby given the said officers to pledge the credit of the County for 
said amount. Should any note or notes for money used or to be 
used for the purposes herein stated have heretofore been executed 
and delivered for the purposes herein directed, then and in that event 
the said note or notes are hereby ratified and confirmed. That the 
reimbursement funds due to Newberry County by the State High- 
way Commission under the Act commonly known as the “Pay as you 
go” Act shall first be applied to the payment of the loan herein au- 
thorized to be made, and if said amount is not sufficient to pay the 
note or notes and interest thereon as they mature, then the Auditor 
of Newberry County is hereby authorized to levy on all taxable prop- 
erty in Newberry County an amount sufficient to pay the balance due 
and interest on said loan. 


§ 27. The County Highway Commission is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to pay from the miscellaneous contingent 
fund hereinbefore provided for, any and all claims against the 
county, payment of which is barred because of failure of the holders 
thereof to present the same heretofore in due time when it appears 
to said Commission that said claims are just and proper claims 
against the county; Provided, That the amount so used, as directed 
herein, shall not exceed the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars. 


§ 28. It shall be the duty of the County Highway Commission 
before letting or making any contract or contracts for permanent 
road building and permanent road improvement and the building of 
bridges and culverts for such permanent road building to advertise 
for at least once a week for two successive weeks in a newspaper 
published in Newberry County for bids for such road building and 
road improvement, which advertisement shall set forth approxi- 
mately the quantity, class and grade of improvement to be done and 
shall state the road to be improved. 


§ 29. That the Chairman of the Highway Commission and the 
County Treasurer shall advertise in two issues of the county papers 
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and one issue of a daily paper before placing any loan herein author- 
ized, requesting bids for the interest on said loan or loans and in- 
terest on said loan or loans, shall not exceed six per centum per 
annum. 


§ 30. That the County Treasurer is hereby authorized, directed 
and empowered to pay to the Carlisle Courtney Home the necessary 
maintenance charges for such children of Newberry County as may 
be inmates of said home, the same to be paid from the miscellaneous 
contingent fund of said county. 


§ 31. The Probate Judge shall receive as compensation, to be 
paid out of the pension fund allotted to Newberry County, for his 
services as Clerk of the Board of Honor and for distributing the 
said pension fund ten cents for each enrollment and ten cents for 
each disbursement. 


§ 31-A. That the Chairman of the Highway Commission and 
the Treasurer of Newberry County be, and they are hereby, author- 
ized to borrow on the credit of Newberry County a sum not exceed- 
ing $32,000.00 for the purpose of building and improving the follow- 
ing roads; Twelve Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars of this sum to 
be used on a road commencing at a point on the Belfast Public Road 

.at or near the Lewis place and thence by the residence of the late 
Col. John R. Spearman and Mount Zion Church to a public road 
leading from the Town of Silverstreet to the H. A. Workman place. 
Five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars of said amount to be used on a 
road commencing near Mt. Tabor Church, about six miles below 
Prosperity, S. C. and leading by or near the residence of Dr. J. L. 
Bowers; and fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) dollars of this amount to 
be used on a road leading from the Belfast Road near Long Shore’s 
Store by Foster Senn’s residence, crossing Little River over old 
steel bridge and by or near the J. S. Dominick residence, intersecting 
State Highway No. 22 at or near Cross Roads Baptist Church. The 
said Chairman of the Highway Commission and County Treasurer 
are authorized to make and deliver their promissory note or notes 
for said amounts herein specified for each road at a rate of interest 
not exceeding six (6) per cent per annum, and to renew said note 
or notes from time to time as is necessary. 


§ 31-B. That the sum of fifteen hundred ($1,500.00) dollars 
is hereby appropriated to be expended under the direction and super- 
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vision of a commission composed of H. K. Boyd, Clerk of Court; 
James B. Halfacre, County Auditor; and Henry C. Holloway, 
County Attorney, for rebinding and reindexing the records of real 
estate conveyances for Newberry County prior to the year 1842; 
for indexing and classifying the records of the Court of Common 
Pleas and old Equity Court, and for the services of the members of 
said Commission. Both direct and indirect indices are to be pro- 
vided. The Highway Commission shall pay all claims approved or 
presented by said Commission. In case any of above named Com- 
missioners do not consent to serve, or a vacancy therein for any 
reason occurs, some other suitable person shall be named in his 
place by a majority of the Legislative Delegation from Newberry 
County. The Chairman of the County Highway Commission and 
the County Treasurer are authorized and directed to execute and 
deliver a renewal of the note for $21,000.00 and interest, which was 
executed and became due during 1925; and if they have heretofore 
executed and delivered a renewal of the same, their act in so doing 
is hereby ratified, confirmed and declared legal. 


§ 32. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 33. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Orangeburg 
County for County and School Purposes for the Year 
1926 and to Direct the Expenditure Thereof. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Orangeburg County Highway Com- 
mission shall apportion according to mileage of township roads of 
the respective townships to the various townships in the County, ac- 
cording to provisions of Act of 1921, the commutation tax collected 
in each township, and the sum of Sixteen Thousand ($16,000.00) 
Dollars to be used by the Township Commissioners in the County 
for the construction, maintenance and repair of township roads as 
defined in said Act of 1921: Provided, That any balance unexpended 
at the end of any fiscal year by any Township Commissioner will not 
revert to the general county fund, but be retained to the credit of 
such township and be used in such township the following year, for 
the purpose aforesaid. 


§ 2. That for the improvement and maintenance of County 
Highways the Orangeburg County Highway Commission may use 
the gasoline tax and any other funds or taxes which the county may 
receive during the year 1926, together with any unexpended bal- 
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ances or gasoline taxes from the previous years in permanent road 
improvement in conjunction with the funds from the State or 
National Governments for permanent road improvements under re- 
quirements thereof, on county highways and bridges as defined by 
an Act of the General Assembly. 


§ 3. That for all other county purposes herein provided for the 
fiscal year beginning January Ist, 1926, there shall be levied upon 
all taxable property in the county a sufficient number of mills“ to be

§ 5. The Orangeburg County Highway Commissioners and 
Township Commissioners before purchasing or placing an order 
for equipment, material and supplies, goods, wares and merchandise 
or anything whatever used for county purposes shall advertise for 
bids for at least ten days between the first and fifteenth of each 
month in some newspaper published in the County of Orangeburg, 
asking for bids for equipment, material and supplies, goods, wares 
and merchandise that they need during each month and shall place 
order or orders with the lowest bidder, or may reject any and all 
bids: Provided, That in case of emergency or when it is necessary 
to the interest of the county the Orangeburg County Highway 
Commission may purchase such material and supplies, goods, wares 
and merchandise as they may be in immediate need of at private 
sale; in such case it shall be so stated in the voucher. The purpose 
of this section is to require the Orangeburg County Highway Com- 
mission to purchase in bulk, all material and supplies, goods, wares 
and merchandise for county purposes as near as practicable after 
duly advertising for bids for same. 


§ 6. That all unexpended balances for 1925 now in the hands 
of the Treasurer to be applied for any deficit arising during that 
year, and in case any money specifically appropriated herein is not 
expended for such purpose the same shall be held by the County 
Treasurer applicable to ordinary county purposes, except as other- 
wise provided. 


§ 7. The Auditor and Treasurer are authorized and required 
to levy and collect a sufficient amount as provided by law to raise 
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sufficient money to meet and pay amount appropriated by law for 
Orangeburg County for the year 1926. If the levy herein provided 
be either excessive or deficient they shall raise or reduce said levy 
to meet the appropriations herein made, taking into account all 
other funds on hand for these purposes.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: ‘That there is hereby levied upon all taxable 
property in the County of Richland, a tax of five and one-half 
(534) mills on the dollar, if so much be necessary, for ordinary 
county purposes, which, together with all further sums available 
for ordinary county purposes, shall be used for the payment of all 
‘items hereafter stated: Provided, That all salaries herein ap- 
-propriated shall be paid in equal monthly instalments, and the total 
of such other items than salaries shall be expended only if so 
much be necessary: Provided, however, That all contracts for im- 
plements and supplies of whatever kind be purchased under the 
terms of this Act only upon competitive bids each menth after ad- 
vertisement for at least one week previous to the letting of such

§ 3. That in anticipation of the collection of the 1926 taxes, 
the County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized to borrow 
an amount sufficient to meet the expense of the County Government 
as herein provided for, and also an amount to work the roads and 
build bridges as above provided for, and to pledge the taxes of 
1926 in payment thereof. 
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§ 4. That the above accounts shall be kept separate and dis- 
tinct and expended only for the purposes for which appropriated: 
Provided, No bill or claim shall be approved or paid unless the 
same shall state fully, under oath, what it is for, giving the kind 
or quality of the thing or commodity which it represents, in addi- 
tion to the amount and time when furnished. Any note or contract 
made by any officer of the County or County Board for any amount 
not included in this Supply Bill shali be null and void: Provided, 
Any officer or employee who disregards any of the provisions 
hereof, without the written consent of a majority of the Saluda 

’ Delegation in the General Assembly, kept on file in the office of the 
County Treasurer, shall be guilty of malfeasance in office and sub- 
. ject to removal in addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


§ 5. That the County Auditor shall levy and the County 
Treasurer shall collect the commutation road tax provided by law, 
along with other taxes. 


§ 6. The County Treasurer of Saluda County shall ask for and 
receive bids from banks for interest on deposits to the credit of 
said County, and for terms on loans when needed, and he shall 
deposit said funds with such bank, or banks, as shall make the best 
terms for same. A notice shall be inserted in one or more local 
newspapers, or sent to the banks of the County for bids on said 
business for the year: Provided, That the bank or banks receiving. 
such deposits shall give a surety bond sufficient to save the County 
-of Saluda harmless of any loss it may sustain, the amount of bond 
to be fixed by the Treasurer of said County. 


§ 7. That all County Officers herein specified, together with 
the County Game Warden, shall make a complete report of all 
fees, fines, and moneys received and disbursed by each officer, to 
the Delegation in the General Assembly from Saluda County for the 
year ending December 31, 1926: Provided, That these reports 
shall be furnished not later than January 10, 1927, and without 
further notice. Said reports shall be considered public information 
to be used for the best interest of the County. 


§ 8. As soon as the total amount of property for taxation has 
been ascertained for the year 1926, the Auditor and Treasurer 
jointly are authorized to increase or decrease the levy hereinabove 
made to meet the appropriations herein provided for, taking into 
account all other funds on hand for the purpose. 
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§ 9. That no special levy shall be voted on or off in any school 
district in Saluda County after July 15, 1926. 


§ 10. The Supervisor shall cause to be published monthly a 
statement of all warrants paid that month, stating briefly what paid 
for. 


§ 11. The County Superintendent of Education shall furnish 
at the end of each scholastic year an account of the money received 
and claims paid by each school district in Saluda County, also an 
account of any other money received and how disbursed by his 
office. 


§ 12. If for any cause the office of County Supervisor shall be-_ 
come vacant, the Governor shall, upon recommendation of a ma- 
jority of the Saluda Legislative Delegation, appoint his successor. 


§ 13. If any Section of this Act shall be found unconstitutional 
it shall not be construed to affect any other section of this Act. 


§ 14. It shall be the duty of County Commissioners to partici- 
pate in election of Chain Gang boss, gtiards, tractor foreman and 
poor house keeper, to approve all claims. In all cases a majority 
vote of County Commissioners shall be necessary and conclusive. 


§ 15. No part of this Act shall be construed to annul or super- 
sede Act creating Saluda Highway Commission, Acts 1923. 


§ 16. The Chain Gang force and tractor force are to be con- 
solidated as one gang and work under one general boss. 


§ 17. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

tax assessed. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceed- 
ing the total authorization shall be null and void. No account 
against the County shall be approved or paid except upon previously 
authorized expenditure by the County Board, upon an itemized and 
sworn statement of the correctness of the amount, which shall be 
filed in the records of the office of the County Board. The appro- 
priation made by this Act, other than those fixed by law, shall be 
expended only to the extent of so much as may be necessary under 
direction of an authorization by the County Board. 


§ 2. For each Magistrate in the County of Spartanburg, ex- 
cept the two Magistrates in the City of Spartanburg, there is ap- 
propriated herein an amount equal to his salary, to be expended 
by him in employing Constables to serve criminal papers in cases 
of emergency, as provided in the Act creating: the Rural Police 
System for Spartanburg County of 1921. 


§ 3. The salary provided herein for the County Physician shall 
be for the attendance and treatment of prisoners confined in the 
County Jail and County Farm and all inmates confined at the County 
Home.

§ 3. That the Advisory Board shall make no loans on the 
credit of the County except on the consent of the majority of the 
County Delegation in the General Assembly. 


§ 4. All moneys to be expended by the Highway Commis- 
sioners and Boards of School Trustees for building and construction 
purposes shall be exempt from the provisions of this Act. 


§ 5. The levies made hereunder are based upon a property 
assessment for the County of Union of Nine Million ($9,000,000.00) 
Dollars. If the amount of the taxable property as shown by the 
Auditor’s return as fixed by the authorities should be materially in- 
creased for the year 1926, the County Auditor, County Treasurer 
and County Delegation in the General Assembly may, by a majority 
vote of their combined number, readjust the levies herein fixed by 
reducing or increasing the same so as to meet the appropriations 
herein made and no more. 


§ 6. That the Sheriff of Union County shall not receive more 
than seventy-five (75) cents for dieting prisoners, and shall not 
spend more than seventy-five (75) cents per head for jurors. 

§ 7. That all supplies of every description whatever to be used 
by the County or any officer or any department thereof and paid for 
out of the public funds, shall be purchased by the Advisory Board. 
Any officer needing supplies shall first file a written requisition with 
the Board, giving in detail a full description of the article or articles 
wanted, together with such other information as the Advisory Board 
may require. The Advisory Board shall carefully examine same, 
and shall prepare a list of all supplies and equipment needed. They 
shall then advertise in one issue of a paper in Union County, and 
also serve written notice at least three days prior to the time of 
opening bids on several business houses carrying such supplies as 
may be needed, inviting bids for such supplies, and the contract of 
purchase shall be awarded to the lowest bidder: Provided, That 
im case of emergency the Advisory Board may make purchases when 
the cost of same does not exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. For such 


t 
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purchase a majority of the Advisory Board shall certify on the claim 
thereof the necessity thereof. 


§ 8. The Advisory Board shall require the County Engineer, 
together with the Supervisor, to immediately take an inventory of 
all personal property owned by the County, such as teams and road 
working equipment, tools and supplies for chain gang, and for other 
departments. The office record shall show at all times in whose 
possession the said property should be, and the party having same 
shall be supplied with a list of the property in his hands and shall 
be required to furnish to the County Advisory Board at the end of 
each month an inventory thereof. 


§ 9. The County Supervisor shall keep a book of “Bills Pay- 
able’ in which he shall enter, as when made, all notes or loans in 
anticipation of collection of taxes. The entries therein shall show: 
(1) Note number; (2) Date of Note; (3) Date due; (4) Payee, 
(5) Amount: (6) Rate of Interest; (7) Date paid. Said notes 
shall be numbered in the order in which they may be executed. 


§ 10. The County Supervisor shall keep a book called “Bond 
Book” in which shall be entered all bonds outstanding and hereafter 
issued. ‘This book shall be printed and ruled with appropriate col- 
ums showing: (1) Series number; (2) Title of Bonds; (3) Date 
of Issue; (4) Date due; (5) Interest Rate; (6) Interest Payable; 
{7) Interest Amount due January 1; (8) Interest Amount due July 
1; (9) Number of Bonds; (10) Bond number; (11) Denomination ; 
(12) Total Value Issued; (13) Remarks. 


§ 11. The County Supervisor is hereby prohibited from draw- 
ing any warrant upon the County Treasurer to be paid out of any 
of the several funds specifically appropriated for any purpose other 
than that for which the same shall have been appropriated, and it 
shall be unlawful for the County Treasurer to pay any such in- 
hibited warrant. It shall be unlawful for the County Supervisor, 
Advisory Board, or any member thereof, to create, by contract, 
express or implied, any obligation against the County which with 
the obligation then existing and chargeable to any particular item of 
appropriation shall exceed the amount specifically appropriated there- 
for: Provided, That in case of emergency, with the written consent 
of the County Delegation, this requirement may be dispensed with 
should the County Supervisor, County Advisory Board, or any mem- 
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ber thereof, violate the provisions of the paragraph next preceding 
in this section, the claim resulting therefrom shall be declared null 
and void as against the County, and the officer offending shall be held 
responsible to the claimant therefor upon his official bond. It is 
hereby made the duty of the County Advisory Board to so appor- 
tion the appropriation for the maintenance of convicts and road 
working organization as to cover the total expense on account of 
these items for the entire fiscal year for which they may be respec- 
tively appropriated. 


§ 12. The County Supervisor shall state upon each warrant 
drawn by him upon the County Treasurer the item of the appropria- 
tion in the County Supply Act on account of which it shall have been 
drawn. He shall also, in a tabulated form upon such warrant, 
state the amount of such appropriation, the amount theretofore drawn 
against it, the amount of the warrant then drawn, and the balance 
against which future warrants may be drawn. No warrant shall be 
paid by the County Treasurer or be allowed as a credit to him in his 
settlement unless it conforms with this requirement. 


§ 13. The County Supervisor shall keep a clear and concise 
- record of payments made through his office, keeping a separate ac- 
count for the chain gang, another for each of the forces employed 
by the county, another for all work done by contract, another for 
bridge work, another showing equipment purchased, and a general 
account, and such account shall be kept in such a manner as to show 
clearly the transaction covered thereby, showing as far as possible 
what roads such sums were spent on, class of work done, and in what 
township located, and such amounts shall be open to public inspection. 


§ 14. The Superintendent of the chain gang and the foreman 
of all other forces employed by the county, shall file in the office of 
the County Supervisor for public inspection, on the first day of every 
month, a statement showing the number of hands, number of mules, 
and the equipment worked under him during the preceding month; 
the mileage of road worked, what kind of work done, what roads 
worked, what equipment purchased by his force, what supplies con- 
sumed, what repairs and by whom made, and shall give the Super- 
, visor an estimate of the supplies and new equipment needed for his 
force for the ensuing month; and for his failure to file said statement 
and estimate, shall be liable to forfeit his pay. 
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§ 15. All the contracts other than for labor made by the said 
Advisory Board for any amount exceeding Twenty ($20.00) Dollars 
shall be let by competitive bid, ten days’ notice to be given before 
such work is to begin. 


§ 16. That no money shall be borrowed by the County Ad- 
visory Board without giving ten days’ notice in one of the local news- 
papers at Union, of the time and place when bids will be considered. 
The said Advisory Board shall accept the lowest bid from one bank 
only ; money thus borrowed shall be kept on deposit in the bank from 
which it is borrowed, and only checked out in the regular course of 
business. The County Treasurer shall only draw out said money 
thus borrowed by check showing the name of the person the county 
is indebted to and the same shall correspond to the voucher issued 
by the County Supervisor. No interest shall be paid by the bank 
thus lending the county money on said county deposit. That all of- 
ficial money of the Probate Judge, ex officio Master; Treasurer, 
Clerk of Court, Sheriff, Sinking Fund Commission and all other of- 
ficial money held by any county officer not specifically provided for, 
shall be deposited by said officer in the banks of Union County so as 
to equally distribute said public funds throughout the county. The 
banks receiving such deposits of public funds on call deposit pay inter- 
est at the rate of two per centum (2%) per annum on said average 
balance, and said interest shall be collected by the custodian who de- 
posits such funds and become a part of said fund. The Advisory 
Board shall have the right to reject any and all bids for said loan and 
readvertise for loans as hereinafter set forth, 


§ 17. That the County Supervisor for Union County shall 
furnish to the County Delegation an itemized statement of each de- 
partment of the county for the year 1927, stating in detail, in budget 
form, the amount estimated for the various offices and county depart- 
ments for the year 1927, and the said Supervisor shall furnish the 
said County Delegation with an itemized statement of expenditures 
of each department and each office that was spent during the year 
1926, also amounts taken in by way of fees and commissions for the 
year 1926. 


§ 17-A. The Delegation to the General Assembly from Union 
County are hereby given express authority to make any alterations, 
changes or additions to this Act whenever they, as a unit, may agree 
to do so. 
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§ 17-B. The Legislative Delegation of Union County shall ap- 
point not less than two nor more than four rural policemen, who 
shall act under the direction and control of said Legislative Delega- 
tion to enforce all the laws of the State, especially the prohibition law, 
and upon the failure of the rural policemen to faithfully discharge 
their duties, then, and in that event, the Delegation in the General 
Assembly from Union County shall recommend to the Governor for 
appointment of other policemen. 


§ 17-C. In the event any Section, or part of any Section of this 
Act shall be declared unconstitutional, the remaining Sections shall 
not be affected. 


§ 17-D. The Treasurer of Union County is hereby authorized 
to pay to the Bank of Union One Thousand and Thirty-six and 
65/100 ($1,036.65) Dollars on account of withdrawal of funds from 
said bank faster than was contemplated when the Bank of Union 
made the county a loan for county purposes for the year 1925, and 
this amount is hereby appropriated for that purpose, and amend 
totals to conform. 


§ 18. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 19. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 2. The County Farm Demonstration Agent shall file on the 
last day of each month in the office of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, a full report of his or her acts and doings. as such county 
agent, and no pay warrant shall be issued to them or either of them, 
before the filing of such reports as herein provided. 


§ 3. The County Supervisor may, whenever he and the County 
Board of Commissioners deem it wise, hire a civil engineer from 
time to time when the services of one are needed. The civil en- 
gineer to be paid out of the Roads and Bridges Fund. 


§ 4. The Supervisor is hereby directed, whenever it is possible, 
to use the labor from the chain gang and the chain gang equipment 
in unloading and hauling carload shipments of supplies, material and 
equipment. 


§ 5. The Supervisor and County Commissioners are herein 
prohibited from issuing any pay check to any of the Magistrates of

and a receipt from the Magistrate for the fines and costs collected by 
the Magistrate during the previous quarter and the Supervisor is 
‘hereby authorized and required to publish quarterly said statement 
along with the receipt of the Magistrate in some paper published in 
Williamsburg County. 


§ 6. The Attorney selected by the County Commissioners shall

§ 7. There is hereby appropriated the sum of Three Thousand

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Ordinary 
County and School Purposes for the Year 1926, and 
for the Expenditure Thereof for York County. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied upon all taxable 
property in the County of York for county purposes for the year 
commencing January 1, 1926, for the amounts and for the purposes 
hereinafter stated, respectively, that is to say: 


§ 2. For ordinary County purposes Five (5) mills, and a levy 
of two (2) mills, for road purposes as provided by law, and in Cataw- 
ba Township a special levy of one-half (34) mill, and in York Town- 
ship a special levy of two (2) mills, to pay the interest on bonds is- 
sued by said townships in aid of the Charleston, Cincinnati and Chi- 
cago Railroad and on bonds refunding the same, also, in said Town- 
ship of Catawba and York a special levy of one-half (14) mill, as a 
sinking fund to retire said bonds. The Treasurer of York County 
shall be allowed the commission as now provided by law, for collect- 
ing and distributing this special levy. In Fort Mill Township, a 
special levy of one (1) mill is hereby made, and the proceeds from 
said levy shall be used for road purposes in said township. In Ca- 
tawba Township a special levy of one (1) mill is hereby made, and 
the proceeds from said levy shall be used for road purposes in said 
township, also in Catawba Township a special levy of two (2) mills 
is hereby made and the proceeds from said levy shall be used in said 
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township for the purposes provided for by Act of the General As- 
sembly of 1925. In Bethel Township a special levy of two (2) mills 
is hereby made, and the proceeds from said levy shall be used for 
road purposes in said township, also, in Bethel Township, a special 
levy of five (5) mills is hereby made, and the proceeds from said 
levy shall be used in said township for the purposes provided for by 
Act of the General Assembly of 1925. In Bethesda Township a 
special levy of four (4) mills is hereby made, and the proceeds from 
said levy shall be used in said township for the purposes provided 
for by Act of the General Assembly of 1925. For paying interest 
on Court House Bonds and to provide a sinking fund for same a 
special levy of one-half (14) of one mill, as now provided by law. 
Also in York Township a special levy of two (2) mills is hereby 
made, and the proceeds from said levy shall be used in said township 
for the purposes provided for by Act of the General Assembly of 
1925. Also in Catawba and Ebenezer Townships a special levy of 
one-half (14) mill is hereby made for the support and maintenance 
of a public health nurse for said townships. Also in Ebenezer 
‘Township a special levy of one (1) mill is hereby made, and the pro- 
ceeds from said levy shall be used for the purchase and maintenance 
of road machinery to be used in the construction and maintaining of 
the public roads in Ebenezer Township.

§ 4. The action of the Township Commissioners of Ebenezer 
Township in the purchasing of road machinery for the use of said 
township, out of the surplus funds accumulated to the credit of said 
township from tax levies to pay interest and sinking funds on bonds 
issued in aid of the Charleston, Cincinnati and Chicago Railroad, and 
not needed for said interest and sinking fund, is hereby ratified. 


§ 5. It shall be the duty of the Supervisor and County Com-

Provided, That the County Supervisor and County Commissioners 
shall have the right to reject any and all bids. The Supervisor and 
County Commissioners are hereby required to keep a book called 
“File Book of Claims,” and in it shall be entered all claims presented 
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for payment. This book shall be kept so as to show (1) Claim 
Number, (2) Date of Filing, (3) To Whom Claim Belongs, (4) 
Nature and Amount of Claim, (5) Amount Allowed and on What 
Account. This book shall be open for inspection by the Grand Jury 
and the public, and it shall be the duty of the Supervisors within two 
(2) weeks after the first day of July and January, respectively, to 
publish one time in some newspaper which is published in the county, 
and which will give the largest publicity thereto, at a cost not ex- 
ceeding Sixty ($60.00) Dollars, an itemized statement of all claims 
allowed during the preceding six (6) months, and it will be that 
which is done in strict conformity to the law governing same. 


§ 6. For ordinary County purposes the County Board of Com- 
missioners are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a sum 
not exceeding Forty-five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dollars, if so much 
be necessary, at a rate of interest not exceeding six (6) per cent, and 
to pledge the ordinary county tax levy to secure same. 


§ 7. The County Treasurer of York County is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to borrow the sum of Twenty-three Thousand, 
Seven Hundred and Fifty ($23,750.00) Dollars, if so much be neces- 
sary, to pay interest falling due in July, 1926, on bond issued to con- 
struct permanent roads and bridges in York County, and pledge the 
tax levy provided for by law to secure same. 


§ 8. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to transfer 
any unexpended balance of the several funds on hand at the end of 
the fiscal year 1925 and not otherwise appropriated to the fiscal year 
1926, and shall be paid out only on the written consent of a majority 
of the Delegation.

inhabitants and over, this limitation of area shall not apply: Provided, 
further, That when any school district laid out under this section 
shall embrace cities or towns already embraced into special school 
districts in which graded school buildings have been erected by the 
issue of bonds or by special taxation or by donation, all the territory 
included in said school district shall bear its just proportion of any 
tax that may be levied to liquidate such bonds or support the public 
schools therein: Provided, further, That nothing in this article con- 
tained shall be construed as a repeal of the laws under which the 
several graded school districts of this State are organized.

AN ACT to Incorporate the “Protestant Episcopal Society 
for the Advancement of Christianity in the Diocese of 
Upper South Carolina,” and to Authorize Said Society 
to Receive and Administer Funds for the Advancement 
of Christianity in the Diocese of Upper South Carolina 
and to Act as Trustee. 


Whereas, The “Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advance- 
ment of Christianity in South Carolina” was chartered by an Act of 
the General Assembly of South Carolina on December 19, 1810 (8th 
Statutes at Large, 256) with certain powers therein set forth; and 
the said charter was amended by an Act of December 18, 1818 
(8th Statutes at Large, 298), and by an Act of December 17, 1824 
(8th Statutes at Large, 341) ; and 


Whereas, The State of South Carolina has been divided into two 
Dioceses of the Protestant Episcopal Church, the Diocese of South

Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advancement of Christianity 
in South Carolina, through its members has agreed to a division of 
the common fund of said Society, one-half thereof to be held by 
said Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advancement of Christ- 
ianity in South Carolina; for use in the Diocese of South Carolina, 
and the other half thereof to be turned over to a society with similar 
powers, objects and purpose for the advancement of Christianity 
in the Diocese of Upper South Carolina; now, therefore, 


Section 1. Protestant Episcopal Society for the Ad- 
vancement of Christianity in the Diocese of Upper South; 
Carolina Incorporated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Kirkman G. Finlay, Richard 
I. Manning and W. H. K. Pendleton and their associates and suc- 
cessors, be, and they are hereby created a body politic and corporate 
under the name and style of “Protestant Episcopal Society for the 
Advancement of Christianity in the Diocese of Upper South Car- 
olina,’”’ and by the said name shall have perpetual succession of offi- 
cers and members; and a common seal, with power to change and 
alter same as often as the said corporation shall judge expedient. 


§ 2. Powers.—And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, that the said corporation shall be capable in law, to pur- 
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chase, have, hold, receive, enjoy, possess and retain, to itself, in per- 
petuity or for any term of years, any lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments, or other property, of what nature soever; and to sell or alien 
the same, as the said corporation shall think fit; and, by its said 
name, to sue and be sued, implead and be impleaded, answer and be 
answered unto, in any Court of law or equity in this State; and to 
make such rules and by-laws (not requgnant to the laws of the land) 
as for the order, rule, good government thereof, may be thought 
necessary and expedient. 


§ 3. When May Act as Trustee.—That it shall and may be 
lawful for the said Society either by an act of the said Society it- 
self, at any regular or special meeting, or of its corporate agents, the 
Board of ‘Trustees, at any like meeting, to accept and execute the 
office of Trustee for and on behalf of any other association, whether 
corporate or not, but being a part of, or connected with. the Pro- 
tsetant Episcopal Church in this State, and having for the end of 
their institution objects and views consistent with the character of 
the Episcopal Church, as a religious community, and with the pur- 
poses and field usefulness prescribed to the said Society for the 
Advancement of Christianity in South Carolina. And that it shall 
in like manner, be lawful for the said Protestant Episcopal Society 
to become Trustees for the preservation and improvement of such 
funds as have been, or may hereafter be, dedicated to pious or char- 
itable uses, by individuals: Provided, Such uses shall be consistent 
with the character of said Church, and with the plan of said Society ; 
and provided likewise, that the said Society and its corporate agents, 
the Board of ‘Trustees, shall have no other control over said funds, 
whether principal or interest, than may be delegated to them by 
the person or association confiding the same to them. 


§ 4. May Receive Certain Funds.—That the said “Protes- 
tant Episcopal Society for the Advancement of Christianity in the 
Diocese of Upper South Carolina” be, and it is hereby, authorized 
and empowered to receive from the Trustees of the “Protestant 
Episcopal Society for the Advancement of Christianity in South 
Carolina” one-half of the common fund of said last named Society, 
together with the income accrued and to accrue thereon for the ad- 
vancement of Christianity in the Diocese of Upper South Carolina, 
and to administer said funds under the powers and authority con- 
ferred upon it by this Act, and for the purposes herein authorized. 
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§ 5. May Receive Other Funds, if Found Entitled.—And 
the said Society is also authorized and empowered to receive any 
other or further funds from the Protestant Episcopal Society for 
the Advancement of Christianity in the Diocese of South Carolina 
if and when it is ascertained, after investigation, that this Society is 
entitled thereto; any such additional fund so received to be adminis- 
tered by this Society under any trusts with which the same are im- 
pressed or for the purposes herein authorized. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval . 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Incorporate 
the Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advancement 
‘of Christianity in South Carolina,” Passed December 
19, A. D. 1810, by Changing the Name of Said Society 

and Authorizing a Division of its Funds. 


Whereas, “The Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advance-. 
ment of Christianity in South Carolina” was incorporated by an 
Act of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina on De- 
cember 19th, A. D. 1810 (8 Stat. at Large 256), with certain powers. 
therein set forth and declared; which said Act was subsequently 
amended by the Act of December 18th, A. D. 1818 (8 Stat. at 
Large, 298), so as to empower the said Society to increase its re- 
sources and property holdings, and again amended by the Act of 
December 17th, A. D. 1824, (8 Stat. at Large, 341), so as to au- 
thorize the said Society “to accept and execute the office of Trustee 
for and on behalf of any other association, whether corporate or 
not, but being a part or connected with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this State, and having for the end of their institution ob- 
jects and views consistent with the character of the Episcopal Church, 
as a religious community, and with the purposes and field of useful- 
ness prescribed to the said Society for the Advancement of Christ- 
ianity in South Carolina,” and also in like manner to “become Trus- 
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tees for the presentation and improvement of such funds as have 
been, or may hereafter be, dedicated to pious or charitable uses by 
individuals: Provided, Such uses shall be consistent with the char- 
acter of said Church and with the plan of said Society”; and 


Whereas, The Diocese of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
State of South Carolina, known as the Diocese of South Car- 
olina, which at the dates of the passage of the said several here- 
inbefore recited Acts, was coterminous in territorial extent with the 
State of South Carolina, has since been divided into two separate 
and distinct Dioceses, to wit: the “Diocese of Upper South Caro- 
lina” embracing and composed of the Counties of Abbeville, Aiken, 
Anderson, Cherokee, Chester, Edgefield, Fairfield, Greenville, 
Greenwood, Kershaw, Lancaster, Laurens, Lexington, McCormick, 
Newberry, Oconee, Pickens, Richland, Saluda, Spartanburg, Union, 
and York in said State of South Carolina, and the “Diocese of South 
Carolina” embracing and composed of the remaining Counties of 
said State; and the said The Protestant Episcopal Society for the 
Advancement of Christianity in South Carolina, by appropriate cor- 
porate action, has determined to divide the common or general fund 
of the Society into two equal parts or shares, one of which shall 
be held and retained by the said The Protestant Episcopal Society 
for the Advancement of Christianity in South Carolina to be used 
and administered by it and for its prescribed corporate purposes 
solely and exclusively within the territorial limits of said “Diocese 
of South Carolina” and the other shall be turned over to a similar 
Society, to be duly incorporated, with the same objects, purposes 
and powers for the advancement of Christianity in said “Diocese of 
Upper South Carolina”; and the said Society also desires to make 
a similar division of all other property, including Scholarship Fund 
now held by it for said corporate purposes: 


Section 1. Act (1810, VIII, Stats. 256), Amended— 
Title Altered.—Now, Therefore, Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the title of the said 
Act of December 10th, A. D. 1810, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by inserting therein between the word “in” and the words 
“South Carolina,’ the words “The Diocese of”; so that said title, 
when amended, shall read as follows: “An Act to incorporate the 
Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advancement of Christianity 
in the Diocese of South Carolina.”

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§ 2. Act Further Amended—Name of Society.—That 
Section 1 of said Act be, and the same is hereby, amended by in- 
serting between the word “in” and the words, “South Carolina”, in 
line eight thereof the words “the Diocese of” so that the corporate 
name of said Society as set out in said amended Section, shall read 
as follows: “The Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advance- 
ment of Christianity in the Diocese of South Carolina.” 


§ 3. May Divide Fund—Test Suit.—That the said “The 
Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advancement of Christianity 
in South Carolina” is hereby authorized and empowered to divide 
its common or general fund into two equal parts, one of which 
shall be kept and retained by it, under its said amended corporate 
name, to be used and administered to and for the same objects and 
purposes in like manner as heretofore within the territorial limits 
of the “Diocese of South Carolina” and the other shall be paid over, 
assigned, transferred and delivered into the said The Protestant 
Episcopal Society for the Advancement of Christianity in the Dio- 
cese of Upper South Carolina, to be incorporated with like objects, 
purposes, and powers as those of the said The Protestant Episcopal 
Society for the Advancement of Christianity in the Diocese of South 
Carolina, and to be received, held, used, and administered, by it to 
and for the same objects, and purposes; such payment, assignment, 
transfer and delivery to be made, however, only after said new So- 
ciety shall have duly incorporated by Act of the General Assembly 
and only when and after the said division, payment, ‘assignment, 
transfer and delivery shall have been sanctioned and approved by 
the decree of a Court of competent jurisdiction of the State of South

ship Funds, are not held by said Society under trusts, conditions, or 
limitations making it necessary that the same shall be administered

shall be and is hereby authorized to make a similar and equal divi- 
sion of such property and Scholarship Funds as are now held by it 
and to transfer one equal part thereof to the proposed corporation

—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the 
State of South Carolina are hereby authorized to lend to the County 
Board of Commissioners of Abbeville County out of the funds in 
their hands the sum of six thousand ($6,000.00) dollars, to be used 
for school purposes for Sharon School District Number Twenty, 
in Abbeville County. 


§ 2. Terms of Loan—Tax for Payment.—That said loan 
shall be for the space of four years and shall bear interest at the 
rate not exceeding six per cent., payable annually, and there is 
hereby levied a special tax of one mill on the dollar on all taxable 
property in Sharon School District Number 20, in Abbeville County, 
for the period of four years, or until said loan is paid, for the pur- 
pose of repaying said loan.

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of Abbeville 


County for Permanent Highway Improvement in the 
Sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Abbeville County—Purpose. 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That the Highway Commission of Abbeville County is 
hereby authorized to issue and sell serial bonds of said County in 
the aggregate principal amount of fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) 
dollars for the purpose of permanent highway improvement to be 
spent upon the highways of Abbeville County. 
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§ 2. Terms of Bonds — Execution — Delivery — Tax 
Exempt.—That said bonds shall be known as Highway Improve- 
ment Bonds. They shall be of the denomination of one thousand 
($1,000.00) dollars each. They shall be serial bonds, maturing 
in annual series or instalments. Said bonds shall be due and pay- 
able thirty-one years after date of issue. In case the bonds shall 
’ be issued at different times in blocks bearing different dates, each 
block may be made to mature as aforesaid without regard to ma- 
turity of any other block. The bonds shall bear interest from their 
date at a rate not exceeding 514% per annum, payable semiannu- 
ally. They may be made payable within or without the State of 
South Carolina and in such medium of payment as may be indi- 
cated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by the 
Chairman and Secretary of the County Highway Commission and 
the seal of the County of Abbeville shall be imposed thereon or 
affixed thereto. The coupons to be attached to said bonds, how- 
ever, shall be authenticated by a printed, etched, lithographed or en- 
gravéd fac simile signature or signatures of one or both of said 
officers or of a former Chairman or Secretary. The delivery of 
bonds so executed shall be valid, notwithstanding any change in 
officers or seal occurring before the delivery. The bonds shall 
be exempt from all State, County, School and Municipal taxes. 


§ 3. Tax for Payment.—Until the principal and interest of 
said bonds issued under this Act shall be fully paid, it shall be the 
duty of the County Auditor to assess and levy annually on all tax- 
able property of said County a tax sufficient to pay the principal and 
interest of said bonds as such principal and interest shall fall due, 
which tax shall be annually collected by the County Treasurer and 
applied to said purposes by or under the direction of the County 
Treasurer. ~ 


§ 4. Credit of County Pledged.—The full faith, credit and 
resources of the County of Abbeville shall be deemed to be pledged 
for the prompt payment of the principal and interest of said bonds, 
whether the bonds so state or not. 


§ 5. Custody, etc., of Funds.—The funds arising from the 
sale of said bonds shall be deposited and withdrawn from time to 
time as is provided for in Section 8 of an Act known as No. 707 
of the Acts of 1920.

Loan to Abbeville County—Amount—Pur- 
pose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the 
State of South Carolina are hereby authorized to lend to the 
County Board of Commissioners of Abbeville County out of the 
funds in their hands, the sum of ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars 
to be used to pay for the building of topsoil roads of said County. 


§ 2. Terms of Loan—Tax for Payment.—That said Loan 
shall be for the space of five years and shall bear interest at a rate 
not exceeding six per cent., payable annually ; and there is hereby 
levied a special tax of one-half of one mill on the dollar on all 
taxable property in the County of Abbeville, for the period of five 
years, or until said loan is paid, for the purpose of repaying said 
loan.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain Roads 
in Aiken County and for That Purpose to Authorize 
the Highway Commission of Aiken County to Issue 
Bonds or Notes of Said County Not Exceeding $530,- 
000.00 and to Provide for the Payment of Interest and 
Principal of the Said Bonds and for Other Purposes. 


Section 1. Aiken County to Borrow for Highway Con- 
struction—Highway to be Improved Designated—Maturi- 
ties of Loan.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The Highway Commission of Aiken County is 
hereby authorized to issue bonds or notes of the said Aiken County 
in an amount not exceeding $530,000.00 for the purpose of con- 
structing under reimbursement agreements with the State Highway 
Department the following described roads: 


(a) State Highway No. 12—Aiken-Augusta Road—at a cost to 
the County of not exceeding $480,000.00, $405,000.00 thereof being 
for hard surfacing said highway and $75,000.00 for grading and 
other construction work thereon. 


(b) State Highway No. 391 from its junction with Highway No. 
39 to the Lexington County line in the direction of Batesburg at a 
cost to the County of not exceeding $12,000.00. 


(c) State Highway No. 121 from Kitchen’s Mills by way of 
Wagener to the Lexington County line at or near Horsey’s Bridge at 
a cost to the County of not exceeding $38,000.00. 


Provided, That the said bonds or notes shall mature in such in- 
stallments and at such times as the reimbursement agreements here- 
inafter directed to be made between th Highway Commission of 
Aiken County and the State Highway Commission may provide for 
reimbursement payments to be made; and, provided further, that 
all of the said bonds or notes shall mature on or before December 
31, 1930, except $405,000.00 for hard-surfacing as above provided, 
which shall mature not later than ten years from the date of their 
issue. 


§ 2. Credit of County Pledged — Tax for Payment — 
Proviso.— The full faith, credit and taxing powers of Aiken County 


36—A. & J. R. 
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are hereby pledged as security for the bonds or notes authorized in 
Section 1 hereof, and the Auditor of Aiken County is hereby di- 
‘rected to levy such ad valorem taxes as may be necessary for paying 
interest and principal as they may accrue on said bonds; Provided, 
That no levy shall be made for principal unless the reimbursement 
agreements directed in Section 3 hereof to be made between the. 
Highway Commission of Aiken County and the State Highway 
Commission should not be carried out by the said State Highway 
Commission in the matter of making reimbursement. 


§ 3. Reimbursement Agreements—Conditions of Loan 
Being Made—Notes Tax Exempt—Sinking Fund.—Before 
exercising the authority conveyed in Sections 1 and 2 hereof the 
Highway Commission of Aiken County shall enter into reimburse- 
ment agreements with the State Highway Commission which the 
State Highway Commission is hereby authorized to make providing 
for the repayment by that Commission to Aiken County of the entire 
amounts herein authorized to be expended on the various roads 
enumerated, and the said reimbursement agreements shall provide 
for reimbursement to be made at such dates as the bonds or notes 
may mature and the entire amount to be repaid not later than De- 
cember 31, 1930, except as to the hard-surfacing cost which shall 
be repaid not later than ten years from the date of the issuance of 
the obligations or bonds. In case such an agreement cannot be 
entered into with the State Highway Commission then in that event 
the authority conveyed in Sections 1 and 2 hereof is hereby made 
inoperative. Provided, however, That before the issuance of such 
notes or bonds shall be made a majority of the Delegation and a 
majority of the Commissioners of Aiken County, with the con- 
currence of the Senator, shall agree upon the dates and amounts and 
the maturity dates when said notes or bonds are to be issued and 
paid, and shall in the same manner first approve the reimbursement 
contract; and when said reimbursement agreements are made they 
shall be binding obligations of the State of South Carolina for the 
payment of the amounts provided in the same to Aiken County, and 
the bonds or notes issued by Aiken County shall be binding obliga- 
tions of Aiken County for the payment of the principal and interest 
as provided; and said notes or obligations shall be non-taxable, and 
the Commissioners of Aiken County shall place any amount not 
actually being used. which shall be received from the sale of said 
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bonds or notes, also any amounts received on reimbursement con- 
tracts in the hands of the Treasurer of Aiken County, who shall 
place the same on deposit in banks giving security therefor at such 
rate of interest as may be available as a sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of any interest and for the retirement of said notes or bonds

Part of Gasoline Tax Fund in Aiken County 
to be Used on Rural Mail Routes—Apportionment.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The County Commissioners for Aiken County are hereby empowered 
and directed to set apart from the gasoline tax fund of said county, 
for the year 1926, the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars 
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and to expend and use the same, exclusively, in repairing and main- 
taining those certain parts of portions of the Rural Mail Route in 
Aiken County, which form no part of the State Highway System 
and are not now being maintained by the County of Aiken.

From All Taxes Except School and State. 


Section 1. Tax Exemption of Hotel Property in Aiken 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That in case any corporation, or individual or 
partnership shall hereafter erect in Aiken County any hotel which, 
with its equipment, furnishings and fittings and appurtenant build- 
ings, and cottages, shall cost more than one hundred thousand ($100,- 
000.00) dollars shall be exempt (for the purpose of encouraging 
such improvements and development in Aiken County) from all 
property taxes except State and school, on such buildings, equipment, 
furnishings and fittings and cottages (not including the land, how- 
ever), for a period of five years from its completion. 


§ 2. Adjudication of Cost.—The Auditor of Aiken County 
shall be the judge of the question of whether or not said develop- 
ment and improvements cost as much as one hundred thousand 
($100,000.00) dollars, subject, however, to the right of appeal to 
the Court of Common Pleas for the County of Aiken, and thence 
to the Supreme Court of the State on the manner ordinarily allowed 
by law by any party aggrieved at the Auditor’s decision. 
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§ 3. That this Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Branch School District No. 2, Lawton School District 
No. 10, Sycamore School District No. 51, Riverside 
School District No. 55, Bennett Springs School District 
No. 6, and Ulmer School District No. 31, and Bull Pond 
School District No. 1, of Allendale County; to Create 
Said District a Body Corporate and to Appoint Trustees | 
Therefor; to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds for the 
Purpose of Erecting and Equipping Said School Build- 
ing and to Provide for the Levy and Collection of Taxes 
to Pay the Interest Upon Said Bonds and the Principal 
Thereof. 


Section 1. Allendale Centralized High School District 
Incorporated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Allendale School District No. 22, 
Baldoc School District No. 5, Cave School District No. 36, Seigling 
School District No. 18, Appleton School District No. 47, Beech 
Branch School District No. 2, Lawton School District No. 10, 
Sycamore School District No. 51, Riverside School District No. 55, 
Bennett Springs School District No. 6, and Ulmer School District 
No. 31, and Bull Pond School District No. 1, of Allendale County, 
as now constituted, are hereby declared to be a High School District 
to be known as Allendale Centralized High School District, that is 
to say, a body corporate, and the Trustees, as hereinafter provided 
for, are hereby declared to be the High School Board of Trustees 
of said district, and as such are hereby authorized and empowered 
to establish a Centralized High School for the children of the school 
districts hereinabove named at or near Allendale, South Carolina, 
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and the said Centralized High School when so established shall be 
entitled to all the privileges and benefits of rural centralized high 
schools approved and accepted by the State Board of Education 
under existing laws. 


§ 2. Trustees.—That the County Board of Education shall 
appoint five (5) trustees, two (2) from the Board of Trustees of 
Allendale School District No. 22, and the remaining three (3) 
from the school districts hereinabove named, not more than one 
(1) to be appointed from any one of the said last mentioned districts. 
The said Trustees so appointed shall hold office for a term of two 
(2) years and until their successors are appointed and qualified, 
all vacancies to be filled by appointment by the County Board of 
Education. The said Board shall elect from its number a Chair- 
man, and shall have power to appoint a Clerk. 


§ 3. Powers of Trustees—Bond Issue.—That the High 
School Board of Trustees herein created shall be and is hereby 
‘ vested with the power to do all acts necessary to the establishment 
and maintenance of a High Schocl, and to that end may purchase 
land, and erect and equip the said high school building, and for the 
purpose of providing the funds for such purchase of land, and 
erection and equipment of a high school building may, notwithstand- 
ing any other or similar limits contained in any general or special 
Act heretofore passed, issue and sell the bonds of the said high 
high school district to an amount not exceeding One Hundred 
Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 4. Execution of Bonds—-Terms.—Such bonds shall be 
signed by the Chairman and Clerk of the High School Board of 
Trustees and if a corporate seal shall have been adopted, it shall 
be affixed thereto, and such bonds may pledge the full faith and 
credit of the said high school district; may have coupons for the 
payment of interest attached which coupons may be executed by 
the fac simile signature of the Chairman and the Clerk ; may contain 
certain provisions for registration of principal only or principal 
and interest; shall mature at such time or times not exceeding 
forty (40) years from the date thereof and shall bear interest at 
such rate not exceeding six (6) per cent. per annum, payable semi- 
annually, as may be determined by the said Board of Trustees. 
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§ 5. Tax for Payment.—wNotwithstanding the limitations 
contained in general or special Acts, heretofore passed, there shall 
be levied in each year after the issuance of any of such bonds by 
said districts and continued so long as any of said bonds shall be 
unpaid and outstanding, a tax upon all of the taxable property in 
the said district sufficient to pay the interest upon said bonds, and 
to create a sinking fund sufficient to provide for the payment of 
the principal as and when the same shall mature, which tax shall 
be levied by the County Auditor'or in such other manner as may be 
provided by law, and collected by the County Treasurer or such 
other officer as may be by law authorized to collect the same in the 
same manner and at the same time as other taxes in the County are 
levied and collected. 


§ 6. Tax Levies Equal Throughout District.—That all 
levies of taxes hereunder shall be at the same uniform rate on the 
assessed valuation of each of the districts hereinabove named.

of Allendale issued in the year 1925, for the purpose of paving and 
improving such other streets and sidewalks as they may deem proper 
in their discretion under the provisions of Section 4506 Vol. ITI, 
Code of South Carolina, 1922, upon the petition of not less than 
two thirds in number of the abutting property owners as provided 
in said Section 4506.

Section 1. Tax Exemption of Hotels and Factories in 
Allendale and Colleton Counties—Time Limit.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Any and 
all manufactories and hotels locating in the Counties of Allendale and 
Colleton on or before the first day of January, 1928 with a capital 
actually paid in of not less than One Hundred Thousand ($100,000- 
.00) Dollars, shall be exempt from all County taxes and all muni- 
cipal taxes, except taxes for school purposes, for a period of five. 
years from the date of their respective establishments; Provided,

and hotels as shall obtain actual legal residence in either of said 
respective Counties on or before January Ist, 1928, and shall not 
apply to enterprises heretofore established in one of said Counties 
or to their successors.

AN ACT to Authorize the County of Anderson to Borrow 
Money for Indebtedness. 


Section 1. Anderson County to Borrow for Past Indebt- 
edness.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Supervisor of Anderson County and the 
Treasurer of Anderson County be, and they are hereby, authorized 
and empowered to borrow a sum or sums of two hundred and 
thirty-five thousand ($235,000.00) dollars, or so much thereof as 
my be necessary, to be used to pay past indebtedness of the County 
as follows: Approximately forty-five thousand ($45,000.00) Dol- 
lars, balance due on note under Act No. 671 of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of South Carolina, 1922, approximately fifteen 
thousand ($15,000.00) dollars, balance due on note under Act 
No. 816 of the Acts of the General Assembly of South Carolina, 
1924; approximately ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, balance: 
of indebtedness caused by decrease of assessed values of property 
in Anderson County in 1922, approximately forty-five thousand 
($45,000.00) dollars indebtedness caused by money of the County 
in banks in process of liquidation, including such money of the 
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County Health Department; and approximately one hundred and 
twenty thousand ($120,000.00) dollars, indebtedness caused by 
uncollected taxes for the year 1924 and years prior thereto, or so 
much of such amounts of indebtedness as actually exist. 


§ 2. Maturity of Loan — Renewals — Notes — Interest 
Rate.—That the said loan shall be for one year, or a shorter period, 
and may be renewed from time to time, as is deemed advisable by 
the said Supervisor and said Treasurer until the whole of the said 
indebtedness has been paid. That the Supervisor and the Treasurer 
of Anderson County are hereby authorized and empowered to 
make and execute a note or notes on account of said loan or any 
part thereof, and may from time to time, as they deem advisable, 
make and execute renewal or renewals of said notes or loans. That 
said note or notes and renewals thereof shall not provide for in- 
terest at a greater rate than five per cent per annum. 


§ 3. Credit of County Pledged—Tax—Funds Applica- 
ble to Payment of Loan.—The loan authorized herein shall con- 
. stitute a valid debt against Anderson County and the full faith 
and credit and taxing powers of said County are hereby irrevocably 
pledged for the payment of said notes and any and all renewals 
thereof, and the Auditor of Anderson County is hereby authorized 
and directed to make a special levy of one and one-half (1%) 
mills on the dollar of all the taxable property in Anderson County 
‘for the year 1926, and a like tax of three (3) mills on the dollar 
of the property in Anderson County for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1927, and a like tax of three (3) mills for each and 
every year thereafter until the said note and renewals thereof have 
been paid in full. That the proceeds of said levies shall be turned 
into the County Treasury and applied toward the payment of said 
note and renewals thereof, and of any interest on same for which 
no other provisions may be made. That any and all County taxes 
for ordinary County purposes hereafter collected for the year 
1924, and any year prior thereto, and all dividends paid to said 
County on its deposits in liquidating banks shall also be applied 
toward the payment of said notes and renewals thereof. 


§ 4. Provisions of Act in Lieu of Those of Former Acts. 
—That the authorization herein is in lieu of the provisions of Act 
No. 671 of 1922, Statutes of South Carolina, and Act No. 816 of 
1924, Statutes of South Carolina.

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of Barnwell 
County for Road and Bridges Purposes in the State 
Highway System Between Williston and Springfield, 
and Barnwell and Olar, and to Provide for the Pay- 
ment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Issue of Highway Bonds by Barnwell 
County.—-Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Board of County Commissioners or 
Directors of Barnwell County is hereby authorized to issue bonds 
of said County in an aggregate principal amount not exceeding 
Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, if so much be desirable and 
necessary and with the approval of the Legislative Delegation from 
said county for the purpose of paying cost of building the highway 
in the State Highway System between Williston and Springfield and 
between Barnwell and Olar. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds—Execution—Sale.—The said bonds 
shall bear interest from their date at a rate not exceeding five and 
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one-half (5%) per centum per annum, payable semi-annually. They 
shall be serial bonds, maturing in annual series or installments of 
one or more bonds each, the first of which series or installments 
shall be due and payable not more than one year after the date of 
the bonds, and the last not more than twenty years after such date. 
Such annual series or installments may be equal or unequal in 
amount, but none shall be greater than twice the amount of any 
previously maturing series or installments. In case the bonds are 
issued at different times in blocks bearing different dates of issue, 
each block. of bonds of the same date may be made to mature as 
aforesaid without regard to the maturities of any other block. The 
principal and interest of bonds may be made payable within or 
without the State of South Carolina, and in such medium of pay- 
ment as may be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds 
shall be coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with 
the privilege to the holder of having them registered as to principal 
on the books of the County Treasurer and the principal thus made 
payable to the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer 
shall be to bearer), upon such conditions as the said Board of 
County Commissioners or Directors may prescribe. The bonds 
shall be signed by the Chairman and Clerk of the Board of County 
Commissioners or Directors and countersigned by the County Trea- 
surer, and the county seal may be affixed to or impressed on the 
bonds ; but the coupons of said bonds need not be signed or authen- 
ticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the County 
Treasurer who is in office on the date of the bonds. The delivery 
of bonds so executed shall be valid nothwithstanding any changes 
in officers occurring before the delivery. The said bonds shall be 
sold at not less than par and accrued interest in such manner as 
the Legislative Delegation may determine.

AN ACT to Create a Court House and Jail Commission for 
the County of Beaufort for the Purpose of Remodeling 
or Building a New Court House and Jail and Confer- 
ring all Necessary and Incident Powers Thereto, In- 
cluding the Sale and Acquisition of Real Estate, and to 
Provide for the Payment Therefor. 


Section 1. Court House and Jail Commission for Beau- 
fort County—Appointment—Term—Vacancies.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There is hereby created a Court House and Jail Commission for the 
County of Beaufort to be known as Beaufort County Court House 
and Jail Commission, which shall consist of five (5) members to 
be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the 
Delegation in the General Assembly from the County of Beaufort, 
and commissioned as other officers are commissioned and who shall 
‘serve until all the duties devolving upon the said Court House and 
Jail Commission shall have been performed and all funds borrowed 
therefor have been repaid, unless otherwise provided by law. Any 
vacancy for any cause in the membership of the said Court House 
and Jail Commission shall be filled as provided for the appointment 
of the original members. 
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§ 2. Powers—Expenses.—The said Commission is author- 
ized and empowered to remodel or repair the present court house 
and jail or to build a new court house and jail as they may deem 
best, with modern conveniences, at a cost not to exceed the sum 
of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars. They are au- 
thorized and empowered to employ architects and contractors and 
to take all necessary steps to secure plans and specifications for 
building or remodeling the court house and jail, or for building a 
new court house and jail, as to them may seem best for the public 
interest. .The members of said Commission shall serve without pay, 
except they may incur such expenses as may be necessary or advis- 
able in inspecting other court houses or buildings for the purpose 
of arranging plans for remodeling the Beaufort County court house 
and jail, and such other expenses as may be necessary in the per- 
formance of their duties, and they may incur and pay for such 
clerical help as they may find necessary; such expenses to be paid 
from the funds herein provided. 


§ 3. Sale of Present Sites—Purchase of Sites.—The said 
Commission, if it should conclude that it would be to the public in- 
terest not to repair the present court house and jail, but that it would 
be to the best interest of the public to sell the present court house 
lot or site and jail lot or site with the buildings thereon, then and 
in such event the said Beaufort County Court House and Jail Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to sell for cash the 
present court house lot or site and jail lot or site, with the build- 
ings and improvements thereon, at public or private sale, at such 
price as the said Commission may deem fair and adequate, and it 
_is authorized and empowered to execute and deliver a deed of con- 
veyance thereto to such purchaser. In the event that the said 
Commission concludes to sell the present court house and jail site 
with the improvements thereon, and does sell the same, then it is 
authorized and empowered to build a new court house and jail on 
a site now owned by the said County, or it may acquire either by 
purchase or condemnation proceedings a site suitable for building 
and erecting thereon a court house and jail for the County of Beau- 
fort. In case of sale, the proceeds of such sale, together with the 
funds authorized to be borrowed or raised under the provisions of 
this Act, if so much be necessary, may be used for the purchase of a 
site or the building of the new court house and jail on the site now 
owned by said County. 
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§ 4. Bond Issue.—That for the purpose of providing the 
means to carry into effect the provisions of this Act, the Board of 
Directors of Beaufort County are hereby authorized and empowered 
to issue and sell bonds of Beaufort County in an amount not ex- 
ceeding One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 5. Terms of Bonds—Execution—Sale.—That the said 
bonds shall be serial bonds and shall bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding five (5) per cent, per annum, and mature within thirty (30) 
years.° Said interest to be payable semiannually and at such place 
as the Board of Directors may determine. Said bonds shall be signed 
by the Chairman of said Board and Clerk of the Board of Directors. 
Provided, That the signatures of said officials may be printed or 
lithographed upon the interest coupons. Said bonds shall be sold 
by the said Board of Directors after such advertisement as they may 
deem advisable, for not less than par and accrued interest. 


§ 6. Management of Bond Funds.—That the proceeds 
arising from the sale of said bonds shall be deposited with the 
County Treasurer of Beaufort County and held by him for the 
purpose mentioned in this Act and paid out only upon the warrants 
of the Beaufort County Court House and Jail Commission. 


§ 7. Tax for Payment.—That in the event said bonds shall 
be issued, there shall be levied annually by the proper officials upon 
all taxable property in Beaufort County a tax sufficient to pay the 
interest and also to pay the principal upon the said bonds as they 
may fall due. 


§ 8. Building Contracts.—The contract for remodeling or 
the building of a new court house and jail shall be let by the Com- 
mission to the lowest responsible bidder, after due advertisement 
for bids thereon, and shall require the successful bidder to give 
suitable bond guaranteeing the faithful performance of the con- 
tract. 


§ 9. Clerk of Commission.—The Clerk of the County Board 
of Directors shall be the Clerk of the Beaufort County Court House 
and Jail Commission without extra Compensation. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 
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§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

of Bonds of St. Helena Township for Said Purpose. 


Section 1. Road in St. Helena Township.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board 
of Directors of Beaufort County are hereby charged with the con- 
struction of a road and such necessary bridges in St. Helena Town- 
ship in said County, to wit: From the foot of the bridge leading 
from Beaufort across Beaufort River on Lady’s Island to Bay 
Point, or to some other island in Beaufort County fronting on the 
Atlantic Ocean. 


§ 2. Bond Issue by Township—Condition.—The Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of Beaufort County is authorized 
and directed to issue and sell bonds of said St. Helena Township to 
an aggregate principal amount not exceeding Two Hundred Thirty- 
five Thousand ($235,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which bonds 
shall be deposited by the Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
Beaufort County, and expended by said Board of Directors for the 
purpose of contracting the road and bridges mentioned in the first 
Section of this Act: Provided, however, That before the Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of Beaufort County shall be authorized 
to sell said bonds the owner or owners of the property on the Island 
to which the said road shall be built, shall donate and convey to 
Beaufort County a tract of land on such island of not less than one 
hundred (100) acres, which said property must front on the Atlantic 
Ocean. That the County Board of Directors and the Delegation 
from Beaufort County shall pass on the acceptability of any such 
property before the same shall be accepted by the County, and such 
acceptance must be by two-thirtd (2/3) of the votes of the Board 
of Directors and the Delegation. 
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§ 3. Terms, etc., of Bonds — Tax Exempt.—tThe said 
bonds shall be issued in denominations of One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars or multiples thereof. They shall be coupon bonds; shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding six per cent per annum, payable 
semiannually, and shall be serial bonds, maturing in annual series 
or installments of one or more bonds each, the first of which annual 
series or installments shall become due and payable not more than 
two years after the date cf issue of said bonds, and the last not 
more than twenty-five (25) years after the date of issue. In case 
the bonds are issued in blocks bearing different dates of issue, each 
block may be made to mature serially as aforesaid, without regard 
to the time of maturity of any other block. The principal and in- 
terest of said bonds may be made payable within or without the State 
of South Carolina. The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of Beaufort County, and by the Clerk of 
said Board, but the coupons cf said bonds need not be authenticated 
otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of Beaufort County, etched, lithographed, or 
engraved on the coupons. The delivery of bonds so executed shall 
be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers occurring after such 
execution. The bonds shall be exempt from all State, County, School 
and Municipal taxes in this State.

for, to Authorize the Trustees of This Centralized High 
School District to Call an Election Upon the Question 
of Issuing Bonds for Building Purposes, and to Provide 
for the Levy and Collection of Taxes to Pay These 
Bonds and the Interest Thereon. 


Section 1. Centralized High School District in Charles-

§ 3. Bond Election.—The trustees of the Centralized High 
School District, when elected as herein provided for, shall order 
and hold an election on the question of issuing coupon bonds of 
the Centralized High School District herein incorporated in any 
sum up to the constitutional 8% limit. The amount of bonds to be 
issued shall be determined and agreed upon by a majority of the 
Board of Trustees as herein provided for. This election shall be 
held at such place or places in the said school district as may be 
designated by the Trustees of the High School District herein cre- 
ated, at which election only the qualified voters of these five school 
districts shall be allowed to vote; the said Trustees shall give notice 
of such election by at least two publications of such notice in a 
newspaper published in said County and by posting notices in three 
public places in said school districts, the first insertion being not 
less than ten days before the said election, and the said notice shall 
designate the time and place or places at which the election will be 
held; and the said Trustees shall appoint the managers of such 
election, receive the returns and declare the result. 


§ 4. Petition and Plat Not Required.—No petition for the 
holding of said election or the making and filing of the plat of said 
school district shall be required as a prerequisite to the holding of 
said election or the issuance of said bonds. 


§ 5. Ballots.—The said Trustees shall have printed and pro- 
vided for the use of the voters a sufficient number of ballots, which 
shall be placed at the voting place or places, on which shall be 
printed the words “For the issue of Centralized High School 
Bonds” and the words “Against the issue of Centralized High 
School Bonds” and the elector voting for the issue of school bonds 
shall strike out the words “Against the issue of Centralized High 
School Bonds” and the elector voting against the issue of high 
school bonds shall strike out the words “For the issue of Central- 
ized High School Bonds.” 


§ 6. Issue of Bonds—Terms.—If a majority of the votes 
cast at such election shall be in favor of the issue of the bonds 
said Trustees shall issue the full amount of the bonds herein au- 
thorized or so much thereof, as they may deem advisable. The 
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bonds so issued shall bear a rate of interest not exceeding six (6%) 
per cent per annum, payable semiannually and shall be payable, both 
principal and interest, at such place as the Trustees may prescribe 
therein. The bonds shall also mature at such dates and in such 
proportion as the Trustees deem best. 


§ 7. Execution.—The said bonds shall be signed by the Chair- 
man and Clerk of the said Board of Trustees and the engraved 
or lithographed signatures of said Chairman and Clerk upon the 
interest coupons attached to said bonds shall be sufficient signing 
of the same. 


§ 8 Tax Exempt.—That said bonds shall be exempt from 
all State, County and Municipal taxes. 


§ 9. Use of Proceeds—Location of School.—That the 
proceeds from sale of said bonds shall be expended by the Board 
of Trustees of the Centralized High School District for the pur- 
pose of erecting and equipping a modern high school building to 
be located at a point on the main highway from Meggetts to Adam’s 
Run. This location to be at the point where the road crosses the 
line separating Meggetts School District from Adam’s Run School 
District, or as near this point as a good location can be secured. 


§ 10. Tax for Payment.—lIt shall be the duty of the County 
Officers of Charleston County, charged with levy and collection of 
taxes, to levy and collect annually upon all the taxable property in 
the five school districts herein centralized for high school purposes, 
a tax sufficient to pay the interest on the bonds herein provided 
for as the same shall become due, and to create a sinking fund for 
the payment of the principal of the said bonds as installments shall 
become due under the terms of the bond. The taxes, when so levied 
and collected, shall be held by the County Treasurer of Charleston 
County separate and distinct from all other funds and used solely 
for the purposes for which levied and collected under the terms of 
this Act. 


§ 11. Tax for Support of School.—The High School 
Board of Trustees for the high school district herein created shail 
report annually to the County Superintendent of Education and 
to the County Auditor and Treasurer the levy which will be neces- 
sary for the current expenses for the operation of the high school 
herein provided for, and in making such report they shall take into 
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consideration the revenue to be obtained from all sources other 
than local levy. The County Auditor shall then levy upon all of 
the taxable property of the school districts herein centralized for 
school purposes a tax sufficient to meet the ordinary current oper- 
ating expenses of the said high school. 


§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the Act are 
hereby repealed. , 


§ 13. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Repairs to the Charleston County 
Court House and to Create a Commission to Make Re- 
pairs. 


Section 1. Commission to Repair Charleston County 
Court House.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Paul M. Macmillan, James R. Johnson, 
and Sam Berlin are hereby created a Commission, to serve without 
compensation, to make such necessary repairs and alterations to the 
Charleston County Court House as in their judgment may be nec- 
essary within the limits of the appropriation hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Powers of Commission.—That the said Commission 
shall have the right to employ such architects and contractors as 
they may deem necessary to make said alterations and repairs and 
are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to engage or lease 
suitable offices for such County officials as now have offices in the 
said Court House and a proper place to hold Court during the time 
that the said Court House cannot be occupied by them or for such 
purpose because of such repairs, and to pay the expenses of moving 
the records from and back to the Court House, and when said Court 
House is repaired said Commission shall allot and assign the offices 
therein to the said County officials or any other County official for 
which there may be room and also to provide therein an office for 
the Judge of the Ninth Circuit. 
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§ 3. Furnishings.—In case the whole sum herein appropri- 
ated shall not be necessary for the repairs to be made to the said 
Court House, the said Commission shall have the right out of 
any unexpended balance to provide suitable furniture for the Court 
room and for the County officials having offices in said Court 
House. 


§ 4. Appropriation.—That the sum of Sixty Thousand 
($60,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, be, and the same is 
hereby, appropriated out of the County funds of Charleston County 
for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


§ 5. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend the Charter of Citadel Square Baptist. 
Church of Charleston County by Removing the Limita- 
tion of the Amount of Property the Said Corporation 
May Own. 


Section 1. Charter of Citadel Square Baptist Church 
Amended.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the charter of the Citadel Square Baptist 
Church of Charleston County granted the 28th day of April, 1879, 
be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out of the second 
paragraph thereof the words “not exceeding in value the sum of 
one hundred and fifty thousand ($150,000.00) dollars,” so that said 
paragraph when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Said corporation shall have power to purchase and hold real es- 
tate and personal property and to sell and convey or dispose of the 
same in any manner whatsoever, and by its corporate name to sue 
and be sued in any of the Courts of the State and to make such rules 
and by-laws not repugnant to the laws of the land as may be deemed 
necessary to make, use and keep a common Seal and the same at 
will to alter.” 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Railroad Commission to Permit 
Any Street Railway Company Operating a Street Rail- 
way Line Between Columbus Street in the City of 
Charleston and the Navy Yard in Charleston County, 
South Carolina, to Remove its Double Tracks From 
That Portion of the Main Highway in Charleston 
County on Which it is Now Located to Such Portion of 
Said Highway as May be Designated by the Railroad 
Commission and to Permit the Said Company to Main- 
tain One Single Line Instead of a Double Track Line 
Along Such Portion of the Highway as May be Desig- 
nated by the Said Commission. 


Section 1. S. C. Railroad Commission May Permit 
Change of Street Railway Tracks in Charleston County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: ‘The Railroad Commission of South Carolina is hereby au- 
thorized to permit any street railway company operating a street 
railway line between Columbus Street in the City of Charleston, 
South Carolina, and the Navy Yard in Charleston County, South 
Carolina, to remove its present double track line to such portion 
of the highway leading out of Charleston County to said Navy Yard 
as said Commission may designate and to replace said double track 
line with a single track line on such portion of the highway as the 
said Commission may deem advisable. 


§ 2. Powers of Commission.—That the said Railroad Com- 
mission shall have the same rights and powers herein as it has in 
other matters pertaining to the regulation of transportation by 
public carriers in this State. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be and the 
same are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Establish a Road District Consisting of Charles- 
ton and Berkeley Counties for the Purpose of Paving 
the Unpaved Portion of the Road Commonly Known 
as the “Atlantic Coastal Highway,” in Charleston and 
Berkeley Counties, and to Issue Bonds for the Payment 
Thereof. 


Section 1. “Middle Coastal Highway District” Created. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: The territory embraced in the Counties of Charleston and 
Berkeley is hereby constituted a Highway District, and political sub- 
division of this State, and the inhabitants of said territory are hereby 
constituted a body politic and corporate. The corporate name of 
said Highway District shall be “Middle Coastal Highway District,” 
and by that name said Highway District may sue and be sued. 


§ 2. Board of Commissioners.—Except as herein otherwise 
provided, the corporate powers and duties of said District shall be 
exercised and performed by a Board of Commissioners, to be known 
as “The Board of Commissioners of Middle Coastal Highway Dis- 
trict.” The said Board shall be composed of three members, two 
for the County of Charleston and one for the County of Berkeley. 
Each member shall be a resident of the County for which he is ap- 
pointed. The two members from Charleston County shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of a Senator and 
a majority of the Members of the House of Representatives from 
said County, and the Member from Berkeley County shall likewise 
be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of a Sena- 
tor and a majority of the Members of the House of Representatives 
from said County. The terms of office of the Members of said 
Board shall end when their duties under this Act shall have been 
fully performed. Vacancies in their number caused by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, shall be filled by appointment in the same 
manner as the original appointments. 


§ 3. Organization of Board—Employees—Expenses— 
Seal.—The said Board of Commissioners shall appoint one of its 
members as Chairman and one of its members (or any other com- 
petent person) as Secretary of the Board, and may appoint or em- 
ploy attorneys who have been admitted to practice Jaw by the 
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Supreme Court of South Carolina, or other persons whose service 
may be deemed by the Board to be necessary or useful in carrying 
out the provisions of this Act. The members of the Board shall 
serve without compensation except for their actual expenses, but 
persons appointed or employed by the Board as aforesaid, who are 
not members of the Board, shall receive such compensation as may 
be fixed by the Board. The Board shall adopt a corporate seal for 
said Highway District. 


§ 4. Reimbursement Contracts — Pledge of Funds. — 
The Middle Coastal Highway District and the State Highway Com- 
mission of South Carolina are hereby authorized and directed to 
enter into an agreement whereby said District shall agree to advance 
to the State Highway Commission the moneys necessary to pave the 
highways hereinafter described and whereby the State Highway 
Commission shall agree to pave said highways and to reimburse and 
repay said District for the moneys so advanced in the sum of money 
as is provided in Sections 3 and 6 of the Act entitled “An Act to 
Provide for a System of Hard-Surface, Topsoil and Other Dependa- 
ble Types of Highways in This State; to Define and Describe Said 
Roads and to Provide Funds for Construction, for Maintenance and 
for Reimbursements to Counties in Certain Cases,’ approved March 
21, 1924, as amended, in respect to agreements for the reimburse- 
ment of a County or Counties for roads thereafter constructed by a 
County or Counties, except as herein otherwise provided. For the 
purposes of said Act and this Act, each highway or section of high- 
way paved pursuant to said agreement shall be considered as having 
been paved by the County in which it is situated, and the amount of 
' money advanced by said District, pursuant to said agreement, shall 
be considered to be the cost and value of said highways, or sections 
of highways, as of the dates of completion thereof. The said High- 
way Commission and said District shall have the powers necessary 
to enable them to carry out. the provisions of said agreement. The 
said Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay said District, 
as aforesaid, out cf the fund authorized by the said Act approved 
March 23, 1924, as heretofore amended to be used for the construc- 
tion of a State Highway System. So much of said funds as may 
be necessary for the purpose of making such reimbursement is here- 
by pledged irrevocably for said purpose, except moneys needed in 
order to carry out valid reimbursement agreements heretofore en- 
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tered into pursuant to said Act. This pledge is hereby made a part 
of the contract between said District and the holders of the bonds or 
notes hereinafter referred to. The moneys required by said agree- 
ment to be paid to said District by way of reimbursement and also 
all moneys received by the State Highway Commission as interest on 
deposits of moneys advanced to it by said District, shall be paid by 
the said Highway Commission to the State Treasurer of South 
Carolina, and shall be received and held by the State Treasurer on 
behalf of said District and applied as hereinafter directed to the 
payment of bonds or notes issued under this Act, and shall be by him 
deposited in one or more National Banks located in said District. 


§ 5. Roads to be Paved Designated—Bond Issue—Use 
of Proceeds.—The Highways to be paved, pursuant to said agree- 
ment, shall be hard-surfaced roads as defined in said Act approved 
March 21st, 1924, as amended, on the following described routes, 
and necessary bridges or drainage structures along the same routes, 
viz: On Route No. 41, at the boundary of Berkeley County on the 
Santee Bridge along route No. 41, via St. Stephens and Bonneau as 
now located to where the paved road commences on said route in 
Charleston County. On Route No. 6, which route commences at 
the City of Charleston, from end of the paved road on said route to 
the Colleton County line at the Edisto River Bridge; Provided, how- 
euvcr, The road authorities of the County of Charleston shall pre- 
pare and locate a roadway from where the present gravel road ends 
at or near Adams Run Village and the Edisto River Bridge, and it 
is hereby determined that the paving of the highways above de- 
scribed will be of special benefit to all property and property owners 
in the said Highway District. Should it be necessary to make any 
slight modifications in the location of the said roads, the Commis- 
sion is authorized to include the cost of such slight relocation in the 
cost of paving. Whenever (after said agreement has been made) 
the said Highway Commission shall request the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Middle Coastal Highway District to advance a specified 
sum of money, pursuant to said agreement, and shall state that said 
sum is estimated to be necessary, within the next ensuing eight 
months, for the paving of Highways pursuant to said agreement, the 
said Board of Commissioners shall have the power, and it shall be 
its duty, forthwith to issue bonds of said District in an aggregate 
-_principal amount equal to the sum so specified. Said bonds when 
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awarded and executed, as hereinafter provided in this Act, shall be 
turned over to the State Treasurer, who shall, on behalf of said 
District, countersign the bonds and deliver them to the purchaser, 
or purchasers, thereof, collect the purchase price and forthwith place 
_to the credit and order of the State Highway Department, or Com- 
mission, from such purchase money the sum requested by the said 
Highway Commission as aforesaid, and any balance over and above 
shall be placed to the credit of said District. Any such amount ob- 
tained from the sale of such bonds may be expended by the Board 
of Commissioners of said District by draft or warrant on the State 
Treasurer, for the purpose of paying expenses incident to the sale 
of the bonds, including the expenses of advertising the sale, printing 
the bonds, attorneys’ fees and other expenses. Any part of the 
said purchase price not so used, together with all accrued interest 
received from the purchasers of the bonds, or of interests on de- 
posit, shall be held by the State Treasurer and applied as herein di- 
rected to the payment of the bonds or notes. 


§ 6. Terms, etc., of Bonds.—Said bonds shall be of the 
denomination of $1,000.00 each. They shall be issued as coupon 
bonds, payable to bearer. The bonds shall bear interest at a rate 
not exceeding 514 per centum per annum, payable ‘semiannually. 
They shall be serial bonds, that is to say, each separate issue of 
said bonds shall mature in annual series or installments, each con- 
sisting of one or more bonds, the first of which annual series or 
installments shall mature not later than four years after the date of 
issue and the last not more than twenty-five years after said date of 
issue. In fixing the amounts of said annual installments of princi- 
pal, the Board of Commissioners of said District shall consider the 
probable amounts applicable to the payment of the said bonds to be 
received each year from sources other than property taxes and shall 
endeavor so to arrange the times of maturity of said bonds that the 
levy of property taxes will not be necessary in order to pay the 
principal thereof, but observance of this provision shall not effect 
the validity of said bonds. The principal and interest of said bonds 
may be made payable within or without the State of South Carolina, 
and in gold coin, or such other medium of payments as may be in- 
dicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by the 
Chairman of the Board of Commissioners of Middle Coastal High- 
way District and the corporate seal of the said District shall be af- 
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fixed to or impressed on the bonds and attested by the Secretary of 
such Board, but the coupons to be attached to the bonds need not be 
authenticated otherwise than by the fac simile signature of such 
Chairman who is in office on the date of said bonds. The delivery 
of bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any change in 
officers or seal occurring after such execution. 


§ 7. Temporary Notes.—The Board of Commissioners of 
Middle Coastal Highway District may issue notes of said District 
in anticipation of the issuance of bonds hereby authorized. Such 
notes shall be executed in the manner provided by Section 6 for the 
execution of bonds. ‘The said Board may renew or pay the princi- 
pal of any such notes, but said principal shall be paid by means of 
bonds hereby authorized, or by means of other funds applicable and 
available for such purposes, not later than one year after the com- 
pletion of the highways authorized by this Act, to be constructed. 


§ 8. Tax for Payment of Bonds and Notes if Necessary. 
—Except as otherwise provided herein, there shall. be levied on all 
taxable property in the Middle Coastal Highway District an annual 
tax ad valorem sufficient to pay the principal and interest of all bonds 
and notes issued under this Act as said principal and interest becomes 
due. The said tax shall be annually levied by the Comptroller 
General of South Carolina and collected by the County Treasurers 
of the several Counties in the said District at the same time and in 
the same manner that State taxes are levied and collected. Each 
of said County Treasurers shall collect the taxes in his County and 
pay the same to the State Treasurer in the manner and within the 
time provided by law for the payment of State taxes to the State 
Treasurer. The said annual tax shall, however, be reduced each 
year by the amount of other moneys actually in the hands of the 
State Treasurer at the time the tax for such year is required to be 
levied which are applicable to the payment of said principal and 
interest falling due in such year; the said tax shall be entirely sus- 
pended for such year in case such other moneys on hand and appli- 
cable as aforesaid are sufficient to pay said principal and interest 
falling due in said year and remaining unpaid, Provided, however, 
The County Auditor of Berkeley County may notify the State Treas- 
urer in any year of any amount of the gasoline tax apportioned to 
such county which is to be applied to the payment of interest on said 
notes or bonds and in such event the tax to be levied for such pur- 
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pose shall be reduced by such amount in said County. There shall 
be applied to the payment of the principal of the said bonds and 
notes and to the reduction of the said property tax the moneys paid 
to the State Highway Department through the State Treasurer by 
way of reimbursement to said District, pursuant to the agreement 
made as heretofore provided in this Act. The moneys received by 
the State Treasurer for the use and benefit of said District by way 
of reimbursement, or from property taxes, and also by interest 
which may accrue on said moneys, shall be kept by the State Treas- 
urer as a separate fund in a National Bank or Banks located in said 
District, and he shall make payment out of said fund to any Bank or 
Trust Company at which the bonds or notes are payable at such 
times and in such amounts as will enable such Bank or Trust Com- 
pany to pay the principal and interest of said bonds or notes 
promptly as they fall due. It is the intention of this Act that bonds 
issued hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of said Dis- 
trict payable primarily from the said property tax, which tax, how- 
ever, shall be reduced or suspended as hereinbefore provided. 


§ 9. Bonds and Notes Tax Exempt.—dAll bonds and 
notes issued under this Act shall be exempt from all State, County, 
_ Municipal and School ‘taxes in this State. 


§ 10. Sale of Bonds.—Said bonds shall be sold by the Board 
of Commissioners of Middle Coastal Highway District, and shall be 
sold bearing the least rate of interest, not exceeding 514 per cent for 
which par can be obtained, after not less than ten days advertisement, 
on competitive bids, for the bonds at the lowest rate of interest, pro- 
vided, the said bonds shall be sold for not less than their face value, 
and the proceeds paid over to the State Highway Deparauent as 
hereinabove provided. 


§ 11. Management of Bond Funds—Expenses of Com- 
mission.—The proceeds of the sale of such bonds or notes shall be 
received by the Chairman of the said Board of Commissioners, and 
said Chairman is hereby authorized to receipt for such proceeds on 
behalf of said District. So much of the expenses of the said Board 
of Commissioners as cannot be paid by means of premiums received 
upon the sale of bonds or notes shall be paid by the several Counties 
comprising said District, each County to contribute toward such 
payment in the same proportion that the last preceding assessed val- 
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uation of taxable property in said County bears to the aggregate 
amount of the assessed valuations of both of said Counties. Said 
payment shall be made by the State Treasurer on behalf of said 
Counties upon warrants signed by a majority of the members of 
said Board of Commissioners. 


§ 12. Rights of Way.—All rights of way deemed by the 
State Highway Commission to be necessary for the construction of 
the highways herein provided for shall be obtained by and at the 
expense of the several Counties in said District, each County to pay 
the costs of said rights of way within its own limits. For the pur- 
pose of paying for said rights of way, said Counties may use so 
much of said gasoline tax as may remain after making the other pay- 
ments required by this Act to be made out of said tax, or they may 
use any other County funds applicable to road purposes. ‘The said 
rights of way shall not be less than fifty feet in width. They shall 
be provided before any contract is let for the work for which they 
are needed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled ““An Act to Provide for 
the Establishment and Maintenance of a County Police 
System for Charleston County,’”? Approved the 30th 
Day of March, 1925, and Known as Act No. 300 of the 
General Assembly of South Carolina, 1925, so as to In- 
crease the Number of County Police and to Change the 
Number of County Traffic Officers in Charleston 
County. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 664), Amended— 
Rural Police in Charleston County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2 of 
an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the establishment.and main- 
tenance of a County Police System for Charleston County,” ap- 
proved 30th day of March, 1925, is stricken out and the following 
inserted as Section 2 of said Act: 


(Section 2.) There shall be twelve County Policemen for the 
County of Charleston, one of whom shall be appointed as Chief 
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thereof as hereinafter provided and such of whom as the said Com- 
mission may designate shall act as County Traffic Officer and who 
shall be specially charged with enforcement of the traffic laws on 
the roads of the County; eleven of whom shall receive a salary of 
one hundred and twenty-five dollars per month and the Chief shall 
receive a salary of one hundred and fifty dollars per month, payable 
on the last day of each calendar month by the County Treasurer 
of Charleston County out of the ordinary County funds as other 
salaries are paid. 


§ 2. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Commissioners of Chero- 
kee County to Borrow the Sum of $35,000.00 to be Used 
in the Aid of Constructing a Hard-surface Road From 
Gaffney to Thickerty and Authorize the Payment of 
Same. 


Section 1. Cherokee County to Borrow — Purpose — 
Note.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of Cherokee 
County are hereby authorized to borrow the sum of $35,000.00 to be 
used in aiding in the constructing of a hard-surface road from 
Gaffney to Thickerty in said County and to issue a note or notes 
for the amount borrowed to mature on April Ist, 1927. 


§ 2. Terms of Note—Execution—Tax Exempt.—That 
the note or notes given under this Act shall bear interest at the rate 
of not exceeding six (6%) per cent per annum from the date of 
said note or notes and shall bear the signature of the Supervisor 
and Clerk of Board of County Commissioners and the note issued 
under this Act shall be non-taxable. 


§ 3. Disbursement.—As soon as the amount is borrowed as 
provided for in this Act it shall be turned over to the road contrac- 
tors in such amount and in such time as may be approved by the 
Cherokee Delegation, or a majority thereof. 
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§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for an Issue of One Hundred Thousand 
($100,000.00) Dollars of Serial Bonds by Cherokee 
County for the Purpose of Building Improved High- 
ways and Bridges in Said County. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Cherokee County—Purpose— 
Terms—Execution.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Commis- 
sioners for the County of Cherokee are hereby authorized to issue 
and sell serial bonds of said County in an amount not exceeding 
one hundred thousand ($100,000.00) dollars for the purpose of 
building improved highways and bridges in said County, said bonds 
to mature as follows: Forty thousand ($40,000.00) dollars in the 
year 1930; sixty thousand ($60,000.00) dollars payable five thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) in each of the years 1931 to 1942 inclusive; said 

. bonds to bear interest at a rate not exceeding five per centum per 
annum, and the Board of Commissioners can make the interest pay- 
able semiannually and at such place within or without the State of 
South Carolina as they may deem advisable. Said bonds shall be 
signed by the Supervisor and Clerk of the said Board of County 
Commissioners under the seal of Cherokee County, provided that 
the signature of said officials may be lithographed upon the interest 
coupons of said bonds. 


§ 2! Use of Bond Funds.—That the funds arising from the 
sale of said bonds shall be turned over to the Cherokee County 
Road Commission and shall be expended under the direction of said 
Commission for the purpose of constructing improved highways 
and bridges in the County of Cherokee. 


§ 3. Tax for Payment.—That until the principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued under this Act shall be fully paid, it shall 
be the duty of the County Auditor of Cherokee County to levy and 
assess annually on all taxable property of said County a tax suffi- 
cient to pay such principal and interest as they respectively become 
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due; which tax shall be annually collected by the County Treasurer 
of Cherokee County and turned over to the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion of Cherokee County to be applied by said Commission to the 
payment of such principal and interest as they respectively fall due. 


§ 4. Tax Exempt.—Said bonds shall be exempt from all 
State, County, School and Municipal taxes. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain Por- 
tions of the State Highway System in Cherokee County, 
and to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of Said County 
for Said Purpose, and to Provide for the Payment of 
Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Issue of Highway Bonds by Cherokee’ 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Supervisor of Cherokee County is’ hereby 
authorized to issue negotiable bonds of said County from time to 
time, upon the conditions hereinafter stated, for the purpose of 
raising moneys to pay the cost of constructing highways in said 
County embraced in the State Highway System of South Carolina, 
and described in Section 1, of the Act commonly known, as the 
“Pay-As-You-Go-Act,” entitled “An Act to provide for a system 
of hard-surface, topsoil and other dependable types of highways 
in this State, to define and describe said roads, and to provide funds 
for construction, for maintenance and for reimbursements to Coun- 
ties in certain cases,’ approved March 21, 1924, as the same has 
been, or may hereafter be amended. The term “Highways” as used 
in this Act shall include bridges and drainage structures. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds — Execution — Sale. — The said 
bonds shall be issued at such time or times, and shall bear interest 
at such rate or rates, not exceeding five and one-half per cent. per 
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annum, payable semiannually, and shall mature at such time or 
times not exceeding twenty years from and after the date or dates 
of said bonds, and shall be issued in such form and denomination, 
as a majority of the members of the delegation from Cherokee 
County in the General Assembly may direct in writing. The said 
bonds shall be signed by the Supervisor of Cherokee County and. 
countersigned by the Treasurer of Cherokee County, and the seal 
of said County or of the County Supervisor shall be affixed to or 
impressed upon said bonds, but the coupons attached to said bonds 
need not be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature 
of the County Supervisor who is in the office on the date of said 
bonds. ‘The delivery of bonds so executed shall be valid notwith- 
standing any changes in officers or seal occurring after said exe- 
cution. The bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued 
interest. 


§ 3. Reimbursement Agreements — Use of Surplus 
Funds—Pledge of Funds.—No bonds shal! be issued under this 
Act unless the Supervisor of Cherckee County or the proper road of- 
ficials or road governing body of said County shall have previously 
made an agreement or agreements with the State Highway Commis- 
sion of South Carolina whereby the State Highway Commission 
shall have agreed to reimburse and repay said County for the 
cost of constructing the highway or highways for which said bonds 
are to be issued. as provided in Section 6, of the said Act approved 
March 21, 1924, as amended. The amount of said bonds to be 
issued shall not exceed the cost of constructing said highway or 
highways as estimated by the State Highway Commission or its 
chief engineer. If the actual cost of said work shall be less than 
the amount so estimated, the proceeds of said bonds not used to pay 
said cost shall be placed in a special fund by the County Treasurer 
and applied solely to the payment of the principal of said bonds 
as said principal becomes due. For the purpose of said Act ap- 
proved March 21, 1924, as amended the value of said highway or 
highways as of the date of completion thereof be deemed to be 
equal to the cost of said highway or highways. The County may, 
by the terms of said agreement or agreements agree to advance to 
the State Highway Commission the moneys necessary to construct 
said highway or highways, and the State Highway Commission may 
agree to construct said highway or highways and to reimburse and 
repay said County for all moneys so advanced, and the State High- 
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way Commission and said County shall have all powers necessary 
to enable them to carry out said agreement or agreements. The 
State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay said County 
as aforesaid out of the funds authorized by said Act, approved 
March 21, 1924, as heretofore amended, to be used for the construc- 
‘tion of a State Highway System. So much of said funds as may 
be necessary for the purpose of making such reimbursements is. 
hereby pledged irrevocably for said purpose, except moneys needed 
in order to carry out valid reimbursements agreements heretofore 
entered into pursuant to said Act. This pledge is hereby made a 
part of the contract between said County and the holders of the 
bonds or notes hereinafter referred to. In fixing the time or times 
of maturity of the principal of said bonds the officer or officers au- 
thorized to fix said time or times shall consider the probable amounts 
to be received each year by way of reimbursements as aforesaid, 
and shah endeavor to so arrange the times of maturity of said prin- 
cipal that the levy of a tax will not be necessary in order to pay 
said principal. 


§ 4. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Cherokee County are hereby irrevocably placed for the 
punctual payment of the principal and interest of all bonds issued 
under this Act, as such principal and interest become due. The 
Auditor of Cherokee County is hereby authorized and directed to 
levy annually on all taxable property in said County a tax suffi- 
cient to pay said principal and interest as they severally become 
due, and the Treasurer of said County is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to collect the said tax and apply it to said purpose. But all 
moneys received by the County from the State Highway Depart- 
ment by way of reimbursement under the agreement or agreements 
above referred to shall be applied to the payment of said principal 
and to the reduction of said tax. There shall also be applied to 
the payment of said interest and to the reduction of said tax so much 
of the gasoline tax distributed to Cherokee County under Section 
11, of the Act approved March 21, 1924, as amended, as may be 
necessary for the purpose of paying said interest, as it becomes 
due, notwithstanding anything in said Act approved March 21, 1924, 
as amended, providing for a different use of the gasoline tax so 
distributed. It is the intention of this Act that all bonds hereunder 
shall be direct and general obligations of Cherokee County, payable 
primarily by means of said tax. 
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§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Issue of Fifty Thousand ($50,- 
000.00) Dollars of Bonds by Blacksburg School District 
No. 9, of Cherokee County, for the Purpose of Erecting 
a School Building, Equipping Same, and for General 
School Purposes, Subject to the Approval of the Quali- 
fied Electors of Said School District. 


Section 1. Bond Election in School District No. 9, 
Cherokee County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That for the purpose of erecting a school 
building, equipping same, and for general school purposes, the 
Board of Trustees of Blacksburg School District No. 9, of Cher- 
okee County, is hereby authorized to issue serial bonds of said 
District in an amount not exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars, maturing not later than thirty (30) years after date, and 
bearing interest at a rate not exceding six (6) per cent. per annum, 
payable semiannually. Said bonds may run twenty or thirty years 
in the discretion of the Board of Trustees: Provided, That the 
issue of said bonds shall first be submitted to the qualified electors 
of said District. 


§ 2. Date—Notice.—That said election shall be held at the 
usual voting place in said District on the first Tuesday in May, 1926, 
and after advertisement for not less than two weeks in some County 
newspaper of said County. 


§ 3. Managers—Ballots.—That at said election, the Trus- 
tees shall appoint the managers of said election, declare the result, 
and shall furnish sufficient number of ballots for and like number 
against the issue of bonds to be voted upon. 


§ 4. Issue of Bonds—Sale—Disbursement of Proceeds. 
—That if a majority of votes cast at such election shall be for the 
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issue of bonds, then the said Board of Trustees may issue the 
bonds voted upon, which shall be sold by the said Board of Trus- 
tees and the funds deposited with the Treasurer of Cherokee County, 
to be paid out by him upon the warrant or order of said Board of 
Trustees as provided for by law. 


§ 5. Tax for Payment—Execution of Bonds.—That upon 
the issue of any of said bonds, it shall be the duty of the officers of

and Secretary of the Board of Trustees, but the signatures on any 
coupons may be lithographed. 


§ 6. Tax Exempt.—That said bonds to be issued hereunder 
shall be exempt from all State, County, and Municipal taxes. 


§ 7.. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

There shall be in Cherokee County three Magistrates, two of whom 
shall reside in the City of Gaffney and one at Blacksburg. The 
Magistrate in the City of Gaffney residing west of Frederick 
Street, shall receive an annual salary of $720.00, the Magistrate 
in the City of Gaffney residing east of Frederick Street shall re- 
ceive an anuual salary of $500.00 and the Magistrate at Blacksburg 
shall receive an annual salary of $350.00. 


§ 2. Constable at Blacksburg—Payment of Salaries.— 
The Magistrate at Blacksburg may appoint a Constable who shall

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Whereas, Such indebtedness has been paid by the County Treas- 
urer of Chesterfield County out of other funds; therefore, 


Section 1. Statements of Indebtedness of School Dis- 
tricts of Chesterfield County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County Board 
of Education of Chesterfield County is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered, and directed to file with the County Auditor of Chesterfield 
County a certified statement showing the amount of indebtedness 
due by each school district of said County,—such statement to be 
in duplicate and a copy of same filed with the County Treasurer. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment—lInterest Rate.—Upon such certi- 
fied statement being filed with the County Auditor of said County, 
he is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to levy upon 
each school district so indebted a sufficient annual levy to retire 
said indebtedness in the time as is provided for by the bonds issued 
to retire such indebtedness. The rate of interest shall be five (5) 
per cent. 


§ 3. Collection of Tax—Use of Proceeds.—The County 
Treasurer is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to collect 
such tax as shall be levied by the County Auditor as provided for 
‘by the preceding Section and place same to the credit of the sev- 
eral school districts and retire the serial bonds issued as they mature.

Section 1. Note of School District No. 28, Chesterfield 
County, Validated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
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the State of South Carolina: That a loan of Ten Thousand ($10- 
000.00) Dollars made to School District No. 28, Chesterfield County, 
State of South Carolina, by the Sinking Fund Commission of 
South Carolina on note executed by the County Treasurer and the 
members of the Board of Trustees of said School District No. 28, 
bearing date of July 27, 1925, be, and the same is hereby, validated 
and declared: to be legal in all respects as an obligation of the said 
School District No. 28 of Chesterfield County, State of South 
Carolina. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment.—That in order to provide for the 
payment of said note or notes there is hereby levied an annual tax 
upon all of the taxable property of the said School District No. 28, 
of Chesterfield County, sufficient to retire the said loan, both prin- . 
cipal and interest, within a period of ten (10) years: Provided, 
however, That the said levy shall not exceed ten (10) mills during 
any one fiscal year. The entire proceeds of this special levy shall 
be paid by the County Treasurer annually on the principal and in- 
terest of the note or notes given to secure the loan until the said 
loan is paid in full with interest at six (6%) per cent. per annum, 
at which time the tax shall no longer be levied. It shall be the 
duty of the Auditor of the said County of Chesterfield to levy the 
said special tax annually on all of the taxable property of the said 
School District No. 28, and the duty of the County Treasurer of 
said County to collect the taxes so levied as other taxes are now 
collected by law.

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of Pageland Cen- 
tralized High School to be Composed of the Following 
School Districts: Pageland School District No. 43; 
Plains School District No. 24; Mangum School District 
No. 53; Dudley School District No. 1; Winzo School 
District No. 3; Buffalo School District No. 27, and Zion 
School District No. 40, of Chesterfield County: To 
Create Said Districts a Body Corporate and Appoint 
Trustees Therefor; to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds 
for the Purpose of Purchasing Land and Erecting 
Building or Buildings Thereon, and to Provide for the 
Levy and Collection of Taxes to Pay the Interest Upon 
Said Bonds and the Principal Thereof; and the Main- 
tenance of Said School. 


Section 1. Pageland Centralized High School District 
Established.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Pageland School District No. 43, Plains 
School District No. 24, Mangum School District No. 53, Dudley 
School District No. 1, Winzo School District No. 3, Buffalo School 
District No. 27, and Zion School District No. 40, of Chesterfield 
County, as now constituted, are hereby declared to be a High 
School District, that is to say, a body corporate, and the Trustees 
as hereinafter provided for are hereby declared to be a High 
School Board of Trustees and as such are hereby authorized and 
empowered to establish a Central High School for the said School 
Districts at such point in the territory of said School Districts as 
said Trustees deem best; and the Consolidated High School, when 
so established, shall be entitled to all the privileges and benefits of 
rural Centralized High Schools approved and accepted by the State 
Board of Education. 


§ 2. Trustees.—One Trustee as now constituted from each 
of the aforesaid seven school districts shall be the High School 
Board of Trustees; such member from each school district to be 
selected by the school Trustees cf each school district, and shall 
hold office for a term of two (2) years and until their successors are 
appointed and qualify. 
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§ 3. Powers of Trustees—Bond Issue.—The High School 
Board of Trustees shall be, and hereby is, vested with the power to 
do all the acts necessary or adapted to the establishment and mainte- 
nance of a high school, and to that end may purchase land and 
erect and equip a high school building or buildings; and for the 
purpose of providing a fund for such purchase of land and erec- 
tion and equipment of a high school building or buildings may, 
notwithstanding any other or similar limits contained in general 
or special Act or any Act making a special provision in or about 
the subject matter of any general Act, issue and sell coupons or 
serial bonds of the High School District to an amount not exceed- 
ing Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars: Provided, That this Act 
shall not be deemed or held to intend or purport to authorize the 
issuance of bonds in excess of any limit imposed by the Constitu- 
tion of this State. - 


§ 4. Terms, etc., of Bonds.—Such bonds shall be signed by 
the Chairman and Clerk of the High School Board of Trustees, 
and if a corporate seal shall have been adopted it shall be affixed 
thereto; and such bonds may pledge the full faith and credit of the 
High School District; may have coupons for the payment of in- 
terest attached, which coupons may be executed by the fac simile 
signature of the Clerk; may contain certain provisions for regis- 
tration of principal only, or of principal and interest, and may 
otherwise be in such form; shall mature at such time or times 
not exceeding twenty-five (25) years from the date thereof, and 
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding six (6) per cent. per 
annum, payable either annually or semiannually, as the High 
School Board of Trustees shall determine, and shall be sold at not 
less than par. 


§ 5. Tax for Payment of Bonds.—Notwithstanding the 
limitations contained in a general or special Act, or any Act making 
a special provision on or about the subject matter of any general 
Act, there shall be levied in each year, after the issuance of such 
bonds in the said High School District and continue so long as any 
of said bonds are outstanding and unpaid, a tax upon all the tax- 
able property in said High School District sufficient to pay the in- 
terest upon all said bonds so issued and to pay the annual install- 
ments of the principal when the same shall mature, which tax 
shall be levied by the County Auditor or in such other manner as 
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may be provided by law, in the same manner and at the same time 
as other taxes in the County are levied and collected. 


§ 6. Tax for Support of School.—For the purpose of main- 
taining and supporting the High School to be established under the 
authority of this Act, the County Board of Education is hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to levy annually sufficent tax 
on all the taxable property of said High School District; said tax 
to be levied and collected annually in the same manner and at the 
eame time as other taxes and to be used and expended on the war- 
rant of the High School Board of Trustees in the High School 
District for the support and maintenance of the said High School 
The budget for such maintenance shall first be submitted and ap- 
proved by the County Board of Education. 


§ 7. Levies to be Uniform.—That all lawful levies for the 
maintenance and lawful levies for bonds shall be at the same uni- 
form rate on the assessed valuation of each of the seven cooper- 
ating districts. 


§ 8. Bonds Tax Exempt.—The said bonds shall be ex- 
empt from State, County and Municipal taxation.

Section 1. Election in Chesterfield County on Issue of 
Bonds in Aid of Railroad.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
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bly of the State of South Carolina: The County Commissioners 
of Chesterfield County be, and they are hereby, authorized, empow- 
ered and directed to submit to the qualified electors of Chester- 
field County at an election to be called by the said Board of Com- 
missioners at such time as may be determined by the said Board, 
the question of issuing Serial Coupon Bonds of the said County in 
an amount not to exceed One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) 
Dollars, payable to bearer in such denomination as said Board may 
deem necessary, bearing a rate of interest not exceeding five per 
centum (5%) per annum, payable annually or semiannually, and at 
such place as may be deemed best, for the purpose of aiding in the 
building and construction of a railroad leading from McBee in said 
County via Jefferson and Pageland in said County to Monroe, in 
Union County, North Carolina. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—For the purpose of determining 
the issue of bonds authorized in Section 1 of this Act the said 
Board of County Commissioners of Chesterfield County shall order 
an election to be held at the regular voting precincts of said County, 
at which the question of whether or not such bonds shall be issued 
and in what amount, in which election only the qualified electors, 
residents in said election precinct, shall be allowed to vote, said 
Board of County Commissioners shall give notice of such election 
for at least thirty (30) days in a newspaper published in the 
County of Chesterfield, which said notice shall designate the time 
and place of said election and the said Board shall appoint the man- 
agers of said election, record the returns of same and declare the 
result of said election. The ballots cast at said election must have 
written or printed on them the words “For Bonds” or ‘Against 
Bonds.” 


§ 3. Terms of Bonds—Sale.—If a majority of the votes 
cast at said election shall be in favor of issuing said bonds the said 
Board of County Commissioners are hereby authorized, empow- 
ered and directed to issue such bonds, which shall run not longer 
than twenty-five (25) years from the date of issue thereof. The 
said bonds shall be sold by the said Board of County Commissioners 
for not less than par and the proceeds of same shall be used by the 
said Board of County Commissioners for the purposes as set forth 
in Section 1 of this Act. 
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§ 4. Tax for Payment—Execution of Bonds.—It shall be 
the duty of the County officers charged with the levy and collection 
of the taxes of the said County to levy and collect annually on all 
property, personal and real, a sum sufficient to pay the interest on 
said bonds and also a sufficient sum to provide a sinking fund for 
the payment of such bonds when due. All bonds issued under and

notes of Colleton County to the present holders and owners of 
past due notes and other obligations of Colleton County remain- 
ing unpaid in an amount not exceeding the principal and interest now 
due on said past due notes and other obligations of Colleton County, 
said notes to bear interest not exceeding six per cent. (6) per

ment of the Same. 


Section 1. Colleton County to Borrow — Roads to be 
Improved—Notes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the Colleton County Road Com- 
mission of Colleton County is hereby authorized, empowered and 
instructed to borrow such sum as in its judgment it may deem 
necessary, not exceeding Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dol- 
lars to be used in the construction and building of the following 
roads : 


First: Public Highway leading from Great Swamp where it 
intersects with the Atlantic Coastal Highway to near Toby’s Bluff, 
known as State Route No. 63, and as State Project No. 556, the 
same being in length about sixteen (16) miles. 


Second: Public Highway commencing near Jacksonboro at its 
intetsection with the Atlantic Coastal Highway and running by 
way of Ashepoo to its intersection with State Project No. 532 near 
Green Pond, and the section of State Route No. 36, between 
Bamberg and Hampton, beginning at Bamberg County line and end- 
ing at Hampton County line. 
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Third: Public Highway commencing near Toby’s Bluff Branch, 
running by way of Moselle, thence to its intersection with the 
Walterboro-Barnwell Highway near Wesley Chapel. 


The said loan shall be secured by notes in denominations to be 
fixed at the discretion of the said Colleton County Road Com- 
mission; the said notes shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed six 
per cent. per annum; that the said notes aggregating Seventy-five 
Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars shall mature in six (6) annual

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain High- 
ways, and for That Purpose to Incorporate the Coastal 
Highway District, Provide for the Issuance and Pay- 
ment of Bonds and Notes of Said District and of the 
Counties Composing Said District, and Confer Certain 
Powers and Duties Upon the State Highway Commis- 
sion and Other State Officers and Upon Counties and 
County Officers in Said District. 


Section 1. “Coastal Highway District” Created.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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The territory embraced in the Counties of Dillon, Florence, Will- 
iamsburg, Colleton, Beaufort and Jasper is hereby constituted a 
highway district and political subdivision of this State, and the 
inhabitants of said territory are hereby constituted a body politic 
and corporate. The corporate name of said highway district shall 
be Coastal Highway District, and by that name said highway dis- 
trict may sue and be sued. 


§ 2. _Board of Commissioners.—Except as herein otherwise 
provided, the corporate powers and duties of said highway dis- 
trict shall be exercised and performed by a Board of Commissioners 
to be known as the Board of Coastal Highway Commissioners. 
The said Board shall be composed of six members, to be appointed 
by the Governor, one for each of the counties above named. Each 
member shall be a resident of the County for which he is appointed, 
and shall be appointed upon the recommendation of a majority 
of the members of the delegation for such County in the General 
Assembly. The terms of office of the members of said Board shall 
end when their duties under this Act shall have been fully per- 
formed. Vacancies in their number caused by death, resignation 
or otherwise shall be filled by appointment in the same manner as 
the original appointments. 


§ 3. Organization of Board—Employees—Expenses— 
Seal.—The said Board of Commissioners shall appoint one of its 
members as Chairman and one of its members or any other com- 
petent person as Secretary of the Board; and may appoint or em- 
ploy attorneys and other persons whose services may be deemed 
by the Board to be necessary or useful in carrying out the provi- 
sions of this Act. The members of the Board shall serve without 
compensation, except for their actual expenses, but persons ap- 
pointed or employed by the Board, as aforesaid, who are not mem- 
bers of the Board, shall receive such compensation as may be fixed 
by the Board. The Board shall adopt a corporate seal for said 
highway district. 


§ 4. Reimbursement Agreement — Advances — Re- 
payments—Pledge of Funds.—The Coastal Highway District 
and the State Highway Commission of South Carolina are hereby 
authorized and directed to enter into an agreement whereby said 
district shall agree to advance to the State Highway Commission 
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the moneys necessary to construct the highways hereinafter de- 
scribed, and whereby the State Highway Commission shail agree 
to construct said highways and to reimburse and repay said district 
for the moneys so advanced, in the same manner as is provided by 
Sections 3 and 6 of the Act entitled “An Act to provide for a sys- 
tem of hard-surface, topsoil and other dependable types of high- 
ways in this State, to define and describe said roads, and to provide 
funds for construction, for maintenance and for reimbursements 
to Counties in certain cases, approved March 21, 1924, as amended, 
in respect to agreements for the reimbursement of a County or 
Counties for roads thereafter constructed by a County or Counties 
except as herein otherwise provided. The State Highway Com- 
mission shall reimburse and repay said district as aforesaid in sub- 
stantially equal annual installments, beginning not more than one 
year after the completion of said highways, and ending not more 
than twelve years after the date of said agreement. For the pur- 
poses of said Act and this Act each highway or section of high- 
way constructed pursuant to said agreement shall be considered as 
having been constructed by the County in which it is situated, and 
the amount of money advanced by said district pursuant to said 
agreement shall be considered to be the cost and value of said 
highways or sections of highways as of the dates of completion 
thereof. The State Highway Commission and said district shall 
have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out the provisions 
of said agreement. The State Highway Commission shall reim- 
burse and repay said district as aforesaid out of the funds author- 
ized by said Act, approved March 21, 1924, as heretofore amended, 
to be used for the construction of a State Highway System. So 
much of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose of making 
such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for said purpose, 
except moneys needed in order to carry out valid reimbursement 
agreements heretofore entered into pursuant to said Act. ‘This 
pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said District 
and the holders of the bond or notes hereinafter referred to. The 
moneys required by said agreement to be paid to said district by 
way of reimbursement, and also all moneys received by the State 
Highway Commission as interest on deposits of moneys advanced 
to it by said district, shall be paid by the State Highway Commis- 
sion to the State Treasurer of South Carolina, and shall be received 
and held by the State Treasurer on behalf of said district, and 
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applied as hereinafter directed to the payment of bonds or notes 
issued under this Act. 


§ 5. Highway Designated for Improvement—Construc- 
tion—Cost.—The highways to be constructed pursuant to said 
agreement shall be hard-surfaced roads, as defined in said Act, ap- 
proved March 21, 1924, as amended, on the following described 
routes, viz.: On Route No. 23 from the North Carolina line 
through Dillon and Latta to the Marion County line in Dillon 
County; on Route No. 3 from the Marion County line in Florence 
County near Mars Bluff-to Route 41 in Florence; thence on Route 
No. 41 by way of Lake City, Cades, Kingstree and Heineman to 
the Santee Bridge in Williamsburg County; on Route No. 6 from 
the Charleston County line in Colleton County near Jacksonboro 
to Route No. 30 in Walterboro; thence on Route No. 30 through 
Hendersonville to Route No. 1, and thence on Route No. 1 south- 
westerly by way of Ridgeland, Switzerland and Hardeeville to the 
Savannah River Bridge (except so much of said routes as is within 
Hampton County); on Route No. 30 from its intersection with 
Route No. 1 near Pocotaligo southeasterly to Beaufort; Route No. 
9 from Dillon toward Little Rock, five miles; Route No. 9 from 
Dillon to Lakeview, five miles. About one-half mile from Hamp- 
ton Street to Wichman Street up to Episcopal Church. It is un- 
derstood that portion of road from Dillon County line to Mars 
Bluff Bridge is not to be paved under the provisions of this Act. 
Nothing contained in this Act shall be considered to affect Mars 
Bluff Toll Bridge. Inasmuch as the highways above described, 
together with certain other section of highway situated in the 
Counties of Marion, Berkeley, Charleston and Hampton, constitute 
a continuous highway, commonly known as the Coastal Highway, 
running across the State of South Carolina from North Carolina 
to Georgia, through all of the counties in the highway district 
hereby established, with a branch highway running from said high- 
way to the Town of Beaufort, it is hereby determined that the 
construction of the highways above described will be of special 
benefit to all. property.owners in the said highway district. The 
construction of said highways shall proceed simultaneously in all 
of said Counties. The average cost of said highway shall not ex- 
ceed Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars per mile. 
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§ 6. Bond Issues by District—Disposition of Proceeds. 
—Whenever, after said agreement has been made, the State High- 
way Commission shall request the Board of Coastal Highway Com- 
missioners to advance a specified sum of money pursuant to said 
agreement and shall state that said sum is estimated to be necessary 
within the next ensuing eight months for the construction of high- 
ways pursuant to said agreement, the Board of Coastal Highway 
Commissioners shall have the power, and it shall be the duty of 
said Board, to issue forthwith negotiable bonds of said district in 
an aggregate principal amount equal to the sum so specified. The 
said bonds, when awarded and executed as provided in Section 7 
of this Act, shall be turned over to the State Treasurer, who shall 
on behalf of said district, countersign the bonds, deliver them to 
the purchaser or purchasers thereof, collect the purchase price and 
forthwith place to the credit and order of the State Highway De- 
partment or Commission, by means of said purchase price, the sum 
requested by the State Highway Commission as aforesaid. Any 
premium obtained upon the sale of said bonds may be expended 
by the Board of Coastal Highway Commissioners by draft or war- 
rant on the State Treasurer for the purpose of paying expenses 
incident to the sale of the bonds, including the expenses of adver- 
tising the sale, printing the bonds, procuring the assistance and 
opinion of attorneys and other expenses. Any part of the premium 
not so used, together with all accrued interest received from the 
purchase of the bonds shall be held by the State Treasurer and 
applied as hereinafter directed to the payment of interest on said 
bonds. 


§ 7. Terms of Bonds——-Execution—Sale.—The said bonds 
shall be of the denomination of One Thousand $(1,000.00) Dollars 
each. They shall be issued as coupon bonds payable to bearer, but 
may be issued with the privilege to the holder of having them reg- 
istered as to principal in his name on books of a bank or trust 
company appointed by said district or by the State Treasurer as 
bond registrar or transfer agent of the district, and the principal 
thus made payable to the registered holder subject to such condi- 
tions as the district may prescribe. Bonds so registered in the name 
of the holder may thereafter be registered as payable to bearer, 
and made payable accordingly. The bonds shall bear interest at 
a rate not exceeding five (5) per centum per annum, payable 
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semiannually. They shall be serial bonds, that is to say each sep- 
arate issue of said bonds shall mature in annual series of install- 
ments, each consisting of one or more bonds, the first of which 
annual series or installments shall mature not more than four years - 
after the date of the issue, and the last not more than fourteen 
years after said date of issue. In fixing the amount of said an- 
nual installments of principal, the Board of Coastal Highway Com- 
missioners shall consider the probable amounts applicable to the 
payment of said bonds to be received each year from sources other 
than property taxes, and shall endeavor to so arrange the time of 
maturity of said bonds that the levy of property taxes will not 
be necessary in order to pay the principal or interest of said bonds 
but non-observance of this provision shall not affect the validity 
of said bonds. The principal and interest of said bonds may be 
made payable within or without the State of South Carolina, and 
in gold coin or such other medium of payment as may be indicated 
on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by the Chair- 
man of said Board of Commissioners and the corporate seal of 
said district shall be affixed to or impressed on the bonds and at- 
tested by the Secretary of the said Board; but the coupons to be 
attached to said bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than 
by facsimile signature of such Chairman who is in office on the 
date of said bonds. The delivery of bonds so executed shall be 
valid notwithstanding any changes in officers or seal occurring 
after such execution. The said bonds shall be sold by said Board 
of Commissioners upon sealed proposals after publication of notice 
of such sale one or more times at, least fifteen days before such 
sale in a newspaper of general circulation in the State ‘of South 
Carolina, and also in a financial paper published in New York City 
or Baltimore which regularly publishes notices of the sale of mu- 
nicipal bonds. The bonds shall be awarded to the highest bidder 
at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of delivery 
thereof. The said Board of Commissioners shall require the bid- 
ders to deposit with their bids cash or a certified check for not 
less than two per centum of the face amount of the bonds bid for, 
to secure the district against any loss resulting from the failure 
on the part of the bidder to comply with the terms of the said 
bid. The said Board shall have the right to reject all bids and to 
readvertise the bonds for sale. 
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§ 8. Payments.—The principal and interest of all bonds and 
notes issued under this Act shall be paid on behalf of said dis- 
trict by the State Treasurer, or by a bank or trust company acting 
for the State Treasurer, from funds directed by this Act to be used 
for said purpose. 


§ 9. Temporary Borrowings.—In anticipation of the col- 
lection of the property tax authorized by Section 11 of this Act, 
the State Treasurer shall have power to borrow money temporarily 
on the credit of said district, at a rate of interest not exceeding 
six per centum per annum, for the purpose of paying any install- 
ments of principal or interest of said bonds which is due or to 
become due within two months. Negotiable notes of said district 
shall be issued by the State Treasurer for the money so borrowed. 
Such notes shall be signed in the name of said district by the State 
Treasurer and countersigned by the Comptroller-General. They shall 
mature within one year after they are issued, and shall be paid out 
of the property tax levied or to be levied for the year in which 
they are issued, or out of moneys authorized by Section 11 of this 
Act to be applied to the reduction of said tax. 


§ 10. Payment of Interest During Construction—Sec- 
tions of Act Independent.—Inasmuch as the interest accruing on 
said bonds prior to the completion of all of the highways to be 
constructed pursuant to this Act*may be properly treated as a 
part of the cost of constructing said highways, the State Treasurer 
shall have power, in addition to powers conferred by Section 9, 
to borrow money and issue negotiable notes of said district from 
time to time for the purpose of meeting the interest so accruing, 
and to postpone the final payment of said notes as hereinafter stated. 
Notes issued under this section shall be executed and issued in 
accordance with Section 9, except as is otherwise provided in this 
section. They may be made payable at any time within two years 
after their date, and the principal of the notes may be renewed or 
extended from time to time, not later than the year of the com- 
pletion of all of said highways, by borrowing money and issuing 
notes which shall also mature within two years after their date. 
No property tax for the payment of said notes, except the interest 
thereon, shall be levied under Section 11 of this Act until after 
the year of the completion of all of said highways. All moneys 
applicable to the payment of interest on said bonds shall be ap- 
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plicable to the payment of the principal and interest of said notes. 
If this Section or Section 9 shail be held to be invalid, the remainder 
of this Act shall have full force and effect. 


§ 11. Property Tax, if Necessary — Funds Primarily 
Available.—Except as is otherwise provided in this section and in 
Section 10, there shall be levied on all taxable property in the 
Coastal Highway District an annual tax ad valorem sufficient to 
pay the principal and interest of all bonds and notes issued under 
this Act, as such principal and interest become due. The said tax 
shall be annually levied by the Comptroller General of South Caro- 
lina and collected by the County Treasurers of the several counties 
in said district, at the same time and in the same manner that State 
taxes are levied and collected. Each of said County Treasurers 
shall collect the tax in his County and pay the same to the State 
Treasurer in the manner and within the time provided by law for 
the payment of State taxes to the State Treasurer. The said an- 
nual tax shall, however, be reduced in each year by the amount of 
other moneys, actually in the hands of the State Treasurer at the 
time the tax for such year is required to be levied, which are ap- 
plicable to the payment of said principal or interest then due or 
falling due in such year; and said tax shall be entirely suspended 
for such year in case such other moneys on hand and applicable 
as aforesaid are sufficient to pay said principal and interest then 
due or falling due in said year and remaining unpaid. There shall 
‘ be applied to the payment of the principal of said bonds and the 
principal of notes issued for said purpose, and to the reduction of 
said property tax, all moneys paid by the State Highway Depart- 
ment to the State Treasurer by way of reimbursement to said dis- 
trict pursuant to the agreement made as provided in Section 4 of 
this Act. There shall be applied to the payment of the interest 
on said bonds and notes and to the payment of the principal of 
notes issued for the purpose of paying said interest, and to the 
reduction of said property tax, the following described moneys, 
viz.: (a) That portion of the gasoline tax which is directed by 
Section 11 of the above mentioned Act approved March 21, 1924, 
as heretofore amended, to be distributed to the counties in said 
district. After the agreement referred to in Section 4 of this Act 
has been made, and until all of the highways to be constructed 
pursuant to said agreement have been completed, and all notes 
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issued under Section 10 have been paid, the State Treasurer shall 
set aside and apply to the payment of said interest and the prin- 
cipal of notes issued to pay said interest, the entire amount of said 
portion of the gasoline tax. After the completion of said highways 
and the payment of all notes issued under Section 10, the State 
Treasurer shall set aside for the payment of said interest so much 
of said portion of the gasoline tax as will enable him to have on 
hand at all times, as nearly as may be possible, an amount equal 
to the interest which will fall due during the next ensuing twelve 
months on said bonds and notes. The remainder of said portion 
of the gasoline tax shall be distributed to said counties, respectively, 
in the same proportions that the original amount would have been 
distributed, if nothing had been so set aside. 


(b) All interest received by the State Treasurer on deposits 
of moneys received by him pursuant to this Act. 


(c) All other moneys received by the State Treasurer pur- 
suant to this Act which are not specifically required or authorized 
by this Act to be applied to some other purpose. 


It is the intention of this Act that all bonds and notes issued 
hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of said district 
payable primarily from said property tax, which, however, shall 
be reduced or suspended as hereinbefore provided. 


§ 12. Bonds and Notes Tax Exempt.—All bonds and notes 
issued under this Act shall be exempt from all State, County, Mu- 
nicipal and School taxes in this State. 


§ 12-A. Alternative Reimbursement Contracts by Coun- 
ties — Joint Actions by Counties —— Bond Issues — Seal of 
Board.—At the option of the Board of Coastal Highway Commis- 
sioners created by this Act, the agreement authorized and required 
by Section 4 to be made by and between the Coastal Highway 
District and the State Highway Commission may be made by the 
six counties enumerated in Section 1, on the one hand, and the 
State Highway Commission, on the other hand, so that said counties 
acting by said Board of Commissioners, shall jointly agree to ad- 
vance the moneys necessary to construct the highway herein pro- 
vided for, and the State Highway Commission shall agree to reim- 
burse and repay said counties for the moneys so advanced. If 
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said agreement shall be made as provided in this Section all of the 
provisions of Section 4 and subsequent sections referring to said 
district shall be construed as referring to said counties, collect- 
ively and all powers and duties given or attempted to be given by 
this Act to said district shall be deemed to have been given to 
said counties, collectively, to be exercised and performed by said 
Board of Commissioners, and all things authorized or required by 
this Act to be done on behalf of said district shall be done on be- 
half of said counties, collectively, and all bonds and notes issued 
under this Act shall be issued in the names of said six counties, 
as joint obligations of said counties, and shall be payable in the 
manner and from the funds provided by this Act for the payment 
of district obligations and the property tax levied pursuant to 
Section 11 shall be levied at an equal and uniform rate on all 
taxable property in said counties, collectively. The said Board of 
Commissioners is hereby authorized to adopt a seal to be known 
as the seal of said Board, which seal shall be affixed to or impressed 
on bonds issued under this section, in lieu of the seal of said district. 


§ 13. Expenses of Commissioners.—So much of the ex- 
penses of the Board of Coastal Highway Commissioners as can 
not be paid by means of the premiums received upon the sale 
of bonds as provided in Section 6 shall be paid by said Board from 
contributions from the several counties comprising said district, 
each county to contribute towards said payment in the same pro- 
portion that the last preceding assessed valuation of taxable prop- 
erty in said county bears to the aggregate amount of the assessed 
valuation of all of said counties. The said payments shall be 
made out of the gasoline tax apportioned to said counties after 
setting aside the amount of said gasoline tax required by Section 
11 to be set aside for the payment of interest, or if said gasoline 
tax shall be insufficient, from any other county funds applicable 
to road purposes. ; 


§ 14. Rights of Way.—All rights of ways deemed by the 
State Highway Commission to be necessary for the construction 
of the highways herein provided for shall be obtained by and at 
the expense of the several counties in said district, each county to 
pay the costs of said rights of way within its own limits. For the 
purpose of paying for said rights of way, said counties may use so 
much of the gasoline tax apportioned to them as may remain after 
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making the other payments required by this Act to be made out 
of said tax, or they may use any other county funds applicable 
to road purposes. The said rights of way shall not be less than fifty 
feet in width. They shall be provided before any contract is let 
for the work for which they are needed. 


§ 15. Rights, etc., of Marion County Not Affected by 
Act.—Nothing contained in this Act shall impair or divest any right 
or privilege now or hereafter vested by law in the County of Marion 
or the citizens thereof, and no property within the county of Marion, 
nor any of the citizens thereof, nor any revenue otherwise accruing 
to the County of Marion, shall ever be liable for any expense, dis- 
bursement, debt or liability, incurred under the provisions of this 
Act, nor shall any road or section of road used, maintained, or 
constructed hereunder within the County of Marion be deemed or. 
taken to be a highway, or any part of any highway, within the 
County of Marion under the terms of an Act entitled “An Act to 
provide for a State System of hard-surfaced, topsoil, and other 
dependable types of highways in this State, to define and describe 
said roads, and to provide funds for construction, for maintenance 
and for reimbursements to Counties in certain cases,’ approved 
the 21st day of March, 1924, or any amendments thereto: Provided, 
however, that this Act shall not have the effect of taking out of 
the State Highway System any road or section of road now form- 
ing a part thereof; nor shall any revenue which would be allotted 
to the County of Marion, or any highway within the County of 
Marion, if no action had been taken under this Act, be reduced 
or affected in any way, but all rights, privileges and- revenue other- 
wise accruing to the County of Marion, or any highway situated 
therein, shall remain unaffected by this Act. 


§ 16. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 


§ 17. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

highway so added to the State System being assigned No. 39, there- 
fore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


Section 1. State Highway in Edgefield County.—That 
the action of the State Highway Commission in adding to the State 
System of Highways a certain road, extending from Edgefield, South 
Carolina, to State Highway No. 20, in McCormick County, known 
as the McCormick-Augusta Highway, be, and the same is hereby, 
ratified and validated, and the said highway known as Highway No. 
39, southwest of the Town of Edgefield, is hereby added to and made 
a part of the State System of Highways. 


§ 2. State Highway in York County to be Hard-Sur- 
faced.—The State Highway Commission is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to construct that certain road in the State 
Highway System from Rock Hill to Chester County line by way of 
Leslie and Roddey, hard-surface in lieu of soft-surface.

School District No. 13, Edgefield County, 
May Borrow—Pledge of Taxes—Notes.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trustees 
of North Meriwether School District No. 13, of Edgefield County, 
be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to borrow 
the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars from the Sinking 
Fund Commission of South Carolina if the said Commission has 
so much available and can make said loan. If the said sum of Two

AN ACT Authorizing and Empowering the Edgefield 
County Highway Commission to Borrow Money for the 
Purpose of Completing its Highway Program and Pro- 
viding for the Repayment Thereof From the Gasoline 
Tax. : 


Section 1. Edgefield County to Borrow — Security. — 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: For the purpose of completing its highway program, the 
Edgefield County Highway Commission is hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow money, upon the best terms available, and in 
such sum as may be necessary to complete said highway program, 
and to pledge one-half the gasoline tax of two cents per gallon to 
. repay the principal and interest of any loan so obtained. And, in 
the event Edgefield County should be deprived of the revenue now 
provided for it from said gasoline tax by Act of the General As- | 
sembly, the full faith and credit and taxing power of Edgefield 
County is hereby pledged for the repayment of such sum or sums 
of money as may have been borrowed as aforesaid.

Use of Certain Tax Funds in Fairfield 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Highway Commission for Fairfield County is 
hereby authorized to expend Two Thousand Dollars if so much be 
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necessary, out of the proceeds of the special two-mill tax levied for 
the year 1924, for the purpose of topsoiling and improving the road 
leading from Parr Shoals toward Jenkinsville. 


§ 2. Use of Balance of Fund.—The said Highway Commis- 
sion is further authorized to retain in its hands, out of said two-mill 
levy, an amount sufficient to pay the interest on the County notes 
which may be issued for building the bridge between Fairfield and 
Newberry Counties for a period of two years, and the balance of 
said fund, or so much of said balance as remains after the payment 
of existing contracts for road maintenance, shall be turned over 
to the County Treasurer, and by him applied toward the payment 
of the notes given for the purpose of building the County Jail:

AN ACT to Authorize the Highway Commission of Fair- 
field County to Borrow Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars for Construction of a Bridge Over Broad River 
At or Near Strother. 


Section 1. Fairfield County to Borrow—Notes.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Highway Commission of Fairfield County, subject to 
conditions hereinafter mentioned, may borrow not exceeding Fifty 
Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, payable not later than December. 
31, 1928. The said debt shall be evidenced by notes signed by the 
Chairman of the Highway Commission of Fairfield County, attested 
by its Secretary, the corporate seal of said Commission affixed, 
and countersigned by the County Supervisor. 


§ 2. Payment of Interest.—The Highway Commission of 
Fairfield County shall obtain the best rate of interest practicable, 
and to meet the payment of the interest to become due on said debt 
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the said Highway Commission may use so much of the maintenance 
fund now in its hands as may be necessary for the purpose of pay- 
ing the interest when due; if the Highway Commission of Fairfield 
County shall find it more advantageous and to the best interest of 
the County to pay the interest in advance and thereby obtain a 
lower ‘rate, the said Commission may do so. 


§ 3. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of said loan shall be 
used for the construction of a bridge over Broad River at or near 
Strother connecting Fairfield and Newberry Counties. 


§ 4. Loan Contingent on Making of Reimbursement 
Agreement and Cooperation of Newberry County.—That 
the Highway Commission of Fairfield County shall not exercise 
the power to negotiate said loan until it shall have been assured 
that Newberry County is ready and willing to contribute its pro- 
portionate share for the construction of said bridge and until the 
State Highway Department shall indicate its readiness to grant 
proper reimbursements agreements on account thereof, which, if 
paid, will be sufficient to pay said debt at maturity and the State 
Highway Department shall indicate that it is ready to begin the con- 
struction of said bridge upon the advancement or production of 
said sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 5. Security for Loan.—That the full faith, credit and tax- 
ing power of Fairfield County are hereby pledged for the payment 
of said debt and interest and as security for the payment of said 
debt and interest the Highway Commission are authorized and 
directed to pledge the agreement or agreements made or to be 
made by the State Highway Department or by the State for reim- 
bursement to Fairfield County for the money so borrowed and ad- 
vanced for the construction of said bridge. 


§ 6. Reimbursement Contract to be First Made.—The 
loan herein authorized to be made shall not be made until the 
Highway Commission shall have entered into valid and enforce- 
ible reimbursement agreement or contract with the State Highway 
Commission for an amount sufficient to meet said loan and in- 
terest at maturity. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Terms of Note.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain Por- 
tions of the State Highway System in Greenville 
County and to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of 
Greenville County, South Carolina, for the Said Pur- 
pose, and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Greenville County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
Supervisor of Greenville County is hereby authorized to issue ne- 
gotiable bonds of said County from time to time, upon the condi- 
tions hereinafter stated, for the purpose of raising moneys to pay 
the cost of constructing highways in said County embraced in the 
State Highway System of South Carolina, and described in Section 
1 of the Act commonly known .as the “Pay-As-You-Go-Act,” en- 
titled “An Act to Provide for a System of Hard Surface, Top- 
Soil and other dependable types of Highways in this State, to define 
and describe said roads, and to Provide Funds for Construction, for 
Maintenance and for Reimbursements to Counties in certain cases,” 
approved March 21, 1924, as the same has been, or may hereafter 
be, amended. The term “Highways” as used in this Act shall in- 
clude bridges and drainage structures. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds—Execution—Sale.—The said bonds 
shall be issued at such time or times and shall bear interest at such 
rate or rates, not exceeding five and one-half (514) per cent per 
annum, payable semiannuallly, and shall mature at such time or 
times not exceeding twenty years from and after the date or dates 
of said bonds, and shall be issued in such form and denomination 
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as a majority of the members of the delegation from Greenville 
County in the General Assembly may direct in writing. The said 
bonds shall be signed by the Supervisor of Greenville County and 
countersigned by the Treasurer of Greenville County, and the seal 
of said County or of the County Supervisor shall be affixed to or 
impressed upon said bonds, but the coupons attached to said bonds 
need not be authenticated otherwise than by a facsimile signature 
of the County Supervisor who is in office on the date of said bonds. 
The delivery of bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding 
any changes in officers or seal occurring after such execution. The 
bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. 


§ 3. Reimbursement Agreement to be First Made — 
Advances to State Highway Commission —- Repayments — 
Pledge of Funds.——No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless 
the Supervisor of Greenville County or the proper road officials or 
road governing body of said County shall have previously made an 
agreement with the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
whereky the State Highway Commission shall have agreed to re- 
imburse and repay said County for the cost of constructing the High- 
way or Highways for which said bonds are to be issued, as provided 
in Section 6 of the said Act approved March 21, 1924, as amended. 
The amount of said bonds to be issued shall not exceed the cost 
of constructing said highway or highways as estimated by the State 
Highway Commission or its chief engineer. If the actual cost of 
said work shall be less than the amount so estimated, the proceeds 
of said bonds not used to pay said cost shall be placed in a special 
fund by the County Treasurer and applied solely to the payment of 
the principal of said bonds as said principal becomes due. For the 
purposes of said Act approved March 21, 1924, as amended, the 
value of said highway or highways as of the date of completion 
thereof shall be deemed to be equal to the cost of said highway or 
highways. The County may, by the terms of said agreement or 
agreements agree to advance to the State Highway Commission the 
moneys necessary to construct said highway or highways, and the 
State Highway Commission may agree to construct said highway 
or highways and to reimburse and repay said County for all moneys 
so advanced, and the State Highway Commission and said County 
shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry out said 
agreement or agreements. The State Highway Commission shall 
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reimburse and repay said County as aforesaid out of the funds au- 
thorized by said Act approved March 21, 1924, as heretofore 
amended, to be used for the construction of a State Highway Sys- 
tem. So much of said funds as may be necessary for the purpose 
of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged irrevocably for said 
purpose, except moneys needed in order to carry out valid reimburse- 
ment agreements previously entered into pursuant to said Act. This 
pledge is hereby made a part of the contract between said County 
and the holders of the said bonds issued pursuant to this Act. In 
fixing the time or times of maturity of the principal of said bonds, 
the officer or officers authorized to fix said time or times shall con- 
sider the probable amounts to be received each year by way of re- 
imbursement as aforesaid, and shall endeavor to so arrange the times 
of maturity of said principal that the levy of a tax will not be neces- 
sary in order to pay said principal. 


§ 4. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Greenville County are hereby irrevocably placed for the 
punctual payment of the principal and interest of all bonds issued 
under this Act, as such principal and interest become dué. The 
Auditor of Greenville County is hereby authorized and directed to 
levy annually on all taxable property in said County a tax sufficient 
to pay said principal and interest as they severally become due, and 
the Treasurer of said County is hereby authorized and directed to 
collect the said tax and apply it to said purpose. But all moneys 
received by the County from the State Highway Department by way 
_of reimbursement under the agreement or agreements above re- 
ferred to shall be applied to the payment of said principal and to the 
reduction of said tax.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Creation and Establishment of a Sewer District in 
Greenville County and to Provide for the Government 
Thereof,’”? Approved March 30, 1925, so as to Further 
Extend the Powers therein Granted. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 744), Amended— 
Powers of “Greater Greenville Sewer District.’’—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
an Act entitled, “An Act to Provide For the Creation and Establish- 
ment of a Sewer District in Greenville County, and to Provide for 
the Government Thereof,” known as Act Number 362, Acts of the 
General Assembly, 1925, be, and the same is hereby, amended by 
striking out Sections 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 thereof, and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following, to be known as Sections 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 
9 and 10 of said Act. 


44—A. &. J. R. 
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(Section 4) That the aforesaid District shall be governed by a 
Commission to be known as the “Greater Greenville Sewer District 
Commission,” which Commission shall be composed of five (5) 
citizens residing therein, all of whom shall be appointed by the 
Governor, two upon the recommendation of the Greenville City 
Council, two upon the recommendation of the Trustees of Parker 
School District, and one upon the recommendation of the Greenville 
County Delegation. Upon their original appointment the two 
recommended by the Greenville City Council shall hold office for 
two years; those recommended by the Trustees of Parker School 
District shall hold office for four years; and the one recommended 
by the Greenville County Delegation shall hold office for six years; 
thereafter each member of the Commission shall hold office for six 
years or until his successor is appointed. 


(Section 5) That immediately upon their appointment said 
Board shall meet and organize by electing a Chairman and Secretary 
from the members thereof. Each of said members shall receive a 
compensation for all services rendered by him the sum of five dol- 
lars for each meeting attended. Provided, however, That no mem- 
ber shall receive more than Two Hundred Dollars in any one year. 

(Section 6) The said Commission shall have power to establish, 
extend, enlarge and maintain, conduct and operate Sewer Systems, 
Sewer Lines and Sewer Mains in said District ; to construct, establish 
and maintain such water lines and pipe lines as may be necessary ; 
to purchase, lease, hold and sell such real estate and easements as 
they may deem necessary; to purchase and lease existing sewer 
lines, sewer mains, and sewer systems; to make any and all con- 
tracts that they may deem necessary to carry out the provisions of 
this Act; to employ such engineering, office and clerical and other 
aid as they may consider necessary, and fix the compensation of such 
employees; to make any and all regulations which they consider 
necessary to effectuate the purposes of this Act; and generally to 
do all things necessary for the purpose of creating and maintaining 
a sewerage system in said District adequate for the protection of 
health in said District and for the establishment of proper sanitary 
conditions therein: Provided, however, That said Commission shall 
not spend any money for the establishment and construction of any 
lateral lines or construction of said system other than the trunk 
lines and disposal plant or plants, until such time or times as said 
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Greater Greenville Sewer Commission has required the property 
owners in communities not now having laterals to make arrange- 
ments whereby cost and construction of said lateral lines shall have 
been assumed by such property owners. 


(Section 7) That said Commission shall have the right and power 
to condemn for sewerage purposes land, rights of way, easements, 
and existing sewer systems, sewer lines and sewer mains, whether 
the same be owned by private or municipal corporations or by in- 
dividuals; such right of condemnation to be exercised in the same 
manner as is now préscribed for condemnation of rights of way by 
Counties under Section 2907 of Volume 3, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922. 


(Section 8) It shall be the duty of said Commission to advertise 
for bids for at least thirty days in one or more newspapers, for all 
work to be done and the material to be used therein, with the right 
to reject any and all bids, to enter into contracts with the lowest 
responsible bidders thereon, and to secure competent persons, if 
deemed advisable, to superintend the construction thereof and counsel 
and advice in all matters relating thereto. A permanent record shall 
be kept by said Commission of all its proceedings, contracts and 
other matters done and performed by it, including an accurate plan 
of the work done, and proper books shall be kept showing in detail 
all moneys and funds received and disbursed by it. The books of 
said Commission shall be audited annually, and at such other times 
as the Greenville County Delegation shall direct, by the County 
Supervising Auditor of Greenville County, and a copy of such audit 
filed with the said Delegation.

. pon Bonds of Said District in the Sum of Three Million 

Dollars ($3,000,000.00) for the Purpose of Establish- 

ing, Extending, Enlarging and Maintaining Sewer Sys- 
tems and Sewer Lines in Said District. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by “Greater Greenville Sewer 
District.””-—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Sewer Commission of Greater Greenville 
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Sewer District, in Greenville County, is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to issue bonds for said District in the sum of Three Million 
Dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used by the said Commission 
tor establishing, extending, enlarging and maintaining sewer systems 
and sewer lines in said District. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds.—The said bonds shall be of the de- 
nomination of One Hundred Dollars, or a multiple thereof; shall 
bear interest not to exceed five per cent per annum, payable an-

— Until the 
principal and interest of all bonds issued under this Act shall be 
fully paid, there shall be levied annually on all taxable property in 
“Greater Greenville Sewer District,” a tax sufficient to pay such 
interest as it becomes due, and to provide a Sinking Fund sufficient 
to pay such principal at the date or dates of maturity thereof. The 
said annual tax shall be levied and collected by the same officers 
and in the same manner as is provided for the levy and collection 
of taxes for county purposes in Greenville County. The money 
so collected shall be applied by or under direction of the County

§ 7. Use of Surplus Income of District.—That any income

may be due on said bonds and next to the Sinking Fund for the 
retirement thereof, so as to reduce the tax levy for such purposes. 


§ 8. Election on Issue of Bonds.—At a special election to 
be held on a date to be fixed by “Greater Greenville Sewer Com- 
mission,” there shall be submitted to the qualified electors in the 
“Greater Greenville Sewer District,” the question of issuing bonds 
of said District under the provisions of this Act. Said election 
shall be conducted by the “Greater Greenville Sewer District Com- 
mission,” who shall give notice of said election by publication once 
in each week for three weeks prior thereto in the newspaper pub-

and .empowered to loan to them out of the funds that the said 
Sinking Fund Commission may have on hand which it is allowed 
to loan, the sum of money not to exceed Sixteen Thousand ($16,- 
000.00) Dollars at a rate of not exceeding six (6%) per cent. 
interest per annum. Said sum of money to be borrowed by the said 
school Trustees to be used to repay the County of Horry the money 
borrowed from the Sinking Fund of the Court House and Jail 
Bonds. 


§ 2. Notes—Pledge of Taxes.—The said Trustees of said 
school district are hereby authorized to execute a note or notes for 
such amount to be borrowed under the provisions of this Act to 
the Sinking Fund Commission, payable in ten yearly, consecutive 
payments, with interest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent., 
and the said school trustees are hereby authorized and empowered 
to pledge so much, if it be necessary, of the taxes for the ten con- 
secutive years in said school district as security for the repayment 
of such amount and interest thereof. 


§ 3. Tax for Payment.—The said Trustees of said school 
district shall report to the County Auditor of Horry County the 
amount of levy in said school district as will take care of the prin- 
cipal and interest of the notes as they mature, and the County Aud- 
itor of Horry County is hereby authorized and directed to place 
such levy on the said Green Sea School District annually, the 
same to be collectd by the County Treasurer as other taxes are col- 
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lected and placed to a special fund for the retirement of the loan 
herein made.

AN ACT to Authorize the Counties of Horry and Marion to 
Build and Maintain a Toll Bridge and Approaches and 
Roads Thereto Across Little Pee Dee River in the 
Vicinity of Potato Bed Ferry; to Provide for the ‘Ad- 
ministration Thereof, and to Authorize and Empower 
the Condemnation of Lands for Locating Said Bridge, 
Roads and Approaches and for Acquiring Material to 
Construct and Maintain the Same, and to Make it a. 
Misdemeanor to Fail to Pay Toll or to Violate Rules of 
the Traffic and to Provide Penalties Therefor; and to 
Provide for the Financing of the Construction and 
Building of the Aforesaid Bridge, Approaches and 
Roads Thereto, and the Expenditure Thereof. 


Section 1. Horry and Marion Counties to Build Bridge 
Over Little Pee Dee—Bridge Zone—Rights of Way.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Counties of Horry and Marion in said State be, and they 
are hereby, authorized and empowered to construct, maintain and 
operate a toll bridge across Little Pee Dee River within the vicinity 
of Potato Bed Ferry, together with the necessary approaches thereto, 
such as roads, fills, viaducts and bridges, the joint undertaking to 
be embraced within a section to be located and laid out by the Little 
Pee Dee Bridge Board hereinafter appointed, which section, when 
designated by said Board shall be known as Little Pee Dee Bridge 
Zone; to obtain by gift, purchase or condemnation the necessary 
land for furnishing material and the rights of way for the purpose 
of said construction, maintenance and operation. 
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§ 2. Bridge Board — Proceedings Ratified. — That the 
County Commissioners of the County of Horry and the County 
Commissioners of the County of Marion and their respective suc- 
cessors in office be, and the same are hereby, constituted and des- 
ignated jointly as Little Pee Dee Bridge Board, which said Little 
Pee Dee Bridge Board shall be charged with the duty of constructing 
said bridge and approaches and when construction shall have been 
completed also with the maintenance and administration thereof 
as herein provided and all acts and things heretofore performed 
and done by the Board of County Commissioners of the Counties 
of Horry and Marion, if any, in arranging for building of such 
bridges and approaches be, and the same are hereby, ratified and 
confirmed. 


§ 3. Powers of Board.—That the said Little Pee Dee Bridge 
Board shall have authority and power to contract and be contracted 
with in its name, shall maintain the said bridge and approaches, shall 
employ help for the collection of tolls, shall fix rates of toll, and 
shall formulate and promulgate rules for traffic using said bridge 
and approaches and shall do all other such acts and things as it may 
deem proper in the performance of the duties herein imposed on 
it within the bridge zone herein defined. 


§ 4. Compensation.—That each member of the said Little 
Pee Dee Bridge Board shall receive as compensation for his services, 
the same to be paid out of toll money collected hereunder, the sum 
of Five ($5.00) Dollars per day for each day he may be engaged 
in the performance of any duty herein imposed on him, together 
with the usual mileage fixed by law. 


§ 5. Use of Tolls.—That the proceeds arising from the tolls 
herein prescribed after the payment of the costs of operation and 
maintenance, shall be applied to the payment of the interest and 
principal of the note or notes, or any renewals thereof, hereinafter 
authorized for defraying the costs of constructing the said bridge 
and approaches. 


§ 6. Condemnation.—That the County Commissioners of 
the County of Horry and the County of Marion each at the re- 
quest of the Little Pee Dee River Bridge Board shall have the 
power to condemn rights of way in its respective county for use in 
the construction of the bridge and approaches herein provided for 
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and also the power to condemn nearby lands for the purpose of 
obtaining the road material to be used in the construction and main- 
tenance of said bridge and approaches, any condemnation had here- 
under to be made as now provided by law. 


§ 7. Police Powers of Bridge Keepers—Violation of 
Rules.—That every keeper of the Bridge and approaches herein 
provided shall be a police officer, clothed with the power incident 
to such office; that any person or persons entering upon the bridge 
zone without paying the toll required by said Little Pee Dee Bridge 
Board when requested so to do, or violating any rule of traffic pro- 
mulgated by said Board, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction, shall be fined or imprisoned within the dis- 
cretion of the presiding judge. 


§ 8. Bridge Board May Borrow—Notes—Guarantees. 
—tThat Little Pee Dee Bridge Board, for the purpose of obtaining 
funds to build the bridge and approaches herein set forth, is author- 
ized and empowered to borrow on its note or notes a sum not ex- 
ceeding Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars on such rates 
of interest and maturities as it may deem expedient, and to renew 
the same from time to time as occasion may require; said note or 
notes or any renewals thereof shall be signed by the Chairman of 
Little Pee Dee River Bridge Board and countersigned by the Clerk 
of the Board, but the said Chairman and Clerk shall not have power 
or authority to execute and deliver any note or renewal herein 
authorized without resolution of the Bridge Board duly recorded in 
its minutes. When the Little Pee Dee Bridge Board shall have 
issued any note or renewal thereof under the authority vested in it, 
the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners of the County 
of Marion, and the Chairman of the County Commissioners of the 
County of Horry, in the names of their respective Counties are 
authorized and directed to jointly and severally guarantee the pay- 
ment of the same. 


§ 9. Property Tax, if Necessary.—In the event the pro- 
ceeds from tolls shall prove insufficient to pay interest and create 
a sinking fund sufficient to retire the principal sum borrowed by 
the Bridge Board as herein set forth, in not exceeding twenty (20) 
years if so long be necessary, the Bridge Board shall certify such 
fact from year to year to the respective Auditors of the two 
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Counties ; and the Auditor of each County shall levy on all taxable 
property of his County a tax sufficient to supplement the proceeds 
from tolls and make such deficiency good, which levy, when col- 
lected by either County Treasurer, shall be turned over to the Bridge 
Board and applied by it to the payment of interest or principal or 
the preservation of such sinking fund. 


§ 10. When to Become a Free Bridge.—As soon as the 
tolls herein provided for shall amount to a sufficient sum to retire 
all notes or any renewals thereof of the Bridge Board, and to re- 
fund to each County any sum or sums supplied under the provisions 
of Section 9, plus interest at five (5) per cent. per annum, the 
said bridge shall become a free bridge. 


§ 11. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Bond Issue by School District No. 5, Jasper 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Trustees of Tillman School District 
No. 5, of Jasper County, be, and they are hereby, authorized and 
empowered to issue and sell serial coupon bonds of said district 
in the amount of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds 
of which shall be used by the said Trustees for the purpose of 
erecting and building a school house or school houses in said dis- 
trict and equipping the same.

Great Swamp Special School District No. 9, of Jasper 
County, to Create Said District a Body Corporate and 
Appoint Trustees Therefor, to Authorize the Issuance 
of Bonds for he Purpose of Erecting Said Building and 
Provide for the Levy and Collection of Taxes to Pay, 
the Interest Upon Said Bonds and the Principal There- 
of. 


Section 1. Ridgeland Centralized High School District, 
Jasper County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Ridgeland Special School District 
No. 1; Gillesonville Special School District No. 2; Malphus School 
District No. 4; Coosawhatchie School District No. 7; Okeetee School 
District No. 6; Gilmania School District No. 12; Great Swamp 
School District No. 9 of Jasper County, as now constituted, are 
hereby declared to be a high school district, that is to say a body 
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corporate, and the trustees, as hereinafter provided for, are here- 
by declared to be the High School Board of Trustees, and as such

§ 3. Powers of Trustees—Bond Issue.—That the High 
School Board of Trustees shall be, and hereby is, vested with the 
power to do all acts necessary or adapted to the establishment and 
maintenance of a high school and to that end may purchase lands, 
and erect and equip high school building and for the purpose of 
providing the funds for such purchase of land and erection and 
equipment of a high school building may, notwithstanding any other 
or similar limits contained in any general or special Act or any Act 
making a special provision in or about the subject matter of any 
general Act, issue and sell the bonds of the high school district to 
an amount not exceeding Forty Thousand Dollars, Provided, That 
this Act shall not be deemed or held to intend or purport to au- 
thorize the issuance of bonds in excess of any limit imposed by the 
Constitution of this State. ; 


§ 4. Execution of Bonds—Terms.—Such bonds shall be 
signed by the Chairman and Clerk of the High School Board of 
Trustees, and if a corporate seal shall have been adopted it shall 
be affixed thereto and such bonds may pledge the full faith and 
credit of the high school district; may have coupons for the payment 
of interest attached, which coupons may be executed by the fac-~ 
simile signature of the Clerk; may contain certain provisions for 
registration of principal only or of principal and interest, and may 
otherwise be in such form; shall mature at such time or times not 
exceeding forty years from the date thereof and shall bear interest 
at such rate, not exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semi- 
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annually, as the High School Board of Trustees shall determine and 
shall be sold at not less than par. 


§ 5. Tax for Payment of Bonds.—Notwithstanding the 
limitations contained in any general or special Act or any Act making 
a special provision on or about the subject matter of any general 
Act;‘there shall be levied in each year after the issuance of any such 
bonds by any district and continuing so long as any of said bonds 
shall be unpaid and outstanding, a tax upon all the taxable prop- 
erty in such district sufficient to pay the interest upon all said bonds

Garnett to Tillman, in Jasper County, and to Provide 
for the Expenditure Thereof and for the Payment of 
the Said Loan. 


Section 1. Jasper County to Borrow.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Treasurer, Supervisor and County Board of Commissioners 
of Jasper County be, and they are hereby authorized to borrow an 
amount not exceeding Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars 
to be used for the purpose of building a Highway from the Hampton 
County line near Garnett to Tillman in Jasper County.

Section 1. Special Levies in High School Districts of 
Kershaw County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the High School Trustees of Ker-

isting in the Several School Districts. 


Section 1. Special Tax in Kershaw County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina:

vide for the Payment of Same. 


Section 1. Laurens County to Borrow—Purpose—Ex- 
penditure.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Supervisor and County Treas- 
urer of Laurens County be, and they are hereby, authorized to bor- 
row the sum of One Hundred and Fifteen Thousand ($115,000.00) 
Dollars, said amount to be used for the building and maintenance of 
cross country roads in Laurens County, and for no other purpose. 
That the money herein authorized to be borrowed shall be expended 
under direction and supervision of the Laurens County Highway 
Commission. 


§ 2. Notes.—That the Supervisor and Treasurer of Laurens 
County are hereby authorized to issue notes of Laurens County 
in such amounts and for such maturity dates as within their dis- 
cretion will be advantageous. Said notes herein authorized to be 
executed shall be borrowed at the lowest rate of interest obtainable, 
and should any funds be borrowed and notes executed for the pur- 
poses of carrying out the intent and purposes of this Act, then the 
execution of said notes is hereby ratified and confirmed and made 
valid obligations against Laurens County.

That the sum of Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars shall be 
spent for the following purposes: For completion of Brand Road 
from the city limits of Laurens to the C., N. & L. Railway track;

bridge over Beard’s Fork; completion of Watts Mill-Yarborough’s 
Mill road by W. D. Byrd’s, and to pay for surveying of roads by 
the State Highway Department, upon which reimbursements are to 
be made.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Board of 
Commissioners of Laurens County to Issue and Sell 
Coupon Bonds of Said County in the Sum of Five Hun- 
dred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars, to be Used for 
Permanent Road Improvement and the Refunding of 
Short Term Road Notes, and to Provide for the Ex- 
penditure of the Funds Resulting From the Sale of Said 
Bonds and for the Payment of Interest Thereon and for 
Retirement of Same. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Laurens County—Purpose— 
Terms.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners of Lau- 
rens County be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to 
issue and sell coupon bonds of said County in the sum of Five Hun- 
dred Thousand ($500.000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which shall 
be used for permanent road improvement under the provisions of 
this Act. ‘The said bonds shall be issued in such denominations as 
the Laurens County Highway Commission may determine, and shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding five and one-half (514%) per 
cent per annum, interest payable semiannually on July Ist and Janu- 
ary Ist of each and every year. 


§ 2. Payment of Bonds—Tax—Reimbursement Funds. 
—That the good faith and credit of Laurens County is pledged for 
the payment of principal and interest-of said bonds, and the Auditor 
of Laurens County is hereby authorized to levy on all taxable prop- 
erty in Laurens County an amount sufficient to pay the principal 
and interest of said bonds as they mature, provided that all reim- 
bursement received by Laurens County from the State Highway 
Commission, under the Act commonly known as the Pay-As-You- 
Go-Act for soft-surface construction done by Laurens County 
Highway Commission on Route 7, Calhoun Highway, and Route 
10, between Laurens and junction near Saluda River with Route 7, 
Calhoun Highway, shall as they are received be added to the pro- 
ceeds of the gasoline tax of two cents per gallon accruing to Lau- 
rens County after the year 1926, and provided that this joint fund 
shall be applied to the payment of interest and to the retirement of 
serial bonds issued under this Act in such amount as may be nec- 
essary therefor under the schedule of maturities of said bonds, as 
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these maturities are established by the Laurens County Highway 
Commission, the remainder of said fund to be available to the 
Laurens County Highway Commission for road and bridge con- 
struction in Laurens County, and provided that this remainder 
shall be so calculated annually as that none of it shall be used 
annually except so much of it as may be in excess of the sum 
needed to amortize said bonds, and pay semiannually interest 
thereon: Provided, further, That in addition to paying the interest 
the interest on said bonds from. the aforesaid fund, a sum not less 
than Six Thousand, Two Hundred and Fifty ($6,250.00) Dollars 
per annum, and as much more as may be necessary, computed at 
five and one-half (514) per cent to amortize the principal of said 
bonds as they mature, and such sum or sums, principal and in- 
terest, shall be used solely for the retirement of said bonds. 


§ 3. Maturities of Bonds.—That said bonds shall mature 
within forty years from the approval of this Act. The County 
Board of Commissioners are authorized, however, to issue said 
bonds in such periodical series as may be determined by the Laurens 
County Highway Commission, should said Commission decide to 
issue serial bonds rather than term bonds. 


§ 4. Sale of Bonds—Disbursement of Proceeds.—Said 
bonds shall be disposed of by the County Board of Commissioners 
through the Laurens County Highway Commission to the highest 
bidder, and upon notice by advertisement and competitive bids as 
the Laurens County Highway Commission shall deem proper. 
The proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be placed by the Su- 
pervisor with the County Treasurer of Laurens County, and shall 
be by him kept separate and distinct from all other funds; and 
said funds shall be expended by the Laurens County Highway 
Commission on the improvement of the roads in Laurens County 
to be designated by the Laurens County Highway Commission. 


§ 5. Use of Balance of Proceeds of Bonds.—The re- 
mainder of the proceeds from the sale of the said Five Hundred 
Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars bond issue shall be applied: First, 
to retirement of One Hundred and Fifteen Thousand ($115,000.00) 
Dollars of County notes issued for short term against reimbursement 
promised by the State Highway Department, for the construction 
of the Calhoun Highway and Cold Point Highway to intersection 
via Waterloo, with the Calhoun Highway near Cothran Memorial 
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Bridge; and further, the remainder of the proceeds from the sale 
of said notes shall be available to the Laurens County Highway 
Commission for the building of bridges on above routes and com- 
pletion of any roads previously approved for construction and of 
any additional roads which may be ordered built by the Commission. 


§ 6. Election on Issue—Primary.—That the bonds herein 
authorized to be issued shall not be issued unless the same shall have 
been approved by a majority of the. voters in Laurens County in an 
election to be held under the rules and regulations governing the 
Democratic primaries in this State, at the same time and places that 
the primary election for State and County officers are held in 1926, 
and it shall be the duty of the Laurens County Highway Commis- 
sion to prepare ballots for the holding of said election on said date, 
which ballots shall have plainly written or printed thereon: For 
$500,000.00) bond issue—Yes, No.” Those in favor of said bond 
issue shall erase the word ‘‘No”. Those against said bond issue shall 
erase the word “Yes”. It shall be the further duty of the Laurens 
County Highway Commission to canvass the returns and declare the 
result of said election, and no proceeding shall be had of any of the 
Courts of this State on account of any irregularity in the conduct 
of said election unless same shall be commenced within thirty days 
after the result of said election has been declared.

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of a Consolidated 
High School and the Erection of a School Building for 
Central School District, Composed of Districts Nos. 6, 
24, 26, 28, 29 of Lee County, to Create Said District a 
Body Corporate and Appoint Trustees Therefor, to Au- 
thorize the Issuance of Bonds for the Purpose of Erect- 
ing Said Building and Provide for the Levy and Collec- 
tion of Taxes, to Pay the Interest Upon Said Bonds and 
the Principal Thereof. 


Section 1. Central Consolidated High School District of 
Lee County Established.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Central School District com- 
posed of Districts 6, 24, 26, 28, 29 of Lee County, as now consti- 
tuted, are hereby declared to be a Consolidated High School Dis- 
trict, that is to say, a body corporate, and the Trustees, as herein- 
before provided for, are hereby declared to be the Consolidated 
High School Board of Trustees, and as such are hereby authorized 
and empowered to establish a Consolidated High School for the 
five school districts, at some point in said District, and the Consoli- 
dated High School when so established shall be entitled to all the 
privileges and benefits of rural Consolidated High Schools approved 
and accepted by the State Board of Education. 


§ 2. Trustees.—The Board of Trustees of the district where- 
in the Consolidated High School is located, together with the Chair- 
man of each of the cooperating districts, shall constitute the Con- 
solidated High School Board of Trustees and shall hold office for 
a term of two years, and until their successors are appointed and 
qualified. 


§ 3. Powers of Trustees — Bond Issue. — That the Con- 
solidated High School Board of Trustees shall be, and hereby is, 
vested with the power to do all acts necessary or adapted to the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a Consolidated High School build- 
ing and for the purpose of providing the funds for such purchase 
of land and erection and equipment of a Consolidated High School 
building may, notwithstanding any other or similar limits contained 
in any general or specific Act or any Act making a special provision 
in or about the subject matter of any general Act, issue and sell the 
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bonds of the High School District to an amount not exceeding ~ 
Thirty-four Thousand Dollars: Provided, That this Act shall not 
be deemed or held to intend or purport to authorize the issuance 
of bonds in excess of any limit imposed by the Constitution of this 
State. 


§ 4. Execution of Bonds—Terms.—Such bonds shall be 
signed by the Consolidated High School Board of Trustees, and 
if a corporate seal shall have been adopted it shall be affixed thereto 
and such bonds may pledge the full faith and credit of the Con- 
solidated High School District; may have coupons for the payment 
of interest attached, which coupons may be executed by the facsimile 
signatures of the Trustees; may contain certain provisions for reg- 
istration of principal only or of principal and interest, and may oth- 
erwise be in such form; shall mature at such times not exceeding 
forty years from the date thereof and shall bear interest at such rate, 
not exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semiannually, as 
the Consolidated High School Board of Trustees shall determine and 
shall be sold at not less than par. 


§ 5. Tax for Payment of Bonds. — Notwithstanding the 
limitations contained in any general or special Act or any Act 
making a special provision on or about the subject matter of any 
general Act, there shall be levied in each year after the issuance 
of any bonds by any district and continuing so long as any of said 
bonds shall be unpaid and outstanding, tax upon the taxable prop- 
erty in sttch district sufficient to pay the interest upon all said 
bonds and to create a sinking fund sufficient to provide for the 
payment of the principal as and when the same shall mature, which 
tax shall be levied by the County Auditor or in such other manner 
as may be provided by law, in the same manner and at the same 
time as other taxes in the County are levied and collected. 


§ 6. Levies to be Uniform.—That all lawful levies for the 
maintenance and lawful levies for bonds shall be at the same uniform 
rate on the assessed valuation on all property embraced in Central 
Consolidated High School District. 


§ 7. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That said bonds shall be exempt 
from State, County and Municipal taxation. 


§ 8. Portions of Act Independent.—That in case any por- 
tion or provision of this Act shall by a Court of competent juris- 
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diction be held unconstitutional, the validity of the remaining por- 
tion shall in no wise be construed or held to be impaired thereby, 
but such remaining portions shall be and remain in full force and 
effect and shall be deemed and held to be a valid and complete Act. 


§ 9. That any Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
shall be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 10. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Whereas, The County Jail for Lexington County is now in a bad 
state of repair and is an old building of early design and is now 
inadequate for the safe-keeping of prisoners, and, whereas, the said’ 
jail is located on the main street of the Town of Lexington, which 
is not the proper location for a prison, and, whereas, It is deemed 
best to change the location of the said prison-house from the main 
street of said Town to some more appropriate and proper place, 
now, therefore, 


Section 1. Proposed Sale of Jail and Lot by Lexington 
County—Conditions of Sale.—Be it resolved by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of County 
Commissioners for Lexington County, or their successors in office, 
may proceed to ascertain if a sale of the present jail house, appur- 
tenances, and the lot upon which the same are located, can be effected 
to an individual, individuals, company or corporation, resident or non- 
resident: Provided, That no sale by the said Board of County Com- 
missioners shall be made unless the amount offered for the said 
premises be sufficient to pay for the purchase of a suitable lot on 
which to erect a new jail house and jailer’s residence, and sufficient 
to pay all costs necessary for the erection of a new jail and jailer’s 
residence, which said buildings, as a unit, shall be modern and up- 
to-date in design and construction, and adequate in capacity to prop- 
erly care for the needs of Lexington County, and said new jail shall 
be fireproof in construction with a sufficient number of safety cells, 
and all necessary sanitary equipment, and said buildings shall be 
constructed after a plan or design hereinafter provided for. 


§ 2. Sale to be for Cash.—That no sale of the premises 
herein, and no purchase of a new site shall be made in other terms 
than cash. 


§ 3. Consent of Delegation Required.—That before any 
sale or purchase shall be valid hereunder, the said Board of County 
Commissioners, shall have the written consent and approval of all 
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of the members of the Legislative Delegation from Lexington 
County. 


§ 4. Plans for New Jail to be Approved.—That before 
any new jail and jailer’s residence be erected, and before any con- 
tract to construct same shall be entered into, the plans for the said 
buildings shall be approved by a majority of the Lexington County 
Legislative Delegation. 


§ 5. Minimum Selling Price.—That no offer for the prem- 
ises herein shall be considered which, in amount, is not equal to or. 
more than the amount necessary to purchase a new site and erect 
thereon a modern prison together with all necessary and proper 
equipment. 


§ 6. Title to New Lot.—That in case of a purchase of a new 

site, no lot, or tract of land shall be accepted except by a title in fee- 

_simple, properly executed, and such site, lot or tract shall be free 
from all encumbrances. , 


§ 7. Sale May be in Parcels. — That the said Board of 
County Commissioners, or their ‘successors in. office, may sell the 
present jail lot and appurtenances as a whole, or in parts, as to 
them may appear most advantageous to Lexington County: Pro- 
vided, however, That the total amount received from such sale 
or sales, shall be sufficient to fully meet the requirements of all 
of the provisions of the foregoing sections. 


§ 8. Execution of Deed.—That in case all of the require- 
ments herein are met, fully and completely, the Board of County 
Commissioners, or their successors in office, be, and they are hereby, 
authorized and empowered to execute a fee-simple title to the lot 
and improvements thereon hereinbefore mentioned in the name of 
the Board of County Commissioners for Lexington County, by their 
names as such Commissioners. 


§ 9. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 10. That this Act shall be effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Board of County Commissioners 
of Lexington County to Sell and Convey the Stock in 
the Columbia, Newberry and Laurens Railroad Com- 
pany, Held or Owned by the County of Lexington, Any 
Township or Other Political Subdivision Thereof; and 
to Validate the Acts of Said Board in so Doing. 


Whereas, Pursuant to and under the terms of an Act entitled 
“An Act to Incorporate the Newberry and Laurens Railroad Com- 
pany,” approved the 26th day of December, A. D. 1885, and of an 
Act entitled “An Act to Amend an Act entitled ‘An Act to Incor- 
porate the Newberry and Laurens Railroad Company’; and to vali- 
date all Acts and contracts done and made in pursuance of the same, 
approved the 24th day of December, A. D. 1886, certain townships 
of Lexington County, to wit: Saluda, Broad River and Fork Town- 
ships (and maybe others) voted and issued bonds for the purpose 
of and did subscribe to and acquire stock in the Columbia, Newberry 
and Laurens Railroad Company ; and, 


Whereas, 'The said bonds so voted were duly delivered in exchange 
for stock in said Company, and said bonds, with all interest thereon 
due, have been fully paid and discharged ; and, 


Whereas, The said stock is still owned and held and has never 
been sold, assigned or transferred: 


Section 1. . County Commissioners of Lexington County 
Authorized to Sell Certain Railroad Stock.—Be it enacted by 
‘the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Board of Commissioners of Lexington County be, and the 
said Board hereby is, authorized and empowered to negotiate for 
and make sale of all such shares of stock of the Columbia, New- 
berry and Laurens Railroad Company as may be held or owned by 
Lexington County or any Township or other political subdivisions 
thereof, especially the said Saluda, Broad River and Fork Town- 
ships, including taking all necessary and proper steps to have new 
certificates of stock issued by said corporation pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Sections 4256 and 4257 of Volume 3, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina (1922) and any other law regulating such matters; 
and in case of sale to make, for and in the name of said County, 
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‘Townships or other political subdivisions of said County, all nec- 
essary and proper transfers of title to the shares of stock so sold. 


§ 2. Sale Ratified.—That any sale of said stock, and all Acts 
done by said Board for the purpose thereof, as authorized herein, 
shall, when made and done, stand ratified and confirmed, and hereby 
are declared to be valid and binding in all respects whatsoever, and 
the title to said stock vested in the purchaser or purchasers: thereof. 


§ 3. Sale to be for Cash—Deposit of Proceeds.—That 
any sale or sales made hereunder shall be for cash, and the proceeds 
thereof, after deducting the expenses of sale, shall be turned over to 
the County Treasurer of Lexington County, to be by him held in 
some sound and solvent bank of the County at interest until such 
time as a further disposition thereof shall be made by law.

Whereas, Pursuant to and under the terms of an Act entitled 
“An Act to Incorporate the Newberry and Laurens Railroad Com- 
pany,” approved the 26th day of December, A. D. 1885, and of an 
Act entitled “An Act to Amend an Act entitled ‘An Act to Incor- 
porate the Newberry and Laurens Railroad Company’; and to vali- 
date all Acts and contracts done and made in pursuance of the same,” 
approved the 24th day of December, A. D. 1886, certain Townships 
of Lexington County, to wit: Saluda, Broad River and Fork Town- 
ships (and maybe others) voted and issued bonds for the purpose 
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of and did subscribe to and acquire stock in the Columbia, New- 
berry and Laurens Railroad Company; and, 


Whereas, The said bonds so voted were duly delivered in exchange 
for stock in said Company, and said bonds, with all interest thereon 
due, have been fully paid and discharged ; and, 


Whereas, The said stock is still owned and held and has, never 
been sold, assigned or transferred: 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners 
of Lexington County be, and the said Board hereby is, authorized 
and empowered to negotiate for and make sale of all such shares 
of stock of the Columbia, Newberry and Laurens Railroad Com- 
pany as may be held or owned by Lexington County or any Town-~ 
ship or other political subdivision thereof, especially the said Sa-

to the Lexington Water Power Company, creating it a corporation 
for the purpose of developing, transmitting, and selling electric 
power ; buying and selling land, and for other purposes as set out 
in said charter; and, 


Whereas, The General Assembly of the State of South Carolina 
by Act of February 22, 1904, XXIV, Statutes, p. 657, authorized and 
empowered the said Company to construct a dam or dams across the 
Saluda River in Lexington County at or near Dreher’s or Rauch’s 
Shoals, or both, or at other points on their own land, across said 
river; and, 


Whereas, The right to condemn lands for the purpose of con-

Section 1. Special Tax Election in School District No. 
27, Lexington County—Provisos.—Be it enacted by the General 
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Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trus- 
tees of Fairview High School District No. 27, of Lexington County, 
be, arid it is hereby, empowered to hold an election at Fairview School 
House in said District on a day to be fixed by the said Board of 
Trustees on the question of an additional special levy of six (6) 
mills on all of the taxable property of said District for general 
school purposes; Provided, No such election shall be ordered ex- 
cept as provided for in Section 2603, Vol. 3, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1922: Provided, further, That the total special 
levy for school purposes in said District shall not exceed twenty- 
four (24) mills.

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the County Commissioners 
of Lexington County to Borrow the Sum of $30;- 
000.00 for Road Purposes on Certain Conditions, and 
to Provide for the Payment of the Interest Thereon. 


Section 1. Lexington County to Borrow — Maturities — 
Condition.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
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of South Carolina: That the County Commissioners of Lexington 
County be, and they are hereby, authorized, empowered and di- 
rected to borrow the sum of $30,000.00 on notes of the County, at 
the lowest rate of interest obtainable, not to exceed six per cent 
per annum, payable semiannually or annually, as the Commis- 
sioners may determine, the principal sums to become due and pay- 
able as follows: $10,000.00 on or before January 30, 1929, $10,- 
000.00 on or before January 30, 1930, $10,000.00 on or before Jan- 
uary 30, 1931, and the faith and credit of Lexington County is 
pledged to secure the payment thereof: Provided, That the said sum 
of money shall not be borrowed unless the County Commissioners 
of Lexington County procure and obtain from the State Highway 
Department what is commonly known as a reimbursement contract 
under such terms as will enable the County to retire on or before 
maturity from such reimbursements the principal of the note or 
notes herein authorized to be given. The said reimbursement con- 
tract shall be made with reference to the project mentioned in 
Section 2 of this Act. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of the loan authorized 
to be obtained in Section 1 hereof are to be used for the purpose 
of constructing and building and paying all expenses incident thereto 
of that portion of State Highway No. 6 beginning at the Orange- 
burg County line and extending for about three miles to a point 
where said Highway No. 6 enters State Highway No. 1, and for 
the purpose of constructing and building and paying all incidental 
expenses in connection therewith of that portion of State Highway 
No. 6 beginning at the Town of Swansea and leading in the direc- 
tion of Lexington Court House, crossing Bull Swamp Creek at a 
site known as the Samuel Horsey or Lee Brooker Mill site and from 
said mill along the said State Highway No. 6 by such definite route 
as may be determined by the Commissioners and the State High- 
way Department towards Lexington Court House as far as the 
proceeds of said loan will go. The County Commissioners of Lex- 
ington County are directed’ to do the aforesaid work in the order 
mentioned herein. 


§ 3. Tax for Interest.—The Auditor of Lexington County

AN ACT Providing for the Temporary Control and Admin- 
istration of the School Funds of Marion and George- 
town Counties. 


Section 1. Board of Control of School Finances in 
Marion County—in Georgetown County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: In order to 
meet an emergency which has arisen in the school finances of Ma- 
rion and Georgetown Counties, as temporary measure, the Gov- 
ernor, upon the recommendation of the members of the General 
Assembly from Marion and Georgetown Counties shall appoint 
three citizens of Marion County and three citizens of Georgetown 
County, who, when so appointed are hereby constituted and de- 
clared to be the Board of Control of School Finances of the Public 
Schools of Marion County and of Georgetown County, respectively. 
The said Board shall be officially known as the Board of Control of 
' School Finances of Marion County, and the other Board shall be 
_ known as the Board of School Finances of Georgetown County, 
and is hereinafter referred to as the Board of Control. Any vacancy 
in the membership of the Board of Control shall be filled in the 
same manner as provided for original appointment thereto. 


§ 2. Duties.—It shall be the duty of the Board of Control 
hereby created to study the financial condition and needs of the 
schools of Marion County and of Georgetown County, respectively, 
and to consult with the several Board of Trustees, and with other 
school authorities of the County, with a view to devising plans to 
place the schools of the County on a permanent and sound financial 
basis. 


§ 3. To Approve Contracts of School Districts — May 
Make Rules, etc.—The Board of Trustees of the several School 
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Districts of Marion County and Georgetown County are forbidden 
to enter into any contract during the existence of the Board of 
Control which will result in any obligation to pay money, or the 
creation of any indebtedness against their respective districts, without 
the consent and approval in writing of a majority of the Board of 
Control, and such consent and approval shall not be granted for the 
making of any contract if the obligation to arise therefrom shall 
exceed the reasonably probable income of the district, it being the 
intent and purpose of this Act to confine the expenditures of each 
district to its income in order to preserve the school system of the 
County, and to accomplish such result the Boards of Control are 
hereby vested with full power and authority to make such other 
and further reasonable rules and regulations for the control of 
school expenditures in Marion County and Georgetown County, 
respectively, as may appear to it expedient. 


§ 4. Expenditures Without Consent of Board Pro- 
hibited.—No official or board of Marion County or Georgetown 
County shall have power or authority to expend any of the school 
funds of Marion County or Georgetown County, respectively, or 
any school district thereof, or to create any school indebtedness 
without the approval and consent in writing of a majority of the 
Board of Control of the respective Counties. 


§ 5. To Administer School Funds for Current Year— 
Apportionments to School Districts—Loans to School Dis- 
tricts.—The Board of Control is authorized and empowered in the 
discretion of a majority of its members to administer the school 
funds of the County for the remainder of the present school year, 
and thereafter to apportion such funds to each district according 
to law: Provided, That the Board of Control may apportion to 
needy districts amounts exceeding the lawful apportionment of the. 
district, if satisfactory provision be made by the district for the 
return of these amounts, and if no undue hardship will result to 
any other district in the County. The Board of Trustees of any 
school district, in order to raise funds to complete the present 
school year, by and with the consent in writing of a majority of 
the Board of Control may borrow funds, but the Board of Control 
shall withhold its consent unless the school district has some source 
of income from which such indebtedness can reasonably. be expected 
to be paid. 
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§ 6. To Countersign all School Warrants.—The County 
Treasurer is hereby forbidden to pay out any school funds except 
upon warrant countersigned by a majority of the Board of Con- 
trol, and subject to the modifications contained in Section 5, the 
County Treasurer shall pay no warrant drawn against the funds 
of any school district when the payment of such warrant will re- 
sult with an overdraft of the funds of the district in question. 


§ 7. School Officials to Observe Rules, etc., of Board.— 
All officials and Boards in the County of Marion and the County 
of Georgetown, respectively, charged with any duty in relation to 
the operation, administration or management of the schools of 
Marion County or Georgetown County, or of school funds, are re- 
quired to observe all orders, rules and regulations promulgated 
by the Board of Control under the authority of this Act. 


§ 8. Audits—Clerical Help.—The Board of Control shall 
have authority to call to its aid reasonable auditing and clerical 
help deemed necessary by it in the proper discharge of its duties 
under the provisions of this Act, and to pay such auditing and 
clerical help by its warrant drawn upon the County ‘Treasurer 
against any unapportioned school funds, and the County Treasurer 
is authorized and required to pay such warrants and to charge the 
same to unapportioned school funds. 


§ 9. Termination of Powers of Board.—When the present 
crisis in the school finances of Marion and Georgetown Counties 
have been adjusted to the satisfaction of the Delegation from Ma- 
rion County and Georgetown County, respectively, in the General 
Assembly, and when in the judgment of such Delegation a satis- 
factory and efficient system of financial administration of the schools 
of Marion County and Georgetown County has been devised, upon 
_the request of the said Delegation the Governor shall revoke the 
appointment of the members of the Board of Control and the Board 
of Control shall thereupon cease to exist: Provided, That in no 
event shall the Board of Control exist after March 1, 1928. 


§ 10. Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

County to Borrow Not Exceeding Eighty-five Thousand 
($85,000.00) Dollars for the Payment of Existing In- 
debtedness of the Schools of Marion County, and to 
Provide for the Expenditure of Same; and to Keep in 
Force a Three (3) Mill Levy Heretofore Made for This 
Purpose. 


Section 1. Marion County to Assume Debts of Schools 
—Amount.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County of Marion be, and it is hereby, 
authorized and empowered to assume the payment of existing in- 
debtedness of the schools of Marion County in an amount not ex- 
ceeding Eighty-five Thousand ($85,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 2. County to Borrow—Notes—Renewals—Pledge of 
Taxes, etc.—Consent of Delegation.—That, for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the terms of this Act, the County Commissioners 
of the County are authorized to borrow in the name of the County 
such sum or sums as may be necessary on note or notes, or renewals 
of the same from time to time, and to pledge as security therefor 
the proceeds of the tax levy herein provided and all monies derived 
from the other sources herein set forth. The note or notes or any re- 
newals hereby authorized shall be in the usual form, signed by the 
Chairman of the County Commissioners and the County Treasurer, 
and shall be on a rate of interest not exceeding six (6) per cent. per 
annum: Provided, That the amount authorized to be borrowed by 
this Act shall only be borrowed upon the written consent of a ma- 
jority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 3. Certain Funds to be Applied on Notes. — That all 
funds heretofore collected and unexpended, or hereafter collected 
by the County Treasurer by reason of the tax levy under the terms 
of the Act of 1923, being Act No. 441; all funds derived by reason 
of payment of dividends on County or School monies deposited in 
the Planters Bank, except monies arising from tolls earned by 
Mars Bluff Bridge; and all proceeds derived from the tax levy 
herein provided shall be kept by the County Treasurer in a segre- 
gated fund and shall be paid out by the Treasurer on warrant of 
the County Commissioners in settlement of interest and principal 
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of the said note or notes or renewals, and for no other purpose 
whatever. 


§ 4. Annual Tax.—That the County Auditor of Marion 
County be, and he is hereby, authorized and required to levy an- 
nually upon all taxable property in said County a tax of three (3) 
mills to be collected by the County Treasurer, and disbursed as pro- 
vided in Section 3 hereof. When the note or notes, or the re- 
newals herein provided, shall have been discharged, such levy shall 
cease forthwith. 


§ 5. Pledges Binding.—That the pledge of the funds and 
monies defined in Section 3 hereof, including the proceeds of the

Purchase Site — May Borrow Purchase Price — Security. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The Trustees of Marlboro Graded School District No. 
10 in Marlboro County are hereby authorized and empowered to 
purchase a suitable site for the erection of new school buildings 
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in said School District, and said Trustees are hereby given power 
and authority to borrow such sums of money as are necessary in 
their judgment to pay the purchase price of said school site, to

AN ACT to Allow Marlboro County to Borrow Money and 
to Provide for the Construction of Certain Roads in 
Marlboro County. 


Whereas, An Act was passed by the General Assembly in 1924, 
providing for a bond issue of Three Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
($350,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of constructing certain 
roads in Marlboro County, and a Commission known as the Marl- 
boro County Special Roads Commission was appointed for a term 
of two years, to expend the proceeds of the bond sale in the con- 
struction of the roads specified in the Act; and, 


Whereas, The terms of the members of the said Special Roads 
Commission will soon expire, and the construction of the roads 
named in said Act have not been fully completed, and it appears 
that the proceeds of the bond sale will not be sufficient to complete 
the roads specified to be constructed by said bond money; and, 

Whereas, A part of said bond funds have been spent on State 
Roads, and the State Highway Department has agreed to refund 
certain funds to Marlboro County, therefore, 


Section 1. Duties of Special Roads Commission De- 
volved.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That upon the expiration of the term for which 
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the members of the Marlboro County Special Roads Commission 
have been appointed, the duties of said Commission shall devolve 
upon the Board of County Highway Commissioners of Marlboro 
County. 


§ 2. Completion of Highway System. — The Board of 
County Highway Commissioners shall use such funds as may be 
on hand from the bond sale, and which may become available from 
reimbursements by the State Highway Department, or otherwise, 
for the building or improving such uncompleted roads in the bond 
system as the said Board may deem most advisable and important, 
as far as the said funds will go.

Dollars on the first of January, 1928, and Twelve Thousand and 
Five Hundred ($12,500.00) Dollars on the first of January, 1929; 
the said principal sums and interest to be paid out of funds to be 
paid to Marlboro County as reimbursement during the years 1926, 
1927, and 1928, as per agreement and promise by the State Highway 
Department. If, however, the reimbursement funds paid to Marl- 
boro County by the State Highway Department shall be insufficient 
to pay the principal and interest of said loans as they may become 
due, then the said principal and interest, or so much thereof-as may 
be necessary, shall be paid from such funds as may be available, 
which shall be provided for by the Marlboro County Legislative 
Delegation by taxation, or otherwise.

Whereas, some question has arisen as to the title of said school 
property which was many years ago conveyed to certain trustees 
for the purposes of a school for the colored race by the late Col.

Section 1. Title to Lot in Bennettsville Vested in School 
District No. 10, Marlboro County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral. Assembly of the State of South Carolina: ‘That the title 
to the lot of land with all buildings thereon, which are now being 
used by the colored school in the Town of Bennettsville be, and

AN ACT to Authorize the Marlboro Bridge District to Is- 
sue Bonds, and to Authorize the Sale of the Society 
Hill Bridge. 


Whereas, The cost of building the Society Hill Bridge and ap- 
proaches thereto was in excess of the funds provided by bonds for 


-such bridge and approaches, and 


Whereas, The Marlboro Bridge District has a floating debt 
of Twenty-five Thousand Dollars, therefore 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Marlboro Bridge District — 
Purpose—Terms—Execution.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Marlboro Bridge 
Commission is hereby authorized to issue bonds of the Marlboro 
Bridge District in an aggregate principal amount of not exceeding 
Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars in addition to the bonds 
of said district already issued and outstanding, the proceeds of 
which shall be applied to the payment and retirement of all out- 
standing notes or other floating indebtedness of said Marlboro 
Bridge District. ‘These bonds shall be serial bonds maturing in 
annual series of installments of one or more bonds each, the first 
of which series or installments shall become due and payable in 
the year 1928, and the last of said bonds not more than ten (10) 
years after the year 1928, and the said bonds shall bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding six (6) per cent. per annum, payable semi- 
annually These bonds shall be coupon bonds, payable to bearer but 
may be issued with the privilege of the holder having them regis- 
tered in the office of the Treasurer of Marlboro County, and the 
principal thus made payable to the registered holder. The bonds 
so registered in the name of the holder may thereafter be registered 
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to bearer and thus be made payable to bearer. The registration 
herein provided for shall not affect the negotiability of the coupons 
of such bonds, but all coupons shall be payable to the bearer upon 
delivery. The principal and interest of the bonds may be made 
payable within or without the State of South Carolina, and in gold 
or such other medium of payment as may be indicated on the face 
of the bonds. In case the bonds are issued in blocks bearing dif- 
ferent dates of issue, each block may be made to mature serially 
as aforesaid without regard to the maturities of any block of a dif 
ferent date of issue. The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman 


of the Marlboro Bridge Commission, and the corporate seal of the ‘ 


Marlboro Bridge District shall be affixed to or be impressed on the 
bonds and attested by the Secretary of the Commission; but the 
coupon attached to the bonds need not be authenticated otherwise 
than by facsimile signatures of said officials etched, lithographed, 
engraved or printed on the coupon. 


§ 1-A. Bond Issue by Society Hill Bridge Board — 
Use — Terms — Execution. — That the members of the So- 
ciety Hill Bridge Board representing Hartsville and Society Hill 
Townships be and they hereby are authorized to issue bonds to re- 
tire the debt aforesaid in an aggregate principal amount not exceed- 
ing $8,500.00, the proceeds of which shall be applied to the payment 
of said indebtedness. Said bonds shall be issued for not less than 
one year nor more than twenty years, with a rate of interest not to 
exceed 6% payable annually or semiannually and shall be issued 
in such denomination as the said members shall deem best.

Sub. 3. Security for Bonds.—Said bonds may be secured by 
the pledge of any unpledged tolls that may be derived from the 
Society Hill Bridge and if the toll fees now authorized by law shall 
be insufficient to pay the interest when due and retire said bonds 
at maturity, the Auditor of Darlington Countv is hereby required 
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to levy a sufficient tax annually upon all the taxable property of 
said Townships to pay said interest and bonds until a sufficient fund 
has been raised therefor, which funds shall be deposited in some 
safe depository at interest. 


Sub. 4. Tax Exempt.—Said bonds shall be exempt from all 
taxes. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds—Sale of Bonds.—The said bonds are 
to be issued and sold only for the purpose of paying and retiring 
the present floating indebtedness of said Bridge District, and out 
of the proceeds of said bonds all notes or other evidences of debt 
shall be taken up and paid. The bonds shall be sold by the Com- 
mission to the highest responsible bidder upon sealed bids submitted 
after notice published for two weeks in some newspaper in Marl- 
boro County, and such other notice as the Commission may desire 
to give. e 


§ 3. Disbursements.—The proceeds of the sale of the bonds 
shall be deposited in such bank or banks as the Commission may 
designate, and shall be paid out by checks or warrants signed by 
the Secretary and Treasurer and countersigned by the Chairman 
of the Commission, in such amounts and in such manner as may 
be authorized by the Commission. 


§ 4. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of said bond sale shall 
be used for the purpose of paying any notes or other indebtedness 
of the Marlboro Bridge District. 


§ 5. Funds Applicable to Bonds.—All of the Marlboro 
Bridge District’s share of the tolls collected at the Society Hill 
Bridge in excess of the amounts necessary to pay and retire the 
bonds of said Bridge District now outstanding and the interest 
thereon, and the cost-of maintenance and repairs and expense of 
operation of said bridge and approaches, shall be used for the pur- 
pose of paying and retiring the bonds herein authorized, and the 
interest thereon, as the same may become due. 


§ 6. Property Tax, if Necessary.—If, at any time, there 
shall not be sufficient funds from tolls or other sources available 
to pay the interest and retire the bonds as they may become due, 
then the Marlboro Bridge Commission shall notify the Auditor of 
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Marlboro County on or before the first day of August in any year 
to levy a sufficient tax on all the property in the Marlboro Bridge 
District to pay such interest and bonds as they may become due, 
and the County Treasurer of Marlboro County shall collect such 
tax for the purpose of paying and retiring such bonds, and the in- 
terest thereon, as the same may become due. 


§ 7. Sale of Bridge.——The Society Hill Bridge Board, which 
is authorized and defined in “An Act to Create the Society Hill 
Bridge Board,” etc., approved March 5, 1924, shall have power, 
and the said Board is hereby authorized to negotiate with the South 
Carolina State Highway Department for the sale of the Society 
Hill Bridge and approaches thereto, and the said Board is hereby 
authorized to sell and convey the said bridge and approaches to 
the said State Highway Department for such price and upon such 
terms as may be mutually agreed upon by said Board and said 
Highway Department. Provided, That said Board shall not make 
sale of Society Hill Bridge without the consent and approval of the 
members of said Board of Society Hill Bridge Board, representing 
Hartsville and Society Hill Bridge Districts. 


§ 8. Apportionment of Proceeds of Sale—to be Applied 
on Bonds.—In case the said bridge and approaches should be sold, 
then said Society Hill Bridge Board shall apportion the funds re- 
ceived to the Marlboro Bridge District in Marlboro County and to 
Society Hill and Hartsville Townships in Darlington County in 
such proportion as their respective interests may appear. The said 
funds so apportioned shall be used to pay the bonds and interest 
thereon of said Bridge District and Townships as the same may be- 
come due. Any such funds received before said bonds and interest 
shall become due shall he held as a sinking fund and securely in- 
vested at interest for the purpose of paying such interest and bonds 
as they may become due. 


§ 8-A. Powers of Bridge Commission as to Loans, Un- 
der Preceding Act Limited — Powers Alternative. — In the 
the event that the Marlboro Bridge Commission should utilize the 
authority of this Act and issue the bonds hereinbefore provided 
for the issuance of said bonds is to be regarded as a substitution 
for the power heretfore vested in said Bridge Commissioners by an 
Act of the General Assembly passed at the 1926 session to borrow 
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money and the said last named Act is hereby declared to be repealed 
but without impairing the validity of any indebtedness contracted 
under the terms of said Act. There shall be no power in said 
Bridge Commission to continue to borrow money under the terms 
of said former Act, and also to issue bonds under the terms of 
this Act. If the bonds authorized by this Act shall be issued the 
Bridge Commissioners shall possess no power or authority to bor- 
tow any additional sums of money under the terms of the Act 
heretofore passed at this session of the General Assembly. 


§ 9. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of Clio 
School District No. 9, in Marlboro County to Use Cer- 
tain Surplus Sinking Fund of Said School District tol 
Retire an Outstanding Floating Indebtedness. 


Whereas, There was authorized by an election held in said school 
district the issue of a certain amount of school bonds for the pur- 
pose of buying a school site and erecting and equipping thereon a 
new school building, and 


Whereas, It was discovered when the said issue of bonds was 
offered for sale that only a certain proportion thereof could be sold 
because the entire issue voted by the people exceeded the Consti- 
tutional limitation as to school bond indebtedness, and 


Whereas, The Trustees did buy a school house site and erected 
thereon and equipped a new school building, the cost of which ex- 
ceeded the amount of bonds sold, and 


Whereas, An Amendment to the Constitution is now being sub- 
mitted to the people to modify the Constitutional limitation upon 
bonded indebtedness of said school district, and 


Whereas, There is now an outstanding, floating debt of approxi- 
mately Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, representing a portion

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of the cost of the new school building and equipment, and it is 
necessary to make some immediate arrangements to pay the said 
floating indebtedness, and there is on hand in the sinking fund 
more than enough to retire with the natural accretion to be made 
to said fund from year to year, the outstanding bonds for which 
said sinking fund was created, Now Therefore 


Section 1. Clio School District to Use Surplus Sinking 
 Fund.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Trustees of Clio School District No. 9, 
be, and they are hereby authorized to use such parts of the exist- 
ing sinking fund as constitutes a surplus over and above the amount 
necessary to retire the outstanding bonds for which the said sinking 
fund was created. 


§ 2. Calculation of Surplus — Necessary Sinking Fund 
Not to be Impaired.—The Trustees of said school district, the 
County Superintendent of Education and the County Treasurer 
are hereby authorized and directed to make a proper and close cal- 
culation of the amount which will be added to said sinking fund 
from year to year as taxes are paid in and are directed to permit 
School Trustees of School District No. 9 to make use of such part 
of the said sinking fund as shall appear to be unnecessary for the 
due protection of the outstanding bonds.

pose of Erecting, Equipping and Maintaining a School 
Building and School. 


Section 1. School District No. 4, McCormick County to 
Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Trustees of McCormick School District 
No. 4 of McCormick County, be, and they are hereby, authorized 
and empowered to borrow the sum of not exceeding Three Thou- 
sand ($3,000.00) Dollars, at a rate of interest not to exceed eight 
(8) per centum per annum, to be used for the purpose of erecting, 
equipping and maintaining a building and school to be used for school 
purposes within the said District, and that said Trustees shall make 
and deliver their obligations in the form of notes or bonds for such 
amount as may be so borrowed, with interest, said obligations to 
become due and payable not more than three years from date thereof. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment.—That the County Auditor for Mc- 
Cormick County be, and he is hereby authorized, to levy on the 
assessed property in said school district for the years 1926, 1927 
and 1928, a sufficient number of mills, in addition to the levy already 
authorized, to pay off whatever amount is borrowed by said Trustees 
under this Act, and interest on same. 


§ 3. Pledge of Taxes.—That said Trustees are authorized 
to pledge for the payment of said obligation any general or special 
school taxes belonging to or to belong to said school district not 
otherwise appropriated, for the payment of said debt. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Chairman of Highway Commis- 
sion and County Treasurer of Newberry County to Bor- 
row Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars for Construc- 
tion of a Bridge Over Broad River At or Near Strother. 


Section 1. Newberry County May Borrow — Notes. — 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Chairman of Highway Commission and County 
Treasurer of Newberry County, subject to conditions hereinafter 
mentioned, may borrow not exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars, payable not later than December 31st, 1928. The said debt 
shall be evidenced by notes signed by the Chairman of the Highway 
Commission and County Treasurer of Newberry County, attested 
by its Secretary, the corporate seal of said Commission affixed, and 
countersigned by the County Supervisor. 


§ 2. Interest.—The Chairman of Highway Commission and 
County Treasurer of Newberry County shall obtain the best rate of 
interest practicable, and to meet the payment of the interest to be- 
come due on said debt the said Chairman of Highway Commission 
and County Treasurer may use so much of the maintenance fund 
now in its hands, as may be necessary, for the purpose of paying 
the interest when due; or if the Chairman of Highway Commis- 
sion and County Treasurer of Newberry County shall find it more 
advantageous and to be the best interest of the County to pay the 
interest in advance and thereby obtain a lower rate, the said Com- 
mission may do so. 


§ 3. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of said loan shall be 
used for the construction of a bridge over Broad River at or near 
Strother into Fairfield County. 


§ 4. Loan Contingent on Cooperation of Fairfield 
County and Promise of Reimbursements.—That the Chairman 
of Highway Commission and County Treasurer of Newberry 
County shall not exercise the power to negotiate said loan until 
it shall have been assured that Fairfield County is ready and will- 
ing to contribute its proportionate share for the construction of 
said bridge, and until the State Highway Department shall indicate 
its readiness to grant proper reimbursements agreements on account 
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thereof, which, if paid, will be sufficient to pay said debt at ma- 
turity, and the State Highway Department shall indicate that it is 
ready to begin the construction of said bridge upon the advance- 
ment and production of said sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars. 


§ 5. Security for Loan.—That the full faith, credit and tax- 
ing power of Newberry County are hereby pledged for the pay- 
ment of said debt and interest as security for the payment of said 
debt and interest the Chairman of Highway Commission and County 
Treasurer are authorized and directed to pledge the agreement or 
agreements made or to be made by the State Highway Department 
or by the State for reimbursement to Newberry County for the 
money so borrowed and advanced for the construction of said 
bridge. 


§ 6. Reimbursement Agreement. — The loan herein au- 
thorized to be made shall not be made until the Chairman of High- 
way Commission and County Treasurer shall have entered into valid 
and enforceable reimbursement agreement or contract for an amount 
sufficient to meet said loan at maturity. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize, Empower and Direct the Board of, 
School Trustees of Prosperity School District No. 14, 
Newberry County, te Issue Coupon Bonds of Said Dis- 
trict in a Sum Not Exceeding Twenty Thousand ($20,- 
000.00) Dollars for the Purpose of Erecting a High 
School Building in Said District, and to Provide the 
Manner in Which Such Bonds May be Issued and for 
the Disposition of the Proceeds Thereof. 


Section 1. Bond Election in School District No. 14, New- 
berry County—Terms of Bonds.—Be it enacted by the General 
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Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board of Trustees 
of Prosperity School District No. 14, of Newberry County, be, and 
they are hereby, authorized, empowered and directed to submit to 
the qualified electors of said School District at an election to be 
called by the said Board of School Trustees at such time as may 
be determined by the said Board, the question of issuing serial 
coupon bonds of said Prosperity School District in an amount not 
to exceed Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, payable to bearer, 
in such denominations as said Board may deem necessary, bearing 
a rate of interest not exceeding six (6) per cent. per annum, pay- 
able annually or semiannually and at such place as may be deemed 
best, for the purpose of erecting a High School Building in said 
District and for the equipment and maintaining of said building 
in said District. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—For the purpose of determining 
the issue of bonds authorized in Section 1 of this Act, said Trustees 
of Prosperity School District No. 14, of Newberry County shall 
order an election to be held in such place in said School District 
as may be designated by said School Trustees, on the question of 
whether or not such bonds shall be issued, in which election only 
qualified voters, who shall be freeholders residing in said Pros- 
perity School District No. 14, shall be allowed to vote; and said

a sinking fund for the payment of such bonds when due; and the 
coupons thereof shall be received for school taxes upon the property 
within said School District. 


§ 5. Execution of Bonds.—AIl bonds issued under and in 
pursuance of this Act shall be signed by the Trustees of said School 
District, provided that the signature of said Trustees may be litho- 
graphed or engraved upon the coupons attached to such bonds, and 
said lithographed or engraved signatures shall be sufficient signing 
thereof. 


§ 6. Deposit of Bond Funds—Disbursement.—The pro- 
ceeds from the sale of said bonds as are contemplated under this Act 
shall be deposited by the Board of Trustees of said School District 
in one or more banks doing business in Newberry County, and shall 
be paid out by said Board only for the purposes herein mentioned. 


§ 7. Sinking Fund.—The Treasurer of the County of New- 
berry is hereby directed to deposit all monies hereafter to be collected 
and belonging to the sinking fund which may be accumulated under 
the provisions of this Act in one or more banks doing business in 
the County of Newberry, at the best rate of interest that can be 
obtained, until said bonds mature. 


§ 8. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That the said bonds so issued 
shall be exempt from all State, County or municipal taxation. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

for the Purpose of Paying the Cost of the Erection of 
an Auditorium, Class Rooms in Silverstreet School Dis- 
trict No. 58 for the Use of the School in Said School 
District and the District Named Herein and to Levy a 
Tax in the Said Districts, and to Provide for the Pay- 
ment of Said Loan. 


Whereas, It has been deemed for the best educational interest of 
the children in Old Town School District No. 40, Deadfall District 
No. 9, Reagin District No. 8, Utopia District No. 10, and Trinity 
District No 45 in Newberry County to transport the children from 
these Districts to the high school at Silverstreet in Silverstreet Dis- 
trict No. 58, and, 


Whereas, It is not only best for the education of the children but 
is more economical, and, 


Whereas, Silverstreet School District No. 58 has been furnishing 
the equipment and buildings and incidental expenses and excess 
salaries of the teachers for the entire school. and, 


Whereas, On account of taking care of the children in the districts 
named it has been necessary to convert the auditorium of the said 
school building at Silverstreet into class rooms and it thus leaves 
the school at Silverstreet without an auditorium for morning exer-- 
cises, or for public entertainments and commencement exercises, 
and that such auditorium and additional class rooms are a necessity 
for the proper conduct of the school and the education of the chil- 
dren, and, 


Whereas, It is not just or equitable that the Silverstreet District 
should bear all this expense of building the said auditorium and 
class rooms, and, 


Whereas, The trustees as the legally constituted representatives 
of the districts named, have unanimously petitioned that all the Dis- 
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tricts represented in the school at Silverstreet, be required to bear 
the cost of such auditorium and class rooms for the use of all the 
children, said cost to be in proportion to taxable wealth. 


Section 1. Newberry County to Borrow for Improve- 
ment of School-house at Silverstreet.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Chair- 
man of the Highway Commission and the County Treasurer of 
Newberry County be, and they are hereby, authorized and required, 
upon the recommendation or request of the County Board of Educa- 
tion of said County, to borrow not exceeding Sixteen Thousand 
($16,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of erecting a suitable audi- 
torium and additional class rooms at Silverstreet in the Silverstreet 
School District No. 58, for the use of the school herein named, to 
be used by them jointly, and to pledge the school fund for the pay- 
ment thereof. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds of Loan.—That the money so author- 
ized and required to be borrowed shall be placed to the credit of the 
Silverstreet School District No. 58, to be used exclusively in the 
erection of the said auditorium and class rooms and equipment. 


§ 3. Payment of Loan.—That the proceeds from the levies 
hereinafter imposed upon the various School Districts named shall 
be applied to the payment of the interest and retirement of the loan 
herein authorized, and the Chairman of the Highway Commission 
and County Treasurer of Newberry County are hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to renew the said loan from year to year 
until the same is paid in full. 


§ 4. School District Tax Levies.—That the following levies 
are hereby authorized and directed to be made upon all the taxable 
property in the Districts named, and to include the levies now on 
the said property in as much as the money from these levies will not 
be needed for maintenance of the schools under the state and county 
unit for the payment of salaries of teachers, as to the children are 
all taught at the Silverstreet School. 


Four mills of the levy now on the Silverstreet District No. 58 for 
maintenance to be applied to the retirement of the loan herein pro- 
vided, and to remain until the said loan is paid. 
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Four mills on Old Town District No. 40 and to include the four 
mills now levied in said district, and to remain until the said loan 
is paid. 

Four mills in Trinity District No. 45 from the eight mills author- 
ized in said district in an election heretofore held for maintenance, 
and to remain until the said loan is paid. 


Four Mills now levied in Deadfall District No. 9 to be continued 
and applied to the loan herein authorized, and to remain until the 
said loan is paid. 


Four mills in Reagin District No. 8 and to include the four mills 
now levied and to remain until the loan herein is paid. 


Four Mills in Utopia District No. 10 and to include the levy of 
one mill levied and to remain until the loan herein authorized is paid. 


§ 5. Levy and Collection of Taxes.—That the Auditor of 
Newberry County is hereby authorized and directed to enter the 
levies on his tax books as herein directed, and the County Treasurer 
of Newberry County is directed to collect the tax herein levied, and 
to apply the proceeds thereof to the payment of the loan he author- 
ized to be made, and that when said loan is fully retired then said 
tax herein levied automatically to be taken off.

AN ACT to Authorize the Board of Trustees of Newberry 
School District No. 1 to Order and Hold an Election for 
the Purpose of Issuing Coupon Bonds for School Pur- 
poses. 


Section 1. Bond Election in School District No. 1, New- 
berry County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of Newberry 
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School District be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered 
to issue and sell coupon bonds of said School District No. 1 in the 
sum of not exceeding Two Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars, in 
such sums as they may deem necessary for the purpose of acquiring 
additional property, erecting and enlarging building, or buildings, 
purchasing equipment for public schools in said school district, or 
for paying any indebtedness incurred for said purposes: Provided, 
That a majority of the voters of said school district, voting thereon 
at an election held as hereinafter provided, shall vote in favor of 
issuing said school bonds. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—That for the purpose of de- 
termining whether or not school bonds shall be issued, as provided 
in Section 1, the said Board of Trustees of Newberry School Dis- 
trict shall order an election to be held at such place, or places, in the 
school district as may be designated by the said Board of Trustees, 
in which election only qualified voters residing in the school district 
shall be allowed to vote; and said Board of Trustees shall give notice 
of such election, which notice shall appear at least once a week for 
four consecutive weeks in a newspaper or newspapers published in 
said school district ; said notice shall designate the time and place or 
places at which the election shall be held; and the said Board of 
Trustees shall appoint the Managers of the election, receive the re- 
turns, and declare the result. 


§ 3. Ballots.—That the said Board of Trustees shall have 
printed and provided for the use of the voters a sufficient number 
of ballots, which shall be placed at the voting place, or places, on 
which shall be printed the words, “For the Issue of School Bonds,” 
and the words, “Against the Issue of School Bonds;” and the voter 
voting for the issue of the bonds shall strike out the words, “Against 
the Issue of School Bonds,” and the voter voting against the issue of 
bonds shall strike out the words, “For the Issue of School Bonds.” 


§ 4. Maturities of Bonds — Sale — Interest. — That if 
a majority of the votes cast at said election shall be in favor of issu- 
ing the bonds, the said Board of Trustees shall issue the bonds either 
as serial bonds or bonds of straight maturity, which shall run for a 
period of not exceeding forty years from the date thereof, and the 
Board of Trustees shall sell the bonds at not less than par, and shall 
use the proceeds for the uses and purposes mentioned in Section 1 
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hereof: Provided, That the bonds so sold shall not bear a rate of 
interest in excess of six (6%) per cent per annum, payable annually, 
or semiannually, and at such times and places as the said Board of 
Trustees may prescribe ; and, Provided, That said bonds may be sold 
in installments, as deemed advisable by said Board of Trustees. 


§ 5. Execution. — That said bonds shall be signed by the 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees of Newberry School District, 
and countersigned by the Secretary; Provided, That the signatures 
of the Chairman and Secretary shall be lithographed or engraved 
upon the coupons attached to. said bonds, and such lithographed or 
engraved signatures shall be sufficient signing thereof. 


§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That the said bonds so issued 
shall be exempt from taxation for State, County and Municipal 
purposes. 


§ 7. Tax for Payment—Sinking Funds.—That it shall be 
the duty of the county officers of Newberry County, charged with 
the assessment and collection of taxes, by the direction of the Board 
of Trustees of Newberry School District No. 1, to levy and collect 
such a tax annually upon all property, real and personal, within the 
said School District, as will raise a sum sufficient to pay the interest 
on all bonds issued in pursuance of this Act, and also a sum sufficient 
to provide a sinking fund for the retirement of said bonds at ma- 
turity. And that on or by the first day of May, after issuing said

of the bonds, or until they shall be redeemed according to law; and 
the said Treasurer shall have the right, in case any sums so held by 
him should be too small for the purpose of investing in approved 
securities, to deposit the same in some banking institution in the 
savings department, at the best rate of interest obtainable, until such 
time as the amount shall be large enough for permanent investment 
at a better rate of interest. 
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§ 8. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 9. This Act shall become of force immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Oconee County to Borrow.—Be it enacted by 
the Generally Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Treas- 
urer and County Supervisor of Oconee County, the State of South 
Carolina, are hereby authorized, directed and required to borrow 
upon the note or notes of said County a sum of money not to exceed 
Sixty-two Thousand One Hundred Ninety-one and 62/100 ($62,- 
191.62) Dollars, if so much be necessary, for the purpose of liqui- 
dating and paying past indebtedness of Oconee County. 


-§ 2. Execution of Notes—Terms——-Tax Exempt.—That 
said note or notes shall be signed by the Treasurer and Supervisor 
of Oconee County and the seal of the County affixed thereto, and 
shall be attested by the Clerk of the Board of County Commission- 
ers. The first of said notes shall not mature in less than one year 
from the date thereof and the last of said notes shall mature not 
more than five years from the date thereof.

Oconee County to Borrow—Roads to be Im- 
proved.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Supervisor and Treasurer of Oconee 
County are hereby authorized, empowered and instructed to borrow 
the sum of Four Hundred Thousand ($400,000.00) Dollars to be 
used in the construction and building of the following roads in said 
Oconee County; First: To grade, drain and hard-surface, westerly 
or north westerly, on State Route No. 2, beginning at Ravenel’s 
Bridge over Seneca River and continuing via Courtenay and Seneca 
to the intersection of State Highway No. 17, a distance of approxi- 
mately nine miles, said intersection of No. 17 being between Seneca 
and Walhalla on State Highway No. 2, Two Hundred and Seventy’ 
Thousand ($270,000.00) Dollars. To grade, drain and sand-clay- 
macadamize State Highway No. 2 from the western incorporate 
limits of the town of Walhalla across Stump-House Moutain via- 
W. R. Hunt, Mountain Rest and Russell’s to the Georgia State line. 
Said road to be built in said direction as far as Sixty Thousand 
($60,000.00) Dollars and the aid from the State will pay for said 
road being built Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars. 


Second: To grade, drain and topsoil the Highway leading from 
Westminster, by way of Long Creek Academy to the Georgia line, 
a distance of approximately sixteen (16) miles ($60,000.00) Dollars. 


Third: To grade, drain and topsoil a portion of the National 
Highway from Knox’s Bridge to the intersection of State Highway 
leading from Fair Play to Westminster, a distance of approximately 
two and one-half (214) miles, Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 2. Notes — Terms — Execution — Maturities. — 
That said loan shall be secured by notes in denominations to be 
fixed at the discretion of said Supervisor and Treasurer of Oconee; 
the said notes shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed six per cent. 
per annum, said notes to be signed by the said Supervisor and Treas-

Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 833), Amended—

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Payment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Section 1, of the Act entitled “An Act to 
authorize Orangeburg County to borrow money for the purpose of 
retiring certain past indebtedness, and to provide a levy to retire said 
loans,” Approved April 4, 1925, be and the same is hereby amended 
by striking out the words, “equal successive annual installments 
from date, the last to mature not later than May 1, 1925,” in said 
Section and inserting in lieu thereof the words, “successive annual

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of a Consolidated 
High School and the Erection of a High School Build- 
ing for School Districts Numbers 36, 37, 35, 38 and 69 
of Orangeburg County; to Create Said District a Body 
Corporate and Designate Trustees Therefor; to Order 
an Election on the Question of Issue of Coupon Bonds 
of Said District Not to Exceed Sixty Thousand ($60,- 
000.00) Dollars and to Authorize the Levying of a Tax 
for Current Expenses of Said Consolidated High 
School. 


Section 1. Springfield High School District Established. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That School Districts Number 35, Sawyerdale; Number 
38, North Goodland; Number 37, South Goodland; Number 36, 
West Goodland; Number 69, Middle Goodland, all of Orangeburg 
County, as now constituted, are hereby declared to be a high school 
district ; that is to say, a body corporate, and the trustees, as here- 
inafter provided for, are hereby declared to be the High School 
Board of Trustees, and as such are hereby authorized and directed 
to establish a central high school for the five (5) school districts, in 
the town of Springfield, and the high school, when so established, 
shall be entitled to all the privileges and benefits of high schools 
approved and accredited by the State Board of Education, and shall 
be known and designated as the Springfield High School District. 


§ 2. Trustees.—The Board of Trustees for the Springfield 
High School District, as hereby established, shall consist of seven 
members, three of whom shall be members of the Board of Trustees 
of West Goodland School District No. 36, and the remaining four 
shall be the chairman of the respective Boards of Trustees of each 
of the other districts comprising the said High School District. The 
Board of Trustees of the said High School District shall within 
thirty days after the approval of this Act by the Governor meet and 
organize, by electing a chairman and a secretary-treasurer. 


§ 3. Bond Election.—The Trustees of the Consolidated 
School District when organized, shall order and hold an election on 
the question of issuing coupon bonds of the Consolidated High 
School District not exceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) Dollars. 
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This election shall be held at such place, or places, in the school 
districts named in Section 1 hereof as may be designated by the High 
School Board of Trustees, at which election only the qualified voters 
residing in said school districts shall be allowed to vote; the said 
trustees shall give notice of such election by at least two publications 
of such notice in a newspaper published in Orangeburg County, and 
by posting notices in three public places in the said High School 
District, the first insertion being not less than ten days before the 
said election, and the said notice shall designate the time and place, 
or places, at which the election will be held; and the said trustees 
shall appoint the managers of such election, receive the returns, and 
declare the result. 


§ 4. Petition and Plat Not Required.—wNo petition for the 
holding of said election or the making and filing of the plat of said 
school district shall be required as a prerequisite to the holding of 
said election or the issuance of said bonds. 


§ 5. Ballots.—The said trustees shall have printed and pro- 
vided for the use of the voters a sufficient number of ballots, which 
shall be placed at the voting place or places, on which shall be printed 
the words: “For the Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds” 
and the words “Against the Issue of Consolidated High School 
Bonds” and the elector voting for the issue of school bonds shall 
strike out the words “Against the Issuance of Consolidated High 
School Bonds” and the elector voting against the issue of high 
school bonds shall strike out the words “For the Issue of Consoli- 
dated High School Bonds”. 


§ 6. Terms of Bonds.—If a majority of the votes cast at 
such election shall be in favor of the issue of the bonds said trustees 
shall issue the bonds or so much thereof, as they may deem advisable. 
The bonds so issued shall bear a rate of interest not exceeding six 
(6%) per cent per annum, payable semiannually and shall be pay- 
able, both principal and interest, at such place as the trustees may 
prescribe therein. The bonds shall mature at such dates. and in 
such proportion as the trustees may determine; Provided, however, 
That within ten years from the date of issue not in excess of ten

AN ACT to Authorize the Orangeburg County Highway 
Commission to Borrow Money for Road Purposes - and. 
to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Orangeburg County to Borrow—Notes.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Orangeburg County Highway Commission be, and it is 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow on the faith and credit 
of Orangeburg County the sum of One Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
($150,000.00) Dollars, and to give notes therefor bearing a rate of 
interest not in excess of six per cent (6%) per annum, payable semi- 
annually, or annually, as the Commission may determine, so that 
approximately one-tenth thereof, including the interest for that 
year, shall become due and pafable each year, over a period of ten 
years, from the maturity of the first note, which shall not be later 
than March 1, 1927. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of said loan are to be 
used by the said Commission to construct the following designated 
Roads and Highways in Orangeburg County : 


(1) A road known as the Springfield Annex to State Highway 
No. 1 at a cost of Twelve Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars, if so much 
be necessary.

(2) The Ninety-Six Road from Neeses to the Aiken County line 
at a cost of Thirty-two Thousand ($32,000.00) Dollars, if so much 
be necessary ; (3) the Cope Branchville Road at a cost of Thirty-two 
Thousand ($32,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary; (4) the 
Cordova Cooper Swamp Road at a cost of Fifteen Thousand ($15,- 
000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary; (5) the Eutawville Pro- 
vidence Road at a cost of Twenty-eight Thousand ($28,000.00) 
Dollars, if so much be necessary, and (6) the old Columbia Road 
at a cost of Thirty-one Thousand ($31,000.00) Dollars, if so much 
be necessary. 


The funds herein provided for shall be used only for these specific 
projects: Provided, however, That funds may be directed from one 
stated project to another upon written authorization of a majority 
of the County Delegation.

AN ACT to Create a Court House Commission for the 
County of Orangeburg for the Purpose of Remodelling 
or Building a New Court House Upon the Present or 
Some Other Site, and Conferring all Necessary and 
Incident Powers Thereto, Including the Sale and Ac- 
quisition of Real Estate, and to Provide for the Pay-, 
ment Therefor. 


Section 1. Court House Commission for Orangeburg 
County—Appointment—Term—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there 
is hereby created a Court House Commission for the County of 
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Orangeburg, to be known as Orangeburg County Court House Com- 
mission, which shall consist of five members, to be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the delegation in the General 
Assembly from the County of Orangeburg, and commissioned as 
other officers are commissioned, and who shall serve until all of the 
duties devolving upon the said Court House Commission shall have 
been performed and all funds borrowed therefor have been repaid, 
unless otherwise provided by law. Any vacancy for any cause in 
the membership of said Court House Commission shall be filled by . 
appointment by the Governor upon recommendation of the Orange- 
burg County Delegation in the General Assembly, as provided for 
the appointment of the original members. 


§ 2. Powers—-Expenses—Clerical Help.—The said Com-

with the building thereon, then, and in such event, the said Orange- 
burg County Court House Commission is hereby authorized and 
empowered to sell for cash the present Court House lot, or site, 
with the building and improvements thereon at a public or private 
sale, at such price as the said Commission may deem fair and ade-

quate, and it is authorized and empowered to execute and deliver 
a deed of conveyance thereto to such purchaser: Provided, The pre- 
sent Court House site shall not be sold for business or commercial 
purposes. In the event that the said Commission concludes to sell 
the present Court House site with the improvements thereon and 
does sell the same, then it is authorized and empowered to acquire, 
either by purchase or condemnation proceedings, or partly by both, 
a site suitable for building and erecting thereon a Court House for 
the County of Orangeburg. Should it become necessary to resort to 
condemnation proceedings to acquire the site, or a part thereof, 
authority and power are conferred upon the said Orangeburg County 
Court House Commission to condemn in the same manner and sub- 
ject to the same procedure and measure of compensation as is pro- 
vided and conferred upon county boards of commissioners in con- 
demning lands or property for public road purposes.

sum may be realized to pay all the indebtedness incurred by the 
said Commission under authority of this Act and they shall have 
paid all of the note or notes executed for money borrowed by the 
said Commission upon the credit of the County of Orangeburg, with 
interest, as herein directed. In addition such levy shall be made from 
year to year by the County Auditor, as may be deemed necessary, 
to pay the annual interest on any such indebtedness outstanding 
against the County and incurred under authority of this Act.

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of a Centralized 
High School District and the Erection of a School Build- 
ing for High School Purposes in the Following School 
Districts of Orangeburg County; Norway School Dis- 
trict No. 71; West Willow School District No. 61;.Two 
Mile Swamp School District No. 43; Middle Willow 
School District No. 76; South Willow School District: 
No. 86; North Willow School District No. 44; to Create 
Said District a Body Corporate and Designate Trus- 
tees Therefor; to Order an Election on the Question 
of Issue of Coupon Bonds of Said District Not to Ex- 
ceed Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars and to Au- 
thorize the Levying of a Tax for Current Expenses of 
Said Centralized High School. 


Section 1. Willow High School District Established.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the following school districts, Norway School District No. 
71; West Willow School District No. 61; Two Mile School District 
No. 43; Middle Willow School District No. 76; South Willow 
School District No. 86; North Willow School District No. 44, all 
of Orangeburg County, are hereby declared to be a High School 
District; that is to say, a body corporate, and the trustees, as here- 
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inafter provided for, are hereby declared to be the High School 
Board of Trustees, and as such are hereby authorized and directed 
to establish a central high school for the six (6) school districts, in

Section 1. Pickens County to Borrow — Use of Pro- 
ceeds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Supervisor of Pickens County is hereby 
authorized, empowered and instructed to borrow the sum of Thirty 
Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, to be used 
in paying one-half the constructing and building of the following 
road: Beginning at the intersection of State Highways Nos. 2 and 
15, near Clemson College, running through the campus of said col- 
lege, along the Pickens and Oconee County line to ,Ravenel’s 
Bridge, being a distance of approximately two (2) miles. Said 
road to be built under reimbursement agreement with the South 
Carolina State Highway Department.

Section 1. School District Equalization Boards for 1926 
in Pickens and Cherokee Counties.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Auditors of Pickens and Cherokee Counties are hereby authorized 
and ‘empowered to appoint three persons who are resident free- 
holders of each school district in Pickens and Cherokee Counties 
for the year of 1926 as an Equalization Board for such district.

Shall Have and Maintain a Capital Stock of Not Less 
Than Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars for a 
Period of Two Years. 


Section 1. Tax Exemption of Manufactories in Pickens 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
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South Carolina: That all cotton, woolen, rubber or pottery manu- 
facturing establishments which shall be built or be in the course 
of construction within Pickens County, South Carolina, at the 
time of the passage of this Act and which shall operate for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing cotton or woolen goods or rubber or pot- 
tery materials shall be exempt from all taxes except State and Con- 
stitutional taxes for a period of five years from the time it would 
become liable for the payment of such taxes. 


§ 2. Of Pulp and Lumber Mills.—That all pulp and lumber

AN ACT to Authorize the School Commissioners of the 
School District of the City of Columbia to Order and 
Hold an Election for the Purpose of Issuing Coupon 
Bonds for School Purposes. 


Section 1. Bond Election in School District of City of 
Columbia.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the School Commissioners for the School 
District of the City of Columbia, County of Richland, State of 
South Carolina, be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered 
to issue and sell coupon bonds of said School District in the sum 
of not exceeding Five Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars, 
in such sums as they may deem necessary for the purpose of ac- 
quiring additional property, erecting or enlarging building, or build- 
ings, and purchasing equipment for public schools in said school 
district, or for paying any indebtedness incurred for said purposes: 
Provided, That a majority of the voters, of the said school district, 
voting thereon at an election to be held as hereinafter provided 
shall vote in favor of issuing said school bonds. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election. — That for the purpose of de- 
termining whether or not school bonds shall be issued as provided 
in Section 1, the said School Commissioners of the School District 
of the City of Columbia shall order an election to be held at such 
place, or places in the School District as may be designated by the 
School Commissioners, in which election only voters residing in the 
school district, and who produce their registration certificates and 
offer proof of payment of all taxes for the previous year, shall be 
allowed to vote, and said School Commissioners shall give notice 
of such election, such notice shall appear at least twice before such 
election in a newspaper published in said district. Said notice shall 
designate the time and place, or places at which the election shall 
be held, and the said School Commissioners shall appoint the man- 
agers of the said election, receive the returns, and declare the result. 


§ 3. Ballots. —- That the School Commissioners shall have 
printed and provided for the use of the voters a sufficient number 
of ballots, which shall be placed at the voting place, or places, on 
which shall be printed the words, “For the Issue of School Bonds.” 
and the words, “Against the Issue of School Bonds,” and the voter 
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voting for the issue of the bonds shall strike out the words, “Against 
the Issue of School Bonds,” and the voter voting against the issue 
of bonds shall strike out the words “For the Issue of School Bonds.” 


§ 4. Terms of Bonds—Sale—Use of Proceeds.—That 
if a majority of the votes cast at said election shall be in favor of 
issuing bonds, said School Commissioners shall issue the bonds 
either as serial or bonds of straight maturity, which shall run for a 
period of not exceeding forty (40) years from the date thereof, 
and the School Commissioners shall sell the bonds at not less than 
par and shall use the proceeds arising from said sale for the uses 
and purposes mentioned in said Section 1 hereof: Provided, That 
the bonds so sold shall not bear a rate of interest in excess of six 
per cent per annum, payable annually or semiannually and at such 
times and places as the said School Commissioners may. prescribe ; 
and, Provided, That said bonds may be sold in installments as 
deemed advisable by said School Commissioners. 


§ 5. Execution.—That said bonds shall be signed by the 
Chairman of the Board of School Commissioners for the City of 
Columbia and countersigned by the Secretary: Provided, That the 
signatures of the Chairman and Secretary shall be lithographed or 
engraved upon the coupons attached to said bonds and such lith- 
ograved or engraved signatures shall be sufficient signing thereof. 


§ 6. Tax Exempt.—That the said bonds so issued shall be 
exempt from taxation for State, County and Municipal purposes. 


§ 7. Tax for Payment—Sinking Fund.—That it shall be 
the duty of the County Officers of Richland County, charged with 
the assessment and collection of taxes, by the direction of the 
School Commissioners of said School District, to levy and collect 
such a tax annually upon all property, real or personal, within the 
School District of the City of Columbia as will raise a sum suffi- 
cient to pay the interest on all bonds issued in pursuance of this 
Act, and also a sum sufficient to provide a sinking fund for the re- 
tirement of said bonds at maturity. And that on or by the first 
day of May, after issuing of said bonds, and annually thereafter, 
it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to make a statement 
to the School Commissioners of the School District of the City of 
Columbia showing the amount of money he has collected on said 
taxes and he shall turn over to the Treasurer of the Board of 
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School Commissioners, upon the warrant of the School Commis- 
sioners, any sum remaining in his hands after the payment of the 
interest due on said bonds, and it shall be the duty of the School 
Commissioners as soon as practicable thereafter to invest said 
money in some safe security or securities, to be approved by them, 
for the benefit of the sinking fund provided for in this Act, and 
keep the same invested as far as possible, until the maturity of 
said bonds, or until they shall be redeemed, according to law, and 
the School Commissioners shall have the right in case any sums 
so held by them should be too small for the purpose of investing

Certificates of the State Highway Commission and Au- 
thorizing and Directing the Saluda Highway Commis- 
sion to Construct Certain Roads in Said County. 


Section 1. Saluda County to Borrow—Pledge of Re- 
imbursements—Tax for Interest.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Saluda Highway 
Commission of Saluda County, in this State, is hereby authorized 
and empowered to borrow for the purposes of building and con- 
structing any roads and bridges now authorized by law to be built 
in Saluda County against funds due to Saluda County by the State 
Highway Commission, and that hereafter may become due to the 
said County under the reimbursement plan, as evidenced by reim- 
bursement certificates duly issued by the State Highway Commis- 
sion to the said County on roads already constructed and that may 
be constructed hereafter; to give the notes of the County therefor 
at the lowest rate of interest obtainable, and pay the same, or re- 
newals thereof, out of the funds received from the State Highway 
Commission on the said reimbursement certificates. The said Sa- 
luda Highway Commission is also authorized and empowered to 
borrow for the building and construction of any roads in the State 
Highway System or that may be placed in the State Highway System 
hereafter, and to pledge and assign the’said certificates as security for 
the payment of the said money. The Auditor of Saluda County is 
hereby authorized and required to levy annually upon all the taxable 
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property of Saluda County an amount sufficient to pay the interest 
on the money herein authorized to be borrowed. And the County 
Treasurer is authorized and required to collect said amount as other 
taxes are collected and apply same to payment of said interest. 


§ 2. Highway Designated for Construction.—The Saluda 
Highway Commission of Saluda County, in this State, is directed 
and authorized to construct a highway in Saluda County com- 
mencing at Saluda Court House and running to the Edgefield 
County line at a point where a road from McCormick Court House 
shall or may intersect the Saluda-Edgefield County line, and then 
either from Saluda to the Lexington County line near a point 
known as Daniel Harmon’s place, or from Saluda to Black’s Steel 
Bridge or Kempson’s Steel Bridge over Saluda River, either or 
both last two roads via Denny’s Cross Roads or vicinity, dependent 
upon which route State Aid can be obtained. The Saluda High- 
way Commission is authorized to use any funds in the building 
and construction of this road or roads available including the money 
which they are authorized to borrow on reimbursement certifi- 
cates issued to Saluda County by the State Highway Commission. 


§ 3. County Highway.—The Saluda Highway Commission 
is further authorized, empowered and required to cause to be con- 
structed as a County road of the same standard as the State High- 
ways in Saluda County whichever of the road or roads described 
in Section 2 of this Act as shall not be incorporated in the State 
Highway System, and for this purpose to use such funds as may be 
available for such a purpose from money borrowed on reimburse- 
ment certificates, not otherwise pledged. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the School Trustees 
of Ward School District No. 17 of Saluda County to 
Borrow Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars for the 
Payment of Present Indebtedness on School Building 
and to Purchase Equipment for the Same. 


Section 1. School District No. 17, Saluda County to Bor- 
row—Notes—Payment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That for the purpose of paying 
existing indebtedness on the school building in Ward School Dis- 
trict No. 17 of Saluda County, and for purchasing equipment for 
the same, the Trustees of said School District are authorized and 
empowered to borrow from the Sinking Fund Commission of South 
Carolina, or from such other source as they may prefer, the sum of 
Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, at a rate of interest not to 
exceed eight per cent (8%). To secure the payment of the said 
sum of money the School Trustees of said District shall execute ten 
(10) equal annual notes, maturing one, two, three, four, five, six, 
seven, eight, nine and ten years from the date thereof, at a rate of 
interest not to exceed eight per cent (8%) per annum, interest to 
be paid annually: Provided, however, That no extra levy shall be 
placed upon the taxable property of said school district to pay the 
notes herein provided for, but the sum shall be paid from funds 
coming into the hands of the said Trustees from other sources. The 
said Trustees are hereby authorized to use such available funds as 
they may have from year to year for the purpose of retiring said 
notes. , 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Inman School District No. 26, to Bor- 
row Not Exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dol- 
lars and to Issue Obligations of Said School District for 
Said Amount, and to Authorize the County Board of 
Spartanburg County to Borrow Not Exceeding Two 
Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dollars, for General 
School Purposes and to Pay Any Deficit Now Existing 
in Any School District of Said County, and to Provide 
for the Payment of Said Loan. 


Section 1. School District No. 26, Spartanburg County 
to Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Inman School District No. 26 in the 
County of Spartanburg is hereby authorized to borrow not exceed- 
ing Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of erecting 
and equipping school or schools in said District. 


§ 2. Terms of Obligations.—The trustees of said School 
District, as now constituted, are authorized to issue the notes or 
bonds of said School District for the amount so borrowed. Said 
notes or bonds to bear interest at not exceeding six per centum 
(6%) per annum, interest to be payable annually or semiannually 
and at such times and places as the Trustees may by resolution 
determine. Said bonds to be serial bonds maturing as may be de- 
termined by the Trustees, no bond or note to run for a longer 
period than thirty (30) years. 


§ 3. Execution.—The said bonds or notes shall be signed by 
the Chairman and Secretary of the Board of Trustees: Provided, 
That the interest coupons may have the signatures of said Chairman 
and Secretary lithographed or printed thereon and such lithographing 
or printing shall constitute a sufficient signing thereof. Said notes or 
bonds shall be sealed with the seal of said School District. 


§ 4. Tax for Payment.—That in order to provide for the 
payment of the notes or bonds so issued there is hereby levied an 
annual tax upon all of the taxable property of the said School Dis- 
trict No. 26 sufficient to retire the notes or bonds as provided in Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and 
instructed to fix an annual levy each year in accordance with instruc- 
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tions issued to him by the Board of Trustees: Provided, That the 
levy as fixed shall raise not less than one-thirtieth of the total amount 
of the issue each year. The tax so levied shall be collected by the 
County Treasurer as other taxes are now collected by law. 


§ 5. Tax Exempt.—The said notes or bonds, issued under 
the provisions of this Act, shall be exempt from all State, County 
and Municipal taxes. 


§ 6. County Board of Education to Borrow to Pay De- 
ficits—Obligations.—The County Board of Spartanburg County 
is hereby authorized to borrow not exceeding Two Hundred Thou- 
sand ($200,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of paying off any deficit 
now existing in said school districts of said County and for general 
school purposes. The said Board is authorized to issue notes or 
bonds of said County for the amount so borrowed, the same to bear 
interest at not exceeding six (6) per cent per annum; interest to be 
payable annually, or semiannually and at such times and places as 
the Board may determine. Said notes or bonds to be serial, ma- 
turing as may be determined by the Board ; no bond or note, however, 
to run for a longer period than twenty (20) years. Said bonds or 
notes shall be signed by the Chairman of the Board and the Secre- 
tary: Provided, That the interest coupons may have the signatures 
of said Chairman and Secretary lithographed or printed thereon; and 
such lithographing or printing shall constitute a sufficient signing 
thereof. 


§ 7. Tax for Payment.—That in order to provide for the 
payment of the notes or bonds so issued, the Board shall levy an- 
nually a sufficient tax on all the property of said County of Spar- 
tanburg to retire the notes or bonds as they mature, and to pay all 
accrued interest. Such levy to be reported to the County Auditor 
and by him placed on the books of the County, and to be collected 
by the County Treasurer as other taxes are now collected. 


§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the County Board of 
Spartanburg County, on Behalf of the County, to Con- 
vey to the City of Spartanburg for Street Purposes, a 
Ten Foot Strip of the County’s Courthouse Lot Front- 
ing on Magnolia Street. 


Section 1. Conveyance to City of Spartanburg by 
County—Conditions.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Spartan- 
burg County be, and it is hereby, authorized and directed to exe- 
cute in the name and on behalf of Spartanburg County a deed 
conveying to the City of Spartanburg in perpetuity an easement 
for street purposes over a strip of land ten feet in width, to be taken 
from the County’s Court House lot, fronting on Magnolia Street 
in the City of Spartanburg, said strip to be of a uniform width of 
ten feet next adjoining the present south line of Magnolia Street 
sidewalk, and to extend from the intersection of Wofford and 
Magnolia Streets, on northwardly to the intersection of Bobo and 
Magnolia Streets, on condition that the said city, in accepting said 
deed, shall covenant and agree to grade the strip so conveyed so as 
to conform to the present Magnolia Streeet grade and to incorpo- 
rate the same as a part of said Magnolia Street, and pave it, and to 
replace the County’s wall and fence at the newly established street 
line in as good condition as they now are. And, on the further 
condition which shall be a condition precedent to the vesting of 
any rights in the City in relation to said strip, that the City of Spar-

§ 2. For Street Purposes Only.—When said deed is ex- 
ecuted in accordance with the provisions of the preceding Section, 
and the conditions named therein have been complied with by the 
City of Spartanburg, title to said strip for street purposes only shall 
vested in the City of Spartanburg. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly.of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Board of Spartanburg County 
be, and they are hereby, authorized to sell and convey as much as 
three hundred ninety-five acres of the County Farm of Spartanburg 
County either at public or private sale and to use such amount of 
the proceeds as in their judgment shall be necessary for repairs and 
improvements to the County Home for Aged and Infirm People 
now located on said farm. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this provision 
of this Act are hereby repealed.

Section 1. Spartanburg County to Borrow—Purpose.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That the County Board of Spartanburg County be, and is 
hereby, authorized and directed to borrow the sum of Six Hundred 
Thousand ($600,000.00) Dollars, and to execute the promissory 
note of Spartanburg County to pay the same, with interest at the 
rate of four per cent. per annum from the date of said note, and 
that the proceeds obtained thereby be applied to the payment of the 
following outstanding notes of Spartanburg County, to wit: 


25 notes in the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars each, dated Sep- 
tember 1, 1925, and due April 1, 1926. 


10 notes in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars each, dated Sep- 
tember 1, 1925, and due April 1, 1926. 
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25 notes in the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars each, dated Octo- 
ber 1, 1925, and due April 1, 1926. 


10 notes of the sum of Five Thousand Dollars each, dated Octo- 
ber 1, 1925, and due April 1, 1926.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain Por- 
tions of the State Highway System in Spartanburg 
County and to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of 
Spartanburg County, South Carolina, for the Said Pur- 
pose and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Spartanburg County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Board of Spartanburg County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to issue negotiable bonds of said County in an ag- 
gregate principal amount not exceeding $1,000,000.00 for the purpose 
of constructing the portions of the State Highway System in Spar- 
tanburg County, known as Highway Numbers 8, 10, 19 and 92 or 
such portions of them, or any of them, within Spartanburg County. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds——Execution—Sale.—The said bonds 
shall be issued at such time or times and shall bear interest at such 
rate or rates not exceeding five and one-half (514%) per cent. per 
annum, payable semiannually and shall mature at such time or times 
not exceeding twenty years from and after the date or dates of said 
bonds, and shall be issued in such form and denomination as the 
County Board of Spartanburg County may direct in writing and 
said bonds shall be executed by the County Board of Spartanburg 
County and countersigned by the Treasurer of said County. The 
said bonds shall be sold for not less than par value. 


§ 3. Condition of Issue—Reimbursement Agreements. 
—No bonds shall be issued under this Act unless the Spartanburg 
County Highway Commission shall have previously made an agree- 
ment or agreements with the State Highway Commission of South 
Carolina whereby the said State Highway Commission shall have 
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agreed to reimburse and repay said County for the cost of construct- 
ing said highways, as provided in Section 6 of the Act entitled “An 
Act to provide for a State System of hard-surface, topsoil, and 
other dependable types of highways in this State, to define and de- 
scribe said roads and to provide funds for construction, for main- 
tenance and for reimbursements to Counties in certain cases,” ap- 
proved March 21, 1924, as amended. ‘The amount of said bonds 
shall not exceed the cost of said work as estimated by the State 
Highway Commission. If the actual cost of said work shall be less 
than the amount so estimated the proceeds of said bonds not used 
to pay said cost shall be placed in a special fund and applied solely 
to the payment of the principal of said bonds as said principal be- 
comes due. 


§ 4. Tax for Payment, if Necessary—Funds Applica- 
Ble.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of Spartanburg 
County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual payment 
of the principal and interest of all bonds issued under this Act, as 
such principal and interest becomes due. The Auditor of Spartan- 
burg County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on 
all taxable property in said County a tax sufficient to pay said prin- 
cipal and interest as they become due, and the Treasurer of said 
County is hereby authorized and directed to collect the said tax 
and apply it to the said purpose; but all monies received by the 
County from the State Highway Department under the agreement 
or agreements referred to in Section 3 of this Act shall be applied to 
the payment of said principal and interest, and to the reduction of 
the said tax— it being the intention of this Act that said bonds shall 
be direct obligations of Spartanburg County, payable primarily by 
means of said tax.

Purposes and for the Levying of Taxes for the Pay- 
ment of Same. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by School District No. 34, Spar- 
tanburg County—Terms.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Spar- 
tanburg School District No. 34 of the County of Spartanburg be, 
and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to issue and sell 
serial or coupon bonds of said school district, payable to bearer, in 
such denominations and to such an amount as they may deem nec- 
essary, not exceeding Two Hundred Thousand ($200,000.00) Dol- 
lars, and bearing a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent. per 
annum, payable annually or semiannually at such times as they 
deem best. 


§ 2. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That the bonds issued, under the 
provisions of this Act shall be exempt from State, County and Mu- 
nicipal taxes. 


§ 3. Maturities—Use of Proceeds—Tax for Payment.— 
That the Trustees shall issue bonds to run for a period of not over 
twenty years, the proceeds of which shall be used for the purpose 
of purchasing a lot or lots, erecting one or more school buildings, 
or purchasing, or adding to, or remodelling, or repairing existing 
‘ school buildings for school purposes. Upon the issuance of said 
bonds or any part of same, it shall be the duty of the County Auditor 
and County Treasurer, respectively, or other officers charged with 
their duties, to levy and collect annually from all property, real and 
personal, within the limits of said school district, a sum sufficient to 
pay the interest and principal of said bonds, when they fall due, and 
the coupons on said bonds shall be receivable for taxes within said 
school district. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Board of 
Spartanburg County to Issue and Sell Bonds of Spar- 
tanburg County in the Sum of Eight Hundred Thou- 
sand ($800,000.00) Dollars for the Existing Indebted- 
ness and Provide a Tax to Pay Same and to Regulate 
Expenditures of Proceeds. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Spartanburg County—Purpose 
—Terms—Tax Exempt.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Spartan- 
burg County is hereby authorized and empowered to issue and sell 
bonds of the County in the sum of Eight Hundred Thousand ($800,- 
000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used by the Spartan- 
burg County Board for payment of indebtedness outstanding Janu- 
uary 1, 1926, such bonds to be sold when the money is needed and 
shall be issued in such denominations as the County Board shall de- 
termine, and shall bear interest at four and one-half (444%) per 
centum per annum, payable annually or semiannually as may be 
determined by the County Board, and shall be exempt from all 
State, County, and Municipal taxes. 


§ 2. Maturities.—The bonds authorized shall be serial, ma- 
turing from one to twenty years in such amounts as shall, to all 
practical purposes, require similar amounts to pay eteene bonds 
and interest occurring each year. 


§ 3. Execution.—Such bonds shall be signed by the County 
Board, attested by the Clerk of Court, and sealed with the seal of 
the Clerk of Court; lithographed signature of the members of the 
County Board on the coupon shall be sufficient signing of same. 


§ 4. Sale.—Such bonds shall be sold by the County Board to 
the highest bidder for cash, upon such advertisement as the County 
Board shall deem proper, and they may and shall reject any and all . 
bids which in their judgment, would not be to the best interest of 
the County. Such bonds to be sold in such quantities as needed 
from time to time, and each sale to bear date at such time as the 
County Board may fix. 


§ 5. Disbursement.—The proceeds of such bonds shall be 
placed by the County Treasurer to the credit of the County, and 
shall be subject to the warrants of the County Board. 
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§ 6. Annual Tax.—There shall be levied annually upon the 
taxable property of Spartanburg County a tax in an amount suff- 
cient to pay the maturities and interest coupons as they mature.

AN ACT to Create a Jail Building Commission and Provide 
for the Purchase of a Lot and the Erection of a New 
Jail Building at Sumter South Carolina, and to Au- 
thorize the County Commissioners to Borrow Such 
Amount as May be Necessary for This Purpose and to 
Provide for the Repayment of the Same. 


Section 1. Jail Commission for Sumter County— 
Powers.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Jail Commission hereinafter created is hereby 
authorized and empowered to build a new jail in the City of Sumter 
as may be agreed on by the Jail Commission and the Legislative Del- 
egation from Sumter County at such cost as may be agreed upon by 
the Jail Commission and the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 2. Purchase of Site.—The Jail Commission hereinafter 
appointed, with the consent of the Legislative Delegation, to have 
power and authority to purchase a suitable lot in the City of 
Sumter, South Carolina, for the purpose of erecting the said jail 
_ thereon, the cost of the lot to be paid out of any funds available 
now in the Jail Building Fund. 


§ 3. Personnel—Powers—Expenses.—The Jail Commis- 
sion to consist of C. G. Rowland, J. P. Booth and H. M. McLaurin 
is hereby created to be known as “The Jail Commission,” and they 
are hereby authorized and empowered to employ architects and con- 
tractors and to take any necessary steps to secure plans for, and 
construct the said jail building suitable for the present and prospec- 
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tive needs of the County, and to pay for the same with any money 
remaining in the Jail Building Fund, together with the additional 
funds hereinafter provided. The Commission shall serve without 
pay, but any expenses that they may incur may be paid out of the 
County ordinary funds, and these expenses shall include traveling 
expenses should the said Commission deem it necessary or advisable 
to inspect other jail buildings before deciding on a plan of construc- 
tion. 


§ 4. Borrowings—Payment—Tax.—The County Com- 
missioners of Sumter County are hereby authorized and empowered, 
with the consent of the Legislative Delegation, to borrow on the 
credit of Sumter County such additional amount as may be neces- 
sary to supplement the amount on hand, known as the Jail Building 
Fund, to pay architects and contractors for constructing the said 
jail building. ‘The amount to be borrowed shall be payable in four 
successive equal annual installments, and the County Board of Com- 
missioners are authorized to execute notes for the purpose of said 
loan, and the County Auditor of Sumter County is hereby authorized 
and directed to levy annually a sufficient levy to pay the said notes 
and any interest or discount thereon, and so much of the County 
ordinary funds as may be needed to stand pledged for the payment 
of the said notes. 


§ 5. Sale of Present Site—Use of Proceeds.—The County 
Board of Commissioners of Sumter County are hereby authorized 
and empowered to sell and convey, by proper deed of conveyance, 
the present jail lot and buildings thereon at such price and on such 
terms as the County Board of Commissioners may determine, and 
should the said property be sold, the proceeds therefrom may be 
used to supplement any funds on hand for the purpose of building 
the said jail, and the amount borrowed shall be reduced accordingly. 


§ 6. Repair of Present Jail.—Pending the building of the 
new jail, the Jail Commission herein appointed, is authorized and di- 
rected to repair and renovate the present jail building, and for this 
purpose they are authorized to use and expend not exceeding $10,- 
000.00 of the funds now on hand, known as Jail Building Fund. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

such additional coupon bonds as may be necessary to complete the 
hard-surfacing of the public roads specified in this Act,” approved 
the 21st day of March, 1924, authorized the issuance of additional 
bonds of said County of the aggregate principal amount of Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00). 


Section 1. Bonds of Sumter County Validated. — Now, 
therefore, be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: All acts and proceedings heretofore taken by the 
Sumter County Permanent Road Commission in or about the 
issuance of bonds of the aggregate face amount of Ten Thousand

Section 1. Bond Issue by Williamsburg County—Pur- 
pose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Supervisor and County Board of Commis- 
sioners of Williamsburg County are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to issue and negotiate bonds of said County in the aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) Dol- 
lars, for the purpose of constructing the portions of the State High- 
way system in Williamsburg County known as the highway begin- 
ning at Kingstree and running an easterly route through the town 
of Hemingway to the Georgetown County line at Outland.

Bond Issue by Williamsburg County—Pur- 
poses—Condition.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolind: That the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Williamsburg County is hereby authorized to issue bonds 
of said County in an aggregate principal amount not exceeding One 
Hundred and Twenty-five Thousand ($125,000.00) Dollars, for the 
purpose of funding or paying notes or other temporary indebtedness 
now outstanding, issued or incurred by said County for any one or 
more of the purposes enumerated in Section six of ‘Article ten of 
the Constitution of South Carolina. None of said bonds shall be 
issued, however, unless approved as to amount by a written instru- 
ment signed by a majority of the members of the Delegation of said 
County in the General Assembly and filed with the Clerk of the 
Board of County Commissioners.

AN ACT Providing for the Division of York County Into 
Judicial Districts of Magistrates, the Appointment of 
Magistrates Defining Their Duties and Fixing Their 
Salaries. 


Section 1. Magisterial Districts in York County— 
Criminal Jurisdiction.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: York County: That the Judicial 
Districts of Magistrates for York County, for criminal cases com- 
ing within their jurisdiction shall be as follows: The First District 
shall embrace Bethel Township and King’s Mountain Township ; 
the Second District shall embrace Bullock’s Creek Township and 
Broad River Township and in that corner of King’s Mountain 
Township, adjacent to Broad River Township, the Magistrate of 
the Second District shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Magistrate of the First District; the Third District shall embrace 
York Township and Bethseda Township, the Fourth District shall 
embrace Catawba Township and Ebenezer Township, the Fifth Dis- 
trict shall embrace Fort Mill Township. 


§ 2. Magistrates — Jurisdiction — Duties — Consta- 
bles.—-There shall be appointed, as now provided for by law, one 
Magistrate for each of said Districts, each of whom shall have civil 
jurisdiction over the entire county, and in cases cognizable by the 
Court of General Sessions, each of said Magistrates shall have juris- 
diction over the entire County, and they are hereby required to arrest 
and bind over witnesses or defendants in any part of the County, in 
all cases triable by the Court of General Sessions ; each of said Mag- ~ 
istrates shall appoint a constable or constables, and file with the 
Clerk of Court of Common Pleas and General Sessions of York 
County a certificate of the appointment of his constable, and each of 
said Magistrates shall file with said Clerk a bond, in the penal sum 
of Two Hundred Dollars, in the form now required by law for Con- 
stables. 


§ 3. Compensation.—The said Magistrates and constables 
shall receive per annum from said County as compensation for their 
services and in lieu of all fees and costs in criminal cases, the follow- 
ing salaries, to wit: On the First District the Magistrate shall re- 
ceive a salary of Four Hundred and Twenty ($420.00) Dollars per 
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annum, and his constable shall receive a salary of Four Hundred 
($400.00) Dollars per annum; in the Second District the Magistrate 
shall receive a salary of Three Hundred and Eighty ($380.00) Dol- 
lars per annum, and his constable shall receive a salary of Three 
Hundred and Sixty ($360.00) Dollars per annum; in the Third Dis- 
trict the Magistrate shall receive a salary of Six Hundred and Fifty 
($650.00) Dollars per annum, and his constable shall receive a salary 
of Six Hundred ($600.00) per annum; in the Fourth District the 
Magistrate shall receive a salary of Ten Hundred and Eighty ($1,- 
080.00) Dollars per annum and his constable shall receive a salary 
of Seven Hundred and Eighty ($780.00) Dollars per annum; in the 
Fifth District the Magistrate shall receive a salary of Three Hun- 
dred and Seventy-five ($375.00) Dollars per annum, and his con- 
stable shall receive a salary of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars per 
annum. 


§ 4. Duties.—It shall be the especial duty of all said Magis- 
trates and their constables to enforce the laws against the illicit 
manufacturing and sale of whiskey and all other intoxicating 
beverages and to enforce the game laws of the State and the law 
against reckless driving of motor vehicles on the public highways 
of the State. It shall be the duty of, and each of said Magistrates 
and their constables are hereby instructed and hereby required to 
attend public meetings when requested by those in charge of the 
same and especially all public school exercises at school houses in 
their districts, when requested by the teacher or trustees, for the 
purpose of preserving order, and arresting all disorderly persons, 
and upon written notice to the County Supervisor that the Magistrate 
and his constables are neglecting to attend their duty in their Dis- 
tricts the Supervisor is hereby authorized to appoint and designate 
some other Magistrate or constable to perform their duty and pay 
the official so appointed out of the salary of the Magistrate and con- 
stable neglecting or refusing to perform his duty. 


§ 5. Payment of Salaries—Inquests—Post Mortems.— 
Each Magistrate and constable shall make out separate accounts for 
said salaries, and said Magistrates are hereby required to certify be- 
fore the County Board of Commissioners that they have paid over 
to their constables the full amount of their salaries herein allowed 
to their constables. Whenever it is impracticable for the Coroner 
to hold inquest, the said Magistrate shall conduct the same in their 
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respective Districts without any cost to the County. Should any 
Magistrate refuse to hold such inquest in his District, the County 
Supervisor may designate another Magistrate to hold the same and 
deduct Ten Dollars from the salary of the Magistrate refusing to 
do so. Only one physician shall be summoned and receive pay for 
conducting post mortem, unless the exigencies of the case require 
another physician. 


§ 6. Reports of Magistrates—Mileage of Constables.— 
That on and after the approval of this Act, it shall be and it is 
hereby made the duty of each and every Magistrate in their respec- 
tive Districts to make a full and complete itemized report monthly 
to the County Auditor and the County Treasurer in their respective 
Districts of all fines and licenses and any other moneys collected, and 
pay the same to the County Treasurer before a warrant is issued by 
the Board of County Commissioners for the salary of said Magis- 
trate. The Constable for York County, in addition to the salaries 
above provided for, shall receive two and one-half (234) cents per 
mile actually traveled by said Constable for each prisoner in the 
conveying of prisoners, by the shortest route, from their respective 
Courts to the County jail or the chain gang of the County. 


§ 7. Blank Forms.—The County Board of Commissioners 
are hereby required to furnish the Magistrates of said County blanks 
used in criminal cases. 


§ 8. Criminal Jurisdiction—Removal of Causes.—In all 
prosecutions triable by them the Magistrates shall each have exclu- 
sive jurisdiction within the limits of his own District ; and in prose- 
cutions cognizable by the Court of General Sessions they shall have 
jurisdiction throughout said County; Provided, That prosecutions 
may be removed from one Magistrate to another for causes and in 
the manner now provided for by law: Provided, further, That a 
criminal prosecution originating outside of his judicial District may 
be begun or heard by any one of the foregoing Magistrates, in case 
the party seeking relief shall make and file with him an affidavit 
that the Magistrates of the judicial District where the case origi- 
nated, or the offense for which prosecution is brought, was com- 
mitted, is incapacitated, by sickness, absence, interest or otherwise, 
to act: Provided, further, That nothing contained in this Section 
shall be construed to interfere with the endorsing of warrants by a 
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Magistrate in order to authorize their execution, or with the execu- 
tion, or service of warrants and other papers in any portion of said 
County, or with the jurisdiction of two Magistrates sitting together 
in cases now provided by law.

Same. 


Section 1. York County to Borrow—Purpose—Notes.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Permanent Road Commission, of York County, is 
hereby authorized, empowered and instructed to borrow the sum of 
Two Hundred and Seventeen Thousand ($217,000.00) Dollars, to 
be used in the construction and building of the following roads: 
York to Old Mill at Clover; York to Corner of First National Bank 
of Sharon; York to Guthriesville and Rock Hill to Chester County 
Line. The said loan shall be secured by notes in denominations to 
be fixed in the discretion of the Permanent Road Commission, of 
York County; the said notes shall bear interest, the rate not to ex- 
ceed six per cent per annum, and shall mature not later than Decem- 
ber 31st, 1930, in such series or installments as said Permanent 
Road Commission of York County may direct. 


§ 2. Pledge of Reimbursements. — The Permanent Road

Honor Roll of that County: Provided, That nothing in this bill 
shall prevent an investigation of any case after entry into the Home 
of any soldier improperly placed on the Roll of Honor by the Judge 
of Probate or any Board now, or-hereafter having authority to pass 
on the question, and if found to be improperly on said Honor Roll 
shall be dismissed from said Home. Such Board shall consist of 
the Comptroller General, Superintendent of the Home, and the Judge 
of Probate of the County in interest. Hearing shall be held in 
Columbia, South Carolina, at the office of the Comptroller General 
on due notice to all parties in interest, namely; above specified of- 
ficials and the party against whom proceedings are being held so that 
he may put in his defense, if any, to the complaint. Such notices 
shall be issued from the office of the Comptroller General arid shall 
give ten full days notice of any and all such proceedings.

§ 2. Erection of New Plant—Site.—-Should the Board of 
Directors and the Superintendent of the State Penitentiary find it 
impracticable or not feasible to remodel the present Penitentiary 
plant, then they are authorized and empowered to build a new plant 
on property now owned by the State, or on the present site, said 
building, if erected on other property than the present site to be 
within a radius of ten miles of the City of Columbia. 
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§ 3. Security for Loan.—Upon the. borrowing of this 
amount, or the amount that is necessary from the Sinking Fund 
Commission, the Board of Directors and the Superintendent of the 
State Penitentiary are authorized and empowered to pledge as se- 
curity for said money the property of the State Penitentiary and 
the income therefrom.

line 14 of said Section, and inserting in lieu thereof the word “coun- 
ties.”

* County Line. 


Section 1. State Highway Commission to Construct 
Highway on Line Between Pickens and Oconee Counties.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: The South Carolina State Highway Department is hereby 
authorized and empowered to grade, drain and hard-surface the 
highway designated as State Highway No. 2 leading from the inter- 
section of State Highways Nos. 2 and 15 to Ravenel’s Bridge over 
Seneca River, a distance of approximately two miles, said highway 
to be built along the Oconee and Pickens County line. 


§ 2. Payment of Cost.—One-half of the expense incurred 
in the construction of said highway shall be borne by Oconee County 
and the other one-half by Pickens County. The sum of Thirty 
Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars under reimbursements, if so much 
be necessary for Oconee County’s share in the construction of said 
Highway, shall be paid out of the money or monies that may be 
left over from the construction of Highway No. 2 from Ravenel’s 
Bridge through the town of Seneca in Oconee County, as provided 
for by an Act of the General Assembly of 1926. Should the amount 
so left over from the construction of State Highway No. 2 from 
Ravenel’s Bridge through the town of Seneca not be sufficient to 
provide for the building of said Highway as herein provided, then 
and in that event the Supervisor of Oconee County and the Treas- 
urer of Oconee County shall borrow the necessary funds to pay for 
such deficit.

—Forfeiture of Charter for Failure to Pay Certain Taxes— 
Duty of S. C. Tax Commission—Secretary of State to Cancel 
Charter—Corporate Existence to Continue for Certain Pur- 
poses—Relief of Forfeiture—Fees.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assmbly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 4278, 
Chapter XLIX, No. 29, Civil Code of Laws, Volume 3, 1922, by 
striking out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: 


Whenever any corporation chartered under the laws of this State 
shall after six months after the time required and permitted by law, 
with or without penalty as now required by law, refuse, neglect, or 
omit to pay its capital stock or license taxes or to make its return as 
required by law, the charter of such corporation, with all the rights, 
privileges and franchises thereunder shall become and be deemed 
forfeited, and the corporate existence of such corporation shall be 
annulled. In every such case it shall be the duty of the South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission, and the said Commission is hereby required 
to report such refusal, neglect or omission to the Secretary of State, 
and immediately upon receipt of such report, the Secretary of State 
shall, without fee, after thirty days written notice by registered mail 
to said corporation proceed to cancel the charter or certificate of 
incorporation and shall make a note of such cancellation on the char- 
ter or certificate of incorporation and in the index thereof. Any 
corporations whose charters are cancelled by reason of the provi- 
sions of this Section shall be continued bodies corporate for the pur- 
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pose of prosecuting and defending suits by or against them, and of 
enabling them to settle and close their affairs, to dispose of and 
convey their property and to divide their capital, but not for the 
purpose of continuing the business for which they were established :

If at any time the Court shall find that the custody 
of the child should be taken from the parent or parents or person 
with whom it resides, it may bind over such child to some orphan 
asylum or other institution for the care of children, or to some re- 
sponsible person or persons, in all cases to be first approved by the 
Court after due investigation, who will agree in writing to care for 
the child in a humane manner and give it a reasonable amount of 
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education, and to report to the Court at least once a year as to the 
treatment and conduct of the child, or in the discretion of the Court 
the child, if colored, may be sent to the Reformatory, now located in 
Lexington County.

“However, no stockholder shall hereafter be elected as Director of 
a corporation organized for banking purposes unless he shall own 
at the time of his election unencumbered and unpledged shares of 
stock to the par value of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, Provided, 
That the provisions of this amendment shall not operate to dis- 
qualify any director who is now serving as such officer of any bank, 
during his present term of office,” said section when so amended to 
read as follows: “No stockholder in any corporation organized 
under the provisions of this Article for banking purposes shall be 
eligible to election as a director, manager or trustee who is not the 
owner of at least ten shares of stock of said corporation. However, 
no stockholder shall hereafter be elected as director of a corporation 
organized for banking purposes unless he shall own at the time of

amended shall read as follows: 


Section 1. The State shall have concurrent jurisdiction on all 
rivers bordering on this State, so far as such rivers shall form a com- 
mon boundary to this and any other State bounded by the same; 
rand they, together with all navigable waters within the limits of the 
State, shall be common highways and forever free, as well as to the 
inhabitants of this State as to the citizens of the United States, with- 
out any tax or impost therefor, unless the same be expressly provided 
for by the General Assembly: Provided, That this Section shall not 
apply to the Tugaloo River which is hereby declared to be a non- 
navigable river. 


§ 2. Ballots.—That the electors of the State at the next gen-

General Assembly 1925, amending Section 5730 of the Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 3, relating to the fees of Register 
of Mesne Conveyance, so as to further provide for fees for record- 
ing plats be amended by inserting after the word “plat” and before 
_ the word “for” on line 11, page 71, the following words: Provided, 
That in Counties of Richland, Greenville, Cherokee and Abbeville 
the Clerk of Court or Register of Mesne Conveyance may place in 
his records any blue print, or other photographic copy ‘of any plat,” 
so that said Section 5730 when so amended, shall read as follows:

For the regular short form of deed of conveyance to real estate, 
and such that conform to the office book forms, one and 50/100 
($1.50) Dollars; for irregular and long form deed of conveyance 
to real estate and such that do not conform to the office book form, 
one and 75/100 ($1.75) Dollars; for the regular short form of real 
estate mortgage and which conform to the office book forms, one and 
50/100 ($1.50) Dollars; for the irregular and long form of real 
estate mortgages and such that do not conform to the office book 
forms, one and 75/100 ($1.75) Dollars; and for the short form of 
chattel mortgages and bills of sale in amounts of less than one hun- 
dred dollars, twenty-five ($0.25) Cents; for the short form of chattel 
mortgages and bills of sale in amounts of one hundred dollars and 
over, seventy-five ($.75) Cents; for irregular and long form chat- 
tel mortgages and bills of sale which do not conform to any office

Authorize the State Electrician to Pay Out Certain 
Claims.” 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 208), Amended— 
Charge for Current to State Institutions—State Electrician 
to Pay Monthly for Excess Power Consumed.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend 
Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for and Regulate 
the Use and Consumption of Electric Power,’ known as Act 146 
of the Acts of 1925, by striking out of said Section on line 4 the 
words “free of cost,” and insert in lieu thereof the words “two 
cents per kilowatt hour.” Amend Section 3 by adding at the end 
of said Section the following proviso: “Provided, That the State 
Electrician is hereby authorized to pay to the Columbia Railway, 
Gas & Electric Company any amount due them each month for ex- 
cess power furnished as now provided for by law, such amount to 
be paid out of the funds collected by the State Electrician under 
Section 1 of this Act, so that said Sections as amended shall read 
as follows: 


Section 1. Any electric power owned or hereafter to be owned

and collect from the consumers for such power eight (8) cents per 
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kilowatt hour, for lighting, and four (4) cents per kilowatt hour 
for other purposes where such building is outside the city limits of

Section 3. That the State Electrician shall collect monthly from 
the Columbia Street Railway, Gas and Electric Company, its suc- 
cessors or assigns, for all power not consumed and used by the State, 
who shall turn same over to the State Treasurer monthly with all 
other moneys collected from private consumers; Provided, That 
the State Electrician is hereby authorized to pay to the Columbia 
Railway Gas, & Electric Company any amount due them each month 
for excess power furnished as now provided for by law, such 
amount to be paid out of the funds collected by the State Electrician 
under Section 1 of this Act.

Dollars for the Purpose of Building the Said Road. 


Whereas, The Newberry County State Highway No. 2, which will 
run through the Town of Prosperity, the said Town having less than 
Twenty-five Hundred inhabitants, and 


Whereas, Such road through the town will cross two railroads, 
and 
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Whereas, The State Highway Commission deems it best for safety 
that the said road, when it strikes the edge of said town, shall run a 
different course so that the railroad crossings will be eliminated, 
Therefore 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXII, Stats. 1193), Amended 
—State Highways at Town of Prosperity.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an 
Act entitled “An Act to provide for a State system of Hard-Sur- 
face, Topsoil, and other dependable types of Highways in this State, 
“known as Act No. 731, of the Acts of 1924, be amended by adding 
at the end of the Section which refers to Newberry County the fol- 
lowing ; Provided, That the State Highway No. 2, when it strikes 
the edge of the town of Prosperity and which provides shall go 
straight through, may be changed to another route so as to eliminate 
certain crossings, and in lieu of such the State Highway Commission 
shall hard-surface through the said Town Highway No. 391,” so that 
said Section as amended shall read as follows: 


NEWBERRY COUNTY 


“From Newberry northeasterly on route No. 22 to the Fair- 
’ field County line near Strothers Ferry. From Newberry in a 
generally southwesterly direction toward Saluda to Saluda County 
line. From the Lexington County line near Little Mountain north- 
westerly on route No. 2, by way of Prosperity, Newberry and 
Kinards to the Laurens County line. From Newberry on route No. 
19, to the Union County line near Whitmire. From the Laurens 
County line easterly on route No. 7 (Calhoun Highway) by way of 
Whitmire to Union County line. Beginning at Ninety Six, follow- 
ing easterly route No. 22, to Newberry-Saluda road.

§ 1-A. Newberry County to Borrow — Payment — Re- 
imbursement.—The County Treasurer of Newberry County and 
the Chairman of the County Highway Commission in order to carry 
into effect the provisions of this Act are authorized, directed and 
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erhpowered to borrow for and in the name of Newberry County 
not exceeding Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, if so much 
be necessary to be used for the purpose of building the road as pro- 
vided for in thi§ Act, and is authorized, empowered and directed to 
pledge the full credit of said County by the execution of a note or 
notes for the said sum for the payment of the money so borrowed 
and all interest and installment to become due thereon, said notes to 
be serial notes and to mature within ten years. That the money

Section 1. Cherokee County Road Commission — Ap- 
pointment—Term—Vacancies—Bonds.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
persons hereinafter named shall constitute a Board of Commis- 
sioners, to be known as the Cherokee County Road Commission, 
and shall have charge of constructing permanent or improved high- 
ways in Cherokee County, as provided in this Act. In case of a 
vacancy on said Commission by death, resignation or otherwise, such 
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vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Governor, upon recom- 
mendation of a majority of the members of the General Assembly 
of the said county; and the Governor shall have the power to re- 
move any member for cause and to fill the vacancy as above provided 
for. The Commission shall serve for a term of two years. The 
Chairman shall give bond in some approved chartered company in 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars, and the Commission may re- 
quire bonds of its employees, in its discretion, the premium of all 
bonds to be paid from the funds derived from any source. 


§ 2. Employees—Cooperation With Federal and State 
Authorities—Attorneys.—The Commission shall have power to 
elect a Secretary, with such duties as the Commission may impose, 
and to employ any other person whose service may be required, com- 
pensation to be fixed by the Commission, and shall employ an en- 
gineer or engineers, with such Superintendents and assistants as may 
be deemed advisable, who shall be skilled and experienced in scientific 
road construction, and who shall be paid such salaries as may be fixed 
by the Commission. No one of same to be related to any member of 
the Road Commission within the sixth degree. All compensation 
herein provided for to be paid from funds coming into their hands: 
Provided, That the Commission may accept the services of road 
experts tendered by the Federal Government: Provided, further, 
That the Cherokee County Road Commission be, and they are here- 
by, authorized to work with State Highway Commission, wherever 
and whenever same may be practicable, so that Cherokee County 
may have the benefit of Federal funds for permanent road work and 
engineers of same. Provided, That the regular county attorneys 
for Cherokee County shall act as attorneys for the Commission. 


§ 3. Duties and Powers—Condemnation.—The duties of 
the said Commission shall be to use the proceeds arising from the 
sale of bonds, gasoline tax, or other resources for the purpose of 
constructing permanent, improved highways throughout Chérokee 
County, including bridges and culverts on same where other bridge 
funds of county are insufficient, the same to be laid out and con- 
structed along such routes and of such material and in such order 
and in such manner as the Commission shall deem most advisable 
and best for the interest of the county. The said Road Commission 
shall have the right to use any of the public highways of said county 
now in use, or to lay out new roads or relocate old roads, as they 
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may deem best. They shall have the same authority and power to 
. condemn lands for the location of new roads or the relocation of 
old roads and for topsoil as is now vested by law in the Board of 
County Commissioners ; the said power to be exercised in the same 
manner and under the same regulations as are prescribed by law for 
the exercise of the same by the Board of County Commissioners. 


§ 4. Actions for Damages—Proviso.—No action for dam- 
ages for right of way or for the use of topsoil shall be brought 
against the Commission until one year has elapsed after the comple- 
tion of the road or the taking of the topsoil for such road or roads: 
Provided, however, Any right of action now existing or pending 
against the Cherokee Road Commission as now existing for the con- 
struction or alteration of any road is hereby preserved with right to 
prosecute same as they may be advised. 


§ 5. Personnel — Compensation. — That the Commission 
herein provided for shall consist of the following: A. W. Love, 
J. D. Jefferies and W. E. Peeler. The compensation of the mem- 
bers of the Commission is to be as follows: The chairman to re- 
ceive seventy-five dollars per annum, and the other two members of 
the Commission to receive fifty dollars per annum, payable in 
monthly installments, and shall not be entitled to any aver com- 
pensation whatsoever. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Establish a Centralized High School District to 
be Composed of Swansea School District No. 37, Mack 
School District No. 38, North Edisto School District No. 
87, Athens School District No. 34, Cross Roads School 
District No. 40, and Calvary School District No. 42, all 
of Lexington County, and to Make Said District a Body 
Corporate; to Provide Trustees Therefor; to Author- 
ize Issuance of Bonds for the Purpose of Erecting and 
Equipping a School Building Therefor; and to Provide 
for the Levy and Collection of Taxes Sufficient to Pay 
the Principal and Interest of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Centralized High School District at Swansea. 
—Be it enacted’ by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: ‘That Swansea School District No. 37, Mack School Dis- 
trict No. 38, North Edisto School District No. 87, Athens School 
District No. 34, Cross Roads School District No. 40, and Calvary 
School District No. 42, of Lexington County, be and they hereby 
are established and declared to be a centralized High School Dis- 
trict of said County, that is to say, a body corporate for the purpose 
of building, equipping and maintaining a public high school; and 
the trustees hereinafter provided for are hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to establish, equip and maintain a high school 
in said district at or near the Town of Swansea at such point as said 
school trustees may deem best ; and the said consolidated high school, 
when so established, shall enjoy and possess all of the rights, privi- 
leges and benefits enjoyed or to be enjoyed by high schools of 
similar kind and character in this State to the same effect as if said 
high school district had been first approved by the State Board of 
Education. 


§ 2. Trustees.—That the Board of Trustees of said High 
School District shall be composed of one member from each of the 
local or common school districts above named and designated, who 
shall be appointed by the County Board of Education for Lexing- 
ton County and shall hdld office for a term of two years or until 
their successors are appointed and qualified: Provided, That when 
said Board is first appointed three members thereof shall be named 
for a term of one year, and after the expiration of said term of one 
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year, their successors shall be appointed for a term of two years: 
so that the terms of three members of said Board shall expire each 
year. 


§ 3. Powers of Trustees.—That the said high school Board 
of Trustees shall be, and it hereby is, vested with full power and 
authority to do all acts necessary and proper to the establishment 
and maintenance of a high school in said high school district; and 
to that end may purchase or accept by gift or donation land, and 
erect and equip thereon a high school building for the use of said 
high school district; and shall have and enjoy all of the rights, 
powers and duties that are incident and usual to trustees in charge 
of public schools. 


§ 4. Bond Issue—Terms—-Tax for Payment—Execu- 
tion.—That for the purpose of providing funds for erecting and 
equipping a suitable high school building in said district, the said 
high school Board of Trustees are hereby authorized and required 
to issue and sell coupon bonds not to exceed the sum of Fifty Thou- 
sand ($50,000.00) Dollars in thé aggregate and not to exceed the 
limit fixed by the Constitution for bonded indebtedness; that said 
bonds shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed six per cent. per an- 
num, to be payable annually or semiannually as may be determined ; 
that said bonds shall be serial and of such denomination as may be 
fixed by the Board of ‘Trustees ; that no part of such bond issue shall 
run longer than forty years from the date of the issue, and a part 
thereof shall be retired each year after the same shall have been is- 
sued, the amount to be retired each year to be fixed by the said 
Board of Trustees before the issuance thereof; that the full faith 
and credit of the said High School District shall be pledged for the 
payment of said bonds and all interest to accrue thereon, and the 
Auditor of Lexington County is hereby required to assess against 
the taxable property of said district a sufficient levy to pay the prin- 
cipal and interest of such bonds as they respectively shall become 
due, and the Treasurer of Lexington County is hereby required to 
collect said taxes as other county and school taxes are collected, and 
to apply the proceeds so collected to the payment of the principal 
and interest of said bonds as and when the same become due that 
the bonds when issued shall be signed by the Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees for said high school district, to be elected by the mem- 
bers thereof, and his signature thereon shall be attested by the Clerk - 
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of the Board of Trustees, and he shall affix the corporate seal of said 
school district thereto, and the interest coupons to be attached to 
such bonds shall bear the facsimile signature of the Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees. 


§ 5. Tax Exempt.—That said bonds shall be exempt from 
State, County and Municipal taxation. 


§ 6. Parts of Act Independent.—That in case any Section, 
sentence or provision of this Act shall be held unconstitutional by 
any court of competent jurisdiction, the validity of the remaining 
parts thereof shall in no wise be construed or held to be impaired 
thereby, but such remaining parts or portions shall be and remain 
in full force and effect, and shall be deemed and: held to be a valid 
and complete Act. , 


§ 7. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 8. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor. °

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Appoint a Committee With Au- 
thority to Make Contract to Have a New Index Pre- 
pared for Volumes 1, 2 and 3, Code of Laws, 1922, and 
to Provide for Payment of Same. 


Section 1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That there shall be appointed a committee 
consisting of four members, two of whom shall be appointed by 
the President of the Senate, and two by the Speaker of the House. 
It shall be the duty of this committee, and they are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to make contract with some reputable, responsi- 
. ble, and experienced law publishing company, for the purpose of 
making a new and complete index of Volumes 1, 2 and 3, of Code 
of Laws, 1922, and it shall further be the duty of said committee to 
provide in said contract that the new index herein proposed to be 
made shall be prepared and ready for sale at the earliest possible 
date, to the legal profession. 
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§ 2. That the said committee shall have full authority to pay 
for the compensation and publishing of the said indexes and the 
same shall be disposed of by the State Library to the Lawyers, 
Judges and public of the State at such price as the committee may 
determine, or the said committee may purchase for the use of the 
public officials of the State such number of the said indexes as they 
may deem advisable, and allow the publishing company to dispose 
of the remainder at a price to be agreed upon with the committee. 


§ 3. That the necessary expenses incurred in carrying out this 
resolution shall be paid by the Governor from his contingent fund, 
upon claim or claims approved by majority of the committee herein 
authorized to be appointed.
